Kansas  and  Wichita  Classes  assembled  in  General  Con- 
vention, in  St.  Paul's  Reformed  Church,  Kansas  ( ;ity,  M©.,  on  Thursday, 
September  29th,  1887,  at  7:30  o'clock  p.  m.  Divine  services  were  con- 
ducted by  Rev.  A.  Casselman.  By  appointment  of  General  Synod,  the 
opening-  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  D.  S.  Fouse.  from  11  Peter  1 :4: 
''  Whereby  are  given  unto  us  exceeding  great  and  precious  promises ; 
that  by  tliese  ye  might  be  partakers  of  the'divine  nature,  having  escaped 
the  corruption  that  is  in  the  world  through  lust." 

After  the  sermon.  Rev.  T).  S.  Fouse,  by  the  ai)pointment  of  General 
Sj'nod.  took  the  chair  and  opened  the  meeting  with  prayer.  Rev.  T.  F.

We  the  undersigned  Trustees;  elected  for  the  purpose,  hereby  asso- 
ciate ourselves  together  into  a  body  politic,  under  the  Laws  of  the  State 
of  Kansas,  for  the  incorpoi-ation  of  Religious  Associations  by  settino- 
forth  the  following,  to-wit: 

First.  This  corporation  shall  be  known  by  the  title  of  "  The  Syn®d 
of  the  Interior  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States." 

Second.  The  purpose  for  which  this  corporation  is  formed  is  to  trans- 
act an  J'  and  all  business  relating  to  the  several  Classes,  Pastoral  Chai-o'es, 
Missions  and  Literary  Institutions.under  the  care  of  this  Synod,  accoi-d- 
ing  to  the  constitution  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States. 

Third.  The  place  where  its  business  shall  be  transacted  shall  be 
in  Wichita,  Kansas,  or  any  other  place  designated  by  the  Synod.

That  we  appeal  to  the  liberality  of  the  wealthy  in  our  Church  to  endow  pro- 
fessorships in  the  various  departments  of  this  institution  and  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble. We  especially  desire  to  see  the  Chancellorship  endowed,  to  which  Rev.  Dr. 
M.  Kieffer  has  been  elected  by  the  Trustees,  and  the  incumbent  of  this  chair 
be  teacher  of  Theology  and  Philosophy.

FIRST  ANNUAL  MEETING. 

Fathers  and  Buethrex:— Your  Committee  on  State  of  Religion  respectfully 
offer  the  following : 

We  have  examined  the  different  Classical  Reports  on  Religion  and  given  the 
subject  siich  consideration  as  the  brief  time  at  our  disposal  admitted.    The 
01a!<sical  Reports  speak  in  favorable  and  hopeful  tone  of  the  relifiou"  prosper 
ityof  our  Church.    They  testify  to  regular,  faithful  labor  on  the  part  of  tlie 
ministry,  the  worthy  general  piety  and  christian  activity  of  our  men-.bership 

Grateful  mention  is  made  of  the  increasing  efliciency'of  Woman's  work  in 
upbuilding  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom. 

The  Sunday  School  work  is  also  receiving  the  marked  attention  the  cause 
justly  merits  and  demands. 

With  regard  to  catechization,  the  tenor  of  the  statements  is  not  so  favor- 
able. Difficulty  is  experienced  in  carrying  out  the  time-honored  and  Scriptural 
method  of  introducing  members  into  the  Church.  There  is  danger  of  our 
families  and  pastors  suffering  it  to  sink  into  neglect. 

The  subject  of  missions  receives  properly  the  largest  amount  of  attention. 
Enthusiastic  devotion  to  the  work  is  the  most  striking  feature  of  these  reports 
At  the  same  time  a  sad  destitution  of  laborers  ijrevails,  and  the  means  to  carry 
on  the  work  eft'ectivelyare  also  lacking. 

It  is  proper  in  this  report  to  refer  to  the  territorial  location,  the  secular  envi- 
ronment of  the  new  Synod.  Our  latitude  is  one  with  the  great  nations  of  his- 
tory. We  are  directly  on  the  line  civilization  follows  in  its  march  around  the 
world.  We  are  in  the  heart  of  the  great  civilization  now  rising  on  the  Amer- 
ican continent. 

The  great  Mississippi  valley,  in  the  choicest  part  of  which  our  churhes  are 
situated,  is  a  garden  of  God  in  fertility,  capable  of  supporting  a  population 
greater  than  that  of  the  world  empires  in  olden  times.  The  seat  of  empire  will 
be  around  and  among  us.  Hence,  Synod  has  fallen  heir  to  a  great  inheritance 
In  the  providence  of  God,  the  lines  have  fallen  to  us  in  pleasant  places.  The 
problem  challenging  our  consideration  and  solution  is  whether  we  have  the 
ability,  and  if  able,  whether  we  will  exert  ourselves  to  take  possession 

Now  we  have  our  day  of  small  things,  but  stately  denominations  around,  too 
had  their  feeble  beginnings.  The  larger  Synods  of  our  own  church  were  once 
fewer  in  number  than  we  are  now.  By  action  we  will  grow.  As  to  the  tenor  of 
life  around  us,  all  are  familiar  with  its  intense  activity  and  struggle  Finan- 
cial speculation  is  rife;  population  is  increasing  at  certain  points  rapidly;  for- 
tunes are  oft  acquired  as  if  by  magic.  Mammon  is  a  God  of  many  votaries- 
vast  numbers  are  more  intent  on  acquisition  of  material  wealth,  than  laying  up 
treasures  in  heaven.  Christianity  has  an  urgent  and  mighty  task  to  counteract 
the  worship  of  mammon.  This  vast  domain  and  population  must  be  kept  and 
secured  for  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  The  kingdom  of  the  world,  the  gold  and  the 
silver,  are  His.  This  Synod  is  now  called  to  assist  in  claiming  and  conquering 
the  great  Mississippi  valley  for  King  Immanuel.  In  the  name  of  God,  we  set  up 
our  banners.  Some  trust  in  chariots  and  some  in  horses,  but  we  will  trust  in 
the  name  of  Jehovah  our  God.  L^nto  him  who  loved  us  and  washed  us  from  our 
sins  in  his  own  blood  and  hath  made  us  a  kinsrdom  and  priests  unto  our  God 
be  glory  unto  the  ages  of  ages.

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ARTICLE  XIV. 

MISSIONS. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Missions: 

Deak  Brethren:— We  are  profoundly  grateful  to  the  Great  Head  of  the' 
church  for  the  blessings  we  have  received  in  the  Tnissionary  operations  of  our 
church,  both  at  large,  and  especially  within  the  territory  comprising  this  Sj'nod, 
whicli  might  be  called  a  missionary  Synod,  as  suggestive  of  tlie  missions  now 
in  the  bounds  of  this  Sj'nod  and  of  the  Vast  field  ripe  to  the  harvest  but  not  yet 
occupied  by  tJie  reapers. 

'.  On  the  items  referred  to  us  from  the  minutes  of  General  Synod,  we  would 
earnestly  commend  the  sacred  cause  of  missions  to  the  classes  and  congrega- 
tions of  this  Synod,  \irging  an  increased  activity  and  liberality  in  the  cause. 

2  We  believe  that  the  missionary  operations  of  the  whole  church  should  be 
under  the  Board  of  General  Synod,  and  we  pledge  our  hearty  co-operation  to 
bring  about  this  desire  of  the  General  Synod  as  soon  as  practicable. 

3.  We  recommend  that  missionary  societies  be  organized,  as  soon  as  possible, 
in  this  Synod,  the  classes  and  congregations  in  the  bounds  of  tliis  Synod,  in 
order  to  carry  forward  the  work  of  missions  more  efflciently. 

4.  At  present  there  are  twelve  missions  in  the  bounds  of  this  Synod  under  the 
control  and  support  of  the  Trl-Synodic  Boai-d,  viz.:  Abilene,  Boulder,  Empo- 
]-ia,  Imogone,  lola,  Kansas  City,  Leighton,  Lisbon,  Lisconib,  Topeka,  Wichita 
and  Wilton,  with  a))propriations  amounting  to  $4,785.  Also  to  missions  under 
the  Ohio  Synod's  Board,  viz  :  Datnascus,  All amont,  Dakota,  Lyons,  Wathena 
and  Sabethsl,  with  appi-opriations  of  $1,650. 

We  therefore  respectfully  request  these  two  Boards  to  continue  at  least  the 
present  amount  of  support,  with  additional  funds  if  possible. 

5.  The  Committee  believe  that  Synod  should  elect  a  Synodical  Superintendent 
of  Missions,  who  shall  give  his  entire  time  to  this  work  in  the  bounds  of  this 
Synod,  and  as  mucli  as  possible  centralize  the  work  in  large  cities. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  the  Tii-Synodic  Board  to  continue  the 
oflice  of  the  Missionary  Superintendent,  and  make  his  territory  commensurate 
with  the  territory  of  this  Synod. 

6  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  commendable  progress  is  made  in  the  differ- 
ent missions  in  the  bounds  of  thi^  Synod;  new  churches  are  being  built,  new 
members  are  being  added  both  by  coiitirmationand  certificate.  Wichita  Classis 
reports  no  death  of  members. 

7.  We  believe  that  at  least  50  cents  per  member  should  be  contributed  by  this 
Synod  for  the  support  of  missions  within  the  bounds  of  Synod,  and  we  therfe- 
fore  recommend,  that  the  said  amount  be  apportioned  by  the  different  Classes 
for  this  purpose,  and  that  all  monies  for  this  purpose  pass  through  the  hands  of 
the  Ti'easurer  of  Synod  from  the  Treasurers  of  Classes.

1.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  retiring  President  to  prepare  and 
present  the  report  on  the  State  of  Religion  and  statistics, 

2.  It  is  heieby  made  the  duty  of  the  Stated  Clerk  of  each  Classis,  to 
put  into  the  hands  of  the  President  the  classical  report  on  the  State  of 
Religion  and  statistics  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  Synodical  meeting. 

3.  The  Stated  Clerk  of  Synod  with  other  two  members  appointed 
annually  by  the  President  shall  constitute  tlie  Committee  on  Minutes  of 
Classis;  and  that  the  Stated  Clerks  of  the  several  Classis  send  a  copy  of 
the  classical  minutes  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  meeting  of  Synod  to 
the  Stated  Clerk,  who  with  his  co-members  shall  have  their  report  readj^ 
at  the  opening  of  the  Synodical  Sessions. 

Adopted.

Resolved,  That  all  benevolent  offerings  of  our  congregations  pass  through 
the  hands  of  Classical  Treasurers  and  also  through  the  hands  of  Synod's  Treas- 
urer, either  by  actual  payment  of  monies  or  receipts,  so  that  a  full  showing  of 
our  benevolent  work  may  be  made  by  these  treasurers  in  their  annual  reports. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

RESUMPTION   AND  CLOSE. 

The  mintites  were  read,  corrected  and  approved  at  the  opening  of  each 
morning's  session  and  at  the  close  of  S}aaocl. 

Thirty  minutes  of  each  morning's  session  were  spent  in  Special 
Religious  service. 

The  roll  was  called  at  the  beginning  of  each  session  and  a  quorum 
found  present. 

At  the  final  roll  call  at  the  close  of  the  sessions  Revs.  G.  W.  Remegan 
and  F.  H.  Keller  were  absent  without  excuse. 

The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  hearty  thanks  of  this  Synod  are  due  and  hereby  extend- 
ed to  the  members  of  St.  Paul's  congregation  and  citizens  of  Kansas  City  for 
their  kind  hospitality  in  entertaining  members  of  the  Synod.

ARTICLE  IX. 

STATE  OF  RELIGION  AND    STATISTICS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  and  Statis- 
tical Reports  submitted  its  report  to  the  Synod  during  Friday 
morning's  session,  which  was  adopted.  The  report  is  as  follows, 
to  wit: 

REPORT  ON  STATE  OF  RELIGION. 

Brethren:— It  becomes  us,  first  of  all  to  return  unto  the  Great 
Head  of  the  Church  hearty  thanks  for  His  tender  care  over  us 
during  the  past  Synodical  year,  and  for  the  measure  of  success 
that  has  attended  our  efforts  to  extend  the  borders  of  His  King- 
dom over  the  goodly  territory  embraced  within  the  boundaries  of 
the  Synod.  The  first  year  of  the  history  of  this  body  is  past. 
We  are  indeed  scarcely  organized  and  fullv  equipped,  as  yet,  for 
the  great  work  before  us.  What  has  been^done  during  the  first 
year  of  our  existence,  the  reports  may  lav  before  us  in  an  imi)er- 
fect  way;  but  eternity  will  reveal  its  true  character.  The  reports 
on  the  State  of  Religion  and  statistics  from  the  various  Classes 
came  into  the  hands  of  the  Chairman  of  your  Committee  as  di- 
rected by  this  body  at  its  meeting  last  year.  We  examined  these 
reports  as  carefully  as  possible,  and  found  in  them  matters  of  an 
encouraging  character,  while  on  the  other  hand  we  found  com- 
plaints and  shortcomings  that  give  evidence  of  a  lack  of  religious 
interest  and  a  want  of  zeal  which  should  not  be  found  among 
those  who  stand  in  the  Covenant  of  Grace.  But  upon  the  whole 
the  reports  are  of  an  encouraging  character.  We  should  feel 
grateful  to  God  for  the  fact  that  .hiring  tlie  \ear  all  the  pastors 
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of  the  Synod  were  permitted  to  CHiry  forward  their  work  in  their 
charges  without  any  intemi})tions  because  of  sickness,  while  the 
Angel  of  death  did  not  strike  down  a  single  one  of  our  niimber. 
Dark  shadows  of  a  deep  sorrow  fell  across  the  pathway  of  several 
of  the  brethren,  as  death  entered  their  homes  and  took  away 
bosom  companions  as  in  the  case  of  Dr.  Mease  and  Rev.  S.  L. 
Runkle  but  personally  the  lives  and  liealth  of  our  pastors  have 
beei  precious  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord.  These  stricken  pastors, 
with  others,  were  thus  spared  to  go  into  the  families  of  those  who 
were  visited  by  the  death  Angel  to  speak  words  of  consolation 
and  peace  to  saddened  hearts.  With  regard  to  the  general  work 
of  the  Chnrch  within  the  bounds  of  this  youngest  Synod 
the  reports  speak  with  conlidence  and  hope.-  The  held 
is  large  and  ripe  unto  the  harvest.  Many  hopeful  points  are 
calling  loudly  for  Ministers  to  break  imto  them  the  bread  of  life. 
The  Classes  have  been  extending  their  boarders  and,  as  much  as 
possible,  have  endeavored  to  meet  the  urgent  calls  that  are  made 
upon  them.  Additional  congregations  have  been  organized,  new 
church  buildings  have  been  erected,  while  old  ones  have  been  re- 
paired and  beautified.  This  seems  to  have  been  true  especially 
in  the  new,  but  vigorous  Classis  of  Wichita.  In  this  same 
Classis  is  located  the  Wichita  University,  which  is  now  in  the 
first  year  of  its  educational  work.  The  reports  from  it  are  en- 
couraging and  assuring  and  your  Committee  especially  con- 
gratulates the  chtirch  upon  the  opening  of  this  vigorous  Institu- 
tion of  which  so  much  is  ex]>ected  to  aid  the  Church  in  the 
Southwest.  Thus  the  outward  growth  of  the  CliTirch  has  been 
all  that  could  reasonably  be  expected  with  the  forces  at  hand. 
But  while  this  outward  prosperity  gives  hopeful  signs  for  the 
future  we  have  at  hand  also  evidences  that  the  inner  life  of  the 
church  has  not  been  neglected.  We  should  lengthen  our  cords, 
but  the  stakes  must  be  correspondingly  strengthened.  The  col- 
umn of  Confirmations  gives  evidence  that  the  pastors  did  faith- 
ful work.  Several  of  the  i-eports  speak  especially  of  the  work 
done  in  the  Catechetical  class  and  emphasize  the  great  need  of 
still  more  earnest  work  in  this  direction.  A  large  number  of 
Children  were  brought  to  the  Altar  and  dedicated  to  the  service 
of  God  in  holy  baptism.  This  is  one  of  the  hopeful  signs  for 
the  Synod — and  the  more  so  in  these  days  when  so  many  of  the 
old  historic  Churches  have  let  go  this  doctrine  of  the  fathers  and, 
as  we  believe,  one  of  the  fundamental  doctrines  of  the  word  of 
God.  May  our  pastors  emphasize  the  need  of  Christian  parents 
bringing  their  children  into  the  Covenant  of  Grace  by  Holy  Bap- 
tism. We  note  with  special  pleasure  the  comparatively  large 
number  of  adult  baptisms.  This  tells  us  that  the  Chiirch  is 
reaching  out  into  the  uncovenanted  world  and  is  bringing  into 


the  fold  of  Christ  those  who  hitherto  had  uo  share  or  k)t  in  the 
Covenant  of  Grace.  This  is  as  it  slioukl  be.  While  she  must 
take  care  of  her  baptizi^d  Children  by  iustructintr  them  in  the 
ways  of  life  — urt^inoj  upon  them  to  claim  their  birth-right  —it  is 
yet  encouraging  when  those  who  have  grown  to  man  and  woman- 
hood in  the  world  feel  the  warm,  influences  of  divine  grace  and 
give  themselves  a  living  sacrifice  lapon  the  Altar  of  God.  The 
Sunday-School  work  has  received  due  consideration,  and  pi"o- 
gress  hns  been  made  in  this  direction.  Tiie  numl)er  of  commun- 
icants, while  comparatively  large,,  is  yet  not  what  it  sjioiild  be.  It 
would  .seem  that  not  one  who  names  Christ  as  his  Saviour  should 
neglect  the  table  of  the  Lord.  C'oming  to  the  column  of  Bene- 
volent Contribiitions  we  find  that  the  average  giving  has  been 
$.(50  per  member.  This  evidently  does  not  represent  the  whole 
amount  of  such  contributions.  We  always  fail  in  giving  our 
people  credit  for  what  they  do  in  the  line  of  benevolence;  but 
more  earnest  efforts  should  be  made  to  increase  the  benevolent 
contributions  of  the  Synod.  T"'he  average  contributions  for  Con- 
gregational jmrposes  is  $6.51.  This  is  a  very  fair  showing  when 
we  consider  that  quite  a  number  of  our  charges  are  vacant,  and 
therefore  fail  to  swell  tht;  grand  total  as  they  would  do  were 
i.hey  all  supplied  with  pastors.  While  therefore  there  is  much 
that  may  rightly  encourage  us  in  the  reports  sent  up  to  the 
J^ynod,  there  is  yet  one  universal  cry  that  comes  up  from  all 
the  Classes,  namely  that  the  field  is  m*uch  more  extensive  than 
can  be  cultivated;  but,  alas!  from  whence  shall  come  the  men  to 
do  the  work  ?  Here  is  a  grand  op]iortunity  opened  before  us, 
just  now,  had  we  but  the  men  and  the  means  to  improve  it.  A 
large  number  of  Charges  are  vacant  that  must  speedily  be  filled 
if  much  harm  is  not  to  result  from  it.  It  is  a  hopeful  sign  in 
any  church  when  there  are  fields  for  all  the  Ministfrs  of  that 
church;  but  when  the  fields  become  more  numerous  than  the 
ministers,  mTich  harm  must  result.  The  peo])le  become  dis- 
couraged and  will  finally  scatter  if  they  continue  for  along  time 
to  call  for  a  pastor  and  none  will  answer  the  call.  In  one  Classis. 
that  of  Iowa,  there  are  to-day  no  less  than  five  charges  without 
pastors,  and  some  of  these  have  always  been  regarded  among  the 
i)est  in  it.  What  shall  be  done,  brethren,  that  these  des- 
titute fields  may  be  speedily  supplied  with  jiastors  ?  Is  there 
not  an  admonition  here  to  the  parents  of  our  Churches  to  dedi- 
cate their  sons  to  the  Gospel  Ministry  ?  Is  it  not  time,  in  the 
history  of  our  church,  when  greater  efforts  should  be  made  to 
induce  pious  young  men  to  enter  the  ministry  Y  There  is  not  a 
Church  in  this  goodly  land  with  better  prospects  for  the  future 
than  the  Reformed  Chuirh;  but  we  need  to  make  great- 
er efforts  to  fill  up  the  ranks  of  the  ministry.      Let  us  hof)e  that 


at  tbe  close  of  aiiotlier  year  all  our  vacant  tieldn  will  be  filled 
with  efficient  pastors,  while  new  points  of  promise  will  be  taken 
U]).  And  now  to  Him  that  is  able  to  do  exceeding  abundantly 
above  all  that  we  ask  or  think,  according  to  the  i)owertha'  work- 
eth  in  ns,  unto  Him  be  glory  in  the  (Jhurch  by  Christ  Jesns, 
thronghoiTt  all  ages,  world  without  end.  Amen.

EDUCATION. 

The  Board  of  Education  submitted  its  annual  report  to  Synod 
during  the  session  of  Friday  forenoon,  which  was  adopted.  The 
Report  is  as  follows. 

The  Board  of  Education  of  this  Synod  organized  by  electing 
Rev.  D.  B.  Shuey  President,  Rev.  Gr.  D.  Gurley  Secretary  and 
Elder  L.  H.  Diehl  Treasurer. 

The  duties  of  this  Board  were  not  defined  by  the  Synod,  but 
we  suppose  Beneliciary  Education  is  the  special  care 
and  work  of  this  Board.  Feeling  the  importance  of  an  efficient 
ministry,  and  a  thorough  training  on  the  part  of  those  who  seek 
entrance  into  the  ranks  of  the  Christian  Ministry,  the  Board 
M^ould  recommend  to  the  Synod  to  make  provision  for  some  funds 
at  least,  for  the  use  of  the  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  seek 
out  young  men  and  assist  such  who  would  study  for  the  Ministry', 
but  are  hindered  for  want  of  means.  This  Synod  now  has  facili- 
ties through  the  College  of  Northern  Illinois  and  the  Wichita 
University  to  educate  her  own  sons  who  look  forward  to  the 
Christian  Minisitry.  The  term  of  Rev.  G.  D.  Gurley  expires 
with  this  meeting,  and  H  becomes  the  duty  of  Synod  to  All  this 
vacancy.

Upon  the  adoption  of  the  report  at  the  morning  session 
the  item  relating  to  beneficiay  education  was  referred  to  a  special 
committee.  This  Committee  subsequently  reported  as  follows 
and  the  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole.* 

Your  Special  Committee  on  Beneficiary  Education  beg  leave 
to  make  the  following  report. 

Whereas,     The  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  espec- 
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ially  the  western  portion  of  it,  is  very  much  in  need  of  educated 
young  men  to  enter  its  ministry,  and 

Wheeeas,  There  are  young  men  who  desire  to  prepare  them- 
selves for  the  ministry,  but  have  not  the  means  to  educate  them- 
selves, and  desire  aid  from  the  Church.      Therefore  be  it, 

Resolved.  1.  That  the  Board  of  Beneficiary  Education  be  urged 
to  seek  out  young  men  of  the  Church,  who  are  willing  and  capa- 
ble tc  enter  the  gospel  ministry,  and  use  all  proper  measures  to 
persuade  them  to  enter  the  ranks  of  the  ministry. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  pastors  present  this  matter  to  their 
people  at  least  once  during  the  year  in  a  sermon  or  otherwise 
and  point  out  the  necessity,  and  the  claims  of  Christ  and  his 
Church  upon  them. 

Resolved,  3.  That  the  Board  of  Beneficiary  Education  at 
once  make  efforts  to  procure  funds  for  the  purpose  of  aiding 
needy  young  men  in  procuring  an  education. 

Resolved,  4.  That  the  Board  of  Beneficiary  Education  and 
pastors  call  the  attention  of  persons  of  means  to  the  needs  of 
such  a  fund  and  endeavor  to  procure  a  special  contribution  from 
them. 

Resolved,  5.  That  an  apportionment  of  at  least  15  cents  for 
each  communicant  member  be  made  and  the  pastors  be  urged  to 
collect  the  same  and  send  it  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Beneficiary  Education  as  soon  as  possible.

The  Report  of  Board  of  Trustees  of  Literary  Institutions, 
adopted  by  Synod  is  as  follows. 

Dear  Brethren: — Your  Board  have  had  the  care  (nominally) 
of  the  Wichita  University  at  Wichita  Kansas.  The  Board  has 
had  no  meeting,  as  none  seemed  to  be  necessary,  as  the  in- 
terests of  the  above  named  institution  are  well  cared  for  by  itkS 
Board  of  Trustees  whose  President  will  make  a  report  of  its  pres- 
ent status  and  progress.  We  may  simply  mention,  however, 
that  the  University  is  in  successfull  operation  with  a  full  corps 
of  teachers  in  the  literary,  musical  and  art  departments.  There 
are  over  one  hundred  students  in  these  several  departments,  and 
the  prospects  of  increase  are  encouraging.  With  the  hearty  co- 
operation of  the  brethren  of  Synod,  we  believe  this  Institution 
has  a  bright  future  before  it,  and  will  be  an  important  means  of 
furthering  the  interests  of  the  Reformed  Church,  not  only  with- 
in our  own  bounds,  but  throughout  the  entire  church,  and  es- 
pecially throughout  the  great  west.     In  this   connection    it    may 


1)P  proper  to  note  that,  onr  Institution  at  Dakota  Illinois,  is  rn- 
portetl  as  also  dointr  moderately  well,  and  having  a  promising 
future.  The  term  of  Rev.  R.  L.  (xerhavt,  ex})ires  with  this 
meeting.

The  Re])ort  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wichita  University 
was  submitted  during  Saturday  morning's  session,  adopted,  and 
is  as  follows. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wichita  University  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States,  vs'ould  respectfully  report  to  this 
Synod  that  the  school  is  now  in  successful  operation.  We  ojiened 
on  Wednesday,  September  5th  1888,  in  the  new  building  which 
was  almost  completed  at  that  time.  We  now  have  40  students 
enrolled  in  the  Literary  department,  and  70  in  the  Musical  and 
Art /departments.  The  faculty  consists  of  7  teachers,  four  of 
whdm  are  employed  in  the  Literary  department,  two  in  the 
Mu|-;ic  and  one  in  the  Art  departments.  Our  arrangements 
are  such  that  the  teachers  in  the  Music  and  Art  departments 
receive  their  pay  from  their  own  students  without  any  iinancial 
responsibility  by  the  Board. 

The  Board  now  has  a  fine  Campus  consisting  of  20  acres,  in 
fee  simple,  on  high  ground  east  of  the  City  of  Wichita.  The 
building  with  heating  apparatus,  with  other  improvements  cost 
about  $25,000.  Five  citizens  of  Wichita  gave  their  guarantee 
Bond  to  furnish  $25,000,  for  the  above  purpose.  Of  this  amount 
more  than  $10,00<1  has  been  paid  in  by  them.  For  the  balance 
the  Board  has  entered  suit  against  these  Bondsmen  and  we  be 
iieve  the  full  amount  is  collectable.  W^e  have  the  sympathy  and 
co-operation  of  the  community  and  we  believe  success  will  crown 
our  efforts.  The  endowment  Fund  of  $15,000  has  all  been  paid, 
except  a  small  balance  by  the  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
the  U.  S.  for  which  arrangements  have  been  made  and  the  funds 
will  no  doubt  be  on  hands  in  a  few  days.  Most  of  the  funds  are 
on  interest  on  Real  Estate  Mortgageo.  Some  of  the  Mortgages 
lately  became  due  and  were  paid  off  and  some  funds  were  lately 
received  from  the  east.  This  accounts  for  the  fact  that  not  all 
the  funds  are  on  interest  at  present. 

We  respectfully  ask  the  Synod  to  take  such  action  as  will  give 
the  hearty  co  operation  of  the  whole  Synod  and  assist  in  increas- 
ing the  number  of  students  and,  especially  of  such  as  have  the 
ministry  in  view.  Let  us  seek  to  make  it  a  strong  Synodical 
College  of  the  Reformed  Chiirch. 

The  Board  would  further  report  that  the  time  of  Dr.  Joseph 
Coblentz,  Rev.  T.  F.  Stauft'er  and  J.   D.   Hutchings  as  Trustees 
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will  expire  ou  November  Ist  ISSS.  and  we  ask  Syuod  to  fill  tliese 
vacancies.  For  this  purpose  the  Board  nominated.  Dr.  Joseph 
Coblentz,  Rev.  T.  F.  Stanffer,  D.  S.  Stover  and  F.  P.  Martin  of 
the  Reformed  Church  and  C.  C.  Fees  and  J.  D.  Chattield  of  the 
citizens  of  Wichita. 

Praying  that  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  may  bless  us  and 
guide  us  in  this  grand  work,  we  submit  this  our  first  animal 
report.

The  Rfvport  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
for  Foreign  Missions;  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of 
Synod;  a  communication  from  the  Ladies  Missionary  Society  of 
the  Reformed  Church,  Dakota  Illinois,  with  several  oiher  items 
of  a  Missionary  Character,  were  referred  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Missions.  The  committee  presented  its  report  at  the 
Saturday  afternoon  session,  which  was  adopted  at  Monday  morn- 
ings session.  The  Report  on  the  Subject  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, is  as  follows. 

SECRKTARY's  KEPOKT  of  the   BOAKl)  OF    FOEEION    MISSIONS. 

To  the  Synod  of  the    Ltiterior: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:-  '"The  Lord  hath  done  great 
things,  whereof  we  are  glad."  With  this  note  of  praise  to  Al- 
mighty God  for  His  great  mercies  through  another  year,  })ermit 
me  to  lay  before  your  Reverend  body  a  brief  report  of  our  For- 
eign Missionary  work. 

The  record  of  the  past  yeir  is  a  grand  recital  of  magniticient 
pros])erity.  And  this  saying  a|)plies  to  the  zeal  and  liberality  of 
the  Church  at  home  as  well  as  to  the  work  of  our  faithful  miss- 
ionaries in  Japan.  The  Church  has  ]>aid  more  attention  to  the 
cause  of  Foreign  Missions  than  at  any  other  time  in  her  history. 
Our  people  have  been  awaking  from  a  deep  slumber,  and  we  con- 
fidently hope  that  it  may  l)e  a  resurrection  which  kriows  of  no 
second  death. 

The  royal  command  of  the  Lord  Jesus — ''Go,  ye  into  all  the 
world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  ceature,"  has  struck  a  re- 
sponsive chord  in  the  hearts  of  the  people,  for  they  take  more 
interest  in,  and  give  more  liberally  for,  the  spread  of  the  (lospel. 

Our  contributions  for  the  last  twelve  months  amount  to  120.0(10. 
This  sum,  however,  includes  in  part  the  special  offerings  for  the 
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Oirls"  S(!bo()l  Bnildinj^  ut  Sfiidiii.  the  dwelliii<^s  for  the  lady 
teacbors  and  missionary  Hoy,  atid  the  sendiiifr  forth  of  two  new 
missionaries  and  a  h\dy  teacher  for  tlie  (xirls'  S(^hool. 

OUR  mjssion'ariks. 

h'ev.  A.  D.  Gring  and  irifc  are  still  with  us.  Siiuie  he  is  xin- 
alile  to  return  with  his  family  to  Japan  this  fall,  he  will  continue 
his  visits  among  the  (Jhnrches  in  tliis  country  in  the  interest  of 
the  Board  for  its  Mission  in  Japan.  His  stay  in  America  has 
had  a  healthful  influence  on  our  j)astors  and  peoiJe,  to  whose 
confidence  and  affection  we  commend  him  anew. 

Rer.  J.  P.  Moore  and  n-ife  labor  at  Yamagata.  He  is  the 
Princi[)al  of  an  English  Japanese  school.  His  success  as  a  teach- 
er has  been  a  great  help  to  him  in  his  evangelistic  work.  He 
writes:  "Our  school  has  been  a  sort  of  advertising  medium  to 
Christianity.''  He  has  laid  the  foundation  for  a  flourishing  con- 
gregation. The  membership  compirises  the  best  people  of  the 
town,  and  with  new  chapel  the  growth  of  the  congregation  is 
assured. 

Mrs.  Moore  is  an  invaluable  hel}),  and  she  is  never  weary  in 
doing  good  to  the  poor  and  needy.  She  is  an  angel  of  mercy  to 
the  intirm  of  the  hospitals.  The  Board  is  very  anxious  to  secure 
another  missionary  family  for  Yamagata,  for  which  provision  has 
already  been  made,  but  up  to  this  time  our  efforts  have  been  in 
vain.      We  trust  that  the  pro})er  man  may  be  found  very  soon. 

Rev.  W.  E.  Hoy  was  married  to  Miss  Mary  B.  Ault  on  the  27th. 
day  of  December,  1887.  He  is  the  Elijah  in  the  school  of  the 
Prophets  at  Sendai,  and  with  his  amiable  wife  will  accomplish 
gi'eat  things  for  the  Lard. 

The  Misses  Poorbaiiyh  have  charge  of  the  (girls'  school  at 
Sendai.  Miss  Lizzie  is  one  of  the  founders  of  that  noble  institii- 
tion.  Miss  Emma  arrived  at  Yokohama  on  the  9th  day  of  July, 
1888.  The  Board  awaits  great  results  frcm  the  joint  labors  of 
of  these  sisters.  VYe  believe  that  the  statement  made  by  a  mis- 
sionary in  regard  to  two  sisters  of  another  Church,  will  be  veri- 
fied in  this  instance: — "'I  never  knew  better  work  than  that  done 
by  two  sisters,  so  permanent,  so  steady  and  every  way  successful 
and  admirable,  and  they  are  still  at  it  and  apparently  good  for 
another  tjuarter  century." 

Rev.  D.  B.  Sehneder  arid  ivife  arrived  at  Yokohama  on  the  21st 
day  of  December,  1887.  He  is  making  ra])id  progress  in  the 
study  of  the  Japanese  language,  and  is  wielding  a  good  influence 
in  the  Theological  Training  School  at  Sendai. 

SALE  OF   THE    TOKIO    HOUSE. 

For  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  Board,  the  28  Tsukiji  pvopertv 
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was  sold  en  the  Uth  day  of  July.  IS-SN,  for  $Hi)W  (Mexican  cur- 
rency). We  are  contident  that  the  future  will  make  it  ])lain  to 
the  Church  that  the  judgement  of  the  Board,  as  well  as  the  judj^- 
ment  of  the  Mission,  has  been  correct  in  this  matter. 

The  sale  of  the  house  will  in  no  wise  interfere  with  our  work 
in  and  around  Tokio.  The  churches  at  Bancho  and  Nihon  Bashi 
will  remain  as  heretofore,  under  the  care  of  the  Mission,  and  re- 
ceive approfiriations  from  the  Board.  The  money  realized  from 
the  sale  of  the  Tokio  h()use  will  be  used  in  the  erection  of  the 
buildino;s  at  Sendai. 

THE  NEW  BUILDINGS. 

The  Girls'  School  building  is  in  process  of  erection,  and  the 
teachers  expect  to  occupy  it  by  next  Christmas.  Besides  the 
school  building,  the  Board  is  erecting  two  dwellings-  one  for  the 
lady  teachers  and  the  other  for  missionary  Hoy. 

The  cost  of  the  several  structures  will  exceed  the  fund  on 
hand  for  these  specific  purposes,  but  the  Board  has  full  confi- 
dence in  the  liberality  of  the  people,  and  in  faith,  we  go  forward. 

•  FIFTIETH  ANNIVERSARY. 

On  the  2*Jth  day  of  September,  1888,  at  the  Synod  in  Lancas- 
ter, Pa.,  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mission  was  organized  with  the 
following  ministers  and  elders  as  its  members:  Revs.  Dietrich 
Willers,  Elias  Heiner,  Bernard  C.  Wolff,  John  Cares,  Samuel 
Gutelius,  Joseph  F.  Berg.  Samuel  R.  Fisher,  and  elders  John  J. 
Mayer,  Matthew  Shaw,  Daniel  Buckey,  John  B.  Seidenstricker 
and  Burchert  Mayer. 

It  is  proper  that  we  should  celebrate  such  a  memorable  event. 
The  Board  has  set  apart  the  month  of  November  as  a  suitable  sea- 
son for  missionary  services  in  honor  of  its  fiftieth  anniversary. 
A  historical  sketck  will  soon  appear,  containing  many  interesting 
facts.  An  order  of  service  will  also  be  ready  in  due  time.  The 
Board  respectfully  requests  the  Reverend  Synods  to  take  such 
action  as  will  help  to  make  the  month  of  November  a  jubilee  of 
missions. 

STATISTICS  OF  THE  WORK. 

The  statistical  table  of  the  mission  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  1st,  1888,  presents  a  bird's-eye  view  of  the  work  done  by 
our  faithful  band  of  workers  in  Japan.  Truly  the  Lord  of  the 
harve.st  has  been  graciously  smiling  upon  their  efforts  to  sa\e 
souls.  And  the  half  has  not  been  told.  Back  of  the  cold  figures 
are  the  throbbing  hearts  of  thankful  men,  women  and  children, 
who  greatly  rejoice  that  Jesus  Christ  dwells  in  them,  "the  hope 
of  glory." 

These  cheerful  tidings  of  the  marvellous  success  of  our  dear 
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brethren  and  sisters  in  the  Empire  of  the  Rising  Sun,  should  fill 
us  with  fresh  zeal  and  new  courage. 

In  behalf  of  these  precious  "first  fruits,"  we  kindly  ask  for  the 
earnest  prayers,  the  warm  sympathy  and  the  liberal  support  of 
all  the  churches,  and  we  affectionatily  urge  the  Reverend  Synod 
to  im})ress  upon  the  hearts  and  minds  of  the  people  the  urgent 
claims  of  Foreign  Missions. 

There  is  a  great  work  for  us  to  do  in  Japan,  and  the  })resent  is 
the  missionary  opportunity  of  our  Church.  Let  us  improve  the 
golden  opportunity  and  the  Lord  will  cause  the  light  of  our  dear 
Zion  to  shine  more  and  more  unto  the  perfect  day.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS  OF  THE  SYNOD  OF  THE  INTERIOR. 

At  the  organization  of  the  ''Synod  of  the  Interior"  at  Kansas 
City  last  year,  a  Board  of  Missions  was  created,  consisting  of 
Rev's.  D.  B.  Shuey,  A.  S.  Weber  and  D.  S.  Fouse.  This  Board 
was  subsequently  duly  organized  and  is  thus  ready  for  any  busi- 
ness that  might  rightfully  come  before  it.  Since  then  Rev.  A. 
S.  Weber  has  returned  to  the  east  leaving  only  two  members  on 
the  Board.  When  we  began  the  work  we  found  all  the  Missions. 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod,  under  the  care  of  the  Tri- Synodic 
Board,  and  the  Board  of  the  Ohio  Synod.     The  whole  number  of 


23 

Missions  then  under  these  two  Boards  was  twenty-  fourteen  un- 
der the  Tri-Synodic  Board  and  six  under  the  Ohio  Board.  The 
whole  amount  ]>aid  these  fields  by  these  Boards  was  ITjOOO.  ^Ve 
are  not  able  to  say  now  whether  the  Ohio  Synod  still  has  charj^'e 
of  the  same  number  of  missions  as  last  year.  The  Tri-Synodic 
lioard,  as  stated,  has  fourteen  of  our  missions  under  its  care. 

To  the.se  it  [)aid  last  year  $5,850.  The  appro])riat:ions  for  this 
year  amount  to  $5,8^5. 

During  the  year  a  new  field  was  opened  and  })rovided  for. 
Tiiis  field  is  in  Rush  Co.  Kani-as.  It  is  not  under  the  care  of 
other  Synod's  Board:  but  belongs  exclusively  to  your  Synod's 
Board  and  must  be  provided  for  by  us  as  a  Synod.  At  ])resent 
Nicholas  Joss,  has  charge  of  the  field.  He  is  a  Licentiate  of 
Wichita  Classis  and  had  an  appropriation  made  of  -It  100  for  the 
present  year  by  your  Board. 

The  Siotix  City  mission  was  fully  organized  during  the  year. 
It  consisted  of  two  congregations  and  the  missionary  receives  his 
a})})ortionment  from  the  Tri-Synodic  Board. 

There  are  several  points  to  which  the  Board  would  call  the 
attention  of  Synod. 

1st.  Heretofore  it  was  the  custom  for  the  Tri-Synodic  Board 
to  make  an  appropriation.  The  missionary  would  receive  the 
apportionment — less  the  amount  raised  in  the  field  for  Mission 
purposes.  In  this  way  the  mission  would  receive  the  pro[)er 
credit  for  having  raised  a  certain  amount  of  missionary  money. 
At  its  last  meeting  the  Tri-Synodic  Board  passed  a  resolution 
that  it  would  commission  its  Missionaries  with  an  appropria- 
tion only  as  large  as  is  necessary  for  the  Board  to  pay,  with  the 
understanding  that  the  additional  amounts  that  are  to  be  paid 
to  the  missionaries  from  the  alms  or  missionary  funds  of  the 
congregation  must  be  arranged  for  in  some  other  way. 

Your  Board  would,  therefore,  sixggest  that  hereafter,  all 
the  missionary  monies  raised  by  the  congregations  within  our 
bounds  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Synod's  Missionary  Treas- 
ury, and  that  the  Board  of  Synod  then  make  appropriations  to 
supplement,  if  necessary,  that  of  the  other  Boards. 

2d.  We  deem  it  a  matter  of  importance  that  our  Synod  at 
this  meeting,  in  some  suitable  way,  iTrge  upon  the  other  Boards 
now  having  missions  within  our  bounds,  to  pay  the  amount  of 
appropriation  into  the  hands  of  your  Treasurer  and  that  the  ap- 
])ropriations  be  then  made  to  the  missionaries  directly  by  your 
Board.  This  would  obviate  the  necessity  of  a  double  appropri- 
ation, which  under  the  present  arrkngment  is  absolutely 
necessary.  We  deem  some  such  action  necessary  before  the 
mission  work  of  this  Synod  can  be  carried  forward  with  anything 
like  the  force  that  should  characterize  it,  and  the  time  has  cer- 
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tainly  now  arrived  when  we  should  take  a  broader  view  of  this 
work  and  devise  more  liberal  things  for  it.  There  has  been 
commendable  progress  made  by  the  missions  during  the  year. 
The  foundation  for  the  new  church  at  Sioux  City  is  laid.  At 
lola,  Kansas,  a  new  church  has  been  dedicated.  The  fine  new 
church  at  Wichita  is  nearing  completion.  The  church  at  Lyons, 
Kansas,  has  been  thoroughly  repaired,  while  in  other  mission 
fields  within  our  bonds  much  work  has  been  done. 

The  Superintendent  of  missions  has  done  what  he  could,  but 
his  hands  were  tied  by  being  compelled  to  preach  at  Topeka  and 
other  points  to  the  detriment  of  the  mission  work  at  large  in  the 
Synod.  We  hope  much  for  the  future,  and  would  urge  upon 
Synod  to  devise  such  ways  and  means  as  will  greatly  enlarge  the 
work. 

It  remains  only  to  be  stated  that  the  time  for  which  Rev.  A.  S. 
Weber  was  elected  on  the  Board  has  expired  and  another  must 
be  elected  in  his  stead. 

We  herewith  transmit  the  re])ort  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Mis- 
sion Board  of  the  Synod.

TO  THE  KEV.  SYNOD  Or  THE  INTEHIOK. 

Dear  Brethren.  —  Your  committee  on  missions  have  examined 
with  interest  the  re})orts  of  the  Board  of  P'oreioii  Missions  and 
your  own  Synods  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

It  is  a  matter  for  conjjratulation  and  profound  thankfulness 
that  our  Foreign  Mission  work  is  in  so  {u-osperous  a  condition. 

The  Board  seems  to  have  been  es})ecially  fortunate  in  the  se- 
lection of  those  to  whom  it  has  committed  the  })resentation  of 
the  Gjspel  of  Christ  and  the  planting  of  His  Church  in  Japan. 

The  Missionaries  sent,  both  male  and  female,  witJi  their 
native  workers  are  evidently  doing  a  good  work  and  succeeding 
beyond  our  first  and  most  sanguine  expectations.  The  establish- 
ing of  eight  organized  churches,  half  of  them  self  su])porting, 
with  seven  preaching  stations  into  which  have  been  gathered 
over  twelve  hundred  Japanese,  converted  from  heathenism  to 
Christianity,  the  founding  of  Schools,  of  a  Theological  Seminary 
and  of  Sunday  Schools,  with  over  seven  hundred  ?;cholars,  is  a  great 
work.  All  this  speaks  in  most  eloquent  tones  of  the  energy,  ability 
and  fidelity  of  those  to  whom  this  im]:)()rtant  work  has  been 
committed.     We  therefore  offer  the  following  for  your  adoption. 

Resolved.  That  in  further  appreciation  of  the  self-denial  and 
earnest  labor  of  our  Missionaries  in  Japan,  and  as  a  further  ex- 
pression of  our  thankfulness  for  the  Divine  blessing  upon  the 
same,  we  hereby  solemnly  pledge  ourselves  as  Ministers  and 
Elders  of  this  new  missionary  Synod,  to  do  all  we  can  to  aid  the 
sacred  cause  by  our  means  and  influence,  urging  upon  all  our 
congregations  and  people  to  join  with  us  in  doing  whatsoever 
their  hands  find  to  do  in  spreading  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom 
among  the  heathen.  And,  further — We  heartily  recommend  to 
our  pastors  and  congregations,  to  hold  special  missionary  services 
during  November  of  this  year,  as  recommended  by  The  Foreign 
Board,  in  honor  of  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  the  organization 
of  the  Board. 

HOME  MISSIONS. 

From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  this  Synod 
we  learn  with  joy  that  the  waste  places  of  our  Zion  are  being 
looked  after  and  cared  for  to  the  extent  that  men  and  means  are 
at  hand  for  that  purpose.  All  our  territory,  is  emphati 
cally  home  Mi.-sion  territory,  and  we  believe  our  pastors 
are  among  the  most  earnest,  live  and  self-sacrificing  men 
to  be  found  in  any  chm-ch.  The  statistics  of  our  congregations 
and  Classes  prove  l)eyond  a  doubt  that  much  progr^^ss    has    been 
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made  during  the  past  year.  But  when  we  look  abroad,  we  are 
overwhelmed  with  the  vastness  of  the  territory  yet  to  be  occupied 
by  our  church,  and  the  smallness  of  the  resources  at  our  com- 
mand to  accomplish  the  work  that  ought  to  be  done  without 
delay. 

The  older  Synods  of  the  Eastern  portion  of  our  dear  Zion, 
have  helped  us  liberally  in  the  past  and  we  believe  are  willing  to 
help  us  in  the  future.  We  heartily  appreciate  all  they  have 
done,  l)ut  we  still  need  to  ap})eal  for  greater  liberality  and  more 
of  the  best  men  they  can  spare  to  carry  on  our  ever  increasing 
and  promising  work  in  the  great  west.  Tvlay  the  love  of  Christ 
constrain  all  oiir  peo})le.  east  and  west,  to  consecrate  still  more 
of  their  money,  and  more  of  their  sons  and  daughters  to  the 
gloriotis  cause  of  occupying  the  broad  and  fertile  ])rairies  for 
(/hrist.  We  think  the  time  has  come  when  we  should  cultivate 
this  vast  and  promising  tield  more  especially  through  our  Synod's 
Board  with  the  increasing  aid  of  Eastern  money  and  men. 

We  suggest  for  your  adoption  the  following  action. 

1.  That  all  our  churches  be  urged  by  their  jjastors  and  con- 
sistories to  contrjjpute  an  average  of  at  least  fifty  cents  per  mem- 
ber for  Home  Missions. 

2.  That  all  monies  raised  for  this  ])urpose  be  under  direction 
of  onr  board,  and  that  the  same,  or  receipts  therefor,  |)ass  through 
the  hands  of  Classical  treasurers  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer 
of  the  Synod's  board. 

8.  We  heartily  approve  of  the  organization  of  Congrega- 
tional, Classical  and  Synodical  Women's  Missionary  Societies  to 
aid  in  carrying  forward  both  our  Foreign  and  Home  Mission 
work,  and  we  recommend  to  them  that  they  meet  with  us  at  least 
one  day  during  our  Classical  and  Synodical  Sessions,  and. 
further. 

That  this  Synod  set  apart  Friday  evening  after  its  o])ening  for 
a  general  meeting  under  the  direction  of  the  Ladle's  Synodical 
Society,  when  it  has  organized. 

4.  In  order  to  hold  OTir  members  in  promising  points  and  in 
vacant  congregations,  until  pastors  can  be  secured,  and  also  at- 
tend to  the  general  work  of  the  Superintendency,  we  recommend 
that  the  Tri- Synodical  Board  allow  Superintendent  Rev.  D.  B. 
Shuey  to  give  his  entire  time  to  this  work,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Mission  Board  of  this  Synod:  and  that  the  Staved  Clerk  in- 
form the  Tri-Synodical  Board  of  this  action. 

5.  That  this  Synod  elect  a  Board  of  Church  Erection,  con- 
sisting of  five  members,  with  authority  to  procure  a  charter,  and 
receive  in  trust  any  funds  that  may  be  given  for  this  purpose, 
and  we  urge  upon  our  wealthy  members  to  give  large  amounts 
to  this  worthy  cause. 
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().  Whereas  it  is  well  known  that  there  are  a  jijootlly  number 
of  substantial  members  c>f  the  lief  .rmed  Church  in  the  City  of 
Chicago,  who  should  be  organized  into  an  English  Kefonned 
congregation,  therefore. 

ReHoloed.  That  we  instruct  the  Mission  Board  of  this  Synod 
to  urge  upon  the  Tri-Synodic  and  Ohio  Synod's  Boards  the 
great  importance  of  organizing  an  English  Mission  in  that  City 
at  once,  ])romising  that  this  Synod  will  give  all  help  in  its 
power.

That  it  is  the  plain  duty  of  all  Reformed  heads 
of  families  to  procure  at  least  one  Church  paper  for  religious  in- 
struction and  culture  in  the  family,and  that  pastors  and  consis- 
tories are  directed  to  call  the  attention  of  our  membership  to  this 
action.

ARTICLE  IX. 

STATfc  OF   RELIGION  AND  STATISTICS. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  and  Statistics  submitted 
their  report  during  Saturday  morning  session,  which  was  adopted  and 
is  as  follows: 

BEPORT  ON   STATE  OF    RELIGION, 

Dear  Brethren: — I  will  herewith  submit  the  report  on  the  State 
of  the  Church  and  Statistics  of  the  Synod  of  the  Interior.  The  second 
year  of  the  history  of  this  body  is  pafet.  A  careful  reading  of  the 
Classical  reports  of  this  Synod  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  reveals  a 
state  of  prosperity  which  calls  for  an  expression  of  unfeigned  thanks 
and  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  his  unnumbered  blessings  vouch- 
safed to  us  during  the  past  year. 

But  some  facts  in  the  reports,  however,  teach  us  at  the  same  time 
to  temper  our  rejoicing  with  humility  and  a  deep  sense  of  our  short- 
comings. Pastors,  in  general,  have  enjoyed  good  health,  so  that,  with- 
out scarcely  any  interruptions,  they  have  been  enabled  to  attend  to 
their  pastoral  work  during  the  year. 


The  (leatli  roll  among  the  men.bprs,  as  reported  by  the  respective 
pastors,  is  not  so  hir^e  as  in  the  former  year  Reports  sliovv  that  tiie 
hretliren  have  heeu  alMiiulant  in  labors,  j)reachin>;  the  worii  of  God, 
(;atec'liisii)<r  and  con  firming;  the  yonnL',  adniinisterintr  the  iH)ly  sacra- 
ments, and  niirtniinj:  the  tender  plants  in  the  kingdom  of  onr  Lord,  is 
not  in  vain.  (Jod  still  honors  HisCliurch  by  working;  thronfj!;  her 
for  the  salvation  of  souls.  We  hereby  clieerhilly  acknowledge  God's 
blessinjrs  upim  the  labors  of  his  servants,  enahlin<r  us  to  report  an  in- 
crease of  one  chari^e,  fo  ir  congregations,  and  an  increase  in  meml.>er- 
shipoftwo  hundred  and  forty. 

Two  new  church  liuiMiiigs  have  been  dedicated  to  the  worship  of 
the  Triune  God  during  the  year,  one  at  Fairview,  in  the  Sabetha 
charire,  and  one  at  Whitewater,  Kansas.  Others  have  been  repaired 
and  beautified.  Onr  meuibers  have  shown  an  increased  spirit  of  liber- 
ality, not  otdy  for  local  and  home  purpf)ses,  but  also  for  mission  work. 

No  doubt i)ut  that  our  Coni^regatioiial  Missionary  Societies  have 
been  aiding  materially  in  awakening  a  more  lil)eral  spirit  in  onr 
Chunhes.  We  also  recognize  favorable  results  from  an  increased 
nunjber  of  church  pajiers  taken  in  oui  charges.  Neither  should  we 
fortret  tlie  faithful  labors  of  our  suijerintemlents,  teachers  and  schola»"8 
of  our  vSundav  Schools,  within  the  l)Ounds  of  our  Synoil,  as  helpers  in 
the  good  aii'l  glorious  work  of  onr  lyord.  The  reports  show  some  facts 
that  we  would  be  sbid  if  they  were  otherwise.  We  notice  that  w« 
have  less  nunisters  this  year  than  we  had  last.  Why  this  is  so  w« 
cannot  account  for,  as  we  have  need  for  them,  having  vacant  charsies 
within  the  l)ounds  of  our  Synod.  Another  fact  that  we  will  mention 
here,  is  ti)at  tliereistoo  great  a  difference  between  the  communicant 
members  and  those  that  have  communed  during  the  year.  These  are 
facts  that  call  tor  mf)re  earnest  work  and  prayer. 

May  the  Great,  Head  of  the  Church  send  more  laborers  into  Hiu 
vineyard,  and  may  He  awaiven  the  careless. and  indifferent  to  a  sense 
of  their  need  of  His  grai'e  before  it  is  too  late. 

We  feel,  that  n[»on  the  whole,  we  have  more  to  encourage  than  to 
discouraiie  us.  So  we  will  report  jjrogress  and  give  (jod  tlie  praiise  for 
The  innumerable  blessings  upon  our  Churches  and  Colleges  within  the 
bounds  of  this  Synod.

EDUCATION. 

Three  docnmeuts  were  presented  to  Synod  relating  to  education. 
viz:  Report  of  the  Board  of  Beneficiary  Edncatioa;  the  second  annual 
report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wichita  Universitv,  and  a  catalogue 
of  Wichita  University.  Tliese  documents  were  referred  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Education,  and  the  items  iu  them  referring  t» 
linance  were  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Finance.  Subse- 
■queotly  the  standing  committee  reported  and  their  report  wa.s 
adopted. 

I.      REPORT  OF  THE   BOARP    OF    BENKFICIARV   EDUCATION. 

This  Board,  as  constituted  hy  the  last  Synod,  had  fondly  hoped 
to  accompiisii  something  tangible  during  the  present  year.  The 
Synod  last  year  voted  that  five  I'eiits  per  member  should  be  raised  for 
this  purpose.  By  some  error,  either  clerical  or  typographical,  the 
printed  minutes  of  Svnod  called  fir  1-5  cents  per  member.  Many  pas- 
tors no  doubt  thought  this  whs  asking  loo  much,  and  theref)re  raised 
nothing.  Only  two  charges,  viz:  Liscomb,  Iowa,  and  Orangeville 
charge,  Illinois,  raised  the  15  cents  per  member  and  placed  it  into  our 
treasury.  As  our  treasurer's  report  will  show,  only  a  few  charges 
pai<l  anything,  and  the  rest  either  from  want  of  appreciating  the 
proper  necessity,  or  from  negligence,  contributed  notliing. 

We  have  had  pressing  a]iplicati(jns  during  the  past  year  for  help 
by  excellent  young  men,  who  loDk  f  ir^vanl  to  tlie  gospel  ministry,  but 
on  account  of  the  lack  of  funds  the  Board  did  not  feel  able  to  vote  an 
appropriaticju  to  anyone.  We  ask  the  Synod  to  apportion  10  cents  a 
member  for  this  purpose  and  urge  all  cliarges  to  raise  at  least  that 
amount.     For  the  2,600  members  this  will  give  us  $2G0  to  use. 

The  Board  is  perfecting  a  plan  to  carry  on  the  work  of  beneficiary 
edurati(>u,  so  tliac  the  .^unds  of  the  Qhurch  shall  be  sacreiily  protected, 
viz:  in  requiring  a  young  man  to  be  uuder  the  care  of  one  of  the 
Cla>-ses  to  which  an  annual  report  must  be  made  and  approved  by 
Classis,  and  the  applicant  to  give  a  bond  with  approved  security,  so 
that  in  the  event  the  student  fails  to  enter  the  ministry,  or  having  en- 
tered does  not  continue  in  it  for  ten  years,  for  any  reason  whatever, 
e.vcept  sickness  or  death,  he  shall  refund  all  monies  received  with  in- 
terest at  6  per  cent,  per  annum. 

The  term  of  Elder  L.  H  Diehl  will  expire  with  this  meeting  and 
the  Synod  is  requested  to  fill  the  vacancy.

WICHITA   UNIVERSITY. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wiidiita  University  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States,  would  hereby  subudt  its  second  annual 
report  to  the  Synod  of  the  Interior,  under  whose  care  the  institution 
has  been  placed.  The  second  year's  work  opened  on  Wednesday, 
Sept.  4th,  18S9,  with  an  increased  number  of  students.  During  the 
first  year  128  students  were  enrolled;  of  this  number  58  belonged  to 
the  Literary  department.  The  others  took  instruction  iu  music  and 
art. 
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j^Ttlioiifrb  it  18  now  but  the  1,'esrinninj;  of  the  college  year,  never- 
fheleiss  58  students  are  now  enrnllo'l  hi  the  Literary  department. 
Amonc;  the  new  students  entered  this  fall  the  majority  are  of  ninch 
hijrher  grade  than  we  had  last  year.  We  now  have  both  the  S'opho- 
inore  and  Freshmao  classes  in  the  rolleiriate  department  in  operation. 
This  brinirs  us  fnrther  into  the  field  of  literature  for  which  purpose 
this  institution  was  established.  We  have  also  .added  a  Business  de- 
partment, which  was  in  operation  a  parr  of  the  first  year,  which  prom- 
ises to  be  quite  a  succeshfui  feature  of  the  institution. 

In  the  past  the  great  drawback  to  a  larger  number  of  students  waK 
the  want  of  street  railway  '"acilities.  Hapinly  this  difficulty  will  soon 
he  overcome.  By  petition  the  ci I v  graded  one  of  its  streets  to  the 
University  c  ampiis,  and  the  track  is  now  bein^  laiil,  and  in  a  very  short 
time  cars  will  t>e  run  up  to  the  buildingr.  Mucdi  credit  is  du4  Prof. 
Kemp  and  J.  Henry  Brown,  who,  in  our  difficulty,  hauled  the  students 
from  the  street-car  line  to  the  institution  ami  return  every  day  gratu- 
itously. 

Tbe  patrons  of  the  school  are  much  pleased  with  the  first  year't? 
work,  and  declare  that  L'reat  progress  vvas  made  in  the  training  of  the 
students  in  a  literarv  point  of  view.  Our  jirofessors  ami  teachers  have 
given  gooil  satisfaction.  We  are  constra'ned  to  increase  our  teaching 
force  on  account  of  the  increased  numi)er  of  students.  We  have  nine 
instructors:  five  in  the  Literary,  two  in  the  Music,  one  in  the  Business 
and  one  in  the  Art  departments,  respectively. 

The  endowment  fund  of  SIo,0(X)  is  fully  paid  into  the  treasury, and 
most  of  it  is  now  on  interest,  secured  by  first  mortgages  on  real  estate. 
During  the  year  $15,000  insurance  was  placed  on  tlie  building.  We 
are  on  a  good  financial  basis,  provided  the  balance  of  the  building 
fund  will  be  paid,  and  we  believe  it  is  collectal^le. 

We  ask  Synod  to  co-operate  with  us  in  securing  a  larger  number 
of  students,  especially  such  as  have  the  ministry  in  view,  who  are  so 
much  needed  in  the  Mi-;sion  work.  We  also  need  more  furniture  for 
the  building.  An  additional  eudowmeat  fund  of  $15,000  or  $20,000 
would  a<ld  larsrely  to  our  success.

We 
further  commend  it  to  our  Churches  as  worthy  of  their  moral  and 
pecuniary  aid,  as  a  means  of  great  usefulness  to  Church  and  State.

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions;  art 
explanatory  letter  from  the  same  Board;  the  report  of  the  Superinten- 
<ient  of  Synod's  Board  of  Home  Missions,  and  items  1,  5  and  f^i  from 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Overtures,  were  referred  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Missions.  The  Committee  presented  tlieir  report 
during  Saturday's  forenoon  session,  was  considered  item  by  item  and 
adopted  as  a  whole. 

KEPOET  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF   MISSIONS.  * 

To  THE  Reverend  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

Dear  Brethren: — In  presenting  this,  our  second  annual  report,  to 
this  Synod,  we  would  first  of  all  acknowledge  the  goodness  of  God,  in 
blessing  His  servants  in  His  vineyard  and  prospering  the  labors  of  our 
hands.  We  are  called  upon  to  thank  God  also  for  His  rich  blessings 
upon  the  States  occupied  by  this  Synod. 

This  is  pre-eminently  a  Missionary  Synod,  many  of  the  charges 
bein'.r  Missions  now,  while  others  were  Missions  in  former  years  Illi- 
nois Classis  has  but  two    Missions,  Lena  and  Alfamont,  both    under 
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the  General  S^vnod's  Board.  Iowa  Classis  has  bnt  three  pasforafes 
that  are  not  Missions.  Its  Missions  are  Lislxm,  Iniojrene,  I  iscomb, 
Leiyrhton,  Sion.x  City,  BDiilder,  MaiinolvHta  and  Wdton,  all  of  which 
are  under  ti)e  Tri-Synodic  Board.  i)ne  or  tliese.  Li.sbon,  is  vacant,  by 
its  pastor,  Kev.  D.  H.  Fonse.  having  entered  upon  the  responsible  posi- 
tion of"  Superintendent  fif  Missions  of  tlie  (leneral  Synod's  Board, 
Kansas  Classis  has  two  self-sui)  orting  cliarges.  The  rest  are  Mis- 
sions, viz:  Abilene,  Holton,  Kansas  C:ty,  Topeka.  Baker  and  VVaihena. 
Abilene  ami  Kansas  City  belong  to  the  Tri-Synfidic.  Board  Topeka 
and  Holton  are  vacant.  Wichita  Classis  is  entirely  made  up  of  .Mis- 
sions. Tola  and  Wichita  belDny:  to  tl>e  Tri  Synod  Board.  Lyons  tec 
General  Synod's  Board.  Otis  and  Whitewater  to  tliis  Synod's  Board. 
EmporJa  i.s  vacant. 

All  these  Missions  have  made  steadv  progress,  e.^ternally  and  in- 
ternally. Even  under  hnaneial  depressions  they  have  continued  in 
building  or  r.jpairing  churches.  The  accessions  in  membership  has 
not  been  very  large  in  any  ri>.Bt^^  but  tlie  field  ia  being  prepared  and 
the  seed  sown  for  a  liarvest  io  the  near  future. 

Otis,  in  Ruf-Ji  county,  Kansas,  is  the  first  Mission  cared  for  by  this 
Synod's  Board,  and  has  received  aid  about  a  year  and  a  half.  The 
pastor,  Rev.  Nicholas  Joss,  has  been  very  stdf-denying  in  his  lal)ors 
and  sufi'ered  many  inconveniences,  un<ler  the  circumstances  in  which 
lie  was  placed,  being  without  a  proper  place  to  stay  and  obliged  to 
board  hinaself,  hardly  any  other  one  would  have  remained  in  the  field. 
By  an  appeal  to  theChurch  at  large  funds  were  raised  ami  a  })arsonage 
erected  in  Otis  for  his  use.  At  the  comj)letion  of  ttiis  building  he 
realized  more  than  ever  that  it  was  not  good  for  man  to  be  alone,  and 
lieuce  took  unto  himself  a  life  companion,  one  whom  he  had  known  in 
far  ofif'  Switzerland, 

Your  Superintendent  purchased  two  lota  in  Otis,  for  thirty  dollars, 
or  rather  by  paving  for  one  received  one  gratuitously.  Upon  one  of 
these  the  paraonage  has  been  erected,  reserving  the  corner  lot  for  a 
chundi.  These  lo's  have  been  dee4eci  to  the  Synod  of  the  Interior. 
The  v\ork  in  this  Mission  has  been  greatly  hindered  by  s(jme  of  the 
best  families  moving  still  further  west,  having  become  discouraged  in 
Rush  countv,  on  accouutof  fadure  of  crops.  This  year  the  wheal  har- 
vest was  e.xcellent. 

VVhitewater,  Butler  county,  IvAnaas,  is  a  new  Mission.  A  fine 
church  has  been  erected  and  paid  for  though  the  Mission  has  but  nine 
uiemhera.  The  audiences  are  large  and  it  is  hoped  large  adilitious 
will  be  made  totue  membership  during  tt\e  coming  year,  now  that  we 
have  a  i)lace  of  worship.  A  year  ago  we  liehl  our  services  in  the  open 
iiir.  Afterwards  in  the  sctmol  house  that  was  too  small  for  comfort. 
A  Missionary  Society  has  been  organized  and  now  has  unwarda  of 
forty  members.  Lately,  by  action  of  Classis,  Cheney  and  Whitewater 
have  been  united  and  Prof.  E.  L.  Kemp  elected  as  the  pastor  of  the 
new  charge.     The  prospects  are  very  hopeful  for  t^iis  Mission. 

The  Board  appropriates  |200  to  Otis  and  $50  to  Whitewater  (for 
supply  service)  per  annum.  Since  July  1st,  1<S89,  we  have  been  able 
to  meet  all  our  obligations  and  have  a  haudsome  surplus  in  our  treas- 
ury. On  account  of  the  many  places  pleading  for  heip  in  establishing 
Missions,  the  Synod  ia  respectfully  urged  to  contribute  the  full 
amount  of  50  cents  per  member  for  the  work  in  this  Synod. 
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A  new  Mission  is  about  being  organized  at  Wells,  Ottawa  county, 
Kansas.  Lately  six  persons  were  receiveil  by  confirination  after  hav- 
ing stuilic'l  the  whole  catechism.  The  holy  communion  was  also  cel- 
ebrated. In  the  Lvons,  Kansas,  charge  a  new  congregation  was  also 
lately  organized.  VV^e  would  call  attention  to  Ouialia  and  Beatrice, 
Neliraska,  and  Chicago,  Illinois,  as  places  where  our  Church  shouhi 
spe.ediiy  lind  a  home.  We  are  gratified  that  tlie  newly  organized  Mis- 
sion at  Lincoln,  Neb.,  has  been  provided  for  by  the  other  Mission 
Boards.  We  also  rejoice  that  a  new  Classis  is  contem[)lated,  wliich 
will  greatly  add  to  the  efficiency  of  carrying  on  the  work  of  Missions, 
and  also  more  firu)ly  establish  the  work  of  the  Synod  of  the  Interior. 

We  hereby  remind  the  f?ynod  that  the  term  of  Rev.  D.  S.  Fouse, 
as  a  member  of  this  Board,  will  e.xpire  with  this  se.s8ion,  and  the 
Synod  is  called  upon  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  Board  requests  that  the  Synod  elects  its  different  Boards  early 
in  the  sessions  so  that  the  Boards  can  properly  orgauize  before  the 
close  of  the  Synod,  and  that  names  of  the  officers  be  published  in  the 
Minutes  of  the  Synod.

REPORT  OF  STANDING   COM.MITTEE  ON  MISSIONS. 

To  THE  Synod  ok  the  Interior: 

Your  Committee  on  Missions  beg  leave  to  renort  as  follows: 

Tlie  Committee  on  Missions  have  carefully  examined  the  reports 
of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  of  the  Board  of  this  Synod,  to- 
gether with  items  1,  5  and  (i  from  report  of  Committee  on  Overtures. 
We  are  pleased  to  note  the  prosperity  of  the  Foreign  Mission  work. 
What  is  being  done  by  the  Board  is  to  be  highly  commended. 

The  Board  has  been  fortunate  in  the  choice  of  workers  for  our  for- 
eign field,  and  deserves  tne  confidence  and  liberal  support  of  the  en- 
tire Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States. 

In  connection  with  the  report,  an  explanatory  letter  came  into  our 
hands.  This  letter  has  bearing  upon  the  unfortunate  relation  exist- 
ing i)etween  the  Board  and  our  first  foreign  Missionary,  Rev.  A.  D. 
Griug. 

In  view  of  the  facts  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Board,  we  pro- 
pose the  following  action: 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  appreciates  the  self-denial  and  efficient 
labors  of  all  our  Missionaries  in  the  foreign  field.  That  we  manifest 
ourinttrest  in  the  great  cause  by  hereby  commending  the  cause  to 
the  liberality  of  our  Churches,  and,  further,  we  tierel)y  pledge  our- 
selves as  ministers  and  elders  of  this  Synod,  to  do  all  we  can  in  aid  of 
this  sacred  cause  bj'  the  giving  of  our  means  and  influeui-e,  urging  the 
member8hip  of  all  our  Churches  to  unite  with  us  in  doing  all  we  can, 
in  spreading  the  Kingdom  of  our  dear  Redeemer  among  the  heathen. 
And,  further,  we  urge  the  holding  of  special  vlissionary  services  by 
the  pastoro  in  the  charges  and  missions  in  this  Synod,  at  least  once 
during  the  year,  at  such  time  as  in  their  wisdom  will  secure  the  best 
results. 
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Resolved,  That  this  Synod  rejoices  in  the  presence  of  Rev.  M. 
Oshikawa  in  the  interest  rif  our  foreigrn  work,  that  we  contribute  ten 
dollars  towards  his  traveling:  expenses,  and  an  order  in  his  favor  be 
drawn  on  the  Treasurer  fur  that  amount. 

Resolved,  That  Rev.  M.  Oshikawabe  requested  to  address  the  Sun- 
day School  on  Sunday  at  2:30  p.  m.,  and  also  deliver  an  address  at  the 
Missionary  meeting  on  Sunday  evening. 

HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  is  replete  with  increas- 
ing interf>8t  upon  this  subject,  so  dear  to  every  member  of  this  Synod. 
With  pleasure  we  note  the  progress  of  all  the  Missions  directly  and  in- 
directly under  the  supervision  of  the  Board. 

While  this  Svnod  is  pre-eminently  a  Missionary  Synod,  it  is, 
nevertheless,  a  large  factor  in  the  progress  of  the  time-honored  Re- 
formed Church,  noted  for  her  eccumenical  symbol  of  faith,  and  saving 
doctrines  of  salvation  by  Jesus  Christ.  As  a  Synod  we  are  profoundly 
grateful  to  the  other  Mission  Boards  for  timely  aid  and  sympathy  in 
our  cause. 

We  gladly  note  the  widening  of  our  field,  and  our  possible  ability 
of  entering  upon  the  work  in  new  and  highly  important  points,  where 
success  seems  doubly  assured,  and  greatest  good  to  be   accomplished. 

We  heartily  appreciate  what  has  been  done,  and  cannot  be  too 
grateful  to  our  older  Synods  who  have  so  generously  aided  us  in  our 
work  of  love. 

We  rejoice  in  the  substantial  and  efiective  interest  taken  on  the 
part  of  the  women  of  tlie  Church  in  this  great  cause. 

We  also  rejoice  in  the  growing  interest  in  the  unity  of  action  on 
the  part  of  the  different  Boards,  and  the  increasin<j  desire  to  bring  all 
of  the  Home  Missionary  operations  under  the  care  of  General  Synod's 
Board  at  such  time  as  will  insure  ihe  best  results  of  the  cause. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  before  us,  we  suggest  the  reiteration  of 
items  1,  2  and  6  of  last  year's  action. 

(a)  That  Congregations  and  Classes  not  having  organized  Ladies' 
Missionary  Societies  as  yet,  be  urged  to  do  so  at  the  earliest  possible 
date. 

(b)  That  Friday  evening  of  next  annual  sessions  be  devoted  to 
the  interests  of  the  Woman's  Synodical  Missionary  Society  of  this 
Synod. 

(c)  That  the  Missionary  meeting  of  Sunday  evening  be  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Missions.

It  »ould  be  a  sin  against  heaven,  aud  a  disgrace  to 
our  profession  of  Christianity,  not  to  minister  to  the  temporal  neces- 
sities and  comfort  of  these,  Christ's  needy  poor,  who  have  given  the 
best  energies  of  their  lives  to  the  holy  cause  of  ministering  to  the 
spiritual  necessities  and  comfort  of  Christ's  spiritually  poor;  therefore

leferred  to,  to  the  liberal  supportof  our  people,  and  hereby  direct  that 
a  collection  be  taken  in  all  our  congregations  for  this  most  worthy 
charity  during  the  ensuing  Synodical  year.

ARTICLE  III. 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  were  adopted  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  1.— NAME. 

This  association  shall  be  called  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society 
of  the  Synod  of  the  Interior. 
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AKTICLE    ]I. 


The  object  of  this  Hocietj'  shall  be  to  awakeu  aud  maintain  inter- 
est in  Missions,  to  diffuse  Missionary  intelligence,  to  secure  refruiar 
contributions  for  the  support  of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  in  the 
Reformed  Church;  also  to  aid  in  the  formation  of  Woman's  Mission- 
ary societies  in  congregations  within  the  bounds  of  the  Svnod  of  the 
Interior  wherever  they  do  not  exist. 


ARTICI.K  III. — MEMBERSHIP. 


This  society  shall  consist  of  one  (or  more)  women  delegates  from 
each  of  the  various  Mi8.sionary  societies  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Synod  of  the  Interior,  who  shall  serve  during  the  Synodical  year. 

ARTICLE   IV.— OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  this  society  shall  consist  of  a  President,  vice-Pres- 
ident, Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer  and 
Editress,  who  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  and  shall  perform  the 
duties  usually  devolving^upon  such  officers.  The  officers,  together 
with  six  members  of  the  society,  elected  at  the  annual  meeting,  shall 
form  an  Executive  Committee  who  shall  meet  annually,  or  at  the  call 
of  the  President.  Three  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE   V  — QUORU.M. 

Members  representing  at  least  live  congregations,  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  at  any  annual  meeting,  and  shall  be  competent  to  decide 
any  question  that  shall  come  before  the  society. 

ARTICLE  VI. — MEETINfiS. 

The  society  shall  meet  annually  in  connection  with  Synod  at  an 
hour  and  place  previously  appointed,  or  otherwise  directed  by  Synod. 
The  election  of  officers  shall  be  held  at  the  annual  meeting.  The 
President  may  at  anytime  call  a  special  meeting.  All  meetings  shall 
be  opened  with  religious  services. 

ARTICLE  VII. — DISPOSITION  OF   MONEY. 

The  Treasurer  shall  pay  all  monies  received  by  her,  according  to 
the  purposes  for  which  they  are  collected,  and  report  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer  of  Synod. 

ARTICLE  VIII.— BY-LAWS. 

By-laws  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  may  be  adopted  by 
this  society  to  meet  any  wants  not  herein  provided  for. 

ARTICLE  IX.— AMENDMENTS. 

This  Constitution  may  be  changed  or  amended  at  any  annual 
meeting,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  provided  said  change  be  presented  in 
writing  to  the  Executive  Committee  at  a  meeting  no  less  than  one 
month  previous  to  its  consideration. 

BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  election  of  officers  shall  take  place  at  the  close  of  the 
morning  meeting  of  the  annual  session,  and  immediately  after  the  ad- 
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journment  of  the   afternoon  session,  the    new    Executive   Cotnniittee 
shall  convene  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

2.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Kxeeutive  Committee  shall  be  held 
in  connection  with  the  meeting  of  Synod,  at  which  meeting  the  work 
of  the  society  shall  be  determined  upon. 


ARTICLE  IV. 
Executive  Committee    was  appointed  as   follows:     The   officers  of 
the   society,  Misses   Kostenbader,    Schrack,   Glasser,   Lebo  and  Mrs. 
Staklv  and  iVlrs.  John  Brown. 


ARTICLE  V. 

The  different  societies  represented,  rfade  verbal  reports.  Mrs. 
Rev.  T.  F.  Stauffer  sent  in  an  excellent  report  from  "The  Daughters 
of  the  King"  Mission  society,  Grace  Mission,  Abilene,  Kas.,  of  which 
she  is  president.  These  reports  show  a  growing  intereftand  effective 
work  in  behalf  of  the  Missionary  cause. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

The  first  public  meeting  of  the  society  was  held  in  the  Reformed 
Church,  Forreston,  Ills.,  at  7:30  p.  m.,  Oct.  25,  1889. 

The  meeting  was  opened  by  Rev.  G.  D.  Gurley  leading  in  devo- 
tional service.

Mrs.  Rev.  Joseph  Sechler  responded  to  the  ad- 
dress of  welcome  in  brief  and  well  chosen  words. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

Well-prepared  papers  upon  Mission  topics  were  read  by  Mrs. 
Sechler,  Miss  Ada  Frybarger  and  Mrs.  F.  F.  Nicodemus. 

A  selection  was  read  by  Miss  Artie  C.  Smith.  Rev.  D.  B.  Shuey, 
Superintendent  of  Missions,  and  Rev.  D.  N.  Fran tz,  delivered  interest- 
ing addresses. 
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A  collection  amountiug  to  $11.92  was  lifted  and  donated  to  the 
Sioux  City  Mission. 

The  church  choir  rendered  excellent  help  in  leading  the  praise 
service. 


ARTICLE  VIII, 

The  society  adjourned  to  meet  on  Friday  evening  of  next  annual 
sessions  of  Synod,  at  7:30  o'clock.

Of  the  Synod  of  the  Interior  convened  in  general  convention  in 
Broivn  Memorial  Church,  Wichita,  Kansas,  in  the  Month  of 
October,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred 
and  Ninety.

ARTICLE  XI. 

STATE  OF  RELIGION  AND  MORALS. 

By  action  of  Synod  the  retiring  President  is  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Religion  and  Statistics.  The  Classical  reports 
on  State  of  Religion  are  sent  him  previous  to  meeting  of  Synod, 
and  assisted  by  their  information  he  prepares  his  report  to 
Synod.  It  is  as  follows: 
Dear  Brethren  : 

We  are  profoundly  grateful  unto  the  Great  Head  of  the 
church  for  His  rich  blessings  and  tender  mercies  unto  us  His 
laborers  in  His  vineyard. 

The  ministerial  rank  remains  unbroken  and  the  lives  of  all 
have  been  spared;  even  of  sickness  there  was  very  little,  and 
all  were  pretty  generally  able  to  meet  all  appointments.  Of 
the  elders  a  few  have  been  called  to  their  eternal  home.  The 
death  roll  of  members  is  not  as  large  as  it  was  a  year  ago. 

From  the  reports  of  the  different  Classes  we  learn  that  the 
preaching  of  the  word  has  been  earnest,  the  Sacraments  were 
faithfully  observed,  believers  were  quickened  and  the  careless 
warmed,  spiritual  life  and  growth  have  been  vigorous,  the  cat- 
echization  of  the  young  has  not  been  neglected.  Aggressive 
work  has  been  accomplished  in  the  Sunday  Schools.  Several 
members  of  this  Synod  were  delegates  to  the  International 
Sunday  school  convention,  held  in  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  in  June  last, 
and  hereafter  the  Reformed  church  will  be  represented  in  the 
lesson  committee. 

Young  people's  meetings,  teachers'  meetings  and  prayer 
meetings,  while  generally  organized  in  our  different  congrega- 
tions, nevertheless  could  be  made  vastly  more  efficient  by  an 
increased  attendance  on  the  part   of  the   members.      The   mis- 
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sionai'V'  and  benevolent  operations,  we  think,  have  made  per- 
ceptible progress  in  the  bounds  of  the  Synod.  While  in  some 
cases  they  fall  short  in  these  duties,  in  others  commendable 
progress  has  been  made  and  in  one  mission  Si. 26  per  member 
was  contributed  for  missions.  Considerable  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  circulation  of  the  church  papers,  but  this  matter 
should  be  pressed  still  more  until  at  least  one  church  paper 
will  be  found  in  every  family. 

We  regret  that  we  are  compelled  to  report  that  distracting 
influences  have  been  at  work,  which  threatened  destruction  of 
one  or  two  congregations,  if  not  of  a  whole  charge.  Thus  what 
it  required  years  to  build  up  can  in  one  short  year  be  pulled 
down  again  by  such  disturbers  who  have  invaded  our  bounds. 
This  could  very  largel}'  be  avoided  if  we  had  all  our  charges 
supplied  with  faithful  pastors,  but  where  vacancies  exist 
there  usually  the  attack  of  the  enemy  is  fiercest. 

We  are  proud  to  record  the  fact  a  new  Classis  has  been  or- 
ganized in  our  bounds.  This  new  Classis  comprises  territory 
in  three  States,  }'et  is  small  in  numbers.  We  hope  it  may  grow- 
to  be  a  vigorous  member  of  our  Synod. 

The  rule  of  Synod  was  not  observed  by  Iowa  Classis  in  send- 
ing in  its  statistics.  Hence  no  comparisons  with  former  years 
can  be  made.  We  would  urge  upon  every  Classis  to  see  to  it 
that  the  statistics  of  each  congregation  or  charge  be  full  and 
complete.     Let  our  published  statistics  be  true  and  complete. 

And  now,  brethren,  the  labors  of  another  year  are  passed. 
Have  they  come  up  to  our  expectations?  By  earnest  devotion 
to  the  cause  of  Christ;  by  a  sincere  consecration  of  our  persons 
and  means  to  the  work;  by  prayer  and  undoubted  faith  in  suc- 
cess; we  shall  not  be  disappointed  if  we  rely  on  Him  who  gave 
himself  for  us,  and  whose  we  are.  To  Him  be  praise  and  glory 
now  and  forever  more.     Amen.

MISSIONS. 

Report  of  Synod's  Board  of  Missions: 
During  the  past  year  the  Board  has  had  three  meetings,  at 
which  we  endeavored  to  consider  carefully  the  interests  of  the 
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missions  and  the  mission  field  in  the  bounds  of  this  Synod. 
Two  missions,  Dakota  and  Anna,  both  in  Illinois,  have  been 
enrolled. 

Our  finances  are  in  good  condition,  having  been  able  to  pay. 
our  missionaries  promptly,  and  a  larger  balance  on  hand  than 
last  year.  But  by  the  additional  missions  enrolled  we  need 
more  funds  this  coming  year. 

We  have  examined  and  adopted  both  the  Superintendent's 
and  Treasurer's  reports  and  hereby  submit  them  to  .Synod  as 
part  of  our  report. 

The  term  of  Rev.  D.  B.  Shuey  expires  with  this  meeting  of 
Synod.  H.  Bair,  Pres.  of  Board.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Missions  in  Syfiod  of  Interior : 

The  lips  can  but  faintly  express  the  gratitude  we  feel  to  Al- 
mighty God  for  His  marvellous  goodness  to  us,  and  to  all  our 
missionaries  during  the  past  year.     To  Him  be  unceasing  praise. 

A  year  ago  we  had  two  missions — Otis  and  Whitewater.  The 
last  annual  meeting  of  Wichita  Classis  severed  Cheney  from 
the  Wichita  charge  and  placed  it  to  Whitewater,  thus  forming 
the  "  Cheney  and  Whitewater  charge."  Rev.  E.  L.  Kemp  is 
the  worthy  pastor.  He  was  ordained  to  this  holy  office  Dec. 
1st,  1889.  With  many  self-denials  he  attended  to  this  pastorate 
in  connection  with  his  arduous  labors  as  President  of  Wichita 
University.     His  appropriation  is  Sioo  for  this  year. 

The  Otis  mission  has  been  somewhat  unfortunate.  By  dif- 
ferent misunderstandings  between  pastor  and  people,  Rev.  Joss 
felt  constraint  to  resign  the  charge  which  took  effect  April  ist, 
1890,  and  since  that  time  the  mission  has  been  vacant.  On  ac- 
count of  a  number  of  families  moving  away  the  mission  is  un- 
promising. The  Board  does  not  see  its  way  clear  at  present  to 
make  an  appropriation  for  this  mission. 

Dakota,  Illinois,  was  taken  under  the  Board  as  a  mission,  on 
July  1st,  1890.  Rev.  F.  Wetzel  is  the  missionary,  with  an 
appropriation  of  Sioo  for  this  year,  towards  which  the  charge 
promises  its  full  quota  of  50  cents  per  member  to  the  Board. 
Although  there  are  four  congregations  in  the  charge,  there  are 
but  sixty-three  members.  This  makes  the  work  heavy  upon 
the  pastor.  We  hope  the  charge  will  soon  again  return  to  a 
self-supporting  basis. 

On  account  of  the  distracting  influences  brought  to  bear  up- 
on the  Anna  charge,  in  Illinois,  and  the  heavy  loss  of  member- 
ship, the  charge  is  not  able  to  support  a  pastor  at  present.  The 
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Board,  therefore,  enrolled  it  as  a  mission  with  an  appropriation 
of  $200  for  this  year. 

The  charge  consisted  of  four  congregations.  Two  excellent 
church  buildings  and  a  parsonage  are  exclusively  owned  b)' 
the  reformed  people  and  are  free  of  debt,  viz.:  Anna  and  \Ve- 
tang.  St.  Paul  is  a  union  church  owned  jointly  by  the  Re- 
formed and  the  Lutherans  and  is  also  free  of  debt.  The  title 
to  the  union  church,  near  Anna,  is  vested  in  the  Reformed. 
This. congregation  is  small.  Their  fine  property  was  stolen 
from  them  by  a  band  of  persons  calling  themselves  Congrega- 
tionalists,  under  the  leadership  of  J.  H.  Lippard,  a  former  pas- 
tor of  the  charge  who  left  the  Reformed  church  while  residing 
at  Cheney,  Kansas.  The  Court  is  asked  to  annul  their  fraudu- 
lent title. 

Wells,  in  Ottawa  county,  Kansas,  is  a  new  mission  organized 
Dec.  22d,  i88g.  It  consists  of  fifteen  members,  six  of  whom 
were  catechised  and  confirmed.  It  is  supplied  by  the  Super- 
intendent, and  therefore  needs  no  appropriation.  It  has  already 
paid  almost  the  whole  of  its  classical  assessment  tor  Contingent 
Beneficiary  Education  and  Missions. 

Circleville,  in  Jackson  county,  Kansas,  is  a  new  mission  or- 
ganized Dec.  8th,  1889,  and  consists  of  seventeen  members.  A 
new  church  is  in  process  of  erection,  which  we  hope  to  have 
completed  by  Christmas.  Kansas  Classis  joined  the  new  mis- 
sion to  the  Holton  mission.  The  charge  is  at  present  served 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Missions,  but  will  need  a  regular  pas- 
tor in  the  near  future. 

Emporia,  Kansas,  mission  is  vacant  but  the  Superintendent 
of  Missions  gives  it  some  pastoral  oversight.  Preached  sever- 
al times,  administered  the  holy  communion,  visited  the  sick 
and  officiated  at  the  funeral  of  one  of  the  elders. 

St.  John's,  of  Tc)peka,  Kansas,  is  also  vacant  and  received  no 
attention  duringthe  past  year,  except  the  Superintendent  of  mis- 
sions visited  all  the  families  belonging  to  the  mission.  Not 
much  can  be  accomplished  here  until  a  permanent  missionar)' 
can  be  placed  in  the  field. 

Altamont  and  Damascus,  in  Illinois;  Wathena,  Baker  and 
Lyons,  in  Kansas;  and  lately  New  Basel  and  Lincoln,  Nebras- 
ka, are  missions  under  the  care  of  the  General  Synod's  Board. 
Wilton,  Lisbon,  Imogene,  Liscomb,  Leighton,  Sioux  Cit\-, 
Boulder  and  Maquoketa,  in  Iowa,  Kansas  City  in  Missouri, 
Wichita,  lola  and  Abilene,  in  Kansas,  are  under  the  Eastern 
Board.  Of  these  Boulder  becomes  self-supporting  after  Janu- 
ary 1st,  '.891,  Wilton  receives  no  further  aid  and   must  be  at- 
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tached  to  some  neighboring  charge;  Imogene  will  only  be  con- 
tinued this  year  and  will  then  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  this 
Synod. 

While  the  work  does  not  make  the  progress  we  would  like 
to  see,  yet  we  have  cause  for  thankfulness  that  on  account  of 
the  trying  circumstances  under  which  we  labor,  progress  is 
perceptible  and  the  work,  we  believe,  to  be  substantial.  We 
pray  for  God's  guidance  in  the  sure  path  of  truth. 

Your  Superintendent,  during  the  past  year,  travelled  upwards 
of  twenty-two  thousand  miles  m  the  prosecution  of  the  mission 
work  placed  in  his  hands.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  BOARD  OF  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

To  the  Synod  of  the  Interior,  Reformed  CJiiircJi,  United  States: 

Reverend  Fathers  and  Brethren: — Another  year  with  its 
joys  and  sorrows,  hopes  and  fears,  triumphs  and  defeats,  has 
run  its  course;  and  in  response  to  a  deep  sense  of  duty  we  call 
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iipon  our  souls,  and  all  that  is  within  us,  to  bless  the  name  of 
the  Lord.  The  God  of  Missions  has  been  with  us,  and  we  will 
not  forget  his  benefits. 

The  progress  of  the  gospel  in  Japan  has  not  been  as  percept- 
ible as  in  previous  years,  still  there  is  no  missicn  field  that 
shows  better  results.  The  proclamation  of  the  new  constitu- 
tion, the  failure  of  the  treaty  revision,  the  change  of  govern- 
ment and  the  hatred  of  foreigners,  have  all  combined  to  un- 
settle the  public  mind  and  to  make  it  less  receptive  to  the  gos- 
pel. That  there  has  been  no  serious  interference  to  the  work  un- 
der the  political  excitement  is  great  cause  for  special  gratitude 
to  God,  who  maketh  even  the  wrath  of  men  to  praise  Him. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Japanese  are  at  present  in 
a  transitional  period,  and  it  would  well  nigh  be  a  miracle  if  the 
transition  from  the  pagan  religion  and  the  ancestral  polity  to 
Christianity,  were  not  accompanied  by  resistance  even  unto 
blood.  The  idea  that  Japan  will  be  whclU'  won  for  Christ  is 
the  assertion  of  the  enthusiast.  No  nation  is  wholly  christian. 
Perhaps  there  is  no  nation  so  strongly  under  the  power  of  the 
gospel  as  our  own  native  land,  and  }^et,  even  here,  the  powers 
of  evil  makethemselves  felt  in  many  ways.  Japan  will  be  a 
christian  nation.  The  cross  will  overcome  the  scepter  of 
heathendom  in  the  empire  of  the  east  and  tower  high  above 
the  wrecks  of  time. 

The  annual  reports  of  the  missionaries  breathe  the  spirit  of 
entire  consecration  to  the  Master's  use.  For  the  information 
of  the  reverend  Synod,  I  will  insert  a  few  extracts,  which  por- 
tray their  labors  during  the  past  year. 

Rev.  y.  P.  Moore. — As  is  known,  in  July  of  last  year,  I  re- 
moved from  Yamagata  to  Sendai,  since  which  time  I  have  la- 
bored with  the  brethren  of  the  mission,  teaching  several  hours 
a  day  in  the  Theological  Training  School,  and  as  I  had  oppor- 
tunity and  strength,  assisting  in  the  evangelistic  work  in  and 
around  Sendai.  I  also  made  several  visits  to  our  Tokio  sta- 
tions, preaching  and  administering  the  sacraments  ;  and  I  am 
happy  to  say  that  this  part  of  our  work  has  shown  signs  of  new 
life  since  my  last  report.  What  I  do  in  the  training  school  is 
an  investment  which,  I  believe,  will  bear  compound  interest  in 
the  future  of  our  evangelistic  operations. 

Rev.  W.  E.  Hoy. — Teaching  has  been  my  primary  work  as  a  mis- 
sionary. Every  Monday  evening  I  teach  a  Bible  class,  which 
meets  in  my  library.  I  lecture  at  the  congregational  prayer 
meeting  on  the  books  of  the  Bible.  Mrs.  Hoy  teaches  a  Bible 
class  at  our  house  on  Tuesday  afternoons.     My  progress  in  the 
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vernacular  is  just  enough  to  give  nie  confidence,  and  I  am  be- 
ginning to  see  how  much  there  is  yet  to  be  learned.  Humanly 
speaking,  much  of  our  comfort  and  well-being  can  be  traced  to 
our  Board. 

Rev.  D.  B.  Sclineder. — My  work,  as  you  know,  has  been  main- 
ly that  of  a  teacher.  This  work  brings  w  ith  it  little  variety  of 
experience,  and  all  that  I  need  record  is  that  the  work  of  teach- 
ing }'oung  men  is  becoming  dearer  to  me,  and  I  hope  corres- 
pondingly more  beneficial  to  the  young  men  in  our  charge. 
The  Sunday  schools  under  the  care  of  myself  and  Mrs.  Schneder 
have  been  prosperous  during  the  year.  1  preach  frequently, 
partly  in  Japanese,  partly  by  interpretation. 

Miss  Lizzie  R.  PoorbaugJi.  —  It  sometimes  happens  that  when 
busied,  there  is  least  to  to  be  said  about  one's  work.  Such  is 
the  case  in  regard  to  my  work  for  the  present  year  In  addi- 
tion to  my  class-room  work,  the  oversight  of  two  households 
the  care  of  ten  supported  girls,  with  whom  we  come  in  closer 
and  more  constant  relations  than  with  self-supporting  girls,  im- 
pose a  good  deal  of  care  upon  me.  I  go  into  the  school  room 
at  half  past  seven  every  morning  and  continue  on  an  average 
of  five  and  a  half  hours.  Allowing  three  hours  for  meals  and 
recreation,  there  remain  but  three  and  a  half  hours  between  six 
in  the  morning  and  six  in  the  evening  in  which  to  look  after 
the  housekeeping  of  both  houses,  receive  accounts  and  make 
settlements,  attend  to  \-isitors,  workmen,  etc. 

Miss  E}H7na  F.  Poorbaugh. — Apart  from  my  work,  ni)'  report 
must  be  brief.  Five  hours  a  day  are  spent  in  the  schoolroom, 
where,  in  addition  to  my  classes  in  English,  I  also  meet  my 
catechetical  class  and  give  lessons  on  the  organ  to  six  girls. 
My  afternoons,  when  not  interrupted  by  visitors,  are  given 
wholly  to  the  language,  a  knowledge  of  which  seems  unattain- 
able as  it  is  necessary.  Monday  evening  is  always  spent  in 
consultation  with  the  Japanese  teachers  with  reference  to  the 
needs,  progress,  etc.,  of  the  school.  Wednesday  evening  I  go 
to  the  prayer  meeting  and  on  Saturday  evening  I  meet  the  girls 
sociall\\  We  read  for  an  hour,  explain  what  we  have  read,  en- 
gage in  conversation  and  end  with  games.  The  object  of  this 
meeting  is  to  gain  closer  companionship  with  the  girls  than 
can  be  done  in  the  class-rooms.  This  kind  of  work  makes 
them  feel  that  you  are  their  friend  as  well  as  their  teacher. 
Every  Friday  afternoon  I  give  them  an  extra  hour  for  sewmg, 
knitting,  etc.  I  also  conduct  evening  prayers  with  the  girls. 
Evenings  not  otherwise  employed  I  give  to  the  sewing  machine. 
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as  it  requires  considerable  of  that  kind  of  work   to  keep  three 
people  clothed. 

SENDAl  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

The  Sendai  Theological  School  has  had  a  fruitful  year. 
Twenty-six  young  men  are  preparing  for  holy  ministry. 

Next  September  we  shall  have  our  first  regular  class 
in  the  Theological  Seminar}-  proper.  This  course  will  be 
three  years  of  thorough  work  in  the  branches  taught  in  Amer- 
ican theological  seminaries.  We  pray  that  a  new  teacher 
may  be  sent  to  us  not  later  than  September  i,  1890,  so  as  to  be 
in  time  for  the  new  scholastic  year.  The  prospects  of  the 
school  are  good.  A  goodly  number  of  promising  young  men 
have  already  signified  their  intentions  to  enter  the  new  class 
for  the  next  scholastic  year.  But  if  we  wish  to  keep  our  stu- 
dents satisfied,  we  must  enlarge  the  school  and  furnish  the 
young  men  as  wide  a  course  of  study,  training  and  culture  as 
may  be  given  elsewhere.  That  which  is  done  in  this  cause 
must  be  well  done;  if  not  well  done  it  were  better  to  leave  it 
undone. 

girls'  school. 

The  sudden  revulsion  of  feeling  against  foreigners,  of  which 
one  hears  so  much  all  over  the  empire,  is  felt  in  our  school — 
less,  perhaps,  than  in  some  others — but  it  has  suffered  to  pre- 
vent the  growth  we  fondly  expected. 

The  girls  that  are  in  the  school  are  lo)'al  pupils;  grateful  for 
the  comforts  provided  for  them,  and  evince  their  earnestness 
by  hard  work.  There  has  been  considerable  illness  among 
them  during  the  winter;  nothing  serious,  however,  except  in 
two  instances.  Miura  Ohama  is  wasting  away  w^ith  consump- 
tion, and  another  has  been  confined  for  nearly  a  month  with 
peritonitis.  The  Japanese  girls  are  frail,  and  I  often  feel  the 
need  of  fuller  gymnastic  appliances  than  we  have  for  their  ben- 
efit. Recently  we  received  from  the  ofificers  of  the  local  gov- 
ernment a  proposition  to  make  such  changes  in  our  course  of 
study  as  will  give  young  women  an  opportunity  to  secure  a 
thorough  Japanese  education;  this  change  in  nowise  to  affect 
the  moral  or  religious  character  of  the  school.  In  considera- 
tion of  such  change  the  Government  and  Educational  Societ)- 
of  Sendai  promise  to  bestow  the  weight  of  their  influence  in 
favor  of  the  school.  Hoping,  believing,  that  this  may  prove 
our  opportunity,  we  are  making  every  effort  to  meet  their  re- 
quirements in  so  far  as  the  policy  of  the  Mission  will  permit. 
This  will  involve  the   employment  of  more  and   higher  grade 
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Japanese  teachers  during  the  coming  year,  but  will  require  less 
of  English,  since  we  have  concluded  to  teach  all  natural 
sciences  and  mathematics  in  Japanese.  Whether  the  result 
will  be  what  we  desire,  remains  to  be  seen. 

THE  NEEDS  OF  THE  MISSION. 

New  Seminary  Biiildi?ig.—Th&  necessity  of  a  new  Seminary 
building  has  been  keenly  felt  and  strongly  urged  by  the  mis- 
sionaries. Those  who  have  read  their  appeals  and  arguments 
cannot  help  feeling  the  absolute  necessity  of  prompt  action. 
Relying  upon  the  Divine  help  and  the  liberality  of  the  people, 
the  Board  has  authorized  the  Mission  to  erect  a  suitable  build- 
ing for  the  use  of  the  Sendai  Theological  Seminary.  The  new 
building  will  be  located  between  the  Johii  Ault  Memorial 
Hall  and  the  old  temple  used  by  the  Sendai  Church.  The  de- 
signs call  for  seven  recitation  rooms,  one  reading  room,  a  li- 
brary and  a  chapel.  The  building  will  be  in  brick  with  blue- 
stone  trimmings.  The  contract  has  been  made  fromjuly,  1890, 
to  August,  1891.  The  Board  will  need  at  least  {^4.000  addi- 
tional for  the  building  fund. 

A  Good  Library .-~i:\\Q  Theological  Seminary  needs  a  good 
library.  The  necessity  is  self-evident.  Rev.  W.  E.  Hoy  has 
in  care  the  sum  of  $1,580,  raised  in  Japan,  which  the  Board 
will  allow  the  Mission  to  appropriate  for  the  founding  of  a  li- 
brary. We  unite  with  the  Mission  in  the  hope  that  all  our  Re- 
formed authors  will  donate  copies  of  their  works  to  the  Sendai 
Theological  Seminary. 

Neiv  Teachers.^i:\\&  Mission  asks  for  a  new  teacher  for  the 
Seminary,  who  ^ill  be  in  perfect  sympathy  with  the  work  as 
now  carried  on  in  the  educational  policy,  and  also  for  a  lady 
missionary  for  the  Girl's  school.  The  ideal  of  a  man  for  the 
position  will  be  one  who  would  come  with  the  purpose  of 
throwing  his  whole  soul  into  the  work  of  giving  our  young 
men  a  knowledge  of  the  English  language.  The  lady  teacher 
should  be  a  person  of  broad  and  liberal  culture. 

STATISTICS. 

Owing  to  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  the  Mission 
has  sent  the  statistics  for  the  year  ending  May  31st,  1890,  earli- 
er than  usual.  The  figures  given  at  the  end  of  this  report,  rep- 
resent the  work  for  about  nine  months.  The  table  is  a  study 
for  the  mind,  a  feast  for  the  soul  and  an  inspiration  to  ev- 
ery friend  of  Foreign  Missions.  When  we  consider  the  native 
opposition  to  Christianity  and  the  other  obstacles  in  the  way, 
the  missionaries  did  very  well  during  the  past  year.  Full  of 
zeal  and  courage,  they  enter  upon  the  new  fiscal  year  with  great 
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expectations.  May  they  realize  their  fondest  hope.  To  this 
end  ivc  must  do  our  duty.  The  Lord  help  us  to  appreciate  the 
emphasis. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  the  reverend  Synod  to  hear  the  lat- 
est statistics  of  Protestant  missions  in  Japan.  The  total  mem- 
bership in  the  Protestant  mission  churches  is  31,181,  with  274 
organized  churches,  153  of  which  are  wholly,  and  151'  partially, 
self-supporting.  There  are  135  ordained  native  ministers,  and 
409  unordained  preachers  and  helpers.  There  are  350  Sabbath 
schools  with  2 [.597  pupils,  and  17  theological  schools  with  275 
students.  The  contributions  of  the  churches  during  the  year 
1889  amounted  to  $53,503.13.  The  United  Church  of  Japan,  of 
which  our  Mission  is  an  integral  part,  reports  a  membership  of 
8,690,  and  contributions  $18,071.04.  This  is  only  the  beginning 
of  the  great  harvest.  The  Japanese  are  calling  for  loreign 
helpers.  Men  to  occupy  new  stations  and  money  to  support 
them,  is  the  great  cry  of  distress  that  comes  to  us  from  a  peo- 
ple who  promise  so  much  toward  the  evangelization  of  the 
Orient. 

■      FINANCIAL. 

The  appeal,  issued  by  the  Board  to  the  pastors,  a  few  months 
ago,  reveals  the  lamentable  fact  of  an  empty  treasury,  with  an 
indebtedness  of  $5,000.  The  prospects  of  the  Mission  have 
never  been  brighter,  and  with  sufficient  means  we  can  carry  for- 
ward the  work  successfully. 

Brethren,  the  General  Synod  has  given  its  unanimous  en- 
dorsement to  the  educational  policy  of  the  Board,  and  the  mis- 
sionaries have  a  right  to  look  to  you  for  moral  and  financial 
support.  It  is  not  the  Board,  appealing  to  the  churches  for 
means,  but  the  brave  and  indefatigable  workers,  who  fulfil  the 
divine  command,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world,"  in  our  stead.  The 
cause  of  foreign  missions  has  no  apportionments  to  rely  on 
but  the  voluntary  contribution  of  the  people.  The  responsibil- 
ity of  maintaining  the  work  rests  with  the  pastors  and  the  peo- 
ple. To  the  pastors,  the  Lord  looks  for  earnest  effort.  From 
the  people  the  Lord  expects  large  giving.  We  ask  your  prayers 
and  sympathies,  your  efforts  and  offerings  in  sowing  the  seed 
of  truth  upon  the  broad  acres  of  the  world's  spiritual  destitu- 
tion, in  the  confident  hope  that  the  fruit  thereof  will  appear, 
though  it  be  after  many  days.  May  the  loving  Master  grant  u.s 
the  light  of  His  countenance,  for  tlien  shall  we  see  the  path  of

Revere7id  Fathers  and  Brethren  : 

Your  Committee  on  Missions  submit  this  report  for  your 
consideration.  The  following  papers  and  items  have  been  re- 
ferred to  them: 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Synod  of  the  In- 
terior. 

The  report  of  Rev.  D.  B.  Shuey,  Superintendent  of  Missions 
within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  under  the  appointment  of  the 
Tri-Synodic  Board,  according  to  the  request  of  this  Synod. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions of  the  Reformed  Church. 

Plan  for  the  unification  of  the  Home  Mission  work  of  the 
Reformed  Church. 

A  communication  from  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  Gen- 
eral Synod  (through  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  same) 
overturing  this  Synod  to  assist  the  Board  of  General  Synod  to

support  missionaries  who  are  to  labor  among  the  Hungarians 
in  this  country.  And  in  order  that  this  end  be  reached  this 
Synod  name  the  amount  it  will  raise,  and  apportion  the  same 
upon  tlie  respective  Classes  within  its  bounds. 

And  in  addition  to  the  documents  mentioned  an  item  of  the 
report  of  the  (Jommittee  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Synod  of  the 
Interior,  referring  to  the  organization  of  Ladies'  Missionary 
Societies  in  the  congregations  and  Classes  at  the  earliest  possi- 
ble date,  where  no  such  organization  as  yet  has  been  made. 

(See  page  i8,  minutes  of  the  Synod  of  the  Interior.) 

Also  several  items  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Min- 
utes  of  General  Synod,  referring  to  the  action  of  General  Synod 
recorded  on  pages  57,  64,  65  and  79  of  its  published  minutes. 

We  have  examined  these  documents  and  considered  the 
items  referred  to  us  and  present  the  following  resolutions  as 
embodying  their  substance  and  expressing  the  sense  of  this 
Synod: 

Resolved.  This  Synod  notes  with  pleasure  the  forward  step 
taken  by  its  Board  in  taking  charge  of  two  Missions,  and  the 
good  condition  of  the  finances.  And  whilst  no  specific  amount 
is  named  by  the  Board,  which  will  enable  it  to  carry  on  its 
work  efficiently  during  the  coming  year,  yet  as  it  states,  it  "  will 
need"  more  funds  hereafter  than  heretofore.  The  work  of 
this  Synod's  Board  is  heartily  commended  to  the  liberalitj'  of 
the  Classes  and  their  generous  support.  And  to  this  end  fifty 
cents  per  member  be  apportioned  upon  the  Classes  toward  the 
support  of  the  Mission  Boards. 

Resolved,  second,  it  is  with  great  pleasure  we  note  the  earn* 
est,  efficient  and  successful  labor  of  Rev.  D.  B.  Shuey,  Super- 
intendent of  Missions  within  this  Synod's  bounds,  in  the  or- 
ganization  of  two  new  Missions,  the  construction  of  a  pastoral 
charge  and  the  service  rendered  the  vacant  Missions.  And 
we  do  earnestly  hope  that  the  gloom  resting  upon  two  of  the 
Missions  may  soon  be  dispelled;  and  whilst  we  are  especially 
mindful  that  the  Tri-Synodic  Board  is  supporting  twelve  Mis- 
sions, and  the  Board  of  General  Synod  seven  Missions  within 
our  bounds;  yet  in  view  of  the  great  extent  of  our  territory,  the 
many  cities  and  towns  springing  up  in  it,  we  do  further 
most  earnestly  overture  the  Tri-Synodic  Board,  the  Board  of 
General  Synod  and  the  Board  of  this  Sjmod  to  co-operate  in 
taking  most  vigorous  measures  to  occupy  territory  open  to  us, 
especially  the  cities  of  Omaha,  Beatrice  and  Kearney,  Nebras- 
ka, Topeka  and  Fort  Scott,  Kansas,  St.  Joseph  and  St.  Louis, 
Mo.,  Council  Bluffs,  Dubuque,  Des  Moines,  Davenport,  Iowa, 
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Chicag'o,  III.,  and  many  other  prominent  points  in  bounds  of 
this  Synod. 

Resolved,  third,  that  the  Stated  Clerk  of  this  Synod  be  di- 
rected to  send  a  copy  of  the  above  resolution  to  the  respectiv^c 
Boards  named  in  it. 

Resolved,  fourth,  that  we  rejoice  in  the  good  record  of  faith- 
ful service  rendered  by  our  Foreign  Missionaries  in  the  growth 
of  the  Church  in  Japan,  notwithstanding  the  uncertain  state  of 
affairs  in  that  empire,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  of  an  empty  treas- 
ury, a  debt  of  five  thousand  dollars,  ($5,000),  the  need  of  a 
teacher  in  the  Seminary  and  a  ladv  teacher  for  the  Girl's 
School,  we  do  hereby  urge  the  Classes,  and  through  them  the 
congregations,  to  make  strenuous  efforts  to  secure  much  larger 
contributions  to  maintain  the  rapidly  growing  work. 

Resolved,  fifth,  that  the  Classes  be  directed  to  form  Ladies' 
Missionary  Societies,  and  that  they  direct  the  congregations 
within  their  bounds  to  form  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  at 
the  earliest  possible  date,  wherein  such  will  not  conflict  with 
congregational  societies  already  founded. 

Resolved,  sixth,  that  this  Synod  pledge  itself  to  raise  fifty 
dollars  ($50)  toward  assisting  the  General  Synod's  Board  to 
carry  on  Mission  work  among  the  Hungarians,  and  this  amount 
to  be  apportioned  on  the  Classes. 

Resolved,  seventh,  that  this  Synod  apportion  five  cents  per 
church  member  upon  the  Classes  toward  establishing  Church 
Building  Funds. 

Whereas,  such  has  been  the  extent  of  the  mission  work  done 
by  other  than  the  Board  of  General  Synod  within  the  bounds 
of  this  Synod: 

Whereas,  no  definite  plans  of  mission  work,  in  accordance 
with  the  Home  Mission  Department  of  the  Alliance  of  Re- 
formed Churches,  have  been  adopted  by  the  General  Synod 
itself,  therefore: 

Resolved,  that  we  adopt  the  plan  of  unification  proposed  to 
us  with  the  following  modifications: 

1.  We  do  not  wish  the  adoption  of  this  plan  to  interfere  in 
any  way,  for  the  present,  with  any  work  or  co-operating  work 
of  existing  Boards,  until  these  Boards  themselves  see  their  way 
clear  by  legal  act  to  transfer  their  interests  to  the  care  of  the 
Board  of  General  Synod. 

2.  That  the  portion  of  the  plan  numbered  13  be  rejected. 
Resolved,  that  this  Synod  does  not  see  its  way  clear  to  ap- 
prove of  co-operation   in   mission   work,  as  proposed   by  the 
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General  Synod  for  the    Keformed  Alliance,  until   some   more 
definite  plan  of  co-operation  has  been  submitted  to  us.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CHURCH  ERECTION. 

Your  Board  of  Church  Extension  would  respectfully  offer 
the  following  as  its  report  for  the  year  ending  with  this  meet- 
ing of  Synod: 

The  Board  failed  to  hold  a  meeting  for  reorganization  imme- 
diately after  the  last  annual  meeting  of  Synod.  This  was 
caused  by  the  absence  at  the  last  meeting  of  Synod,  of  Rev.  F. 
Witzel,  who  was  the  rightful  President  of  the  Board.  The 
Board,  therefore,  held  its  first  meeting  in  the  Lecture  Room  of 
this  Church  immediately  after  the  morning  session  of  this  Syn- 
od, Oct.  17th,  1890,  and  organized  by  the  election  of  A.  Cassel- 
man  President,  and  D.  S.  Fouse  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 
Nothing  came  before  the  Board  that  required  action.  This 
has,  indeed,  been  the  case  every  successive  year  since  the  for- 
mation of  the  Board.  After  due  consideration  the  Board 
would  recommend  a  few  items  for  the  consideration  of  this 
Synod.  In  the  first  place  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  that 
there  is  no  need  for  a  Church  Erection  Board,  separate  and 
distinct  from  the  regular  Boards  of  Missions.  (liurch  Erec- 
tion or  Church  Building  is  after  all  only  one  of  the  depart- 
ments of  the  Mission  work  proper,  and  a  Missionary  Board,  in 
order  to  carry  forward  the  work  successfully,  should  control 
the  Church  Erection  Funds,  as  well  as  the  Mission  F"unds.  We 
find  that  both  the  Ohio  and  Pittsburg  Synods  at  their  last  an- 
nual meetings  transferred  the  Church  Building  interests  within 
their  bounds  to  the  General  Synod's  Board  of  Missions — giving 
that  Board  this  department  of  their  work  because  said  Boa^d 
controls  their  Missions.  This  we  regard  a  wise  movement.  It 
is  more  and  more  becoming  the  sense  of  the  Church  that  we 
must  centralize  our  mission  work,  in  its  various  departments, 
under  one  strong  central  Board.  The  wisdom  of  this  move- 
ment will  be  especially  seen  when  we  consider  the  fact  that 
where  the  Mission  Boards  do  their  duty  there  is  scarcely  any 
need  for  a  Church  Erection  Board — as  the  former  of  necessity 
includes  the  latter. 
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Item  I.  We  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  with  this 
meeting  of  Synod  the  Church  Erection  Board  be  discontinued, 
and  that  the  work  of  this  Board,  as  well  as  funds  and  assets 
that  may  belong  to  this  Board  be  transferred  to  the  Board  of 
Missions  of  the  Synod  of  the  Interior. 

Item  2.  In  the  second  place  we  would  most  heartily  recom- 
mend that,  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  General  Synod 
at  its  late  meeting,  this  Synod  make  an  apportionment  of  five 
cents  per  member  for  the  use  of  General  Synod's  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, to  be  used  in  the  formation  of  Church  Building  Funds. 

That  the  Synod  furthermore  urge  upon  the  Classes  the  great 
need  of  such  a  fund,  and  that  this  small  sum  be  promptly  paid 
into  the  Treasury  of  the  General  Synod's  Board  for  said  pur- 
pose.

Louis  Shamburg,  a  school  teacher,  for  this  winter,  or  until  a 
pastor  can  be  secured,  believing  it  better  to  have  it  occupied 
at  a  small  rental  than  to  have  it  stand  vacant.

EDUCATION. 
I.    REPORT  OF  THE  HOARD  OF    BENEFICIARY  EDUCATION. 

During  the  past  year  one  student  for  the  ministry,  Mr.  John 
\V.  Kelchner  was  under  the  care  of  this  Board  with  an  appro- 
priation of  one  hundred  dollars.  In  accepting  him  as  a  bene- 
ficiary the  Board  required  him  to  execute  a  bond,  according  to 
the  formula  used  by  the  Pittsburg  Synod  Board.  In  this  bond 
he  gave  W.  H.  Ranch,  Esq.,  and  Mr.  D.  S.  Stov^er,  both  of 
Wichita,  Kansas,  as  his  sureties.  He  attended  Wichita  Uni- 
versity most  of  the  year,  and  at  first  gave  good  satisfaction, 
but  before  the  close  of  the  year  he  discontinued  his  studies  for 
want  of  funds  and  left  the  school.  He  has  been  paid  S90  by 
our  Treasurer,  which  must  be  returned  to  the  board  with  six 
per  cent,  interest,  if  he  does  not  continue  his  studies. 

We  rejoice  that  many  of  the  charges  have  forwarded  funds 
to  our  Treasurer,  thus  making  a  beginning  in  this  noble  work 
of  educating  for  the  gospel  ministry  worthy  young  men  who 
have  not  the  means.  We  ask  Synod  to  apportion  10  cents  per 
member  upon  each  Classis  for  this  purpose  for  the  coming 
year. 

The  board  has  also  resolved  to  give  preference  to  such 
students,  who  have  placed  themselves  under  the  care  of  one  of 
our  Classes,  and  whose  applications  are  accompanied  by  the 
recommendation  of  such  Classis,  where  they  have  been  placed. 
This  will  place  the  responsibility  largely  upon  the  Classes,  and 
relieve  the  board  to  that  extent,  where  applicants  might  be 
strangers  to  the  members  of  the  board.  We  ask  the  Synod  to 
refer  this  matter  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Classes. 

One  year  ago  the  Synod  elected  elder  Geo.  W.  Betz,  of  Ab- 
ilene, a  member  of  this  board  for  the  term  of  five  years.  On 
the  31st  of  July,  1 890,  he  was  called  to  his  eternal  reward;  thus 
we  are  deprived  of  his  wise  counsels,  which  we  are  confident  he 
could  have  extended  to  the  board,  had  his  life  been  spared. 
We  ask  the  Synod  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  term  of  service  of  Rev.  D.  B.  Shuey  will  expire  with 
this  meeting  of  Synod. 

With  this  the  Treasurer  will  also  submit  his  report.

III.       REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  WICHITA  UNIVERSITY. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  hard  labor,  but  also  with  per- 
ceptible success.  The  faculty  has  been  full  and  their  work  has 
been  very  satisfactory.  The  patrons  of  the  institution  are  well 
pleased  with  the  progress  made  by  their  students. 

Excellent  harmony  prevailed  among  the  members  of  the 
faculty,  as  also  between  faculty  and  students.     The  institution 
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is  on  a  solid  teaching  basis,  but  lacks  some  in  its  finances.  AH 
claims  against  the  property,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  have 
been  settled  and  paid.  To  accomplish  this  the  board  made  a 
temporary  loan  of  $10,000  at  6  per  cent,  interest.  When  the 
pledges  made  to  the  board  are  fully  redeemed  this  amount  can 
be  fully  paid  back,  and  then  the  institution  will  be  on  a  solid 
financial  basis. 

We  submit  to  the  Synod  a  catalogue  of  the  institution  for 
examination.  From  it  you  will  ascertain  that  last  }'ear  we  had 
two  sophomores,  one  freshman  and  one  in  special  Greek- 
course.  In  the  Academic  course  there  were  39  students;  in 
the  model  department  23  students;  in  the  business  department 
15  students;  in  the  music  department  57  students.  Some  of 
these  may  have  been  counted  twice.  The  prospects  for  the 
present  year  are  exceedingly  bright. 

We  ask  that  the  Synod  may  give  it  its  hearty  support,  and 
urge  upon  every  minister  and  elder  to  Interest  themselves  in 
securing  students.  We  also  cordially  invite  every  member  of 
Synod  to  visit  the  institution,  and  hope  no  one  will  go  away 
from  Wichita  without  having  attended  to  this  duty  and 
pleasure. 

The  term  of  the  following  membefs  of  the  board  will  expire, 
viz:  Rev.  D.  B.  Shuey.  Rev.  A.  Casselman,  and  Hon.  T.  B. 
Wall.  To  fill  these  vacancies  the  board  nominates  the  follow- 
ing: Rev.  D.  B.  .Shuey,  Rev.  A.  S.  Dechant,  Rev.  A.  Cassel- 
man  and  Rev.  W.  E.  Shaley,  of  the  Reformed  Church,  and  Wil- 
bur Jones  and  A.  C.  Payne  as  citizens  of  Wichita. 

We  are  also  happy  to  report  that  elder  J.  W.  Keefer,  of  Kan- 
sas City,  a  member  of  the  Board,  supplied  the  funds  to  pur- 
chase the  furniture  now  in  use  in  the  chapel  of  Wichita  Uni- 
versity.

IV.       REfORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION. 

To  the  Synod  of  tJie  Interior: 

Your  committee  would  report  that  two  papers  have  come  in- 
to our  hands,  viz:  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Beneficiary  Edu- 
cation and  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wichita 
University. 

From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Beneficiary  Education  we 
learn  that  one  student  was  under  the  care  of  the  Board  during 
only  a  part  of  the  year,  to  whom  they  paid  the  sum  of  $90.00. 
The  receipt  of  the  board  during  the  year  was  S117.47.  A  bal- 
ance is  in  their  hands  of  $27.45. 
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The  Board  of  Trustees  ot  Wichita  University  report  the  in- 
stitution to  be  in  a  good  condition  so  far  as  the  teaching  force 
is  concerned,  but  not  in  so  good  a  condition  financially.  It 
appears  that  the  income  of  the  institution  is  not  sufificient  to 
meet  the  expenses,  and  it  must  appear  plain  to  all  that  if  the 
institution  is  to  be  maintamed  on  a  solid  basis  the  income  must 
be  increased,  either  by  furnishing  a  larger  number  of  students 
or  by  more  liberal  donations  from  those  interested  in  this  Uni- 
versity. 

We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  number  of  students  in  attend- 
ance is  encouraging  and  that  there  is  general  satisfaction 
among  students  and  patrons  in  regard  to  the  work  done  by  the 
faculty. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Boards  we  recommend  the  follow- 
ing for  your  consideration: 

1.  That  the  pastors  and  elders  of  the  several  Classes  be 
urged  to  greater  zeal  in  securing  young  men  to  prepare  for  the 
ministry. 

2.  That  the  Board  of  Beneficiary  Education  be  instructed 
to  require  all  applicants  for  aid  from  the  Board  to  place  them- 
selves under  the  care  of  one  of  the  Classes. 

3.  That  five  cents  per  member  be  apportioned  for  Benefic- 
iary Education. 

4.  That  Wichita  University  be  recommended  to  the  Synod 
as  worthy  of  its  most  liberal  support,  and  that  all  the  pastors 
and  elders  of  the  several  Classes  be  urged  to  interest  themselves 
in  securing  students  for  the  institution.  This  action  is  not  to 
conflict  in  any  way  with  the  support  of  College  oi  Northern 
Illinois,  under  the  care  of  Illinois  Classis. 

5.  That  Synod  note  with  pleasure  and  gratitude  the  liberal- 
ity of  Elder  J.  W.  Keefer,in  seating  the  chapel  of  the  University.

Ycur  Committee  on  Publication  would  respectfully  report 
that  no  documents  were  placed  before  it  requiring  action. 
There  is,  however,  a  matter  of  general  interest,  which  the 
committee  deems  cf  sufficient  importance  to  bring  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Synod. 

It  is  felt  that  our  church  is  in  need  of  a  Missionary  Magazine, 
in  which  can  be  considered  the  interests  of  the  entire  church, 
in  her  missionary  activities.  We  have  papers  published  in  the 
interest  of  missions  for  certain  portions  of  the  church,  but  we 
have  none  for  the  entire  church.  As  the  tendency  of  the 
church  at  the  present  day  is  toward  the  unification  and  consol- 
idation of  our  church  work,  the  need  of  such  a  periodical  is 
greatly  felt.  We  believe,  also,  that  a  magazine  of  this  charac- 
ter would  greatly  aid  in  strengthening  our  mission  work,  in 
different  portions  of  the  church.  We  would  therefore  recom- 
mend the  following  action: 

Resolved,  That  we  request  of  the  General  Sjaiod's  Board  of 
Home  Missions,  the  Tri-Synodic  Board  and  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Board,  the  publication  of  such  a  magazine  at  as  early  a 
day  as  possible,  in  which  shall  be  considered  the  interests  of 
these  various  Boards,  as  well  as  the  work  of  the  Woman's 
Board  of  Missions. 

Resolved,  That  the  Recording  Secretar}-  of  the  Sjmod  be 
directed  to  notify  the  secretaries  of  these  Boards  of  this  action, 
so  that  the  wish  of  this  Synod  in  this  matter  ma}'  be  known  to 
these  Boards.

TEMPERANCE. 

The  Synod  adopted  the  following  on  temperance  and  prohi- 
bition: 

Whereas,  Intemperance  in  the  use  of  intoxicating  drinks 
is  an  enormous  evil,  debilitating  our  morals,  burdening  our 
courts  and  charities,  and 

Whereas,  The  liquor  trafific  is  a  vast  organized  interest, 
whose  diabolic  influence  is  felt  around  the  earth,  standing  as 
an  armed  foe  to  Home,  Church  and  State, 

Resolved,  That  in  the  present  situation  we  consider  total 
abstinence  from  all  intoxicating  drinks  as  a  beverage  the  prop- 
er conduct  for  all  disciples  of  Christ. 

Resolved,  That  we  denounce  the  liquor  traffic  as  a  "coven- 
ant with  death  and  a  league  with  hell,"  and  affirm  that  the  con- 
flict between  the  Church  and  saloon  admits  of  no  compromise, 
but  the  saloon  must  be  stamped  out  of  existence. 

Resolved,  That  we  know  prohibition  has  been  a  great  bene- 
fit to  Iowa  and  Kansas,  and  we  hope  and,  pray  the  time  ma\' 
never  come  when  prohibitory  laws  will  be  repealed  in  Kansas 
and  Iowa,  and  that  it  will  ultimately  prevail  throughout  the 
whole  country. 

SABBATH    OBSERVANCE. 

The  action  of  Synod  last  year  on  this  subject  was  reiterated, 
and  is  as  follows: 

Whereas,  There  is  a  National  Association  whose  object  is 
to  secure  a  better  observance  of  the  Lord's  day  by  National 
and  State  legislation,  preventing  compulsory  labor  on,  and  af- 
fording opportunity  for  rest  and  religious  observances  on  that 
day,  and 

Whereas,  Most  of  the  States  of  the  Union  have  similar 
State  and  county  auxiliary  organizations,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  these  organizations  have  our  hearty  appro\'- 
al,  and  that  we  recommend  our  people  to  favor  the  movement 
to  restrain  the  greed  of  corporations  and  employers  from  de- 
priving working  people  of  the  right  and  privilege  of  spending 
the  first  day  of  the  week  with  their  families,  of  attending 
church,  and  improving  themselves  morally  and  spiritually.

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren  : 

Your  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  respectfully  report  that 
from  the  statistical  reports  of  the  Classes  connected  with  this 
Synod,  and  otherwise,  we  have  great  reason  to  be  encouraged 
in  view  of  the  progress  made  in  the  past  year  in  our  Sunday 
School  work.     Your  committee  offer  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Sunday  School  work  is  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant interests  of  the  church — proving  itself  one  of  the  strong 
arms  of  any  church.     Therefore: 

Resolved.  I.  That  we  continue  perseveringly  to  push  forward 
this  work  in  all  our  churches  and  at  all  other  'points  where 
there  are  favorable  opportunities,  and  thus  lay  everywhere  the 
basis  for  the  up-building  of  Christ's  Church  on  earth.

ARTICLE  XI. 

STATE  OF  RELIGION. 

To  the  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

The  duty  of  submitting  this  report  devolves  upon  your  re- 
tiring President.  With  the  information  at  hand  the  following 
is  submitted: 

Heartfelt  gratitude  is  due  to  the  Head  of  the  Church  for 
the  continuance  of  His  mercy  and  blessing.  The  lives  of  his 
servants,  with  one  exception*,  have  been  prolonged;  in  large 
measure  health  and  strength  continue  to  them  for  His  service. 
The  territory  in  a  good  measure  has  been  spared  misfortunes 
and  calamities.     Fruitfulness  and  prosperity  have  prevailed. 

It  is  indeed  to  be  regretted  that  accessions  to  the  ministry, 
congregations  and  membership  could  not  be  more  numerous; 
yet  is  it  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  the  labors  of  Christ's 
servants  have  been  faithful,  and  not  without  blessed  results 
Advance  is  apparent  in  the  activity  of  many  of  our    congrega- 
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tions   in  the  organizations  of  Sunday  School  work,    Y.     P.    C. 
Endeavor  work;  and  especially  in  W.  M.  Society  work. 

It  is  quite  proper  to  affirm  that  there  is  a  gain  in  the  chris- 
tian knowledge  and  spirit  of  what  is  due  of  congregations  in 
the  Lord's  service;  that  every  one  professing  Christ,  a  mem- 
ber of  His  body,  the  church,  is  solemnly  bound  to  contribute  a 
due  measure  of  service  in  enlarging  the  fold,  and  extending 
the  Master's  kingdom.  The  Lord  grant  a  yet  more  rapid  ad- 
vance in  this  common  zeal  and  co-working  for  the  salvation  of 
men. 

Some  things  are  not  as  they  ought  to  be.  A  few  ministers 
are  not  in  active  service,  not  by  any  fault  of  theirs,  but  for 
lack  of  opening  where  support  is  sufficient.  The  church  can- 
not expect  anv  one  dependent  upon  his  earnings  to  "go  a  war- 
ring at  his  own  expense."  Truly,  "ministers  are  wanted,"  but 
are  they  to  be  asked  for,  or  expected  without  a  regard  and 
care  to  their  necessities  of  life? 

Though  ministers  are  few,  churches  widely  separated,  and 
difficulties  great  to  be  met  and  overcome,  Christ  is  the  Head 
of  the  Church,  and  will  guide  and  rule  her  to  the  accomplish- 
ing of  His  blessed  work  and  praise  of  the  Heavenly  Father. 
To  this  end  the  great  need  is  loyalty  to  the  Master,  zeal  in 
His  service,  and  faith  and  prayer;  not  only  on  the  part  of  the 
ministry,  but  also  on  the  part  of  all  the  membership.  God 
grant  that  the  power  of  the  christian  life  be  felt  in  every 
charge,  congregation  and  member  in  our  bounds.  To  Him  be 
the  glory.

ARTICLE   XII. 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS. 

Your  Board  of  Missions  would  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing as  their  report: 

During  the  vear  the  Board  has  had  two   meetings,   at   which 
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we  endeavored  to  consider  carefully  the  interests  of  the  mis- 
sions and  mission  field  in  the  bounds  of  this  Synod.  Three 
missions  received  aid:  Dakota,  Anna,  and  Cheney  and  White 
Water.  Dakota  was  served  by  Rev.  F.  Wetzel,  since  the  ist 
of  July,  1890,  with  an  appropriation  of  Sioo;  Anna  by  Rev.  J. 
Wolbach,  since  the  ist  of  January,  1891,  with  an  appropriation 
of  $200;  and  Cheney  and  White  Water  by  Rev.  K.  L.  Kemp, 
up  to  the  1st  of  July,  1891,  when  he  resigned  and  moved  to 
Pennsylvania  to  take  charge  of  one  of  our  Educational  inter- 
ests. The  missionaries  did  faithful  work  in  their  respective 
fields,  and  the  missions  have  improved  under  their  care.  The 
missionaries  were  paid  in  full  promptly,  and  a  larger  balance 
on  hand  than  last  year.  But  by  the  additional  enrollment  of 
new  missions,  we  will  need  more  funds  this  coming  year.  We 
have  examined  and  adopted  both  the  Superintendent's  and 
Treasurer's  reports,  and  herewith  submit  them  to  Synod  as  a 
part  of  our  report.  The  term  of  Rev.  Joseph  Sechler  expires 
with  this  meeting  of  Synod. 

The  Board  unanimously  adopted  the  following  Preamble 
and  Resolutions,  and  will  herewith  submit  the  same  for  the 
consideration  and  adoption  of  Synod: 

We,  as  a  Board,  are  in  hearty  sympathy  with  the  plan  of 
bringing  all  our  missions  under  one  board  and  know  full  well 
the  disadvantage  and  confusion  resulting  from  our  present 
complicated  way  of  doing  things  and  would  therefore  recom- 
mend that  all  missions  under  the  care  of  this  board  be  at  once 
transferred  to  the  General  Synod's  Board. 

Resolved,  further,  that  for  the  sake  of  harmony  and  greater 
efficiency,  and  to  avoid  endless  confusion,  that  we  most  earn- 
estly overture  the  Bi-Synodic  Board  to  transfer  at  leastall their 
missions  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod  to  the  General  Syn- 
od"s  Board. 

The  Board  would  also  recommend  that  50  cents  per  mem- 
ber be  assessed  upon  each  member  within  the  bounds  of  this  Syn- 
od for  the  ensuing  year.  Respectfully  submitted.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  for  Synod  of  Interior. 

We  are  profoundly  grateful  unto  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church  for  His  goodness  and  mercy  to  His  under  shepherds 
and  the  flocks  in  the  bounds  of  this  Synod. 

The  following  missions  are  under  the  care    of    this    Board: 
Anna,  Illinois,  consists  of  four  congregations,  two  of  which 


are  disorganized,  viz:  Anna  and  tiie  Union.  A  Sunda\'  School 
has  been  organized  at  Anna.  St.  Johns  and  VVetaug  are  in  a 
fair  condition,  bt.  Johns  has  a  union  property.  '1  he  other 
three  are  owned  by  the  Reformed  church.  Illinois  Classis 
succeeded  by  legal  process  to  have  the  fraudulent  deed  can- 
celled, which  had  been  obtained  by  the  Congregationalists. 
Rev.  Joshua  VVolbach  has  been  the  missionary  since  January 
1st,  1891.  Appropriation  $200.  The  St.  Johns  and  Wetaug 
congregations  have  overtured  the  Hoard  to  constitute  them  in- 
to a  separate  charge,  promising  to  be  self-supporting  from 
January  1st,  1892.  The  matter  was  referred  to  Illinois  Classis. 
and  if  so  constituted,  the  iJoard  appropriates  S300  for  the  An- 
na Mission,  for  Anna  and  the  Union,  where  earnest  work  will 
be  required  to  organize  anew  these  congregations. 

Dakota,  Illinois. -'Y\\\?,  small  charge  of  four  congregations, 
but  only  ^^  members,  has  made  steady  progress.  Has  four 
church  buildings  and  a  parsonage.  Appropriation,  Sioo  last 
year.  This  year  $100.  Rev.  F.  Wetzel"  pastor  since  July  1st, 
1890. 

Emporia,  Kansas.- Is  partially  supplied  by  the  Superinten- 
dent who  catechised,  and  last  spring  confirmed  a  class  of  six 
members.  Prospects  discouraging.  xMo  appropriation.  Church 
building  clear  of  debt  and  in  good  condition. 

Cheney  and  White  Water,  Kansas.— Sewed  by  Rev.  Iv  L. 
Kemp  until  July  ist.  Since  supplied  by  the  Superintendent 
and  Rev.  S.  A.  Alt.  The  future  prospects  are  encouraging. 
'l"wo  church  buildings.  There  is  probably  a  small  debt  on  the 
Cheney  church.  Appropriation  Si 00  last'year;  this  year  S230. 
If  the  congregations  elect  Rev.  S.  A.  Alt  the  Hoard  will  com- 
mission him  as  the  missionary. 

^  Holton,  Kansas.^  Vacant.  Has  been  regularl}-  su})plicd  b\- 
Superintendent.  Holton  has  made  no  progress.  The\-  jnir- 
chased  a  church  property  well  located,  on  which  is  an  indebt- 
edness of  S700.  The  church  owns  a  vacant  lot  worth  about 
$400,  which  is  free  of  debt.  As  soon  as  this  can  be  sold,  it 
will  be  applied  to  cancel  the  indebtedness. 

Circleville  dedicated  its  new  church  Dec.  21st,  1890.  A 
Sunday  school  was  organized  two  weeks  later.  The  congre- 
gation is  in  a  flourishing  condition  and  gaining  in  membership. 
The  plastering  of  the  new  church  began  dropping  off  sf)on  af- 
ter its  completion,  and  lately  we  were  necessitated  to  replaster 
the  whole  church.     Indebtedness  S500,  all  of  which  is  pledged 
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to  be  paid  by  the  holidays.  Lower  Banner  is  a  preaching; 
point  which  will  likely  result  in  a  new  church  organization. 
The  Board  reiterated 'its  action  of  two  years  ago,  making  an 
appropriation  not  to  exceed  S300.  A  missionary  is  to  be  se- 
cured as  soon  as  possible.  One  who  can  preach  in  the  Eng- 
lish and  German  languages  is  desired. 

Otis,  Kansas.— VdiCdint.  Partlv  supplied  by  the  Superinten- 
dent. This  is  the  Russian  mission.  They  hold  services  every 
Sunday,  conducted  by  one  of  the  members,  who  reads  a  ser- 
mon. Prospects  better  than  a  year  ago.  The  mission  ougnt 
to  have  a  pastor,  but  alas,  where  can  one  be  found? 

Wells,  Kansas.— \^diS  been  xcg\x\2.r\y  supplied  by  the  Super- 
intendent during  the  year.  No  material  progress  has  been 
made.  The  members  are  faithful  and  all  communed.  The 
supply  must  be  continued.     No  appropriation  necessary. 

Scotia,  Kansas.— A  new  mission  organized  February  23,  1891. 
It  is  regularly  supplied  by  the  Superintendent.  It  ought  to 
be  attached  to  the  New  Basil  congregation.  It  needs  no  ap- 
propriation. 

St.  yohns,  Topcka,  Kansas.— Vd^cdiXii.  Received  no  attention 
during  the  year,  except  visiting  the  members.  It  ought  to  be 
dropped  from  the  roll  until  such  time  when  a  missionary  can 
be  placed  in  the  capital  city  of  Kansas. 

General  Synod's  Mission  Board  has  the  following  missions 
in  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  viz.:  Altamont  and  Damascus,  in 
Illinois;  Lincoln  in  Nebraska;  Wathena.  Baker  and  Lyons,  in 
Kansas.  The  Bi-Synodic  Board  has  the  following:  Lisbon, 
Liscomb,  Leighton,  Maquoketa  and  Sioux  City  in  Iowa;  Kan- 
sas City  in  Missouri;  Wichita,  lola  and  Abilene  in  Kansas. 
The  latter  Board  gave  no  further  aid  to  Wilton.  Iowa,  hence 
the  mission  has  been  neglected  except  in  so  far  as  Classis 
could  supply  it.  Boulder  became  self-supporting,  a  fact  which 
gives  us  pleasure  to  record.  We  know  this  was  done  with 
great  self  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  both  pastor  and  people.  I  mo- 
gene  has  been  referred  to  this  Board  for  further  care.  The 
Board  urges  the  congregation  to  raise  at  least  S400  for  pastor's 
salary,  which  the  Board  will  supplement  with  an  appropria- 
tion of  S50.  The  Wilton  mission  has  not  been  provided  for, 
and  the  Boa'-d  thinks  Iowa  Classis  could  reconstruct  its  charg- 
es so  that  no  appropriation  would  be  necessary.

REPORT    OF    FOREIGN    MISSIONS. 

By  order  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Reformed 
church  in  the  U.  S.,  as  its  secretary  I  beg  to  submit  to  your 
most  careful  consideration  and  helpful  action  the  following 
statement: 

It  is  with  profound  gratitude  to  God  that  I  am  able  to  say 
our  foreign  work  is  going  prosperously  forward;  souls  are  be- 
ing converted  to  Christ;  the  work  is  being  extended;  and  God 
in  His  merciful  providence  is  beckoning  us  onward  to  enlarged 
operations  and  new  conquests  for  His  Kingdom.  During  the 
last  year,  however,  our  missionaries  report  that  while  the  work 
has  held  its  own,  there  has  not  been  the  same  onward  progress 
which  signalized  preceding  years.  At  first  the  Japanese  were 
carried  away  in  their  enthusiastic  welcome  to  the  christian  re- 
ligion. It  has  since  appeared  that  a  large  element  in  their 
enthusiasm  w^s  the  thought  that  as  the  christian  nations  were 
the  most  advanced  in  civilization  and  material  prosperity,  they 
would  welcome  their  religion  as  a  means  of  secular  and  gov- 
ernmental aggrandizement.  At  the  same  time  their  Buddhism 
had  in  some  measure  lost  its  hold  upon  the  people,  and  its 
Priests  had  grown  indifferent.  Now,  however,  the  Japanese 
are  perceiving  that  with  the  missionaries,  political  and  secular 
interests  are  altogether  secondary  to  the  salvation  of  the  soul, 
and  the  promotion  of  man's  spiritual  interests,  and    the    estab- 
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lishment  of  Christ's  Kingdom  in  their  midst.  Meanwhile  the 
Buddhist  Priests  are  bestirring  themselves  to  the  assertion  of 
their  old  religion.  Together  with  these  causes  there  was  a  wide- 
spread diversion  of  the  people's  minds  from  Christianity  to  politi- 
cal affairs,  induced  by  the  establishment  of  a  constitutional  gov- 
ernment, and  this  was  followed  by  a  revival  of  the  anti-foreign 
prejudice.  All  these  causes  combined,  led  to  an  ali^ation  of 
feeling  from  the  missionaries  and  Christianity.  Even  some  of 
the  converts  grew  cold  and  arrogant  toward  the  foreigners, 
and  manifested  a  disposition  to  set  them  at  naught.  I  men- 
tion these  things  to  explain  why  there  was  an  arrest  during  the 
last  year  of  christian  progress.  But  with  all  this,  Christianity 
was  able  to  hold  its  own,  even  if  it  did  not  materially  advance. 
Now,  however,  a  favorable  turn  has  taken  place.  The  former 
spirit  of  confidence  in  the  missionaries  is  asserting  itself,  and 
the  prospect  of  onward  christian  progress  is  nappily  growing 
brighter.  The  kingdom  of  darkness  has  been  fighting  the 
truth,  but  the  truth  is  getting  the  upper  hand  again. 

Both  our  schools  are  prospering;  in  the  Girls'  School  31  out 
38  pupils  have  embraced  Christianity,  and  we  have  as  many 
scholars  in  each  as  we  can  well  care  for  with  our  oresent  small 
teaching  force.  The  number  has  been  ranging  from  30  to  40 
scholars  in  each  school.  The  Seminary  building  will  be  com- 
pleted and  occupied  in  September. 

In  the  home  church,  however,  for  nearly  a  year  past,  there 
has  been  a  distressing  apathy  and  want  of  co-operation  with 
the  Board.  Only  too  many  of  our  pastors  seem  to  have  no 
heart  for  Foreign  Missions,  and  a  great  many  of  them,  with 
their  congregations,  do  not  contribute  a  single  cent.  My  ob- 
servation and  experience  in  visiting  the  churches,  assure  me 
that  if  the  minister  will  earnestly  present  the  cause,  even  when 
other  calls  are  made  upon  them,  the  people  will  contribute — I 
know  they  w^ill.  When,  therefore,  a  congregation  gives  noth- 
ing, whose  fault  is  it?  If  even  only  one  collection  a  year  were 
taken  in  each  congregation  of  the  entire  church,  the  Board 
would  be  furnished  with  means  sufficient  to  go  -forward  and 
add  to  our  teaching  force — a  matter  of  great  importance — for 
we  are  overworking  our  missionaries,  and  there  is  danger  of 
their  breaking  down.  The  Board  was  induced  by  the  shortage 
of  receipts,  (indeed  we  have  been  running  behind  for  more 
than  a  year,  and  we  are  in  debt  about  $10,000,)  to  anticipate 
Bro.  Moore's  furlough  by  one  year,  (he  will  be  in  this  country 
the  last  of  September,)  that  he  may  visit  among  our  churches 
and  arouse  the  missionary    spirit  again.     The  Mission  begged 
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the  Board  to  send  them  a  helper  in  his  place,  but  it  was  out  of 
our  power  to  do  so.  Late  letters  show  us  that  our  remainini^ 
missionat-ies  often  feel  discouraged  and  disheartened  in  conse- 
quences of  the  church's  continued  neglect  to  furnish  sufficient 
means  to  carry  forward  our  encouragmg  work.  By  the  action 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod,  \V2  are 
enabled  to  send  out  Miss  Mary  C.  HoUowell  as  an  additional 
teacher  in  the  Girls'  school,  that  society  furnishing  the  means. 
The  Beard  could  not  do  it.  She  will  sail  October  23,  1891 
from  Vancouver. 

And  now,  dear  brethren,  let  us  beg  you  in  the  name  of  Him 
who  bled  for  heathen  souls,  as  well  as  for  ours,  to  take  such 
effective  action  and  steps  as  will  save  the  Board  the  necessity 
of  taking  further  backward  steps.  God  is  opening  new  doors 
and  bidding  us  enter  in,  and  we  cannot,  because  the  church  neg- 
lects to  furnish  the  necessary  means.  Our  own  church  is  the 
child  of  Foreign  Missions.  Men  and  means  were  sent  here 
from  the  "Vaterland,"  and  will  we  not  do  for  others  what  our 
fathers  did  for  us?     God  forbid  that  we  should  refuse! 

May  the  Holy  Spirit  incline  you  to  make  a  prompt  response, 
and  to  render  a  constant  systematic  support  to  this  blessed  cause.

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSIONS. 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren: 

Your  committee  on  Missions,  Home  and  Foreign,  have  care- 
fully examined  all  papers  referred  to  them;  from  which,  to- 
gether with  information  obtained  from  other  sources,  we  find 
the  following  items  claiming  the  attention  of  this  Synod: 

We  glean  from  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  that  our  work  in  the  foreign  field  is  going 
prosperously  forward;  souls  are  being  won  for  Christ,  and  God 
in  his  Providence  seems  to  be  directing  us  as  a  church,  to  en- 
larged operations  and  new  conquests  in  the  Kingdom  of  the 
Rising  Sun.  Our  Theological  and  Girls'  schools  seem  to  be  in 
a  prosperous  condition,  in  the  latter  of  which  31  out  of  -^^i  pu- 
pils having  embraced  Christianity. 

The  Secretary,  however,  deplores  the  apathy  that  exists  in 
the  home  church,  and  the  lack  of  co-operation  with  the  Board. 
There  are  too  many  who  have  no  heart  at  all  in  the  work,    and 
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some  congregations  there  are  that  do  not  contribute   a  cent   to 
this  object. 

In  view  of  these  facts  your  committee  recommend  for  adop- 
tion the  following  resolutions: 

1.  That  (»ur  pastors  seek  to  create  increased  interest  among 
the  people  of  our  churches,  by  special  sermons  upon  this  sub- 
ject, and  that  special  collections  be  taken  up  in  all  our  congre- 
gations for  the  foreign  work. 

2.  That  we  extend  to  Rev.  J.  P.  Moore,  who  has  recently 
returned  from  Japan,  a  hearty  invitation  to  visit  all  ourchurch- 
es  with  a  view  c-f  arousing  a  missionary  spirit,  and  of  presenting 
the  needs  of  the  foreign  field. 

3.  That  we  hail  with  delight  the  action  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod,  in  offering  to  furnish 
the  means  for  sending  out  Miss  Mary  C.  Hollowell  as 
an  additional  teacher  inthe  Girls'  school,  heartily  commending 
also  the  action  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  Syn- 
od of  the  Interior  for  the  help  they  propose  to  furnish  in  car- 
rying out  such  purpose. 

From  the  reports  of  the  President  and  Superintendent  of  the 
Board  of  Home  Missions  we  learn  that  faithful  service  has 
been  rendered  by  the  missionaries  in  their  respective  fields  of 
labor;  that  the  Missions  have  improved  under  their  care;  and 
that  where  there  have  been  vacancies  these  have  been  supplied 
in  part  by  the  Superintendent  or  by  the  Classes. 

We  present  the  following  resolutions  as  expressive  of  the 
sense  of  this  Synod: 

1.  That  50  cents  per  member  be  apportioned  upon  the 
Classes  toward  the  support  of  Home  Missions. 

2.  We  reiterate  the  action  of  last  year  in  respectfully  over- 
turing  the  various  Boards  of  our  church  to  co-operate  in  meas- 
ures to  occupy  territory  open  to  us,  especially  the  large  cities 
within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod. 

3.  That  we  deprecate  the  action  of  the  Bi-Synodic  Board 
in  offering  for  sale  the  church  property  located  at  Sioux  City, 
Iowa.  We  believe  for  various  reasons,  that  the  necessity  for 
disposing  of  the  property  does  not  exist,  and  that  its  sale  and 
abandonment  of  the  Mission  would  be  largely  hurtful  to  the 
cause  of  Missions  in  other  cities  and  localities;  furthermore,  if 
a  suitable  man  be  placed  at  Sioux  City,  the  good  results  that 
would  in  time  follow  would  fully  justify  the  church  for  any 
outlay  of  means  in  his  support. 

4.  That   the  Bi-Synodic  Board  be  respectfully  requested  to 
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recons'.dcr  its  action  relative  to  the  sale  of  the  churcli  proper- 
ly at  Sioux  City,  and  that  an  earnest  effort  be  made  on  the 
part  of  the  Hoard  to  secure  a  suitable  man  to  take  charge  of 
this  Mission. 

5.  That  we  overture  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  to  appor- 
tion the  amount  required  for  the  work  in  Japan  to  the  differ- 
ent Synods,  as  is  done  in  Home  Missions,  and  not  to  rely  up- 
on spasmodic  appeals  to  the  church. 

As  a  substitute  for  the  resolutions  presented  by  the  Board 
of  Missions,  your  committee  begs  to  offer  the  following  for 
your  earnest  consideration: 

Whereas,  the  question  of  our  mission  policy  is  one  of  the 
most  important  now  before  our  church,  and 

Whereas,  the  present  management  of  our  mission  work  is 
divided  between  several  of  our  Boards,  and 

Whereas,  all  are  anxiously  desirous  for  the  time  when  our 
Missions  can  be  unified,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved^  That  we  pray  more  earnestly  for  the  unification 
of  our  mission  work. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Synod  that  all  our 
mission  work  should  be  unified  under  the  General  Synod's 
Board,  and  therefore  request  that  such  arrangements  be  made 
by  the  several  Boards  now  having  missions  within  our  bounds 
as  to  bring  about  this  end  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible,  with- 
out, however,  disturbing  the  present  relations  of  the  several 
Boards,  until  all  the  necessary  arrangements  can  be  made  for 
such  transfer. 

Resolved,  That  we  instruct  the  Board  of  this  Synod  to 
transfer  the  Missions  under  their  care  to  the  General  Board  as 
soon  as  such  arrangements  can  be  made  between  the  two 
Boards.  Respectfully  submitted,

FINANCE  COMMITTEE  S    REPORT. 

Your  Committee  on  Finance  would  most  respectfully  offer 
the  following  as  its  report: 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Synod,  the  report  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the  report  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions  were  all  the  documents 
that  came  into  our  hands. 

The  committees  audited  all  these  reports  and  found  them 
correct  as  reported  to  ISynod. 

From  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  we  find  that  there  has  been 
received  for  various  purposes,  such  as  Missions,  Orphans' 
Home,  Beneficiary  Education,  etc.,  the  sum  of  $25.10,  and  paid 
out  $21.25.     Balance  on  hand,  $4.10. 

For  contingent  expenses  the  sum  of  $270.30  came  into  the 
Treasurer's  hands,  including  a  balance  from  last  year  of  $74.30. 
Of  this  sum  $168.01  was  paid  out  for  various  objects,  leaving 
on  hand  $102.  29. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education  reports  that  there 
was  a  balance  of  $27.78  on  hand  for  Beneficiary  Education  at 
the  opening  of  the  Synodical  year.  There  was  received  dur- 
ing the  year  for  this  purpose  the  sum  of  $75.89,  making  a  total 
of  $103.66,  all  of  which  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer. 

From  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions  we  learn  that 
for  Missions  direct  there  was  on  hand  at  the  opening  of  the 
year  $265.45.

ARTICLE  XIV. 

EDUCATION. 
REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  WICHITA  UNUERSITY. 

To  the  Synod  of  the  hderior : 

Dear  Brethren: 

The  Wichita  University  has  been  in  active  operation  during 
the  past  school  year,  and  nas  met  with  considerable  success. 
The  different  departments  were  well  attended  and  the  instruc- 
tion given  has  been  satisfactory  to  the  Board  and  to  the  pa- 
trons of  the  Institution. 

Prof.  E.  L.  Kemp,  having  received  a  call  to  the  principal- 
ship  of  Palatinate  College,  Myerstown,  Pa.,  and  accepting 
the  same,  it  became  necessary  to  make  a  change  in  the  ar- 
rangements of  the  University.  Pressed  by  financial  difificul- 
ties  incident  to  the  non-payment  of  the  promised  funds  for  the 
building  and  the  consequent  necessity  of  making  the  $10,000 
loan,  for  which  the  property  was  mortgaged  eighteen  months 
ago,  the  Board  deemed    it     advisable    to     pursue    a    different 
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course,  for  a  few  years  at  least,  to  give  us  an  opportunity  to 
square  up  the  debts  incurred  in  the  running  expenses. 

The  Institution  was  therefore  leased  to  Profs.  E.  T.  Mathes 
and  A.  S.  Miller,  two  young  gentlemen  of  tact  and  ability,  who 
will  manage  the  school  for  three  years,  on  their  own  financial 
responsibility,  the  Board  being  relieved  of  all  liability.  The 
j)oard  is  to  put  the  building  in  oroper  repair  and  furnish 
stoves.  By  the  terms  of  the  lease  the  control  of  the  Inititution 
remains  in  the  hands  of  your  Board  and  therefore  under  the 
control  of  this  Synod. 

The  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  could  not  arrange  to 
borrow  the  $300  authorized  by  this  Synod  one  year  ago. 
There  are  three  interest  coupons  of  $300  each  due  and  unpaid, 
but  some  friends  of  the  Institution  in  the  east  have  lifted  the 
coupons  and  are  holding  them  until  they  can  be  redeemed. 

A  catalogue  of  the  Institution  is  herewith  submitted  to  the 
SNmod  for  examination.  We  ask  the  hearty  support  and  co- 
operation of  evc-y  member  of  Synod  to  bring  that  success  to 
the  Institution  which  is  necessary  to  meet  the  needs  of  this 
whole  Synod. 

We  heartily  endorse  the  action  taken  by  Wichita  Classis  in 
reference  to  a  theological  course  in  connection  with  the  pres- 
ent course  of  studies  in  the  Institution,  and  suggest  that  the 
fullest  consideration  be  given,  as  to  the  advisability  of  such  a 
course  for  the  greater  success  of  the  mission  cause  in  the 
bounds  of  this  Synod. 

The  term  for  which  Rev.  J.  W.  Love,  Elder  J.  Henry  Brown, 
and  L.  D.  Skinner,  Esq.,  were  elected  as  members  of  this 
Board,  will  soon  expire.  We  therefore  nominate  the  follow- 
ing as  a  double  set  of  candidates:  Rev.  J.  W.  Love,  Elder  J. 
Henry  Brown,  D.  S.  Stover  and  Geo.  P.  Bowers,  of  the  Re- 
formed church,  and  L.  D.  Skinner  and  C.  A.  Walker,  of  the 
citizens  of  Wichita. 

The  above  report  is  the  action  of  the  Board  at  a  regular 
meeting  held  August  28th,  1891,  and  is  now  respectfully  sub- 
mitted. D.  B.  Shuey,  Pres. 


REPORT  OF  THE   BOARD  OF  BENEFICIARY  EDUCATION. 

During  the  past  year  no  student  applied  for  aid  in  hiscourse 
of  studies.  But  that  fact  should  not  make  us  feel  that  the  ap- 
portionment to  this  fund  should  not  be  paid.  The  Board  is 
husbanding  the  funds  for  future  use,  although  very  little  was 
paid  in.     This  cause  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  our 
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members.  \'oung  men  should  be  sought  out  to  prepare  them- 
selves for  the  holy  ministry,  and  if  they  are  not  able  to  pay 
their  own  expenses,  aid  should  be  extended  to  them. 

The  Board  recommends  that  each  pastor  be  requested  to 
preach  a  sermon  to  each  of  his  congregations  on  "an  educated 
ministry,  and  the  need  of  more  ministers."  Efforts  have  been 
made  to  collect  the  S90  due  by  Mr.  John  Kelchner,  late  Bene- 
ficiary student,  who  abandoned  his  studies,  but  thus  far  the 
Board  has  not  been  able  to  recover  the  amount  paid  him. 

The  term  of  Rev.  F.  Wetzel  expires  with  this  meeting  of 
Synod.

REPORT  OF    THE    COMMITTEE    ON    EDUCATION'. 

Your  committee  on  Education  would  beg  leave  to  submit 
the  following  as  their  report: 

Two  papers  came  into  our  hands  requiring  action,  viz.:  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Beneficiary,  and  the  report  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Wichita  University. 

From  the  report  of  the  Board  of   Beneficiar\-  Education    we 
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gleaned  the  following  facts:  First,  that  nostudents  were  under 
the  care  of  the  Board.  Second,  that  but  little  funds  were  paid  in  for 
this  purpose  during  the  year.  As  to  the  first,  your  committee 
would  recommend  to  Synod  for  consideration  and  adoption, 
that  pastors  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod  be  requested  to 
preach  at  least  one  sermon  to  each  congregation  during 
the  year  on  the  need  of  an  educated  ministry  and  the  need  of 
more  ministers.  As  to  the  second,  that  all  pastors  be  urged  to 
collect  at  least  5  cents  per  member  for  the  cause  of  Beneficiary 
Education  during  the  year,  and  that  the  attention  of  the  differ- 
ent Classes  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod  be  directed  to 
this  matter. 

From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wichita  Uni- 
versity we  note  with  pleasure  that  the  University  has  been  in 
successful  operation  during  the  school  year,  that  the  different 
departments  were  well  attended,  and  the  instruction  given  has 
been  satisfact<^ry  to  the  Board  and  to  the  patrons  of  the  Insti- 
tution. 

Owing  to  financial  difficulties  the  Board  felt  necessitated  to 
lease  the  Institution  for  a  few  years  in  order  to  square  up  the 
debts  incurred  in  the  running  expenses. 

The  Institution  was  therefore  leased  to  Profs.  E.  T.  Mathes 
and  A.  S.  Miller,  two  young  gentlemen  of  tact  and  ability,  who 
will  manage  the  school  tor  three  years  on  their  own  financial 
responsibility.  Your  committee  would  hereby  recommend  to 
Synod  the  approval  of  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Wichita  University.  The  attention  and  advisability  of  the 
Synod  has  been  called  by  an  overture  from  Wichita  Clsssis, 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  the  establishing  of  a  theologi- 
cal course  in  connection  with  Wichita  University.  We  would 
recommend  the  following  for  consideration  and  adoption: 

Whereas,  We  need  more  ministers  within  the  bounds  of 
the  Synod  of  the  Interior,  and  as  it  has  been  so  difficult  to  ob- 
tain and  retain  them;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  Synod  recommend  to  the  Board  the  estab- 
lishing of  such  a  course  as  soon  as  available  funds  for  that  pur- 
pose can  be  secured. 

As  to  the  item  in  the  report  C)n  the  Minutes  of  Synod,  re- 
ferred to  your  committee,  we  would  recommend  that  Wichita 
University  be  recommended  to  the  Synod  as  worthy  of  its 
most  liberal  support,  and  that  all  the  Pastors  and  Elders  of 
the  several  Classes  be  urged  to  interest  themselves  in  secur- 
ing students  for  the  Institution.     This  action  is  notto  bein  con- 
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flict  in  any  way  with  the  support  of  the   College  of   Northern 
Illinois,  under  the  care  of  Illinois  Classis.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  BOARD. 

To  the  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

The  Sunday  School  Board  begs  leave  to  offer  the  following 
as  their  report: 

We  have  held  no  meeting  during  the  year  now  closing,  with 
this  meeting  of  Synod.  The  chairman  published  the  pro- 
gramme for  a  convention  to  be  held  during  this  annual  meet- 
ing of  Synod,  and  sent  out  the  same. 

We  are  convinced,  from  the  almost  complete  reports  sent  in, 
that  the  cause  is  making  decisive  progress  within  the  bounds 
vti  Synod. 

We  urge  still  greater  efforts  in  this  line  of  church  work  on 
the  part  of  pastors,  consistories  and  people. 

We  recommend  Synod  to  urge  the  use  of  Reformed  church 
helps  in  our  schools,  wherever  practical,  and  as  much  as  possi- 
ble, all  Schools  secure  an  ample  supply  of  our  church 
Sunday  School  papers  for  free  distribution  among  teachers 
and  scholars. 

We  further  ask  .that  Synod  require  the  Classes  and  Sunday 
Schools  to  furnish  this  Board  with  complete  statistics  at  least 
20  days  prior  to  the  meeting  of  this  Synod. 

We  also  request  Synod  to  overture  General  Synod  to  pre- 
pare proper  Sunday  School  statistical  blanks  for  use  through- 
out the  entire  church,  so  that  a  correct  showing  of  Sunday 
School  work  can  be  made  by  churches  to  the  Classes,  the 
Classes  to  the  Synods  and  General  Synod. 

This  Board  has  incurred  an  expense  of  $2. GO  for  printing  pro- 
grammes and  50  cents  postage,  a  total  of  $2.50,  for  which  the 
Board  asks  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  of  Synod. 
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The  term  of  Rev.  C.  A.  Santee  expires  with  this  meeting  of 
Synod. 

Prof.  E.  L.  Kemp,  having  removed  from  the  bounds  of  this 
Synod,  hence  cannot  serve  on  this  board,  we  ask  Synod  to  fill 
his  unexpired  term  of  four  years  by  electmg  some  one  in  his 
stead. 

We  offer  the  following  statistics  as  a  summary  of  Sundays 
School  work  within  the  bounds  of  Synod.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SUNDAY    SCHOOLS. 

From  the  papers  placed  into  our  hands  we  glean  the  follow- 
ing report: 

We  learn  that  the  Sunday  school  work  during  the  past  year 
has  not  made  the  progress  desired.  We  therefore  look  around 
us  for  the  cause  of  this  apparent  check  to  the  advancement  of 
this  important  branch  of  church  work. 

1.  It  may  be  a  lack  of  system,  for  we  find,  notwithstanding 
there  has  been  repeated  action  taken  to  have  the  reports  of 
our  schools  come  in  more  full,  yet  the  deserved  end  has  not 
been  reached.  The  reports  this  year  are  very  imperfect.  We 
learn  that  from  some  schools  in  Kansas  Classis  there  was  no 
report  sent  in.  This  may.  to  some  extent,  in  certain  localities 
originate  from  being  compelled  to  work  in  Union  Sunday 
schools,  and  cannot  be  entirely  evercome  as  long  as  we  must 
work  under  this  disadvantage. 

2.  The  second  cause  we  consider  is  a  lack  of  interest  or  en- 
ergy on  the  part  of  many  of  our  members,  and  in  some  in- 
stances, of  the  pastors  in  this  important  work.  It  has  become 
a  familiar  term,  Sunday  school  workers,  as  if  the  work  belong- 
ed only  to  a  part  of  the  church  to  do,  and  the  other  part  wil- 
ling to  have  them  do  it,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  as  the  Sunday  school  is  of  vital  importance 
to  the  life  and  advancement  of  the  church,  we  call  upon  the 
whole  membership  to  awake  to  greater  activity  in  the  work, 
and  so  continue  to  extend  the  work  everywhere  within  the 
limits  of  the  territory  of  our  Synod. 

3.  That  we  reiterate  the  action  of  our  Synod  of  two  years 
ago,  that  so  far  as  practicable  the  literature  of  our  own  Publi- 
cation Houses  be  used  in  our  schools.  And  that  our  schools 
secure  an  ample  supply  of  our  Church  Sunday  school  papers 
for  free  distribution  among  teachers  and  scholars. 
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4-  Resolved,  That  Synod  urge  the  Classes  to  furnish  the 
Sunday  school  Board  with  complete  statistics  at  least  20  days 
previous  to  the  meeting  of  Synod. 

5.  Resolved,  That  this  Svnod  overture  General  Synod  to 
prepare  proper  Sunday  school  statistical  blanks  for  use 
throughout  the  entire  church,  that  a  correct  showing  of  Sun- 
day school  work  can  be  made  by  charges  to  Classes  and  (Class- 
es to  Synods  and  General  Synod. 

6.  Your  committee  recommend  that  an  order  be  drawn  on 
the  treasurer  to  pay  the  expenses  of  Rev.  T.  F.  Stauffer  in  the 
publication  of  programmes,  etc.,  amount  $2.50. 

7.  We  hereby  call  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  fact  that 
the  term  of  Rev.  C.  A.  Santee  expires  with  this  meeting  of 
Synod.

Rev.  Dr.  Mease  by  request  prepared  and  offered  the  follow- 
ing as  expressive  of  the  mind  of  the  Synod  on  the  Sabbath 
Closing  of  the  Columbian  Exposition. 

"The  Synod  of  the  Interior"  of  the  Reformed  church  in  the 
United  States  of  America  convened  at  Coneville,  Iowa,  Oct. 
15th,  1891,  adopts  the  following: 

In  the  spirit  of  true  patriotism;  deeply  interested  in  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Columbian  Exhibition  to  be  held  in  Chicago  in 
1893;  hoping  it  may  greatly  serve  our  beloved  country,  and 
strengthen  the  deep  foundation  of  Christianity  on  which  alone 
it  can  stand  securely,  therefore  Synod  reiterates  its  action  of 
last  year,  as  to  the  matters  of  Temperance  and  observance  of 
the  Lord's  Day  in  the  conduct  of  said   Exhibition;   also 

Resolved,  In  behalf  of  the  church  represented  by  the  Syn- 
od, we  do  enter  our  solemn  protest  against  any  and  all  attempts 
to  make  the  exhibit  in  any  form  or  manner  an  abetter  to  intem- 
perance or  Sabbath  desecration  in  any  form.

Whereas,  The  debilitating  and  moral  destroying  trafific  is 
thoroughly  organized  and  hurtful  alike  to  both  Church  and 
State;  therefore 

Resolved,  That,  as  a  Synod,  we  consider  total  abstinence 
from  "all  intoxicating  drinks  as  a  beverage  the  proper  conduct 
for  all  disciples  of  Christ." 

Resolved,  That  we  denounce  the  traffic  in  intoxicants  as  a 
beverage  as  a  covenant  with  the  arch-enemy  of  righteousness, 
and  in  both  open  and  secret  conflict  with  Christ's  church,  and 
admitting  of  no  compromise,  but  that  the  saloon  must  be 
stamped  out  of  existence.

ARTICLE  XI. 


ST.\TE  OF  RELIGION. 

To  the  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

Dear  Brethren. — In  the  good  providence  of  God,  we  have 
been  permitted  to  meet  again  in  annual  session  to  review  the 
work  of  the  past  year,  and  to  plan  for  future  usefulness.  We 
are  a  Synod  scattered  over  a  broad  expanse  of  territory — from 
the  Indiana  state  line  on  the  east,  to  the  Rocky  Mountains  on 
the  west — taking  in  all  of  Illinois,  Iowa,  Nebraska,  Missouri. 
Kansas  and  Colorado,  six  of  the  large  states  of  the  union.  We 
are  emphatically  a  Missionary  Synod.  Most  of  our  charges 
are  of  comparatively  recent  organization.  Coming  upon  the 
ground  late,  we  have  had  to  compete  with  strong  and  well 
established  churches  of  other  denominations,  and  it  is  not  so 
easy  to  draw  even  our  own  rightful  material  into  the  small  con- 
gregations, financially  weak,  with  which  we  have  had  to  begin. 
Our  growth,  though  slow,  has  nevertheless  been  steady  and  en- 
couraging under  the  many  difficulties  with  which  we  have  had 
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to  contend.  Considering  the  limited  number  of  Ministers  who 
could  be  induced  to  come  west,  and  the  small  means  at  our 
command,  we  think  we  have  done  well,  and  that  the  outlook  is 
promising. 

That  there  is  abundance  of  material,  especially  among  the 
Germans  and  their  descendants,  both  in  city  and  country,  from 
which  can  be  built  up  strong  and  flourishing  congregations,  we 
have  no  doubt.  This  work  cannot,  however,  be  done  in  a  day, 
or  a  few  years.  It  will  require  long,  patient  and  persevering 
labor.  What  we  need  now  are  men  and  means  to  enlarge  our 
operations,  and  these  we  must  have,  come  from  where  they 
may. 

The  classical  reports  all  speak  more  or  less  encouragingly, 
tho'  in  numerical  increase,  we  have  not  made  the  progress  de- 
sirable. The  Ministry  of  the  Synod,  as  a  body,  have  labored 
faithfully,  and  we  doubt  not  are  a  mighty  po"'er  for  good  in 
their  respective  fields.  The  west  needs  our  conservative  gos- 
pe\  teaching  and  methods  of  work,  in  the  midst  of  the  fanati- 
cism and  unbelief  of  the  masses.  Wherever  our  Ministers  faith- 
fully hold  aloft  the  Reformed  standards,  and  are  true  to  the  life 
and  spirit  of  the  gospel,  as  set  forth  in  the  Heidleburg  Cate- 
chism, they  exert  an  influence  that  is  like  leaven  in  the  lump  of 
meal.  With  our  educational  institutions  well  sustained,  and  a 
theological  teaching  force,  in  at  least  one  of  them,  there  is  no 
reason  why  we  may  not  contribute  our  full  share  toward  win- 
ning the  west  to  Christ. 

There  is  so  much  of  subjectivism  in  the  theology  of  what  is 
regarded  orthodoxy  par  excellence,  and  so  much  of  minister- 
ing to  the  flesh  in  the  methods  of  work  in  the  west,  that 
preachers  of  the  gospel  who  emphasize  the  importance  of  the 
objective  and  sacramental  in  Christianity,  and  whose  ways  of 
working  are  scriptural  and  orderly,  are  badly  needed. 

We  believe  that  a  part  of  the  mission  of  our  church  in  this 
western  country,  is  to  do  what  we  can  to  lead  the  people  into 
the  good  old  paths  of  Reformed  faith  and  practice;  or  rather 
we  should  say.  Gospel  truth  and  practice.  It  may  be  repeated, 
that  our  influence  in  this  regard  has  been  beneficial  to  the  gen- 
eral cause  of  Christianity  as  well  as  to  our  own  people. 

The  past  few  years  the  middle  western  states  have  lost 
numerically  very  largely  by  migration  to  the  extreme  north- 
west and  southwest,  while  comparatively  few  emigrants  have 
settled  among  us,  except  in  the  larger  cities.  This  "stand 
still"  in  growth  of  population  has  of  course  affected  our  growth 
as  a  church,  preventing  large   accessions.     We   believe,    how- 
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ever,  that  the  tide  is  again  turning  in  our  favor  and  that  our 
fertile  prairies  will  bring  back  many  who  have  left  us  and  many 
others  seeking  homes  in  the  west. 

We  are  glad  to  note  that  nearly  all  our  charges  are  now  sup- 
plied with  regular  pastors.  Especially  do  we  rejoice  that  Sioux 
City,  so  long  vacant,  has  taken  a  new  lease  *of  life  under  the 
lead  of  Bro.  Zartman.  We  are  also  hopeful  of  Kansas  City 
mission,  and  trust  that  a  bright  day  is  near  for  it.  We  are  en- 
couraged to  believe  that  Chicago  will  soon  find  a  suitable  man 
who  will  make  an  English  mission  in  that  great  city  a  success. 
Illinois  Classis  reports  one  new  church  built,  and  a  new  con 
gregation  added  to  its  roll.  Kansas  Classis  has  also  organized 
a  new  congregation  at  St.  Joe,  which  promises  well  under  Bro. 
Gekeler. 

The  missionary  cause  is  generally  in  a  healthy  state  of  pro- 
gress throughout  the  bounds  of  the  Synod,  as  is  evidenced  by  the 
missionary  conventions  held,  and  the  activity  of  congregational 
missionary  societies  in  the  Classes.  The  work  of  the  Sunday 
School  has  received  the  attention  it  merits.  About  all  our 
congregations  have  a  large  lay  force  engaged  in  this  most  im- 
portant cause.  Our  pastors  have  all  enjoyed  good  health  so 
far  as  we  know  except  Bro.  Novinger,  who  for  a  time  has  been 
disabled. 

The  sad  intelligence  of  the  death  of  Rev.  Ur.  Mease,  who  has 
been  an  invalid  and  without  charge  for  5^ears,  came  to  us  a  few 
months  ago.  As  a  special  committee  will  report  upon  it,  we  will 
only  add  in  the  language  of  holy  writ  "Blessed  are  the 
dead,  who  die  in  the  Lord;  they  rest  from  their  labors,  and 
their  works  do  follow  them." 

With  profound  gratitude  to  the  God  of  Providence  and  grace 
for  His  goodness  and  mercy  to  us  as  individuals  and  as  a 
Synod,  we  close.

During  the  year  the  Board  held  two  meetings,  at  which  time

we  endeavored  to  consider  carefully  the  interest  of  the  work 
committed  to  our  care.  The  missions  under  the  care  of  the 
Board,  up  to  the  time  when  they  were  transferred  to  tne  General 
Synod's  Board,  were  doing  well.  The  missionaries  were  all 
paid  in  full  up  to  the  time  the  transfer  was-  made,  which  took 
effect  on  the  19th  of  April,  1892.  The  term  of  Elder  J.  H. 
Brown  expires  with  the  meeting  of  this  Synod,  and  as  Rev.  C. 
A.  Santee  has  been  dismissed  and  moved  from  the  bounds  of 
this  Synod;  that  Synod  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term. 
As  the  work  of  missions  has  not  been  decreased  by  the  transfer 
of  our  missions  to  the  General  Synod's  Board  and  the  need  of 
funds  no  less,  but  rather  greater  from  what  we  have  learned; 
as  other  new  points  are  continually  brought  to  our  notice.  The 
Board  would  recommend  that  at  least  50  cents  per  member, 
within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod  be  assessed  for  the  ensuing 
year,  to  aid  in  the  Lord's  work. 

The  Board  examined  and  adopted  the  Superintendent's  and 
Treasurer's  reports,  and  herewith  submit  them  as  a  part  of  our 
report.  Inasmuch  as  the  relation,  duties  and  powers  of  this 
Board  to  the  General  Synod's  Board  have  not  been  defined  by 
the  Synod,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  relation  shall  be  advisory  and  that  the 
duties  and  powers  are  to  look  up  new  points  and  to  bring  them 
to  the  notice  and  care  of  the  Board  of  General  Synod.

/lEPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS. 

To  the  Sy)iod  of  the  Interior: 

During  the  past  year  this  Synod  has  had  22  regular  missions, 
with  four  others  which  have  not  yet  been  regularly  placed  on  the 
list.  Of  these  Abilene,  Imogene,  lola,  Kansas  City,  Leighton, 
Lisbon,  Liscomb,  Maquoketa,  Sioux  City  and  Wichita  were 
formerly  under  the  Bi-Synodic  Board;  Altamont,  Damascus, 
Fairview,  Hiawatha,  Lincoln.  Lyons,  New  Basil  and  Wathena 
under  the  General  Board  and  Anna,  Cheney  and  Whitewater, 
Dakota,  Emporia,  Holton  and  Circleville,  Otis  and  Wells  under 
the  Board  of  this  Synod.     St.  Joseph  is  a  new  mission. 

It  is  very  gratifying  that  this  whole  list  is  now  under  the 
General  Board  and  many  misunderstandings  and  much  con- 
fusion is  therefore  avoided.  In  union  there  is  strength,  and 
this  union  of  the  mission  work  should  eive  new  zeal  to  all  our 
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pastoral  charges  and  missions  in  this  Synod  for  more  effectual 
work. 

Of  these  missions,  Leighton  became  self  supporting,  New  Basil 
which  was  on  the  mission  roll  but  one  year  has  returned  to  its 
self  supporting  state  and  Scotia,  a  mission  point  which  was  or- 
ganized last  year  has  been  added  to  the  charge,  while  Wathena 
has  been  dismissed  by  its  own  request  to  a  German  Classis. 
Deducting  these  three  congregations,  leaves  40  congregations 
as  missions,  with  1,445  niembers;  274  new  members  were  re- 
ceived while  there  were  106  losses.  The  contributions  for  con- 
gregational purposes  amounted  to  §9,752,  or  $6.75  per  member. 
For  benevolent  purposes  $[,664  was  contributed  or  §1.15  per 
member.  While  this  generous  work  is  praiseworthy  no  doubt 
the  coming  year  will  show  large  gains  in  benevolence.  There 
is  also  a  likelihood  that  several  of  these  missions  will  become 
self  supporting  in  another  year.  Stonington,  111.,  was  organ- 
inzed  and  built  a  new  church.  Although  this  is  not  a  mission, 
yet  it  received  considerable  services  from  your  Superintendent. 

There  is  a  spirit  of  restlessness  among  the  western  people. 
New  fields  must  be  explored.  New  homes  must  be  established. 
But  these  frequent  emigrations  from  place  to  place  are 
questionable.  This  restlessness  is  also  found  in  our  missions. 
Some  of  the  Ministers  desire  to  change  to  other  places  while 
perhaps  in  some  cases  the  people  desire  the  Minister  to  change. 
This  causes  frequent  vacancies,  which  sometimes  are  difficult 
to  fill,  and  the  mission  seriously  suffers  by  such  vacancy.  The 
same  difficulty  is  experienced  among  the  members.  While  the 
missionary  has  labored  faithfully  to  gather  member's,  he  con- 
stantly meets  surprises  in  finding  some  of  his  members,  perhaps 
some  of  his  best,  moving  away,  probably  to  places  where  our 
church  is  not  established. 

The  Anna  charge  which  was  to  have  been  divided  is  still 
served  by  one  pastor.  Fairview  built  a  new  parsonage  during 
the  past  year  and  Hiawatha  is  greatly  enlarging  its  parsonage, 
lola  will  become  vacant  December  ist,  the  pastor  having  re- 
signed. Kansas  City  has  been  vacant  since  August  1st.  Sioux 
City  after  a  long  vacancy  is  now  supplied  with  a  missionary. 
The  Holton  mission  has  not  yet  secured  a  missionary.  A  new 
S.  S.  was  organized  July  14th,  at  Emporia,  and  the  members  of 
the  mission  are  greatly  encouraged.  Lately  some  Reformed 
people  have  come  to  Emporia  while  others  from  other  places 
are  in  attendance  at  the  State  Normal  School,  who  take  inter- 
est in  the  S.  S.  and  church.  Another  school  was  organized  last 
spring  at  Lower  Banner  S.  H.,  3^  miles  from  Holton. 
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There  is  no  more  auspicious  time  to  push  the  mission  work 
of  our  church  in  the  city  of  Chicago  than  the  coming  year, 
when  the  Columbian  Exposition  will  be  in  progress  and  thous- 
ands of  Reformed  people  will  visit  that  city,  while  perhaps 
many  others  will  temporarily  reside  there.  And  while  Synod 
has  now  resolved  to  hold  its  next  annual  meeting  in  that  city 
as  well  as  to  take  preliminary  steps  looking  to  the  holding  of  a 
Reformed  Alliance,  every  member  of  this  Synod  should  feel  it 
his  special  privilege  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  make  both  meet- 
ings a  success,  and  give  all  proper  assistance  financially  and  by 
information  of  members  living  there,  in  effectually  organizing 
our  church  at  said  point.  Denver,  Col.,  is  also  a  place  ripe  for 
our  church  and  must  be  taken  hold  of  very  shortly. 

The  prospects  of  Otis,  our  Russian  Mission,  are  encourag- 
ing. A  number  of  new  families  have  come  from  Russia.  This 
strengthens  the  congregation.  More  attention  is  also  paid  to 
teaching  the  young  people  of  the  congregation  in  the  scripture 
and  in  the  catechism.  There  is  quite  a  little  settlement  of  Re- 
formed people  at  Ransom,  Ness  Co.,  Kansas,  50  miles  west  of 
Otis,  which  could  be  united  with  Otis  in  having  a  missionary. 
A  number  of  services  have  been  held  and  their  children  bap- 
tised. The  Missionary  Convention  of  Northern  Illinois  was  a 
great  success.  The  mission  work  in  the  bounds  of  the  whole 
Synod  is  quite  encouraging  with  a  few  exceptions.  To  God 
be  all  the  glory.

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REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  BOARD  OF  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

Mechanicsburg,  Pa.,  Sept.  23,  1892. 
Reverend  and  Dear  Brethren : 

In  the  absence  of  a  formal  authorized  report  by  the  Board, 
which  will  be  in  full  presented  to  the  General  Synod  next 
spring,  I  beg  leave  to  present  to  your  Reverend  body,  a  very 
general  statement  of  the  present  condition  and  outlook  of  our 
missionary  work  in  Japan. 

It  is  with  profound  gratitude  to  God,  that  I  am  able  to  say 
that  our  work  in  Sendai  is  moving  forward  with  indeed  unex- 
pected success.  Ever  since  the  establishment  of  our  institu- 
tions for  the  raising  up  of  a  native  ministry,  our  work  has  been 
largely  preparative.  It  requiring  several  years  before  the 
students  could  be  conducted  through  the  necessary  education- 
al course.  This  fall  the  first  class  completed  its  course,  and 
henceforth  we  may  expect  annual  reinforcements  to  our  band 
•  of  native  evangelistic  workers.  The  training  school  had  had  a 
body  of  some  35  to  40  students  up  until  the  completion  of  our 
new  Seminary  building.  Since  the  occupancy  of  this  new 
building  during  the  last  scholastic  year,  the  number  of  students 
has  increased  at  a  surprising  rate,  till  it  reached  its  maxmium 
number  of  119.  Thirty-eight  of  these  are  candidates  for  the 
Christian  Ministry.  Of  the  whole  number,  61  are  Christians. 
This  unlooked  for  increase  in  the  number  of  students,  forced 
the  Board,  even  without  the  necessary  funds  in  sight,  in  faith 
to  send  cut  another  missionary  teacher,  to  relieve  our  greatly 
overburdened  missionaries  Hoy  and  Schneder,  in  the  person 
of  Rev.  Henry  K.  Miller,  who  is  now  on  his  way  to  San  Fran- 
cisco, Cal.,  whence  he  expects  to  sail  for  Japan  on  the  27th 
inst.  With  these  three  fully  equipped  American  teachers,  in 
whose  hands  will  be  the  branches  which  relate  both  directly 
and  more  remotely  to  our  hol}^  Christianity,  aided  by  several 
native  teachers  of  the  secular  branches,  the  Board  believes  the 
force  of  teachers  will  be  sufficiently  strong  for  the  present 
wants  of  our  school. 

We  have  not  had  so  large  an  increase  of  students  in  the  girls' 
school.  The  number  being  as  per  last  report,  43.  A  consider- 
able inflow  of  new  scholars  is  expected  during  the  coming 
term.  Since  Miss  HoUowell  has  been  added,  the  teaching 
force  is  considered  adequate  to  the  present  wants  of  the 
school. 

During  the  last  several  years,  the  labors  of  our  mission  have, 
as  already  said,  been  largely  devoted  to  the  preparatory  work 
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of  raising  up  a  force  of  evangelistic  workers.  As  a  conse- 
quence, evangelistic  work  proper,  has  received  only  partial  at- 
tention. Bro.  Moore  being  the  only  one  to  whom  this  depart- 
ment was  committed,  Bros.  Hoy  and  Sc'hneder  rendering  such 
help  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays  as  their  oppressive  labors  as 
teachers  in  the  training  school  permitted.  Now,  however,  that 
workers  are  coming  out  of  our  school,  the  grand  aim  of  our 
work,  viz.:  to  win  souls  to  Christ,  is  expected  to  go  forward 
with  new  and  growing  activity.  It  is  very  clear  then,  that  with 
increased  activity  and  more  widely  extended  labor  in  this  de- 
partment, it  will  become  necessary  in  the  near  future  to  rein- 
force this  branch  of  work,  by  sending  out  one  or  two  additional 
American  evangelists,  to  labor  in  and  supervise  this  depart- 
ment, manned  as  it  largely  will  be  by  those  who  in  reality  are 
but  babes  in  Christ  themselves. 

Thus  with  the  blessing  of  God's  Spirit  is  our  work  and  field 
of  service  rapidly  growing  in  our  hands.  The  anxious  question, 
now  more  than  ever  before,  is  coming  to  oppress  us,  "Will  the  » 
home  Church  sufficiently  respond  to  this  clear  and  loud  call  of 
God?"  He  has  graciously  blessed  us  and  prospered  us  in  our 
day  of  small  things,  will  we  now  with  growing  and  brightening 
opportunities,  rise  to  cur  opportunities  and  go  forward  under 
the  leadership  of  Him  who  has  promised  to  be  with  us  always 
unto  the  end  of  the  world? 

Dear  brethren  in  the  Lord,  the  Board  appeals  to  you  in  the 
Saviour's  precious  name,  to  adopt  such  measures  as  will  serve 
to  so  quicken  the  zeal  of  our  Ministers  and  members,  as  will 
enable  it  to  press  forward  in  the  winning  of  souls,  and  in  the 
upbuilding  of  Christ's  Kingdom  even  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth.

REPORT    OF   THE    COMMITTEE    ON    MISSIONS. 

Your  committee  on  Missions  would  offer  the  following  re- 
port for  your  adoption: 

We  have  had  referred  to  us  a  communication  from  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  Rev.  S.  N.  Callender, 
D.  D.  It  is  so  important  for  the  information  of  our  people  that 
we  hereby  recommend  its  publication  in  full  in  our  minutes, 
believing  that  it  will  speak  more  convincingly  than  anything 
we  could  say. 
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We  further  recommend: 

1.  That  all  our  Pastors  by  means  of  special  sermons  and 
monthly  concerts  on  missions  and  circulation  of  literature 
keep  the  members  informed  on  the  exigency  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, and  urge  upon  our  people  to  make  liberal  offerings  to 
this  great  cause. 

2.  That  by  Congregational,  Classical,  and  Synodical  Socie- 
ties we  do  all  that  is  possible  to  aid  in  raising  larger  means  to 
carry  on  the  work  in  Japan. 

3.  That  we  lay  it  upon  the  hearts  and  consciences  of  those 
having  ample  means  to  give  by  the  hundreds  and  thousands  to 
aid  our  Girls'  School  and  theological  seminary  at  Sendai,  Japan, 
belie\'ing  that  the  winning  of  Japan  to  Christ  must  come  largely 
through  educated  christian  women  and  trained  native  Christian 
Ministers. 

To  meet  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  of 
the  General  Superintendent's  report  and  our  own  Superintend- 
ent's report  of  Home  Mission,  we  would  say: 

We  have  read  with  deep  interest  the  able  and  full  report  of 
Rev.  Dr.  Fouse,  the  General  Synod's  Superintendent.  It  would 
be  superfluous  to  attempt  to  give  even  an  epitome  of  its  valu- 
able contents.  As  it  has  already  been  published  for  general 
distribution,  all  our  pastors  and  churches  should  get  copies  of 
it  and  inform  themselves  as  to  the  important  matter  it  contains: 

We  would  recommend  further: 

1.  That  this  Synod  continue  to  apportion  through  the 
Classes  and  Consistories  50  cents  per  member  for  the  general 
Synod's  regular  work;  3  cents  per  member  for  Hungarian  Mis- 
sions, and  5  cents  per  member  for  church  erection  purposes. 

2.  That  the  General  Board  be  and  is  hereby  overtured  to 
establish  missions  in  as  many  of  the  cities  and  larger  towns  of 
our  Synodical  territory  as  possible,  especially  Omaha  and  Des 
Moines,  at  as  early  a  drtte  as  men  and  means  can  be  procured 
to  do  so;  since  we  hav^e  a  large  number  of  people  of  Reformed 
blood  and  training  all  over  the  west  which  no  other  church  can 
reach  so  well,  and  since  our  Divine  Lord  lays  upon  us  as  well 
as  upon  others  to  cultivate  our  portion  of  this  vast  western  field, 
soon  to  be  the  center  of  a  great  pupulation,  as  it  is  now  the 
geographical  center  of  the  U.  S. 

3.  That  we  pledge  the  General  Board  our  hearty  co  opera- 
tion in  all  ways  possible  in  addition  to  our  pecuniary  support. 

4.  That  we  recognize  in  Women's  Missionary  Societies  a 
helpmate  by  which  we    may   double  our  energy  and  abilit}'  to 
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provide  for  the  religious  needs  of  our  waste  places  in  Zion,  and 
to  extend  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  in  the  home  field. 

5.  That  we  are  sincerely  thankful  tor  the  presence  of  Rev, 
Dr.  Moore  and  Mrs.  Moore,  two  of  our  efficient  Foreign  Mis- 
sionaries; also  of  Mrs.  M.  E.  Whitmore,  the  able  president  of 
the  W.  H.  M.  S.  of  the  General  Synod,  and  of  so  many  of  the 
ladies  of  our  charges  at  this  meeting  of  Synod;  and  that  we 
hereby  implore  the  Divine  blessing  upon  them  all  personally 
and  upon  their  good  work.

EDUCATION. 
REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  WICHITA  UNIVERSITY. 

To  the  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

Dear  Brethren: 

Another  v'ear  has  passed  and  another  mile-stone  has  been 
gained  for  this  institution  of  the  Synod.  The  school  was  suc- 
cessfully conducted  during  the  scholastic  year  by  its  lessees, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year,  four  students  graduated  from  the 
academic  department  and  three  from  the  business  department, 
and  to  these  the  Board  with  the  Faculty  issued  suitable  di 
plomas. 

Prof.  Mathes  having  received  an  offer  for  school  work  at 
another  place,  he  desired  to  be  relieved  from  his  obligations 
to  the  Board.  Prof.  Miller  being  willing  to  assume  the  terms 
of  the  lease  alone,  the  Board  so  agreed,  and  Prof.  Miller  labor- 
ed faithfully  during  the  vacation  in  advertising  the  instituti(>n 
and  soliciting  patronage,  advertising  in  loi  newspapers,  issued 
a  splendid  catalogue  and  made  a  personal  canvass  for  students 
and  we  are  gratified  to  report  that  the  institution  opened  this 
fall  with  very  bright  prospects  indeed,  notwithstanding  several 
other  institutions  opened  about  the.  same  time  in  Wichita.  It 
appears  that  our  institution  has  made  a  favorable  impression 
on  the  people  and  has  established  a  reputation  for  solid  school 
work  which  has  gone  abroad  and  more  new  students  have  en- 
tered this  fall  than  at  any  previous  time. 

The  finances  of  the  institution  have  not  improved  much  ex- 
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cept  that  we  paid  off  part  of  our  floating  debts  and  have  made 
necessary  repairs  to  the  building.  The  case  against  the  five 
bondsmen  which  has  been  resting  in  the  supreme  court  for  the 
last  two  and  a  half  years  was  argued  before  that  court  on  the 
5th  of  this  month,  but  the  decision  has  not  yet  been  handed 
down.  It  is  also  feared  that  on  account  of  the  depreciation  of 
the  values  of  properties,  some  loss  will  be  sustained  in  our  en- 
dowment fund.  Several  mortgages  had  to  be  foreclosed  and 
the  institution  had  to  take  the  properties,  while  in  one  case  at 
least  they  were  able  to  collect  the  full  amount  of  the  mortgage 
with  interest  at  8,  10  and  12  per  cent,  on  a  personal  judgment 
in  foreclosure  amounting  to  over  ^2,000.  Most  of  the  mort- 
gages now  held  are  good  and  paying  regular  interest.  If  real 
estate  will  soon  advance  again  our  loss  may  be  trifling.  But 
we  are  not  worse  off  than  any  other  parties  loaning  money  in 
Kansas  in  the  past  five  years,  for  they  all  sustained  losses. 

The  Board  urges  the  Synod  to  take  such  action  as  shall  soon 
give  us  a  theological  department  in  Wichita  University.  The 
need  of  more  missionaries  for  this  Synod  is  recognized  by  all. 
The  proper  way  to  supply  this  want  is  to  utilize  our  own  ma- 
terial which  could  be  accomplished  by  such  a  theological  de 
partment.  We  request  that  the  Synod  take  this  matter  under 
consideration  at  this  meeting.  A  catalogue  of  the  institution 
is  herewith  submitted  for  your  inspection. 

To  fill  vacancies  the  Board  makes  the  following  nominations: 
W.  H.  Ranch,  D.  S.  Stover,  Rev.  A.  S.  Dechant  and  John  Royer 
of  the  Reformed  Church  and  J.  H.  C.  Brewer  and  B.  H.  Aldrich 
not  of  our  church.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  BENEFICIARY  EDUCATION. 

The  Board  has  not  yet  been  reimbursed  for  the  aid  extended 
to  Mr.  John  Kelchner  who  abandoned  his  studies,  but  earnest 
effort  has  been  made  with  some  prospect  of  success. 

Individuals,  members  of  the  Wichita  Classis,  made  applica- 
tion for  an  appropriation  of  ^100  to  Mr.  John  Kahm,  a  student 
in  the  Freshman  Class  of  Wichita  University,  who  desires  to 
study  for  the  Holy  Ministry.  The  Board  agrees  that  said  ap- 
propriation be  allowed  so  soon  as  Mr.  Kahm  shall  place  him- 
self properly  under  Wichita  Classis  and  furnish  a  satisfactory 
bond  to  the  Board. 
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The  Board  also  decided  that  it  be  the  rule  of  the  Board  that 
no  aid  will  be  extended  to  a  student  for  the  ministry  until  he 
has  at  least  passed  the  preparatory  course  and  is  ready  to  enter 
the  Freshman  Class. 

The  Board  is  conscious  of  the  fact,  that  our  funds  on  hand, 
and  the  income  at  the  present  rate  will  deprive  us  of  doingr 
much  in  extending  aid  to  worthy  students  for  the  ministry. 
We  urge  each  charge,  to  pay  into  our  treasury,  the  full  amount 
of  its  apportionment  for  Beneficiary  Education. 

The  term  of  Rev.  J.  W.  Love  expires  with  this  meeting  of 
Synod.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION. 

Your  Committee  on  Education  beg  leave  to  report  as  fol- 
lows: 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Beneficiary  Education,  and  also 
that  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wichita  University,  were 
placed  in  our  hands,  and  require  Synodical  action. 

From  the  Board  of  Beneficiary  Education  we  learn  that  no 
students  were  under  the  care  of  the  Board  during  the  year. 
There  is,  however,  an  applicant  for  aid  in  the  Freshman  Class 
in  tne  person  of  Mr.  John  Kahm,  who  desires  to  study  for  the 
ministry. 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  so  soon  as  Mr.  Kahm  places  himself  under  the  care 
of  Wichita  Classis  and  furnishes  a  satisfactory  bond  to  the 
Bo::rd,  he  be  allowed  an  appropriation  of  ^lOO.  To  this  end 
we  recommend  further, 

2.  That  an  apportionment  of  five  cents  per  member  be  made 
for  the  cause  of  Beneficiary  Education.  With  reference  to  the 
case  of  Mr.  John  Kelchner  who  received  aid  to  the  extent  of 
.^■90,  but  who  has  now  abandoned  his  studies,  we  recommend 

3.  That  the  matter  be  left  discretionary  with  Board  as  to 
whether  they  shall  at  once  take  action  to  recover  this  amount 
from  Mr.  Kelchner  or  his  bondsmen,  or  for  the  present  to  al- 
low it  to  rest  in  statu  quo. 

From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wichita  Uni- 
versity, we  learn  that  the  school  has  been  conducted  success 
fully  by  its  lessees  during  the  past  collegiate  year.  Seven 
students  were  graduated — four  from  the  academic  and  three 
from  the  business  departments.  The  statement  is  also  made 
that  Prof.  Mathes  has  been  relieved  from  his  obligations  to  the 
Board,  and  that  Prof.  Miller  has  assumed  the  terms  of  the  lease 
alone.  We  note  with  pleasure  the  efforts  Prof.  Miller  is  mak- 
ing through  the  press  and  otherwise  to  give  prominence  to  the 
institution  and  soliciting  for  it  a  larger  patronage.     As  a  result 
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of  such  advertisement  the  school  opened  this  fall  with  en- 
couraging prospects,  and  with  a  larger  accession  of  new 
students  than  at  any  previous  time  in  its  history. 

The  finances  of  the  institution  are  not  in  as  good  condition, 
however,  as  could  be  desired.  On  account  of  the  depreciation 
of  property  values,  some  loss  will  be  sustained  in  the  endow- 
ment fund;  the  supreme  court  case  is  still  pending,  and  by  the 
foreclosure  of  several  mortgages  the  Board  was  compelled  to 
take  back  the  propCi'ties.  On  the  other  hand  some  necessary 
repairs  have  been  made  to  the  building;  a  part  of  the  floating 
debt  has  been  concelled,  and  most  of  the  remaining  mortgages 
are  paying  annual  interest. 

The  Board  also  calls  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  advisa- 
bility of  establishing  a  theological  department  in  connection 
with  the  University;  that  if  more  men  are  to  be  had  for  our 
western  fields,  a  western  theological  school  can  as  well,  or  bet- 
ter, supply  the  demand. 

In  view  of  the  apparent  necessity  of  such  a  department  the 
committee  therefore  recommend  the  following  action: 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wichita  University 
be  authorized  to  open  a  theological  department  as  soon  as  the 
services  of  one  or  more  Professors  can  be  secured. 

5.  Resolved,  That  collections  be  taken  annually  in  all  our 
congregations  for  the  use  of  Northern  Illinois  College  or  the 
Wichita  University,  each  congregation  to  be  allowed  to  desig- 
nate to  which  of  these  institutions  their  offerings  shall  go.

SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 
REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  WORK. 

To  the  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

Brethren. — As  a  Board  of  Sunday  School  Work,  we  beg 
leave  to  offer  this  our  annual  report  for  your  consideration: 

No  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year.  The  President 
of  the  Board  has  done  all  the  business  of  the  Board  as  best  he 
could. 

Statistics  have  been  sent  in  by  the  proper  officials  from  the 
different  Classes.  These  are  found  to  be  much  more  complete 
than  in  former  years,  yet  they  are  by  no  means  what  they 
should  be.  This  is  especially  the  case  with  Kansas  Classis  — 
the  Stated  Clerk  giving  but  three  items,  viz.:  No.  of  Sunday 
Schools,  teachers  and  scholars.  Rev.  D.  B.  Shuey,  who  serves 
three  congregations  within  the  bounds  of  this  Classis,  sent  in 
complete  statistics  from  two  schools  under  his  spiritual  over- 
sight, viz.:  Circleville  and  Lower  Banner  schools,  in  Jackson 
county,  Kansas. 

The  Stated  Clerk  of  Illmois  Classis  complains  of  the  want  of 
suitable  blanks.  The  reports  sent  in  are  not  similar  in  report- 
ing No.  of  teachers  and  officers.  Hence  we  found  it  necessary 
to  adopt  the  plan  as  presented  in  the  accompanying  Statistical 
Report — counting  teachers  and  officers  in  the  same  column.

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.  We  have  prepared  a  program  for  the  Sunday  School  meet- 
ing during  the  sessions  of  this  Synod.  The  following  topics 
are  proposed: 

1.  The  Home,  the  Church,  the  Sunday  School;  their  re- 
lation in  moral  culture  —Rev.  A.  Casselman. 

2.  Our  Pastors,  and  what  they  owe  to  denominational  Sun- 
day School  work — Rev.  H.  Bair. 

Opening  addresses  shall  not  exceed  20  minutes  each,  to  be 
followed  in  five  minute  voluntary  speeches. 

The  Board  would  urge  Synod  to  adopt  such  action  as  will 
serve  to  develop  the  best  results  in  Sunday  School  work  with- 
in the  bounds  of  Synod,  and  secure  complete  reports  from  the 
proper  officials. 

The  Board  again  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  Prof.  E.  L. 
Kemp  has  left  the  bounds  of  Synod  and  has  not  resigned  as  a 
member  of  this  Board  and  has  never  acted  with  the  Board. 
We  also  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  Rev.  Chas.  Santee,  a 
member  of  the  Board  has  removed  from  the  bounds  of  Synod.

— Your  Committee  on  Sunday 
Schools  respectfully  presents  the  following  for  your  consider-

The  report  of  the  Board  is  by  no  means  encouraging,  and 
when  we  compare  the  statistics  of  the  ciuTent  year  with  thoi^e 
of  the  last  three  years  we  find  a  reason  for  discouragement.  It 
is  evident  that  the  table  is  far,  from,  representing  the  true  con- 
ciition  of  our  Sunday  School  work.  The  greatest  reason  for 
this  undoubtedly  is  that  the  $ynodical  blanks  were  not  in  the 
hands  of  the  pastors.

2.  That  the  statistics  be  presented  to  the  Classis  for  adop- 
tion and  presented  to  this  Synod  from  the  respective  Classes  in 
.their  minutes. 

3.  That  the  meetings  in  the  interest  of  the  Sunday  Schools 
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c\t  our  Synodical  sessions  be  dispensed  with,  except  those  on 
the  Lord's  day. 

4.  We  call  attention  ot  Synod  to  the  fact  that  there  are  four 
unexpired  years  of  the  term  of  Rev.  C.  A.  Santee,  three  unex- 
pired years  of  the  term  of  Rev.  E.  L.  Kemp,  and  that  the  term 
of  Rev.  T.  F.  Stauffer  expires  with  this  meeting  of  Synod.

•         REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ORPHANS*  HOMES. 

To  the  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

■'■  'The  Board  of  Orphans'  Homes  beg  leave  to  offer  this  annual 


report,  hoping  that  Synod  will  take  such  action  as  will  result 
in  practical  efficiency  to  the  benefit  of  the  cause  represented 
by  the  Board. 

There  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Board,  reports  from 
tne  superintendents  of  Bethany,  St.  Paul's  and  Fort  VVayne  Or- 
phan Homes.     From  these  we  learn  the  following  facts: 

Bethany  Orphan  Home;  present  number  of  children  ni  the 
Home,  91;  only  two  of  these  are  boarding  pupils,  the  others 
are  dependent  upon  the  Church  for  support.  Seven  orphans 
were  confirmed  in  connection  with  the  spring  communion. 
The  Home  has  its  own  church,  also  has  a  Sunday  School,  has 
two  schools,  graded.  Four  of  the  orphans  passed  the  county 
teacher's  examination,  but  are  too  young  to  teach.  The  farm 
contains  nearly  lOO  acres,  65  acres  being  under  cultivation,  no 
debt  on  the  property,  but  ?.  deficiency  of  nearly  $1,500  on  cur- 
rent expenses.  The  Home  is  in  need  of  funds  to  meet  the 
heavy  demands  upon  its  resources. 

The  Superintendent  of  St.  Paul's  Orphans'  Home,  reports  the 
Home  to  be  in  most  excellent  condition.  All  before  leaving 
the  Home  are  brought  into  full  communion  with  the  church. 
The  amount  received  last  year  from  churches  and  Sunday 
Schools  was  $1,773.70.  To  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the 
church  orphans  this  amount  should  be  at  least  $2,500.  The 
property  is  valued  at  $50,000;  the  indebtedness  is  $io,000.  It 
has  an  endowment  of  $6,000.  There  is  abundant  room  in  the 
Home  and  homeless  little  ones  from  the  bounds  of  this  Synod 
will  be  gladly  received.  This  Synod  is  asked  in  the  Lord's 
name  for  prayers  and  alms.  There  were  in  the  Home  at  the 
close  of  the  year,  65  children,  many  of  whom  are  boarders. 

Fort  Wayne  Orphans'  Home  has  57  children,  a  number  of 
them  are  boarders.  The  farm  now  consists  of  157  acres.  The 
contributions  were  not  quite  $5,000.  The  anniversary  recently 
held  yielded  $600.  All  crops  were  very  poor,  except  hay  and 
oats. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  we  as  a  church  have  great  reason  to 
thank  the  Father  of  the  fatherless  for  His  tender  mercies,  and 
great  blessing  upon  this  department  of  church  work. 

We  are  not  only  glad  that  some  of  our  congregations  have 
contributed  to  this  department  of  benevolence,  but  hope  that 
they  may  be  increased  manifold;  to  this  end  we  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following; 

Resolved,  That  it  is  with  pleasure  we  learn  of  the  good  work 
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being  done  in  these  Homes  nurtured  by  the  church,  and  that  we 
solemnly^  pledge  our  prayers  and  offerings  in  their  behalf. 

Resolved,  That  the  Classes  of  this  Synod  be  required  to  call 
attention  lo  the  Orphan  cause  and  direct  Pastors  and  Consis 
tories  of  all  congregations  within  their  territory  to  take  at  least 
one  offering  during  the  year  from  each  congregation  and  each 
Sunday  School,  designating  to  which  one  of  the  Homes  said 
offerings  shall  be  given. 

The  term  of  Rev.  F.  M.  Shults  expires  with  this  meeting  of 
Synod.

REPORT  ON  REFORMED  CHURCH  LEAGUE. 

To  the  Syjiod  of  the  Interior: 

Brethren. — In  these  days  of  church  work  organizations  in  almost  every  phase 
of  Christian  life  and  activity,  the  Reformed  church  in  the  U.  S.  is  the  mother  of  but 
one  distinctive  organization  especially  designed  to  reach  one  class  of  individuals. 
The  B.  of  A.  and  P.  which  has  already  developed  remarkable  force  and  prkctical 
church  working  helpfulness  for  unmeasurable  good,  not  only  among  young  rrien  for 
young  men,  but  as  well  for  the  entire  church  of  Christ.  i  : 

There  is,  however,  need  for  a  broader  and  more  comprehensive  organization  in  the 
line  of  special  work,  which  shall  include  the  young  women  of  the  church  and  the 
membership  of  the  church  as  a  unit. 

The  latter  idea  has  given  birth  to  the  Epworth  League  in  the  M.  E.  church 
meeting  with   unparalleled  success;  the   Young  P.  Presbyterian  Union,  gaining  in 
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members  and  efficiency  very  rapidly;  and  the  Y.  P.  Baptist  Union,  which  is  meeting 
with  unexpected  success  in  numbers  and  efficiency.  The  same  is  true  of  the  Y.  P. 
Union  of  the  U.  B.  church.  Not  in  view  simply  of  these  movements  on  the  part  of 
sister  denominations,  but  from  that  inner  consciousness  God  has  given  us  looking  tu 
a  greater  degree  of  efficiency  in  righteousness  and  Christian  work,  this  Synod  at  the 
last  annual  sessions  appointed  a  committee  to  prepare  a  report  upon  the  advisability 
(if  organizing  a  Reformed  Church  League.  This  committee  begs  leave  to  offer  the 
following: 

In  consideration  of  the  subject  assigned  us,  we  have  carefully  excluded  every 
thought  and  consideration  that  savored  of  denominational  selfishness  and  pride. 
We  have  only  looked  at  the  subject  on  the  side  of  that  broad,  liberal,  yet  absolute 
Christian  symbol  of  our  belief — the  Heideberg  Catechism  as  finding  its  central  truth 
in  the  Apostles'  Creed,  and  the  genius  and  culture  of  our  own  Reformed  Zion. 

As  to  the  utility  and  need  of  such  an  organization,  properly  managed,  there 
seems  to  be  no  question  in  the  mind  of  the  committee  for  the  following  reasons. 

1.  The  day  is  at  hand  when  in  Christian  work  the  latent  resources  of  the  church 
so  abundant  in  the  thousands  of  the  young  men  and  women  of  the  church,  should  be 
brought  into  full  and  practical  efficiency  in  spreading  Christ's  gospel,  the  salvation 
of  the  world,  and  the  development  of  individual  participation  in  witnessing  for 
Christ. 

2.  In  the  developing  of  our  inner  church  life,  as  a  denomination,  we  cultivate 
not  only  love  for  Christ,  but  an  abiding  love  for  our  own  peculiar  church,  that  will 
cement  our  devotion  to  her  cause  in  the  evangelizing  of  the  world  which  will  ulti- 
mately result  in  that  oneness  of  the  brotherhood  of  God  in  and  through  Christ. 

3.  It  will  develop  a  more  comprehensive  view  of  the  church,  the  kingdom  of 
Christ  growing  out  of  associated  ideas  of  religious  truths,  comparisons  and  Christian 
contact  with  each  other.  The  stronger  elements  will  stand  shoulder  to  shoulder  with 
the  weaker  bound  by  the  ties  of  Christian  love  and  benevolence. 

4.  There  will  be  an  outgrowth  of  special  lines  of  work,  peculiarly  and  God-given 
our  own  in  the  great  conflict  of  righteousness  with  unrighteousness.  Individualism 
and  selfishness  will  be  moulded  into  united  and  practical  Christian  effort  out  of 
which  there  can  only  issue  in  united  and  efficient  results. 

In  view  of  these  facts  we  report  in  favor  of  the  organization  of  a  Reformed 
League  of  Christian  Endeavor  and  submit  the  following  constitution  for  your  con- 
sideration, and  if  approved,  the  By-Laws  and  Other  detarls  to  be  created  and  ap- 
proved by  the  League  as  may  be  deemed  best.

constitution  for  general  adoption  at,  next  meeting  of  Synod. 
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CHURCH  WORK  CONVENTION. 


The  committee  appointed  at  last  annual  meeting  to  prepare 
for  a  Church  Work  Convention  reported  a  program  and  it  was 
carried  into  effect  Saturday  evening,  Rev.  T.  F.  Stauffer,  pre- 
siding. A  paper  on  "The  Opportunities  of  Young  People  and 
How  they  should  be  Improved,"  was  read  by  Mrs.  Maud  Uhler 
Dodd.  Rev.  P.  E.  Zartman  delivered  an  address  on  "Our 
Young  People— what  of  them?"  Besides  these  enlivening  ad- 
dresses a  number  of  inspiriting  addresses  were  made  by  mem- 
bers of  Synod. 


AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY. 


The  State  Agent  of  Iowa,  Rev.  R.  W.  Hughes,  was  introduced 
to  and  addressed  Synod  on  the  Society's  work.  The  following 
Was  offered  and  adopted: 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  has  listened  with  pleasure  to 
Agent  A.  B.  S.  and  records  its  high  appreciation  of  the  work 
of  the  society.  The  word  of  God  lies  at  the  foundation  of  all 
evangelization,  and  we  commend  it  anew  to  all  our  people. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  urge  the  pastors  to  instruct  their  peo- 
ple in  this  matter,  that  they  may  contribute  intelligently  and 
liberally  for  the  promotion  of  this  great  work. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  specially  commend  the  effort  of  the 
society  to  place  a  Bible  in  the  hands  of  every  child  who  can 
read,  and  we  urge  Sunday  School  superintendents  and  teachers 
to  assist  in  this  noble  work. 


THE  REFORMED  ALLIANCE.

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  item  of  Reformed 
Alliance  would  respectfully  report  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  Columbian  Exposition  or  so-called  World's  Fair,  at  which 
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representatives  from  all  countries  will  be  present,  will  be  held 
in  the  bounds  of  this  Synod.  Since  many  perhaps  from  foreign 
countries  may  be  members  of  the  Reformed  church,  and  while 
many  from  the  other  Synods  will  be  present,  therefore 

1 .  Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  church 
is  hereby  overtured  to  arrange  for  a  Reformed  Alliance,  to  be 
held  in  the  city  of  Chicago  during  the  latter  part  of  the  sum- 
mer of  1893,  to  which  meeting  all  the  Reformed  members  are 
invited  who  may  visit  Chicago  at  that  time  and  thus  be  a 
general  convention  of  Reformed  people. 

2.  Resolved^  That  the  General  Synod  is  hereby  overtured  to 
arrange  program  and  appoint  speakers  for  said  meeting. 

3.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  appoint  a  committee  of  five 
to  assist  a  committee  of  the  General  Synod  in  securing  a  place 
for  the  meeting,  and  as  far  as  possible  arrange  for  the  boarding 
or  entertainment  at  reduced  rates. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  officers  of  this  Synod  arrange  to  hold 
our  next  annual  meeting  of  Synod  either  just  before  or  else 
immediately  after  the  meeting  of  said  Alliance.

Whereas,  The  great  evil  of  intemperance  is  gaining  ground 
in  nearly  every  state,  and 

Whereas,  The  income  from  this  God-forbidden  traffic  is  in- 
creased, more  souls  entrapped,  and  the  Holy  Sabbath  more 
and  more  endangered  by  it,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  we  hereby  pledge  ourselves,  by  all  the  strength 
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which  God  has  given  us,  to  the  destruction  of  the  liquor  traffic 
and  of  all  intoxicating  drinks. 

Resolved,  That  we,  as  a  body  in  Christ,  are  unalterably  op- 
posed to  the  opening  of  the  Columbian  Exposition  on  the  first 
day  of  the  week,  commonly  called  Sunday,  and  that  we  stand 
firmly  for  the  scriptural  observance  of  the  Sabbath,  for  God, 
and  home  and  native  land. 

Resolved,  That  we  overture  the  Congress  of  the  U.  S.  not  to 
reconsider  its  action  in  regard  to  the  opening  of  the  Columbian 
Exposition.

It  was  decided  to  hold  the  closing  religious  exercises  of 
Synod  after  the  Missionary  meeting  on  Sabbath  evening. 

On  motion  $5.00  was  voted  to  the  congregation  for  use  of  the 
church. 
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ARTICLE  XIX. 

RESUMPTION  AND  CLOSE. 

'J'he  following  resolution  was  passed   unanimously: 

Resolved,  That  as  a  Synod  we  hereby  express  our  sincere 
thanks  to  the  pastor  and  members  of  the  Reformed  church,  and 
other  citizens  of  Lisbon,  Iowa,  for  their  kindness  and  hospi- 
tality in  entertaining  Synod  during  its  sessions. 

Resolved,  That  the  pastor  loci  read  this  action  to  his  congre- 
gation from  the  pulpit  at  the  next  Lord's  Day  service. 

The  business  sessions  of  Synod  closed  on  Saturday  evening 
at  10  o'clock.  The  roll  was  called  and  no  one  absent  without 
excuse.     The  Minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Missionary  meeting  on  Sabbath  evening  was  in  U.  B. 
church,  Rev.  Dr.  Fouse  presiding.  An  audience  of  6oo  was 
present,  the  other  churches  in  Lisbon  having  closed  in  order  to' 
attend.  Rev.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Moore  spoke  on  Japan.  The  offer- 
ings for  the  Mission  cause  amounted  to  S193.OO.  After  the 
offering  the  ofificers  of  Synod  took  their  seats  and  proceeded 
with  the  closing  exercises. 


ARTICLE  XX. 

ADJOURNMENT. 

The  Synod  of  the  Interior  adjourned  finally  on  Sunday  eve- 
ning, at  9:30  p.  m.,  to  meet  in  General  Convention  at  Chicago, 
time  to  be  designated  by  officers.  Synod  closed  with  singing. 
Apostles'  Creed,  Lord's  Prayer  and  Benediction.

ARTICLE   XI. 
STATE    OF    RELIGION, 


To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

Dear  Brethren. — With  each  recurring  year  it  is  ex- 
pected that  your  Committee  on  State  of  Religion  and  Sta- 
tistics should  indicate,  so  far  as  possible,    the    progress    of 
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of  our  people  in  the  work  of  building-  up  the  Master's  king-- 
dom  on  earth,  to  note  the  measure  of  g-rowth  in  piety  and 
xcal,  and  the  indications  of  development,  if  any,  in  all  that 
pertains  to  Christian  life  and  character.  The  meag-re 
sources  of  information  render  the  task  somewhat  difficult 
and  an  accurate  summary  almost  out  of  the  question,  but 
the  difficulty  is  all  the  more  apparent  when  we  remember 
that  God  alone  looketh  into  the  heart.  No  human  eye  can 
detect  the  unfolding-  and  expanding-  of  the  new  life  in  the 
soul  beg-otten  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  only  in  so  far  as  it  is 
seen  in  the  outward  evidences  of  piety,  zeal  and  g-eneral 
activity  of  the  reg-enerated  disciple.  Evidences,  however, 
are  not  wanting^  to  g-ive  cause  for  sincere  g-ratitude  on  the 
one  hand,  but,  on  the  other  also,  humiliation,  fasting-  and 
prayer. 

We  have  had  a  special  demonstration  of  the  g-oodness 
and  mercy  of  the  Lord  in  that  the  lives  of  all  our  ministers 
have  been  spared,  and  comparatively  few  have  fallen  by 
the  hand'of  death  from  the  ranks  of  the  laity.  In  a  few 
instances,  the  hand  of  affliction  has  been  heavily  laid  upon 
the  pastor  and  his  family,  thus  apparently  hindering-  the 
work  ;  but,  as  a  rule,  health  and  streng-th  have  been  g-iven 
to  enable  all  the  pastors  to  prosecute  their  work.  The  re- 
ports of  the  several  Classes  indicate  that  the  pastors,  as  a 
rule,  have  been  faithful  in  the  preaching-  of  the  Word  and 
the  shepherding-  of  the  flock,  and  have  cheerfully  born  the 
discourag-ements,  anxieties  and  sacrifices  incident  to  pion- 
eer missionary  work.  » 

This  labor  of  love  has  usually  been  appreciated  by  the 
people,  who  manifest  a  willing-ness  to  share  the  burdens 
and  join  hands  in  the  toil. 

Increasing  activity  is  noted  along-  certain  lines,  especi- 
ally in  the  realm  of  Woman's  Missionary  and  Young-  Peo- 
ples' Societies,  which  are  every  where  spoken  of  as  most 
helpful  agencies  and  as  ground  for  the  hope  of  more  ag-- 
gressive  work  in  the  future. 

In  most  of  the  Classes  there  has  been  an  increase  in    the 
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amount  of  money  contributed  toward  benovolent  objects 
and  a  comparatively  small  increase  in  membership,  while 
in  some  instances,  losses. 

While  it  is  true  that  spiritual  g-rowth  cannot  be  meas- 
ured or  indicated  by  tig-ures,  it  is  also  true  that,  for  all 
purposes  of  human  comparison,  we  must  depend  upon 
statistics,  nevertheless,  as  the  most  reliable  index  of  church 
activity  and  relig-ious  development. 

We  are  essentially  a  Synod  of  missions,  working-  in  the 
midst  of  a  fluctuating-  population  ;  hence  our  losses  are 
frequent  and  heavy,  besides  many  other  thing-s  to  impede 
our  prog^ress.  But  we  have  also  opportunities  and  advan- 
tag^es  which  must  not  be  lost  sig-ht  of,  and  when  we  con- 
sider these  tog-ether  with  the  force  employed,  and  our 
g-eneral  equipment,  it  must  be  confessed  that  our  advance- 
ment has  been  far  too  slow.  We  have  somewhere,  some- 
how failed  in  too  larg-e  a  deg-ree  to  come  up  to  the  measure 
of  our  opportunities.  Here  is  cause,  not  only  for  humility, 
but  for  earnest  thoug-ht  as  to  the  future.  It  is  not  within 
the  province  of  this  Committee  to  sug-g-est  a  remedy,  but, 
beloved  brethren,  we  dare  not  close  our  eyes  to  these  facts, 
nor  lie  down  in  inactive  lamentations  or  even  confession. 
While  w^e  confess  our  failures  and  pray  for  pardon,  let  us 
also  pray  for  g-race  to  help  and  wisdom  to  g-uide,  so  that 
we  may  plan  for  g-reater  thing-s,  expect  larg-er  blessing-s, 
and,  by  ag-g-ressive,  consecrated  effort,  bring-  about  better 
results.  Let  our  motto  be,  "more  and  better  work  for 
Christ." 

We  have  reason  for  profound  g-ratitude  to  our  Heavenlv 
Father  for  His  mercies  and  blessing-s,  but  may  we  not 
best  express  our  g-ratitude  by  renewed  activity,  increas- 
ing- zeal  and  more  cheerful  service  for  the  salvation  of  men 
in  His  name  and  for  His  g"lory.

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AKTICLE  XII. 
MIS.SIONS. 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions. 
To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  the  Interior : 

The  Board  of  Home  Missions  met  according  to  the  rule 
of  Synod,  at  the  close  of  the  sessions  of  Synod  at  Lisbon, 
Iowa,  and  org-anized  by  electing-  Rev.  H.  Bair,  President  ; 
Rev.  S.  Ream,  Secretary  ;  and  Rev.  A.  Casselman,  Treas- 
urer. 

The  Board  also  met  in  the  Reformed  Tabernacle,  Dauph- 
in Park,  Chicag-o,  Illinois,  September  20,  1893.  The  fol- 
lowing- members  constitute  the  Board  : —  Revs.  H.  Bair,  S. 
Ream,  A.  Casselman,  T.  F.  Stauffer,  and  Elder  J.  H. 
Brown.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  Rev,  A.  Cassel- 
man was  elected  President  pro  tempore. 

The  Superintendent  of  Missions,  Rev.  D.  B.  Shuey,  sub- 
mitted his  rep(^rt,  and  the  items  in  it  claiming-  the  Board's 
attention,  were  disposed  of  as  follows  : 

The  Leig-hton  and  Wilton  Missions,  of  the  Iowa  Classis, 
were  recommended  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the 
(leneral  Board  ;  the  former  asking-  an  appropriation  of 
$150,  and  the  latter,  $200.  Taylorville  and  Edinburg-, 
Christian  county,  Illinois,  were  constituted  a  Mission,  and 
referred  to  the  General  Board  for  aid.  Maquoketa,  Iowa, 
was  recommended  to  the  General  Board  as  a  point  favor- 
able for  the  org^anization  of  a  congreg-ation.  The  Anna 
and  Union  congreg-ations,  in  the  Illinois  Classis,  were  re- 
ferred to  the  General  Board.  The  Superintendent's  report 
was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

The  Treasurer's  report  was  also  read  and  adopted. 

The  time  of  Rev.  H.  Bair  expires  with  the  sessions  of 
this  Synod. 

This  report,  tog-ether  with  those  of  the  Superintendent 
and  Treasurer,  are  herewith  respectfully  submitted.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions. 
To  the  Synod  of  the  Interior  : 

Dkak  Bkkthken  : — We  praise  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church  for  His  mercies  so  bountifully  bestowed  upon  our 
Missionaries  and  the  Missions  durinjjf  another  year. 

It  is  g-ratifying-  to  note  that  the  mission  work  has  g-reatly 
prospered  during-  a  full  year's  labor  under  General  Synod's 
Board.  There  has  been  no  noticeable  friction  in  the  trans- 
fer of  our  Missions  to  that  Board,  and  the  continuance  of 
the  same,  and  after  eig^hteen  month's  trial,  it  is  believed  all 
will  ag-ree  that  it  was  a  wise  move  to  unite  and  consolidate 
our  mission  interests.  We  can  now  labor  tog-ether  in  the 
Lord  with  one  mind  and  heart,  and  greater  results,  we 
believe,  will  follow. 

Twenty  regular  missions  have  been  under  the  Board  the 
past  year  ;  viz.,  Abilene,  Altamont  Anna,  Astoria,  Cheney, 
Dakota,  Damascus,  Fairview,  Hiawatha,  Imogene,  Tola, 
Kansas  City,  Lincoln,  Lisbon,  Liscomb,  Lyons,  Maquo- 
keta,  Sioux' City,  St.  Joseph,  and  Wichita,  besides  four 
charg-es  supplied  by  the  Superintendent  ;  viz.,  Emporia, 
Holton  and  Circleville,  Otis  and  Ransom,  and  Wells. 

There  are  42  cong-reg-ations  in  these  missions,  1622  com- 
municant members,  a  g-ain  of  about  200  members  over  last 
year's  report.  In  these  cong-reg-ations.  Si  1,135  was  raised 
for  congreg-ational  purposes,  an  averag-e  of  $6.86  per  mem- 
ber, which  is  a  g-ain  of  only  11  cents  per  member  over  the 
previous  year.  There  was  contributed  for  benevolence 
S2129,  an  averag-e  of  $1.32  per  member,  which  is  17  cents 
per  member  more  than  it  was  the  previous  year. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  the  Board  pays  for  the  sup- 
port of  these  missions  $6975,  an  averag-e  of  $4.30  per  mem- 
ber, and  that  the  missions  pay  only  $6.86  plus  $1.32,  or 
$8.18  per  member,  it  oug-ht  to  stir  us  up  to  g-reater  activity 
in  this  line  of  work,  and  that  our  contributions  oug-ht  to 
be  larg-ely  increased. 

Columbus  Junction,  Iowa,  and  Chicago,  Illinois,  have 
lately  been  enrolled  as  missions  in  our  Synod.       There  are 
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not  as  many  vacancies  in  our  Synod  as  were  a  year  ag-o. 
Rev.  J,  W.  Love  has  taken  charge  of  Kansas  City  ;  Rev. 
L.  S.  Foust,  of  lola  ;  Rev.  C.  S.  Dewitz,  of  Holton  and 
Circleville  ;  Rev.  D.  H.  Fouse,  of  Columbus  Junction  ;  Rev. 
J.  M.  Kendig-,  D.  D.,  of  Chicag-o  ;  and  Rev.  Bruce  Griffith 
expects  to  take  charg-e  of  Wichita,  Kansas,  on  October  1st. 
It  is  very  necessary  that  a  missionary  be  found  who  can 
use  the  Eng-lish  and  German  lang-uag-es  to  take  charg-e  of 
Otis  and  Ransom. 

A  new  church  as  been  erected  in  the  Liscomb  mission, 
at  St.  Paul's,  costing-  $1500,  all  of  which  has  been  paid. 
Several  of  the  other  missions  had  contemplated  to  build  or 
repair  churches,  but  on  account  of  the  financial  string-enc}^ 
of  the  times,  the  matter  was  postponed.  Considerable  im- 
provements were  made  to  the  Hiawatha  church  and  the 
parsonag-e  enlarg-ed.  Also  an  addition  has  been  built  to 
the  Anna  and  the  Summum  parsonag-es,  and  the  church  at 
Cheney. 

The  missions,  to  all  appearances,  are  all  in  g-ood  work- 
ings order,  and  some  of  them  are  gradually  tending-  towards 
the  self-supporting-  stage.  A  number  of  new  missions 
oug-ht  to  be  commenced.  St.  Louis  is  ripe  for  an  Eng-lish 
mission.  The  (xerman  mission  org-anized  there  five  years 
ag-o,  has  made  wonderful  progress. 

The  Board  of  this  Synod  recommends  to  the  General 
Board  that  Wilton,  Iowa,  be  enrolled  as  a  mission  to  beg-in 
with  October  1st,  with  an  appropriaticm  of  $200.  Wilton 
congregation  has  37  members,  11  of  whom  were  received 
during-  the  past  year,  under  the  supply  of  Rev.  J.  C.  Beade. 
The  cong-reg-ation,  by  strong-  effort,  will  raise  $300  for  the 
pastor's  salary.  They  have  a  fine  church  property  which 
is  free  from  debt. 

Also  that  a  missionary  be  placed  at  Edinburg-  or  Tay- 
lorville,  in  Christian  county,  Illinois,  as  soon  as  possible 
after  the  first  of  April,  18*)4.  It  is  believed  that  by  earn- 
est work  of  a  few  years,  and  perhaps  by  a  division  of  the 
Mt.  Zion  charg-e,  the  mission  could  be  made  self-supporting-. 
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Leighton,  Iowa,  which  declared  itself  self-supporting-  a 
year  ag-o,  is  vacant  at  present,  and,  to  secure  a  Minister,  it 
becomes  necessary  to  ag-ain  enroll  it  as  a  mission. 

The  Anna  and  Union  churches,  in  Union  county,  Illi- 
nois, should  become  a  separate  mission,  and  a  missionary 
should  be  placed  there.  They  have  each  a  church  building- 
free  of  debt.  The  Union  church  needs  repairs,  which  will 
not  cost  much. 

Maquoketa,  in  Iowa,  should  have  a  missionary,  and  ag- 
g-ressive  wprk  should  be  done  in  that  substantial  county 
town. 

We  would  yet  report  that  the  St.  Joseph  Mission  has 
secured  a  valuable  church  property,  has  completely  re- 
paired the  same,  and  it  is  now  ready  for  use,  except  some 
furniture  is  still  wanting. 

Now    let    every    member    of    the    Church  resolve  in  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord,  to  work  more  earnestly    to   save    souls, 
to    build    up   the    Kingdom  of  the  Lord,  and  larg-ely  to  in- 
crease the  offerings  for  the  mission  cause.

On  motion  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  of  this  Synod 
and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Mission  Board  were  requested  to 
report  hereafter  only  to  the  Board,  and  that  the  Board  g-ive 
the  substance  of  said  reports  to  the  Synod. 
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Annual  Report  of  General  Board  of  Missions,  Reformed  Church  in    the    U.  S, 

From  Sept.  1,  1892  to  Sept.  1,  1893. 
To  the  English  Synods  : 

Brethren: —  From  the  fact  that  a  full  report  was 
rendered  by  the  Board  to  the  late  General  Synod  at  Read- 
ing-, and  widely  distributed  throug-hout  the  Church,  it  was 
not  deemed  necessary  to  issue  a  report  at  this  time,  for 
g-eneral  distribution,  but  only  to  present  a  g-eneral  review 
of  the  work  for  the  past  year. 

We  have  many  reasons  for  thankfulness  to  the  Great 
Head  of  the  Church  for  His  abundant  mercy  toward  us  in 
the  g-eneral  missionary  work  of  the  Church.  The  past 
year  has  witnessed  the  fruit  of  the  unification  movement, 
and  it  must  be  admitted  by  all  who  have  noticed  the  results 
that  they  have  been  all  that  the  most  hopeful  could  have 
predicted.  At  the  beg-inning-  of  the  year  we  had  just 
entered  upon  the  work  in  this  united  form,  and  there  were 
then  those  who  still  believed  that  it  would  have  been  best 
to  allow  the  different  Synods  to  carry  on  the  work  as  they 
had  been  doing-  for  years  before.  But  more  than  a  year 
has  elapsed  since  the  new  order  of  things  was  inaug-urated 
and  the  results  have  been  most  satisfactory.  We  can  but 
rejoice  as  we  look  back  over  the  year's  work.  Not  only 
has  God  blessed  our  labors,  but  we  may  claim  most  justly, 
for  those  under  the  Board,  a  year  of  faithful  and  dilig-ent 
service.  God  blesses  those  onl}-  in  the  labors  of  his  vine- 
yard who  are  faithful  in  the  discharg-e  of  their  duties. 
This  being- the  test,  we  may  believe  that  as  a  g-eneral  thing- 
our  Missionaries  have  been  faithful  to  their  trust,  as  their 
labors  abundantly  prove.  As  in  other  years,  the  Board 
was  not  in  a  position  to  answer  all  the  calls  made  upon  it. 
The  work  mig-ht  be  g-reatly  extended,  had  the  Board  the 
means  at  hand.  So  far  the  Board  had  less  difficulty  in 
g-etting  men  than  means.  We  deem  it  a  hopeful  sig-n  for 
the  Church  that  men  are  more  willing-  to  offer  themselves 
for  the  Mission  work. 


SELF-SUPPOKTING. 

The  past  year  has  witnessed  a  determination  on  the  part 
of  quite  a  number  of  Missions  to  become  independent  of  the 
Board  by  providing-  for  their  own  support.  This  is  as  it 
should  be,  althoug^h  with  a  number  of  these  fields  it  was  a 
severe  strug-g^le  to  do  so.  There  is  a  tendency  on  the  part 
of  some  fields  to  seek  aid  from  the  Board  when  they  mig-ht 
be  self-sustaining",  so  that  we  feel  more  like  giving"  praise 
to  those  that  are  determined  to  support  themselves  and 
allow  the  Board  to  take  up  other  points.  Liberty  Center, 
O.,  Scottdale,  Pa.,  Salem,  Ore.,  Stafford,  Ore.,  Timber- 
ville,  Va.,  West  Roan,  N.  C,  and  Williamsport,  Pa.  have 
passed  off  the  roll  of  the  Board  during-  the  year.  Other 
fields  are  very  near  the  line  of  self-suppart  and  we  confi- 
dently expect  them  to  become  independent  of  the  Board  in 
the  near  future. 

NEW    FIELDS. 

Of  these  a  larg-er  number  were  added  during-  the  year 
than  the  number  that  became  self-supporting-.  When  the 
last  annual  report  was  offered,  arrang-ements  had  been 
made  for  the  enrollment  of  several  fields.  Including-  these 
the  following-  is  a  list  of  those  enrolled  during-  the  year  : 
Athens,  Mich.,  Massillon,  O.,  Apollo,  Pa.,  Grove  City, 
Pa.,  Chicago,  111.,  Columbus  Junction.  la.,  Tyrone,  Pa., 
Harrisburg-,  Pa..  West  Philadephia  and  Philadelphia.  Pa. 
Of  these,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Grove  City,  Pa.,  and  Massil- 
lon, O.  do  not  g-o  into  operation  until  October  1,  1893 — 
although  they  are  now  reg-ularly  entered  upon  the  rolls  of 
the  Board.  In  addition  to  these  fields  that  have  been  en- 
rolled, many  calls  came  to  the  Board  asking-  that  other 
points  be  taken  up.  Gladly  would  the  Board  g-ive  heed  to 
all  these  calls,  but  to  do  so  is  simply  impossible.  Young-.s- 
town,  O.,  has  often  been  broug-ht  to  the  notice  of  the  Board 
as  an  important  point,  but  lack  of  funds  has  made  its  en- 
rollment impossible  thus  far.  It  is,  however,  next  on  the 
list  for  enrollment  among-  the  larg-e  cities. 
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THK   HUN(iAKIAN   WOKK. 


At  the  date  of  writing-  this  report  the  two  missionaries, 
Jarauy  and  Kovacs  only  are  in  this  important  field.  These 
g-ood  brethren  have  been  carrying-  forward  this  work  with 
much  zeal  and  succcess.  The  former  has  purchased  a  lot 
in  Cleveland  and  is  going-  forward  with  the  erection  of  a 
church  edifice.  During-  the  year  this  brother  organized  a 
new  cong^reg-ation  in  Toledo,  Ohio.  Brother  Kovacs  has 
org-anized  congregations  at  different  points,  and  has  been 
greatly  extending-  his  work.  But  it  may  seem  strange  to 
the  Synods  that  a  third  man  has  not  been  called  into  the 
field.  He  has  been  called,  but  from  the  fact  that  some 
persons  not  authorized  have  taken  it  upon  themselves  to 
correspond  with  parties  in  Hungary  with  reg-ard  to  an 
additional  Missionary,  the  work  has  been  retarded  rather 
than  otherwise.  It  may  be,  however,  that  by  the  time 
this  report  reaches  the  Synods  the  additional  Mission- 
ary will  be  in  the  field.  It  affords  us  pleasure  to  state  that 
throug-h  the  good  offices  of  Rev.  J.  H.  Prug-h,  D.  D.,  of 
Pittsburg-,  Mr  Hanna,  of  that  City  has  g-iven  $500  toward 
the  increase  of  this  g-ood  work.  Might  not  others  do  the 
same  ? 

The  Board,  in  order  that  it  may  receive  the  support  it 
deserves,  asks  that  the  sum  of  $2500  be  apportioned  upon 
the  Synods  for  this  work  for  the  ensuing-  year  as  follows  :

With  this  sum,  it  is  believed,  the  work  can  be  carried 
forward  through  the  year,  including  the  expenses  of  the 
third  missionarv. 


CHI'KCH   HXTENSIOX 

Much  has  been  said  upon  the  importance  of  this  arm  of 
the  work.  But  its  importance  is  not  3'et  fully  appreciated 
by  our  Church,  much  as  has  been  written  upon  it.  Four 
funds  of  $500  each  have  been  obtained  during-  the  year  for 
this  work.  These  were  special  funds.  Other  moneys 
have  been  received  from  the  apportionments.  During-  the 
year  a  church  property  was  purchased  in  St.  Joseph,  Mo., 
at  a  cost  of  $4750,  and  a  lot  in  Columbus,  O.,  at  a  cost  of 
$3300.  Several  payments  were  also  made  on  lots  pur- 
chased during  the  previous  year.  To  accomplish  this,  the 
Board  was  compelled  to  borrow  some  funds,  so  that  the 
actual  indebtedness  at  this  time  is  $2750.  But  to  meet 
payment  in  the  near  future,  it  may  be  necessary  to  borrow 
additional  moneys.  But  as  an  (offset  of  this  debt  we  mig-ht 
state  that  very  little  of  the  apportionments  made  in  the 
spring  has  come  in  as  yet,  which  when  received  will  be 
applied  on  this  debt.  There  are  a  few  bequests  for  this 
cause  which  will  be  received  soon,  which  can  also  be 
applied  to  the  liquidation  of  the  debt.  But  the  Board  can 
not  assist  any  other  field  until  this  indebtedness  is  can- 
celed. The  Synods  would  do  well  to  urg-e  their  member- 
ship to  liberal  g-iving-  for  the  cause  of  Church  Extension. 
There  certainly-  is  no  other  object  more  worth)'  and  none 
that  will  help  so  much  to  extend  the  Church.  This  cause 
should  be  presented  to  the  people  as  especially  worthy  of 
their  donations  and  bequests. 

THK  NEEDS  OF  THE  ROAKD. 

On  September  first.  Treasurer  Reber  reported  the  out- 
look for  the  October  payments  rather  discourag-ing-.  No 
less  than  $8500  will  be  needed  on  Oct.  1st  for  the  payment 
of  the  Missionaries.  From  appearances  at  this  writing- 
that  sum  will  hardly  be  at  hand  when  needed.  This 
shortag-e  is  caused,  doubtless,  by  the  financial  stringency, 
and  the  fact  also  that  many  of  our  pastors  have  been 
absent  from  their  charg-es  during  the  g-reater  part  of  the 
quarter.      Some   may   blame   the    Board    for    enrolling-    so 
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many  Missions  during^  the  year.  Could  the  Board  have 
foreseen  the  financial  crash  that  has  come  upon  the 
country,  a  less  number  would  doubtless  have  been  enrolled. 
But  they  are  now  on  our  roll.  To  strike  them  off  would  be 
wrong-.  The  best  we  can  do  is  to  fulfill  our  contract  with 
them.  But  to  do  this,  it  is  necessary  for  the  Church  to 
stand  by  the  Board.  Times  are  hard  we  are  told.  True, 
and  for  that  very  reason  it  is  a  bad  time  for  the  Board  to  be 
involved  in  a  debt.  The  Board  needs  every  cent  that  has 
been  promised  to  Missions,  Hung-arian  Missions,  Church 
Extension,  and  Harbor  Missions.  If  the  Church  fails  to 
provide  these  funds,  the  Board  must  fail  to  meet  itsoblig^a- 
tions.  For  the  3"ear  commencing-  April  1,  1894,  the  Board 
must  have  at  least  $40,000  for  Missions  direct.  There  are 
those  who  may  say  that  this  sum  is  too  large — that  no  such 
appropriations  should  have  been  made.  This  may  be,  but 
the  subordinate  Boards  insisted  that  their  Missions  be  en- 
rolled and  the  Board  was  almost  forced  to  enroll  them.  In 
several  instances  the  intimation  came  to  the  Board  that  if 
it  did  not  enroll  certain  Missions  their  funds  would  be  with- 
held and  they  would  be  supported  by  the  subordinate 
Boards.  The  Synods  will  observe  under  what  stress  the 
Board  is  placed  at  times.  It  is  always  glad  to  enroll 
Missions  when  possible,  and  now  let  the  Church  stand 
manfully  by  it  so  that  it  can  meet  its  obligations. 

FUNDS     NEEDED. 

For  the  ensuing  year  the  Board  needs  the  sumof  S40,000 
for  Missions  direct.  When  all  the  Missions  are  fully  manned 
that  sum  will  be  required.  The  Executive  Committee  at 
its  m.eeting  in  Pittsburg  on  July  11th,  made  careful  esti- 
mates of  the  sums  needed,  and  requested  that  the  following- 
apportionments  be  made  for  the  year  from  April  1,  1894,  to 
April  1,  1895  : 

Eastern  Synod S  17,000 

Potomac       "     9,000 

Ohio  "     8,000 

Pittsburii-     "     4,500 
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Interior        "    1,500 

Total  $40,000 

Considering-  the  increase  of  membership  these  amounts 
are  but  little  larg-er  than  were  asked  of  these  Synods  in 
past  years. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  General  Board  makes  the 
earnest  request  that  the  small  sum  of  five  cents  per 
member  be  apportioned  for  the  Cause  of  Church  Extension. 
While  these  apportionments  may  seem  large  in  the  ag-g-re- 
g-ate,  yet  we  find  that  all  these  combined  (not  including- 
Harbor  Missions)  do  not  reach  quite  thirty-one  cents  per 
member.  This  is  certainly  a  small  sum  for  a  member  of 
the  Church  to  pa^^  toward  so  noble  a  cause  as  Home 
Missions. 

ADDITIONAL     FUNDS. 

Funds,  additional  to  the  apportionments,  have  been 
g-athered  during-  the  year,  g-enerally  under  the  name  of  the 
1000,  5's  fund.  Much  of  this  was  used  for  Church  Exten- 
sion, but  a  g-oodly  share  of  it  went  for  the  reg-ular  work. 
In  this  wa}'  was  made  up  the  deficiency  in  apportionments. 
The  same  will  be  continued  throug-h  the  year  to  come. 
The  Superintendents  will  find  much  hard  work  before  them 
in  looking-  up  the  deficiencies  in  the  apportionments  and  in 
g-athering-  additional  funds.  This  is  seeming-ly  necessary 
during-  the  money  string-ency.  We  ask  that  the  Synods 
g-ive  all  possible  encouragement  to  the  g-athering-  of  these 
additional  funds.  If  this  matter  is  seen  to  at  the  proper 
time  the  Board  and  the  Church  will  be  saved  the  annoy- 
ance of  an  ug-ly  debt. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  Synods  will  notice  that  the  oflicers  of  the  Board  are 
Rev.  J.  A.  Peters,  President;  Rev.  J.  J.  Leberman,  D.  D., 
Vice  President ;  Rev.  T.  J.  Barkley,  Secretary  ;  and  Elder 
C.  M.  Boush,  Treasurer  of  the  Church  Extension  Fund. 

We  are  glad  to  state  that  the  Missions  are  all  supplied 
with  earnest  pastors — with    two  exceptions,  and  they  have 


prospects  of  g-etting-  pastors  at  an  early  date. 

We  are  g-ratified  to  be  able  to  state  that  all  our  Mission- 
aries are  paid  up  in  full  to  July  1,  1893. 

SPECIAL  NOTICE. 

The  Eastern  Synod  and  the  Potomac  Synod  are  hereby 
notified  that  the  time  for  which  Superintendent  Whitmer 
was  elected  will  expire  on  December  31,  1893,  and  are 
requested  to  nominate  his  successor  according-  to  the  terms 
of  the  Plan  of  Unification.

Report  of  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 

To  the  Interior  Synod,  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States. 
Reverend  and  Dear  Brethren  :  The  Board  of  For- 
eig-n  Missions  beg"s  most  respectfully  to  call  the  attention 
of  your  Reverend  Body  to  the  grand  successes  and  encour- 
ag-ing-  prospects,  as  also  to  the  urg-ent  wants  and  embarras- 
sing- limitations  of  our  foreig-n  work.  In  view  of  the  very 
full  presentation  of  all  these  interests  recently  made  in  our 
Triennial  Report  to  General  Synod,  a  copy  of  which  has  been 
S2nt  to  each  of  our  pastors,  it  is  not  deemed  necessary  to 
repeat  them  here,  but  simply  refer  you  to  that  Report. 
Since  the  rendering-  of  that  Report,  our  two  schools  in 
Sendai  have  been  in  vacation,  and  no  important  intelli- 
g-ence  has  reached  us,  except  the  sad  fact  of  the  critical 
illness  of  our  dear  brother.  Rev.  D.  B.  Schneder,  who  at 
last  accounts  was  still  very  sick  of  typhoid  fever.  But 
happily  the  belief  was  that  the  indications  were  favorable 
to  his  recovery.  We  are  pained  to  have  to  say  that  his 
associates  in  the  field  attribute  his  illness  larg-ely  to  over 
work.  The  Board  has  frequently  apprised  the  Church 
that  for  the  want  of  adequate  financial  means  we  were 
compelled    to   expose    our    faithful     missionaries    to    this

wroiif^ful  exaction.  And  iij)  to  the  present  time  the 
inadequacy  of  our  means  has  not  been  relieved  by  a  larj^er 
response  from  the  home  Church.  Dear  Brethren,  shall  we 
sacrifice  the  health  and  possibly  the  lives  of  our  beloved 
Brethren  in  Japan,  when  the  means  for  their  relief  would 
be  readily  availa1)le,  if  self-denyin<^  effort  be  employed  by 
those  of  us  who  are  at  home  ? 

We  would  further  l)espeak  your  careful  attention,  and 
earnestly  solicit  the  necessary  responsive  action  on  your 
])art,  to  the  action  of  the  late  (rcneral  Synod,  in  the  inter- 
est of  Korei^"n  Mission  work.  This  action  was  prompted 
by  a  s])irit  of  profound  gratitude  to  (rod,  for  the  surprising- 
Idessings  and  success  with  which  He  had  crowned  our  work 
in  Japan,  as  also  the  ])ainful  conviction  that  our  Church 
was  not  responding-  in  the  measure  in  which  He  had 
given  her  ability.  It  therefore  resolved  solemnly  that  an 
advance  should  be  made  in  the  amount  of  her  contributions 
that  she  might  do  her  part  in  answer  to  the  leadings  of 
divine  Providence.  The  resolution  fixed  the  sum  needed 
at  $.^5,000  per  year  for  the  next  three  years.  It  also 
indicated  the  amount  necessary  from  each  District  Synod, 
to  secure  the  sum.  This  was  done  not  as  a  din.'it  authori- 
tative ai)portionmenl,  but  rather  as  a  tentative  measure, 
indicating  liow  mucli  each  Synod  ought  to  raise,  leaving  it 
to  each  to  devise  its  own  methods  for  securing  it.  The 
distribution  of  the  sum  needed  was  as  follows  :

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ability.  Observation  and  experience  have  demonstrated 
that  our  people  are  not  as  slow  to  advance  in  their  benevo- 
lent contributions,  as  perhaps  some  of  our  ministers  have 
considered  them,  and  that  to  an  intelligent,  instructive, 
and  earnest  presentation  of  the  claims  of  Foreig-n  Missions 
our  people  will  respond,  in  addition  to  their  other  g^ifts. 

We  beg-  to  sug^gest  the  adoption  of  such  methods  as  will 
bring-  the  subject  home  to  each  and  every  cong-regation. 
Let  sfjmething-  effective  be  done,  that  the  full  amount 
designated  for  you  by  General  Synod  may  be  raised.  For 
the  methods  heretofore  employed  have  shown  themselves 
sadly  inadequate  to  the  necessities  of  the  case.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Miaaiona. 

Bhethkex  of  the  Synod  :  Your  Committee  on  Missions 
begs  leave  to  offer  as  their  report  the  following  :  We  have 
had  referred  to  us  and  have  considered  the  rep<^»rt  of  the 
Superintendent  of  the  General  Board  of  Home  Missions,  of 
the   Secretary   of   the   Board   of  F<^;reign  Missions,  of  the 
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Superintendent  of  this  Synod,  of  the  President  of  the  Board, 
and  of  the  Treasurer  of  this  Synod. 

From  these  several  papers,  we  learn  of  the  prosperous 
state  of  the  Home  and  Foreig-n  work  for  which  we  owe 
heartfelt  thanks  to  the  God  of  Missions. 

1.  We  recommend  that  the  reports  referred  to  all  be 
published  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod  for  the  information  of 
our  pastors  and  people. 

2.  We  also  recommend  that  we  willingl}'  accept  the  appor- 
tionment made  by  the  General  Home  and  Foreig^n  Boards, 
and  that  Classes  be  instructed  to  see  to  it  that  the  appor- 
tionments upon  the  charges  be  paid  promptly. 

3.  We  would  ag^ain  record  our  hig-h  appreciation  of  the 
women's  work  in  the  g-ood  cause  andag-ain  say  with  all  our 
hearts,  go  on.  dear  Sisters,  doing  "whatsoever  your  hands 
find  to  do"  in  co-operation  with  us  to  advance  the  interests 
of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom. 

4.  We  also  recog^nize  in  the  Missionary  Guardian  and 
Woman's  Journal  efficient  helpers  in  this  g-reat  cause  and 
commend  these  brig-ht  and  interesting-  periodicals  to  our 
people. 

5.  To  interest  the  children  and  youth  of  the  Church  in 
Missions,  we  would  urg^e  the  formation  of  Mission  Bands, 
and  of  monthly  or,  at  least,  quarterly  offering's  for  the 
benefit  of  our  Missionary  Treasuries  by  our  Sunday  Schools. 

6.  We  have  heard  with  g-reat  pleasure  the  address  to  this 
Synod  by  Rev.  Dr.  Callender,  on  the  needs  of  our  Foreig-n 
work,  and  the  prospect  we  have  for  usefulness  in  Japan. 
This  subject  ought  to  be  very  near  the  heart  of  every  child 
of  Grace,  and  it  -is  sincerely  hoped  that  all  our  people,  old 
and  young-,  will  do  all  that  is  possible  to  support  the  work. 
We  know  of  no  way  in  which  Christian  life  can  be  so  well 
developed  and  so  much  of  spiritual  blessing-  secured  as  by 
earnest  and  liberal  effort  in  the  spreading-  of  Christ's 
Kingfdom  and  the  saving-  of  precious  souls.

ARTICLE  XIV. 
EDITCATION. 
Report  of  Trustees  of  Wichita  University. 
To  the  Synod  of  the  Interior. 

We  are  g"lad  to  report  to  this  venerable  body  that  your 
Itistitution  has  been  in  successful  operation  during^  the 
past  scholastic  3'ear,  and  the  attendance  has  been  pretty 
g^ood.  No  difticulties,  that  we  are  aware  of,  have  arisen 
at  any  time  and  the  school  closed  at  the  reg-ular  time 
in  the  summer,  graduating-  seven  students  in  the  academic 
course,  one  in  the  business,  and  one  in  the  music  depart- 
ment. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  our  Treasurer  has  received 
$100.00  from  the  estate  of  Miss  Sue  Brown,  of  Lewisburg-, 
Pa.,  who  had  bequeathed  that  amount  to  this  Institution. 
The  collateral  inheritance  tax,  and  other  expenses  were 
first  deducted,  leaving-  us  about  $92.00,  which  was  placed 
to  the  endowment  fund.  There  has  been  considerable 
shrinkag-e  in  our  endowment  fund  caused  by  the  foreclosure 
of  some  mortg-ag-es  on  properties  which  had  depreciated  in 
value  and  which  we  had  to  purchase  at  Sheriff's  sale, 
paying-  the  costs  and  taxes  due  on  the  same.  Some  of 
these  properties  bring  us  a  very  small  income,  so  that  little 
is  left  after  paying  the  taxes  on  them.  As  soon  as  prices 
become  better  we  shall  sell  and  invest  the  funds.  Quite  a 
number  of  our  mortgages,  however,  are  bringing  in  their 
interest  regularly  which  is  used  in  paying  what  is  due  our 
former  teachers  and  in  giving  some  assistance  to  maintain 
the  school  at  present. 

The  Supreme  Court,  after  long  delay,  has  at  last  heard 
the  case  of  Wichita  University  vs.  Henry  Schweitzer  et  al., 
and  reversed  the  judgment  of  the  lower  court  and  remanded 
the  case  for  a  new  trial.  The  court,  however,  failed  to 
decide  certain  disputed  point  which  we  had  hoped  it  would, 
and  hence  these  will  have  to  be  gone  over  again  in  the  new 
trial. 

The  Board  has  not    been    able    so    far    to    establish    the 
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theoloo^ical  department  in  the  Institution  which  the  Synod 
authorized.  We  were  in  hopes  of  receiving-  aid  from  our 
brethren  in  the  East  for  this  purpose,  but  at  present  their 
hands  seem  to  be  full  with  the  work  of  other  Institutions. 
We,  however,  have  some  promises  for  the  future. 

After  all  the  preparation  for  the  coming-  year  had  been 
made  with  Prof.  A.  S.  Miller  to  continue  the  school,  he 
received  a  call  to  labor  elsewhere,  which  he  felt  he  ought 
to  accept.  Thus  his  removal  to  another  field  just  before 
the  time  of  opening-  to  school  leavesus  without  a  President. 
Rev.  S.  A.  Alt,  however  is  acting-  President,  and  the 
arrang-ements  are  made  to  open  the  school  at  the  reg-ular 
time. 

We  urg-e  all  the  members  of  Synod  to  g-ive  Wichita 
University  their  hearty  support  in  funds  and  in  g-iving  us 
students. 

To  fill  vacancies  in  the  Board,  the  following- nominations 
are  submitted  to  the  Synod  :  Revs.  Bruce  Griffith  and  T. 
F.  Stauifer,  D.  M.  Jones  and  F.  P.  Martin  of  the  Reformed 
Church  and  J.  C.  Rutan  and  T.  E.  Foutsnot  of  our  Church.

Kansas  Classis  made  application  for  another 
student  recommending-  him  to  the  Board,  resolving  to 
double  their  apportionment  for  his  benefit.  This  student 
was  advised  by   Kansas  Classis  to  come  from  the  Mission 
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House  to  Wichita  University  for  the  purpose  of  becoming 
more  efficient  in  the  English  language.  He,  however, 
prefers  to  remain  in  the  Mission  House  and  forego  the 
benefit  of  the  aid  provided  for  him 

The  term  of  Rev.  G.  D.  Gurle}'  expires    with   this  meet- 
ing, and  the  Synod  is  asked  to  fill  the  vacancy.

SUNDAY    SCHOOLS. 
Report  of  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools. 
Nothing    has    been    done    by    the    Sunday  School  Board 
during  the  past  vear  in  the  interest  of  this  work.     Possibly 


this  arises  from  the  fact  that  Synod,  at  the  last  annual 
meeting-,  decided  that  no  special  service  was  to  be  held  at 
this  meeting-  of  Synod  in  the  interest  of  this  work.  This 
fact  is  much  reg-retted  by  the  Committee,  in  view  of  the 
usual  a^g-ressive  spirit  and  nature  of  our  Sunday  School 
work  ;  and  also  in  view  of  the  appointment  bv  General 
Synod  of  a  field  Secretary.  Brethren,  it  is  hig-h  time  to 
awake  out  of  sleep. 

Rev.  G.  W.  Remagen,  Stated  Clerk  of  Kansas  Classis, 
has  sent  in  a  communication  saying  that  because  blanks 
could  not  be  secured,  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  send  a 
statistical  report  to  this  Synod.  While  this  leaves  the 
report  in  an  imperfect  condition,  it  is  hoped  that  the 
present  plans  of  the  Sunday  School  Secretary  will  avoid 
any  recurrence  of  such  failure. 

The  General  Synod's  Sunday  School  Secretary  writes 
that  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  be  present  at  this  meetino- 
of  Synod.     He  also  sends  the  following  letter  to  this  body:

School  Board  of  the  General  Synod,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee would  respectfully  send  g-reeting  and  beg-  leave  to 
present  several  matters  for  your  consideration. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  the  interests  of  our  Sunday 
Schools  received  the  .  earnest,  favorable  attention  of  the 
late  General  Synpd.  The  Synod  by  its  action  has  laid  the 
oblig-ation  upon  the  Board,  and  it  upon  the  Church  to  g-ive 
more  careful  supervision  to  the  Sunday  School  work. 
And  as  an  aid  to  this  it  has  instructed  the  Board  to  appoint 
a  Sunday  School  Secretary,  who  shall  devote  his  entire 
time  and  energ-y  to  the  work  of  increasing-  the  number  and 
efficiency  of  our  Sunday  Schools. 

The  Synod  also  requested  all  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the 
Church  to  pay  an  apportionment  of  a  cent  a  Sunday  School 
member  for  the  support  of  this  g-eneral  work. 

The  Sunday  School   Board  has  carried   out  the  instruc- 
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tions  of  the  General  Synod  and  has  elected  the  Rev.  Rufus 
W.  Miller  to  the  office  of  Sunday  School  Secretary  ;  and 
has  sent  a  circular  letter  to  all  the  pastors  of  the  Church 
asking-  for  the  prompt  payment  of  General  Synod's  appor- 
tionment. 

And  now  the  full  inception  of  this  work  depends  upon  the 
hearty  and  unanimous  response  of  the  Church.  Offering's 
in  some  cases  exceeding-  the  asked  for  amount  have  al- 
ready been  received  in  an  encouraging  number,  and  the 
Secretary  stands  ready  to  enter  upon  his  duties  as  soon  as 
the  Church  by  her  response  permits  the  Board  to  place  him 
in    the  field. 

We,  therefore,  earnestly  request  your  reverend  Synod  to 
take  such  action  as  will  call  the  immediate  attention  of 
the  Sunday  Schools  within  your  bounds  to  the  importance 
of  co-operating-  with  General  Synod's  Board  in  the  general 
Sunday  School  work  of  our  Church,  and  in  case  they  have 
not  forwarded  the  apportionment  for  the  current  year  to  do 
so  at  once.  And  further  request  as  an  aid  to  this  g^eneral 
work  that  Synod,  should  no  such  Board  or  committee  be 
already  in  existence,  to  constitute  a  Board  or  standing- 
Committee  on  Sunday  School  Work,  to  which  shall  be 
committed  the  g-eneral    Sunday   School  work  of  the  Synod. 

And,  also,  that  Synod  request  its  various  Classes  to 
appoint  a  Permanent  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  arouse  an  interest  in  Sunday 
School  work  within  the  bounds  of  the  Classis,  to  hold 
Sunday  School  conventions,  if  advisable,  to  gather  statis- 
tics, etc.,  and  to  co-operate  with  General  Synod's  Board  and 
the  district  Synod's  Committees  or  Boards  in  the  Sunday 
School  work  of  the  Church. 

Further,  the  Sunday  School  Board  desires  to  say  that 
they  will  put  forth  the  utmost  efforts  to  advance  the 
standard  of  our  Sunday  School  work  and  Sunday  School 
Lesson  Helps  ;  and  will  endeavor  to  take  such  measures  as 
will  tend  to  arouse  a  deeper  interest  in  the  Sunday  School 
work  of  the  Reformed  Church  ;  and  in  addition,  propose  to 
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carry  on  their  work  in  accordance  with  the  genius,  polity, 
and  recog-nized  authorities  of  the  Reformed  Church. 
Respectfully  Submitted,

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  has  learned  with  much 
pleasure  of  the  forward  step  taken  by  the  General  Synod's 
Board  of  Sunday  Schools  in  the  appointment  of  Rev.  Rufus 
W.  Miller  as  General  Secretary  of  Sunday  School  work  in 
the  Reformed  church. 

Resolved,  That  we  pledge  Rev.  Rufus  W.  Miller  our 
earnest  co-operation  in  this  work. 

Resolved,  That  our  schools  pay  the  one  cent  a  Sunday 
School  member  fund  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  response  to  the  request  made  by  Dr.  Callender,  we 
urge  upon  our  Sunday-  Schools  the  importance  of  coming  to 
the  support  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  by  purchas- 
ing as  many  shares  as  possible  for  the  support  of  Rev.  Dr. 
Moore  in  his  work  in  Sendai,  Japan. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Sunday  School  »is  such  an  important 
factor  in  the  success  of  our  church  work,  we  urge  the  active 
interest  of  all  our  Classes  in  these  matters,  and  suggest 
that  we  take  no  backward  steps.  It  may  at  times  seem  to 
be  a  small  work  ;  but  let  us  not  be  wear}'  in  well  doing,  for 
in  due  season  we  shall  reap  if  w^e  faint  not.

Report  of  tlie  Board  of  Orphans'  Homes. 
To  the  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

In  presenting"  this  annual  report,  the  Board  beg-s  leave  to 
say  that  no  items  of  busines's  have  been  broug^ht  to  our 
notice,  more  than  such  as  were  incidentally  g-athered  from 
statements  made  concerning-  these  Institutions  in  the  col- 
umns of  the  Church  periodicals  during-  the  year.  None  of 
the  Institutions  have  furnished  your  Board  any  statement 


whatever  as  to  their  wants.  We  take  it  for  granted,  how- 
ever, that  these  are  of  the  usual  kind.  From  our  meag-er 
information  we  are  able  to  report  that  all  of  our. Homes  are 
doing-  good  work  in  caring  for  the  helpless  children  under 
their  control. 

From  what  we  can  gather  in  a  general  way,  we  believe 
that  the  congregations  comprising  this  Sytiod  are  not 
g-iving  the  orphan  cause  due  attention.  Knowing  that 
there  is  room  for  larger  liberality  on  the  part  of  all  our 
congregations  and  Sunday  Schools,  and  being  aware  of 
the  fact  that  there  are  orphan  children  knocking  for  admit- 
tance to  our  Homes,  we  feel  that  this  Synod  should  require 
Classes  to  call  special  attention  of  pastors,  congregations, 
and  Sunday  Schools  to  this  subject.  The  Board  therefore 
offers  the  following  resolutions  for  adoption. 

Resolved,  That  Synod  hereby  requests  the  Classes  to 
call  attention  of  pastors,  congregations,  and  Sunday 
Schools  to  the  importance  of  sustaining  our  Orphan  Homes 
as  one  of  the  most  worthy  charities  of  the  Church  of  Christ. 

Resolved,  That  the  Christmas  offerings  be  devoted  to 
this  cause,  and  that  every  member  and  Sunday  School 
scholar  be  urged  to  contribute  to  the  cause.

Report  on  Constitution  of  Reformed  League  of  Society  of  Christian  Endeavor. 
Synod  of  the  Interior. 

Brethren  :  Your  Committee,  continued  from  latt 
meeting-  of  Synod,  to  prepare  a  Constitution  for  the  above 
named  society  beg-s  leave  to  offer  the  following-  report: 

We  have  carefully  noted  the  prog-ress  of  the  Y.  P.  S.  C. 
E.,  as  operated  under  the  revised  Constitution  of  the  Uni- 
ted Society  of  Christian  Endeavor,  and  with  g-reat 
pleasure  here  record  the  fact  of  the  material  prog-ress  made. 
Under  the  direction  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  Y.  P.  S.  C.  E. 
is  rapidly  advancing-  to  an  absolute  international  character 
reaching-  out  to  the  young-  people  of  the  Church,  of  Christ's 
Church,  reg-ardless  of  denominational  distinction,  yet  not 
so  as  to  abrog-ate  denominational  Church  life  and  tenets. 
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The  late  convention  of  the  Y.  P.  S.  C'  E.  held  in  Toron- 
to was  of  a  most  interesting-  and  far-reaching-  character, 
the  results  of  which  can  hardly  be  computed.  The  hand- 
writing- upon  the  wall  confused  the  wisdom  of  men  highly- 
honored  by  their  earthly  king,  but  not  so  with  the  man  of 
God,  Daniel.  Will  it,  brethren  in  Christ  Jesus,  be  saying 
too  much,  if  we  affirm  that  the  coming-  of  the  young  people 
of  the  Church  to  the  front  rank  of  Christian  life  and 
activity  throug-h  the  constituted  means  of  the  Y.  P.  S.  C.  E. 
is  a  warning  to  the  powers  of  spiritual  darkness  and  revelry 
that  the  petitions  "Thy  King-dom  come,  Thy  will  be  done'" 
are  being-  rapidly  answered  in  the  advancing-  hosts  of  con- 
secrated 3^oung  people  in  the  Church  of  Christ,  and  that 
the  reig-n  of  Satan  upon  earth  is  just  as  rapidly  coming-  to 
an  end  ?  We  think  not.  The  writing  is  on  the  wall  con- 
demning- the  evil  and  commending  the  good. 

In  view  of  these  thing-s  after  a  careful  stud}^  of  them  and 
in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  Synod,  we  submit  a 
printed  copy  of  the  Revised  Constitution  of  the  Y.  P.  S.  C. 
E.  with  such  changes  marked  as  your  Committee  deemed 
best  so  as  to  retain  commendable  denominational  chnrch  re- 
lations, yet  making- the  R.  L.  Y.  P.  S.  C.  E.  an  integral  part 
of  the  United  Society  of  Christian  Endeavor,  bringing-  of 
our  young-  people  into  living-  touch  with  the  great  body  of 
the  United  Society. 

In  doing  this  your  Committee  feels  its  own  weakness. 
Relying  upon  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  we  have 
done  the  best  we  can  do  in  the  matter.  We  trust  that  in 
consideration  of  our  report,  S3'nod  will  be  able  to  do  that 
which  is  best,  and  that  God's  richest  blessing  upon  the 
Church  will  result  therefrom.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  and  Statistics: 

Dear  Bretiirex  ix  the  Lord: — Your  Committee  has 
sought  to  obtain  a  clear  view  of  the  present  s-tate  of  the  Church 


\\  iliiiii  liic  bouiuls  of  this  vS\  nod  l)\-  a  careful  cxauiiiiation  of 
the  icpoi'ts  coinin;^-  ii|)  from  the  Classes  for  re\iew,  and  the  use 
of  such  otlier  helps  as  \\ fre  at  oui'  command. 

First  of  all,  we  desire  to  express  our  t haidvfulness  to  Al- 
niiiijhtv  (lOil  foi'  the  manifold  blessings  bestowed  upon  the 
Minislr\-,  and  the  membership  of  thai  ]:)oi'tion  of  Zion  we 
ix'present  as  a  Synod.  Sui-cd\-  the  Lord  has  blessed  us,  and 
canieel  us  thi()u;j,h  the  most  tiNin^-  and  critical  \  ear  in  the  his- 
tor\'  of  this  S\nod.  To  Him  be  all  the  <^lor\',  both  now  and 
forexer.      Amen. 

Our  commission  is  the  the  j)reachin_ii^  of  the  word.  '•'Preach 
the  Gospel  to  E\er\  Creature,"'  is  no  idle  or  mcaniuCTlcss  com- 
mand. The  evidence  before  us,  as  plainly  indicated  in  the  re- 
pcjrts,  as  well  as  gathered  from  the  business  items  so  far  broucrht 
before  the  S\nod,  indicate  'Mio  uncertain  sound.'''  That  Christ 
is  held  up  as  the  onl\'  hope  of  a  perishing'  world,  and  faith  in 
Him  as  the  head  of  the  Church,  is  the  only  condition  of  our 
Salvation,  is  preached  antl  taught  faithfully  by  our  Pastors,  is 
indicated  throughout  all  the  ie):)orts. 

W'e  are  further  ipleased  to  note,  that  this  is  done  in  a  chuichh' 
manner,  guarding  and  stri\  ing  against  an  unfruitful  foinialisni 
on  the  one  hand,  and  an  evanescent  fanaticism  on  the  other, 
clearl\-  appears  from  the  reports. 

It  is  apparent  also  that  there  has  been  one  earnest  effort  to 
declare  the  whole  counsel  of  Gotl,  wdiether  men  will  hear  or 
forbear.  WTiile  nienti(jn  is  made  of  prevailing  indifference  on 
the  part  of  some,  yet  a  great  hotly  of  the  people  hear  the  word, 
which  manifests  itself  in  their  hearts  and  minds  as  the  power  of 
(jod  unto  .Salvation. 

The  report  from  Iowa  Classis  records  the  death  of  our  de- 
parted biother  and  co-l;il)t)rer  in  the  Ministry,  Rev.  f.  H.  JJuser. 
Illinois  Classis  recoixls  the  death  of  the  \enerable  Elder,  Aaron 
Kostenbader.  These  ha\e  completed  their  labors  and  have  been 
called  to  the  realization  of  coxenanted  blessings  in  the  Lord. 

Each  report  coming  up  from  the  Classes  signal  growth  in 
grace  and  progress  in  Church  work.  While  the  net  increase  in 
numeiical    strength   is    not    as   large  as  we  desiie  to  see,  yet  if  is 
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encouraging-,  and  lays  a  broader  antl  deeper  foiuulation  for  future 
upbuilding-  and  of  whicb  tbe  Sviiotl  nee<l  not  be  ashamed. 

Illinois  Classis  reports  the  organization  of  an  English  Con- 
gregation in  Chicago,  and  also  the  building  and  detlication  of  a 
new  Church  at    Flarlem,  Illinois. 

The  cause  of  Missions  and  the  Reformed  League  of  Christian 
Endeavor,  are  receiving  much  encouragement  and  increased 
support.  We  aie  glad  to  note  theii' prominence  as  the  subjectixe 
arnis  of  the  Church  at  work.  They  are  in  harmon\'  with  the 
spirit  of  true  Churchliness,  and  under  tlivine  authorit\  . 

The  Sacraments  have  been  faithfidlv  atlministcred.  The 
children  of  the  Church  bear  the  sign  and  seal  of  their  coxenant 
relation.  Baptism  and  confirmation  have  been  faithfullv  at- 
tended to,  but  not  all  have  enjoyed  these  spiiitual  benetits. 
.Some  parents  seem  to  under-value  these  blessings  so  essential  to 
the  spiritual  life  of  their  children.  Parents  and  guardians  are 
in  this  respect  much  at  fault,  not  the  Church  and    her  Ministr\  . 

Catechization  has  not  been  ignored.  If  in  any  way  there  is 
change,  it  is  for  the  l)etter.  This  time  honoreil  custom  has  been 
retained  among  us  amid  furious  assaults  fi'om  time  to  time.  We 
are  glad  to  note  its  growth  and  beneficial  results,  and  that  it  oc- 
cupies a  first  place  in  Church  life  and  Spiritual   efHcienc\-. 

The  financial  stringencv  of  the  last  \ear  is  noted  h\  several  of 
the  Classes,  as  standing  in  the  Vv-av  of  progress,  and  better  results 
in  their  work.  And,  xet,  they  express  a  hopefuUness  in  thet 
future  that  is  gratifying.  Doubtless,  in  the  cud,  good  wdl 
come  out  of  it  all.  Nothing  will  so  fidl  v  develope  the  liberalit\- 
of  the  people,  and  especiall\-  those  who  Icne  Christ  and  Mis 
Church,  as  their  having  learned  bv  experience,  the  al)solute 
need  of  the  cause  they  hold  deal-  to  their  hearts. 

V\'e  note  with  pleasure,  the  harmonv  and  gootl-will  prexail- 
ing  in  our  midst.  "Peace  on  Earth  and  good-will  toward  men''' 
is  with  us  niore  than  a  iviotto.  Discouragements  are  sure  to 
iiieet  us  on  the  "King's  Highwa\',"  but  these  will  be  as  nothing 
to  a  faith  like  Daniel's  and  his  friends,  whose  garments  were 
not  even  jx-rmitted  to  smell  of  the  lire  of  persecution.  And 
now,  as    we   know    not   when    \\e    will  be  summoned  to  give  an 
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account  of  oui'  stcwardsliip,  let  us  be  diligcnl  in  the  Ministr\-  of 
righteousness,  >o  that  \\  hen  the  Master  calls  each  one  may  an- 
s\\  er--'''Loi"cl,  here  am  1."'  And  unto  him  who  has  retlecmed 
us  with  His  own  precious  hlood,  i)e  the  praise  of  our  Sahation. 
World  \\  ithout  end.      Amen.

ARTICLE   XII. 

.MISSIONS. 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

To  the  Kevereiul  Synod  of  tlie  Interior: 

DiiAR  BRE'ruREx: — Your  Board  conxened  immetliately  after 
the  adjournment  of  the  last  Synod,  and  organized  by  the  elec- 
tion of  Re\'.  A.  Casselman,  as  President  and  also  Treasurer  and 
Re\'.  S.  Ream  as  Sccretar\'. 

.\s  the  members  are  li\ing-  far  apart,  it  is  Impossible  to  have 
frecpient  meetings,  but  correspondence  has  been  kept  up  between 
the  members  and  also  with  the  General  13oard  to  some  extent, 
in  regartl  to  om^  interests  in  general.  Wc  have  endeaxored,  so 
far  as  an  ad\isor\'  bodv  ma\'  do,  to  keep  an  e\e  upon  the  work 
in  our  territor\  ,  and  make  such  suggestions  as  seemed  best. 

We  convened,  for  the  transaction  of  necessary  business,  in 
Hiawatha,  Kansas,  October  lo,  1S94,  and  continued  in  session 
the  greater  part  of   two  da\s. 

The  Report  of  Supeiintendent  D.  J>.  Shuey  was  receix  ed  and 
approved,  and  is  submitted  as  a  part  of  the  Report.  This  Re- 
port gives  a  general  survey  of  the  work,  and  indicates  the  pres- 
ent condition  of  the  several  Missions,  and  the  nrogix'ss  made 
during  the  year. 

The  Treasurer's  Report  was  received,  audited  and  atlopted, 
and  is  herewith  submitteil  as  a  part  of  our  Report. 

The  I)oartl  after  careful  consideration  would  recommend  the 
following  it;ems  for  xour  adoj^tion: 

1.      ResoKed,    That    the    favorable   consideration  of  tin;  (ien  - 
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cral  Board  lie  directctl  to  the  city  of  Omaha,  aiul  that,  if  possi- 
ble, a  suitable  man  be  commissioned  for  that  place  at  their  next 
Annual  Meetinjj,-. 

2.  Whereas,  It  appears  from  the  statistics  of  the  Church, 
that  the  average  offerings  for  Bene\olence  and  also  for  Pas- 
tor's salary  by  the  Missions  in  this  Synod,  is  much  larger  than  the 
general  average  of  all  the  Missions,  while  the  a\erage  aid  from 
the  Board  is  much  less,  so  that  the  salaries  of  Missionaries  in  this 
Synod  is  about  $100.00  less  than  the  general  average  of  all  the 
Missionaries,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  in  justice  to  the  self-sacriticing  Missionaries 
laboring  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  we  urge  that  in  the 
matter  of  salaries  paid,  they  receive  a  more  equitable  appi(j- 
priation  as  cotripared  with  the  salaries  of  Alissionaries  in  the 
other  Synods. 

3.  Resolved,  Tiiat  this  vSynod  oxerture  Cicneral  S\nod's 
Board  of  Home  Missions  to  appoint  three  vState  Missionaries  to 
be  stationed,  one  in  Illinois,  one  in  Kansas  and  one  in  Iowa  and 
Nebraska,  so  that  the  vvoik  of  the  Superintendent  mav  be 
lightened,  the  work  among  the  Missionaries  in  our  territor^• 
strengthened,  and  more  time  and  energy  be  devoted  to  the 
working  up  and  instituting  of  new    Missions. 

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions. 
To  the  Board  of  Missions,  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

Dear  Brethren": — There  has  been  consitlerahle  change  in 
the  Mission  field  of  this  Svnod  during  the  past  \  ear.  A  new 
Mission  was  established  in  Edinburg,  111.,  and  Re\'.  C  F.  Alt- 
house  is  the  Missionary  This  took  the  best  congregation  from 
Brother  Frantz's  charge,  hence  that  charge  had  to  become  a 
Mission  for  a  short  time  at  least.  A  congregation  has  l)een  or- 
ganized at  Edinburg  and  a  Church  will  be  built  this  fall.  Da- 
kota and  Damascus,  111.,  became  selfsupporting  during  the  past 
3'ear.  The  Anna  Mission  will  be  thrown  uptMi  its  own  re- 
sources after  January  I,  1895. 

A  new  Mission  was  also  authorized  in    Maquoketa,  Iowa,  and 
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Rc'\'.  D.  F.  IJuoiiKTshiiiL'  is  the  Missionary.  No  ori^anization 
has  as  yet  hceu  effected  in  the  town,  but  the  two  country  con- 
gregations seem  iu  iia\  e  taken  new  life.  Amber  was  cut  off 
and  placed  to  Boulder,  thus  creating  the  Anamosa  charge,  with 
the  expectation  that  work  shall  be  commenced  in  Anamosa  and 
the  pastor  to  reside  there.  Rev.  D.  B.  Anderson  supplies  the 
charge  for  the  present.  W'ilton  and  Leighton  have  been  en- 
rolled as  Missions  and  the\-  are  served  by  Revs.  Beade  and 
Shultz.  Rev.  Ream  left  the  Liscomb  Mission,  accepting  a  call 
to  the  Lone  Tree,  Coneville  charge.  Licentiate  L.  C.  Summers 
is  now  the  Missionar\'  at  Liscomb. 

Damascus,  which  became  self  supporting,  erected  a  new 
Church  near  Harlem,  which  was  dedicated  the  beginning  of 
Jui'.e. 

Arrangements  bad  been  partly  made  to  establish  a  new  Mis- 
sion at  Moville,  Iowa,  but  on  account  of  short  crops  the  matter 
had  to  be  postponed. 

The  St.  Joseph  Mission  completed  the  repairs  on  its  Church 
and  rededicated  it.  All  the  repairs  were  paid  and  a  small  pay- 
ment on  the  principle  of  their  indebtedness. 

Kansas  Citv  made  some  needed  repairs  on  its  Church  build- 
ing and  organized  a  Society  of  Christian  Endeavor. 

Fairview  made  a  good  showing  in  their  work,  adding  largely 
to  fheir  membership,  and  painted  their  Church  building. 

The  Hiawatha  Mission  has  not  prospered  much  for  \arious 
reasons. 

The  Lincoln  and  Sioux  City  Missions  are  continuing  their 
work  as  usual. 

The  Abilene  Mission  has  done  an  excellent  work  and  had  a 
large  accession  of  members.  They  however  did  not  succeed  to 
reduce  their  Church  debt  to  the  extent  for  which  they  had 
plannetl.      Failure  of  crops  the   reason. 

The  lola  Mission  is  in  much  better  shape  than  it  was  a  year 
ago.      The  then  existing  difKculties  have  largely  disappeared. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  Synod  Rev.  B.  Griffith  took  charge 
of  the  Wichita  Mission. 

Rev.  S.  A.  Alt  resisfned  and  hence    the    Cheney    and  White- 
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water  Mission  hccanic  xacaiit.  l)iit  Ciicncv  has  elected  the 
Rew  A.  Cas'-ehnaii,  and  no  doiiht  Whitewater  \\\\\  do  the  sanie, 
anel  the  Board  comniissioned  hini  at  its  hist  meetinjj,'.  vShoidd  he 
accept,  it  will  canse  the  Lyons  Missions  to  become  \acant. 

The  ChencN'  conj4"re^"ation  repaired  its  Church. 

Denver,  Colorado,  has  l)een  takoi  up  as  a  Mission,  and  Re\  . 
D.  A.  \V inter  is  the  ^Missionary.  The  Church  property'  has 
been  repaired,  niakino-  it  much  more  desirable  as  a  place  of 
worship.  On  account  of  a  debt  of  $2,300  on  their  Church 
property,  the  conii^re<^ation  has  ileeded  the  property  to  the  Ijoard 
of  Missions,  which  will  take  care  of  the  debt. 

A  new  con<j,re<4ation  was  oi'^anized  at  Ransom,  Ness  Count}', 
Kansas,  but  on  account  of  an  ahrn)st  entire  failure  of  crops, 
nothing-  further  could  be  accomplished.  As  long-  as  they  ha\c 
no  regular  Pastor,  the  work  must  necessarily  suffer. 

Rev.  O.  E.  Lake  has  taken  charge  of  the  tloiton  Mission. 
WHiat  may  be  accomplished  can  only  he  seen  later. 

Nearly  ever\-  Mission  is  sup[)lietl  with  a  Pastor.  Considei'- 
ing  the  vei-y  hard  times,  it  was  quite  an  effort  on  the  part  of 
the  (ieneral  lioard  to  take  up  tliesix  new  Missions  in  this  vSynod 
tluring  the  past  year,  A  number  of  other  places  are  ripe  for 
active  work  to  establish  Missi<>ns,  but  it  is  simply  impossible  for 
the  IJoard  to  do  more  just  now.

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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Missions. 

Brethren   of   Synod: — There  were  referred  to  iis,  the  Re- 
port of  the  Superintendent  of  the  General  Board  of  Home  Mis- 
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)f  the  Sccrclaiy  of  the  liuaitl  of  Foreign  Missions,  of  the 
.SiipL-rintciulcnt  of  this  S\iU)d,  of  ,Syno<.rs  Board  and  of  the 
Trcasurc'i  of  Missions  of  this  Synod.  From  these  papers  we 
leani  of  the  gencial  progress  of  tiie  Missionary  enterprise  of 
the  Chnich.  God  has  hlessed  us  for  whieh  we  owe  Ilim  <'-rate- 
ful  ackiiowiedgenient. 

1.  We  recommend  that  the  vStated  Clerk  prepare  a  sinnniarv 
of  the  Report  of  tlie  (General  Board  to'  he  spiead  with  the  other 
Reports  uj^jon  our  Minutes  for  the  iiifcMmatitxi  of  our  Pastors 
and  people. 

2.  \\v  recommend  that  the  apportionments  asked  for  in 
these  Reports  l^e  willingly  accepted,  and  that  the  Classes  see  to 
it  that  they  he  promptly  paid  hy  the  congregations.  The 
amounts  asked  of  this  .Synod  are  for  Hungarian  woi'k  $90.00, 
for  Church  extension  6  cents  per  memher,  for  Home  Missions 
$1,500,  and  for  Foreign  Missions  $200.00. 

3.  Wc  commeiul  the  Chicago  Mission  to  the  liheralit\-  of  <jur 
S\iiod  for  special  offei-ing  to  he  made  at  the  eaidiest  possilile 
date. 

4.  We  commend  the  raising  of  special  self  denial  offerin"" 
during  the  Lenten  season  to  he  equally  dixided  hetvveen  the 
Home  antl  Foreign  work,  to  relie\e  these  JJoards  from  their 
present  embarrassment. 

5.  We  recognize,  as  efficient  agents  in  the  dissemination  of 
^lissionarv  information,  the  Missionary  Guardian  and  the  VVo- 
nuuTs  Journal,  and  commend  them  to  the  pationage  of  our 
people, 

6.  We  gladl\-  lecogni/e  the  financial  as  well  as  inspirational 
assistance  rendered  !)}•  the  \  aiious  organizations  of  women  in  the 
Church,  and  bid  them  God  speed  in  their  noble  efforts. 

7.  We  m^ge  u[)on  oui"  Sunda\'  Schools,  the  importance  of 
Missionary  offerings  to  be  laisetl  monthl\-,  o)-  at  least    cjuarterly. 

8.  We  commend  to  our  Reformed  League  of  Christian  En- 
deavor, the  Fulton  plan  of  giving;  viz.:  two  cents  a  week  for 
Missions,  to  be  ecjualK  divided  between  the  Hf)me  and  Foreign 
Boards  of  our  Church. 
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Cf.  Action  is  requested  bv  Svnocrs  Board  on  se^  end  items  to 
which  attention  is   hereby  called.

Synod  disposed  of  this  Report  as  follows:  Items  i,  3,  4.  5. 
6,  7,  8,  9  adopted.  Item  2  adopted  and  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Finance  for  apportionment.  Of  the  items  from  the  Re- 
port of  the  Board  of  Missions,  1  and  2  were  adopted,  and  item 
3  which  is  a  substitute  for  the  item  reported  by  the  Board  was 
albO  adopted. 

Annual  Report  of  General  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

Brethren  : — We  again  submit  to  you  for  your  consider- 
ation, a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  General  Board  of  Mis- 
sions for  the  past  year. 

We  feel  it  but  right,  that  at  the  beginning  of  this  Report,  we 
should  acknowledge  the  goodness  and  mercy  of  the  Great  Head 
of  the  Church,  in  so  signally  prospering  our  work  and  giving 
us  success.  The  year  has  been  one  of  trials  in  Church  work. 
There  are  at  all  times  plenty  of  obstacles  in  the  way  when  the 
servants  of  Christ  undertake  to  extend  His  Kingdom,  but  the 
year  just  past  has  been  especially  fruitful  in  these  obstacles. 
When  the  year  commenced,  the  Board  had  as  many  Missions  on 
its  rolls  as  the  apportionments  would  justify.  Many  urgent  ap- 
peals came  before  the  Board  for  the  establishment  of  new  Mis- 
sions. A  few  additional  Missions  were  enrolled,  while  some 
already  on  the  roll  became  self-supporting.  Then  came  the 
stringent  times,  and  during  the  entire  vear  there  has  been  a 
continual  struggle  to  keep  the  financial  credit  of  the  Board  upon 
a  good  basis.  Manv  requests  for  the  establishment  of  new  Mis- 
sions had  to  go  unheeded,  not  but  that  the  Board  was  anxious 
to  do  additional  work — but  because  of  the  lack  of  money. 
When  we  sav  that  the  Board  could  not  answer  all  the  demands 
made  upon  it,  the  Church  must  not  suppose  that   the    work  was 
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ill  :inv  \v;i\'  curtailcil.  The  past  year  saw  a  laii^cr  amount  of 
nioiir\'  used  in  the  Home  Mission  work  of  the  Church  than 
(luring  anv  previous  year  of  her  historw  That  for  \\  liith  we 
should  i^i\e  special  thanks  to  (iod,  is  tlie  fact,  that  while  finan- 
cial disaster  was  a  cc^nimon  thin<4-  throug'hout  the  land,  the  Boai"d 
has  heen  enahled  to  pay  the  Missionaries  in  full  to  date  without 
incuirin'j;-  anv  indebtedness.  Tiiis  is  rather  remarkable  w  lien 
we  remember  that  our  sister  Churches  ha\e  been,  and  are  now, 
heavily  involved  as  the  result  of  the  stringency  of  the  times. 
What  the  condition  of  our  treasur\-  will  be  at  the  end  of  the 
present  cjuarter  no  one  can  now  tell,  l-ut  from  present  indica- 
tions, we  may  ex[)ect  a  consideialile  deficienc\  .  We  ha\e  faith 
in  the  Church,  hovvexer,  and  are  fully  persuaded  that  the  funds 
will  be  on  hand  in  due  time  with  which  to  meet  the  liabilities  of 
the  Board.  It  still  remains  true,  that  while  the  wcjrk  tlone  was 
not  less  in  any  department,  yet  there  was  not  the  increase  made 
tiiat  would  ha\"c  been,  had  the  times  been  more  pi'osperous. 

As  before  stated,  many  aippeals  came  before  the  Board  for 
the  establishment  of  new  Missions.  There  is  something  strange 
about  these  numerous  calls.  They  come  to  us  frc^m  the  large 
cities  as  w  ell  as  the  smaller  towns  ayd  country  districts.  There 
was  a  time  when  it  w  as  a  question  wdiere  we  should  go,  as  a 
Church,  to  open  up  new  Missions.  There  seemingly  were  no 
"Macedonian  cries"  coming  to  us.  Now  all  this  is  changed. 
The  calls  are  more  numerous  than  we  can  .answer.  Cjod  is 
opening  up  fields  for  us,  and  presenting  opportunities  which 
should  claim  the  earnest  attention  of  the  Chuich.  (jod  never 
presents  opportunities  without,  at  the  same  time,  supply mg  the 
means  to  lav  hold  upon  them,  'l^he  many  in\  iting  lields  that 
lie  open  before  us  should  be  an  intimation  to  us  that  (rod  expects 
us  to  go  in  and  possess  them.  More  liberal  means  must  be  pvo- 
\ided  for  the  enlargetl  work  which  must  be  accomplished.  The 
extension  of  the  Chnrchi  should  be  kept  before  our  people,  in 
order  that  the  means  may  be  provided  by  which  the  l^oard  may 
occup\-  the  new  places  continualh-  presenting  themselves.  The 
next  decade  should  witness  a  much  greater  expansion  of  the 
work  than  the  one  just  closed.      The    opportunities    for   this  are 
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at  hand.      Let  us  enibracc  them  as  God  ^^ixcs  us  the  means. 

THE     MISSIONS. 

Inchidhig-  the  Hungarian  Missions,  the  Harbor  Mission,  and 
the  tiiree  congregations  supplied  by  Superintendent  vSliuey, 
there  have  been  during  the  year,  one  hunthed  Missions  on  the 
roll  of  the  Board.  Counting  those  under  the  care  of  13rother 
Shuey  a  single  Mission,  there  were  ninety-eiglit.  Of  these  War- 
ren, Ohio,  Dakota  and  Damascus,  Illinois,  Burlington  and  Con- 
cord, North  Carolina,  Du  Bois  and  Eastbn,  Pennsylvania,  have 
passed  off  the  roll,  lea\'ing  ninety-one  under  the  care  of  tlie 
Board.  In  these  ninety-one  Missons  there  are  one  hmidred  ami 
forty  congregations.  VV  hile  seven  Missions  have  passed  from  the 
roll,  there  have  been  enrolled  the  following:  Xotaway,  Michi- 
gan, Ilamdton  and  Massillon,  Ohio,  Vorkton,  Canada,  Denver. 
Colorado,  Edinburg  and  Stonington,  Illinois,  Everett,  Washing- 
ton, and  Thomasville  and  Mt.  Pleasant,  North  Carolina.  IIol- 
ton,  Kansas,  which  has  heretofore  lieen  served  by  Superintend- 
ent Shuey,  although  regularly  organized,  has  during  the  year 
secured  a  pastor,  making  in  all  eleven  additional  Missions  that 
have  been  entered  upon  the  roll  of  the  Board.  Several  of  these 
are  very  important  Missions  and  were  enrolled,  although  the 
Board  could  hardlv  see  the  way  open,  financially,  to  do  so. 
Massillon,  Ohio,  was  regarded  as  a  specially  fine  opening,  and 
the  marked  progress  of  the  Mission  justiiicd  the  Board  in  its  belief. 
At  Den\er,  Colorado,  we  have  had  a  church  for  a  number  of 
years — exclusively  German.  The  congregation  dwindled  down 
to  a  handful  of  members,  while  the  Church  pr(^p(Mt\'  was  being 
mortgaged  to  keep  up  the  running  expenses  of  the  congregation. 
Under  this  condition  of  things  the  (ieneial  Board  was  asked  to 
take  charge  and  establish  an  English  Mission.  The  Board  had 
to  assume  a  debt  of  $2,500  in  order  to  sa\  e  the  Church  property, 
and  it  felt  that  the  Mission  niust  be  made  prevailingly  English 
to  succeed.  Rev.  D.  A.  Winter  was  sent  there  in  May  of  this 
vear  and  reports  a  hopeful  outlook.  Hamilton,  Ohio,  was  en- 
rolled with  the  express  understanding  that  the  appropriation 
shall  be  reduced  $100  annually. 
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In  a  number  of  Missions,  houses  of  worship  were  erected 
(lurin<4-  the  \ear  and  others  are  now  en^agx'd  in  buildinf^-  Chapels 
()!■  Churches.  Sc\  eral  parsonages  have  also  been  built.  The 
Missions  are  as  prosperous  as  can  be  exj^ected.  As  in  old 
charj^es,  so  in  Missions,  there  are  many  discouraging'  features 
connected  with  the  work.  Tliere  is  a  small  number  of  these 
Missions  which  must  ultimatelv  be  turnetl  over  to  the  Classes  to 
which  thev  belong  to  be  supplied.  Where  there  is  no  reason- 
al)le  prospect  for  a  Mission  to  become  self-supporting  in  a 
reasonable  time  the  Classes  should,  b\'  reconstruction  of  charges, 
take  care  of  such  tields.  This  is  the  policv  of  the  Board,  Init  it 
finds  it  somewhat  difficult  at  times  to  carr\-  it  out.  The  Mis- 
sions in  Kansas  and  Nel)raska  will  be  called  upon  to  contend 
with  special  difficulties  on  account  of  the  stringency  of  the  times 
and  the  failure  of  crops.  The  great  majority  of  the  Missions, 
however,  are  in  a  \'erv  prosperous  condition,  and  the  Church 
should  gi\e  thanks  to  the  (jreat  Head  of  the  Church  for  the 
measure  of  prospcrit\'  that  has  attended  the  work. 

rilK     EXJ'ENSES    OF     THE     VEAK. 

The  expense  roll  of  the  Boartl  is  graduallv  lengthening,  antl 
the  amount  needed  will  increase  with  each  \ear.  During  the 
vear  past,  special  efforts  were  made  to  keep  down  the  expenses. 
The  Board  must  keep  the  expenditures  within  the  limits  of  the 
apportionments,  with  a  liberal  allowance  for  delinquencies.  It  is 
a  fact  that  the  vS\'nods  never  pa\-  the  apportionments  in  full.  It 
seems  a  little  strange  to  the  Board  that  the  apportionments  for 
Classical  and  vS\iiodical  expenses,  also  for  Beneficiary  education 
are  paid  in  fidl,  and  that  the  delinquencies  fall  so  heavily  on 
Alissions.  Wliat  e\'er  the  cause,  the  Board  must  recognize  the 
fact  and  make  allowances  accordingly. 

During  the  vear,  the  outlav  of  the  Board  reached  the  sum  of 
$36,000,  or  within  a  fraction  of  that  amount.  It  would  have 
been  more,  hail  it  not  been  for  the  fact  that  several  of  the  Mis- 
sions recpiiring  the  heaviest  outla\-,  were  vacant  during  part  of 
the  year.  The  above  sum  includes  what  was  paid  for  Hun- 
garian and   Harbor  Missions.       There    was   quite   a   delinquenc\' 
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on  the  apportionments,  but  this  was  made  up  by  special  con- 
tributions and  by  what  the  Women's  Missionar}-  .Societies  con- 
tributed to  the  cause.  While  the  Board  had  to  economize,  and 
leave  undone  work  that  should  have  been  done,  still  we  are  glad 
to  say  that  the  Missionaries  were  all  paid  promptly,  and  all  other 
liabilities  met.  This  refers,  of  (bourse,  only  to  Missions  pioper, 
and  n'ot  to  the  Church  extension  feature  of  the    work. 

IlARIiOK     MISSIONS. 

This  important  work  at  the  Port  of  New  York,  is  under  the 
care  of  Rev.  Paul  Sommerlatte.  He  devotes  all  his  time  to  the 
imigran.ts,  excepting  on  Sundav,  when  he  preaches  to  a  small 
Mission  congiegation  in  the  city,  but  even  this  is  more  or  less 
connected  with  his  work  among  the  imigrants.  The  main 
features  of  the  work  are — to  receive  the  imigrants  as  thev  ar- 
rive— to  direct  them  to  homes  and  lodging  places  in  the  city,  so 
as  to  protect  them  against  the  sharpeis  who  are  always  readv  to 
take  advantage  of  them — to  see  that  those  who  have  selected 
homes  in  different  states  are  put  on  the  proper  trains^in  shoit 
to  help  them  in  every  way  possible  and  give  them  all  needed  in- 
formation. As  many  of  these  imigrants  are  members  of  the 
Reformed  Church,  the  Missionary  must  see  to  it  that  they  are 
reported  to  the  Pastors  of  the  Church,  who  may  reside  in  or 
near  the  places  where  thev  propose  to  settle.  He  must  also  look 
after  the  poor  who  need  help,  and  those  who  have  no  proper 
protectors.  This  requires  much  lal)or  and  a  great  amount  of 
correspondence.  So  much  work  is  requireil  that  the  Missionary 
suggests  the  need  of  an  assistant.  EtHciently  to  do  the  work 
that  should  be  done,  an  assistant  could  be  employed  to  gooti  ad- 
vantage, but  the  Board,  for  various  reasons,  has  not  deemed  it 
best  to  appoint  one.  Other  Churches,  however,  have  taken 
such  action,  and  with  great  benefit  to  the  work. 

rirE     Hl'XCiARIAX     WORK, 

This  work  still  demands  the  care  and  sympathy  of  the  whole 
Church.  The  work  is  as  impoitant  as  ever,  but  during  the  year 
past,  did  not  make  the  progress  that  some    in    the    Church    may 
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have  expected.  This  can  he  acconiited  for  upon  the  ground  of 
th(;  strini^enc\  of  the  times.  The  Hungarian  imigration  has 
fallen  off  ver\'  decidedly  tluring-  the  past  year,  \yhile  not  a  few 
who  had  the  means,  returned  to  their  nati\e  land  again.  Among 
those  who  lemained,  the  destitution  was  \er\  great  during  part 
of  the  \ear.  Man\'  of  them,  instead  of  heing  in  a  position  to 
help  along  with  the  Church  work,  needed  the  Charity  of  the 
Church  at  large  to  hiidge  o\er  the  last  winter.  Especially  was 
this  the  case  in  and  ahont  Pittshurg  and  Cleyeland.  We  can- 
not, therefore,  report  an\-  marked  gain  in  the  membership,  but 
we  are  glad  to  sa\'  that  the  work  is  being  brought  upon  a  better 
basis.  At  tirst,  the  work  was  somewhat  of  an  experiment,  but 
such  is  no  longer  the  case.  The  Board  has  the  work  under  com- 
plete control,  and  the  future  looks  exceedingh'  hopeful.  During 
the  year,  an  additional  Missiunar\'  arri\ed  from  Iluugar)',  in  the 
person  of  Rey.  Frank  I'erenczi.  He  is  a  \()ung  man,  and  when 
he  arri\  ed  was  oid\-  a  Licentiate.  He  \yas  ordained  b\'  the 
j\.lleghen\-  Classis,  and  was  placed  in  Pittsbmg  as  an  assistant 
to  Brother  Kcnacs.  He  has  pro\eu  himself,  thus  far,  a  man  of 
marked  ability  and  energy.  He  is  blessed  witii  business  tact,  as 
well  as  with  preacliing  talents,  and  has  placed  the  Church  in 
Pittsburg  upon  a  much  better  foundation  than  it  formerly  occu- 
pied. He  has  arranged  his  plans  to  gradually  pa\-  off  the  ilebt 
that  rests  upon  the  Church  pi"opert\-,  so  as  to  make  it  the  exclu- 
si\e  property  of  his  ow  n  people  and  congregation.  Idiis  is  a 
good  movement,  as  it  will  teach  the  Hungarians  to  do  some- 
thing for  themseKes  and  for  their  own  Ch.urch. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Executi\  e  Committee  in  January  last, 
Rev.  Ko\acs  a[)peare(l  before  it,  and  asked  that  he  be  allowed 
to  lead  a  coIoun'  of  his  countrymen  to  ^Vssinaboia  in  Canada. 
He  made  the  plea  upon  the  ground  that  many  of  bis  counti'ymen 
were  farmers  in  their  native  land,  and  not  mechanics  and  trades- 
men, and  that  the\-  longed  for  the  simple  country  life  to  which 
the\  were  accustomctl  in  Plungary.  He  claimed,  furthermore, 
that  the  Canadian  authorities  had  made  an  offer  of  two  town- 
ships of  land  gratis,  if  such  a  colony  were  founded.  At  first, 
the  Committee  was  not  so   fa\orabl\-   disposed    towaid   the   pro- 
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ject,  but  after  some  consideration,  Brother  Kovacs  was  granted 
permission  to  go  and  plant  the  Church  among  his  countrymen 
in  the  far  North-west.  In  his  hist  rept)rt,  he  stated  that  there 
were  then  with  him,  some  seventy  famihes,  antl  that  more  were 
coming  soon.  The  Board  assumed  no  travehng  expenses,  either 
for  himself  or  the  people  he  took  with  him.  He  simpl\-  re- 
ceives his  $600,  as  formerly,  as  salaiy.  It  is  h()]:)ed  that  the 
good  Brother  may  be  successfid  in  his  \enture. 

Brother  Kovacs  going  to  Canada,  lea\  es  Brother  Ferenczi 
with  all  the  Churches  about  Pittsburg,  and  those  further  East, 
under  his  care.  He  claims  that  he  has  all  that  he  can  do  with 
the  Churches  in  Pittsbmg,  McKeesj^ort,  Braddock,  Bea\er 
Falls  and  others — antl  that  he  cannot  see  tc^  those  in  New  York^ 
Bridgeport,  Bangor  and  other  points.  Arrangements  have  been 
made  by  which  the  latter  points  will  be  suj^plied,  but  in  the  very 
near  future,  an  additional  Alissionarv  must  he  procured  if  the 
work  is  to  be  extended  as  now  seems  necessarv.  It  is  necessarv 
that  a  larger  amount  of  monev  be  contributed  for  this  work,  and, 
as  it  was  undertaken  bv  the  direct  action  of  the  General  .Synod, 
the  Board  feels  that  both  the  English  and  (jerman  Syuods 
shoidd  be  alike  interested  in  this  work. 

CHURCH     KXTKXSIO.X. 

This  branch  of  the  work  continues  to  be  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance to  us  as  a  Church.  It  is  the  more  important  froni  the 
fact  that  it  has  been  so  long  neglected.  Now,  more  than  ever 
before,  is  the  Church  in  need  of  a  strong  fund  which  will  en- 
able her  to  engage  in  citv  work,  and  plant  her  standards  in  the 
centers  of  population.  VVe  are  compelled  to  repeat  in  this  re- 
port what  has  often  been  repeated  before,  that  the  Church  will 
not  and  cannot  make  the  progress  she  deserves  imtil  a  more  de- 
termined effort  is  made  to  establish  a  strong  extension  fur.d. 
During  the  year  past  there  was  a  greater  demand  for  these 
funds  than  in  any  previous  year.  The  income  of  the  Board 
was  quite  considerable,  but  not  by  any  means  sufficient  to  nneet 
the  requirememts  of  the  work.

In  the  contributions  receixed  are  included  the  special  funds 
given  by  different  persons,  which  have  been  noticed  in  the 
periodicals  of  the  Church  and  need  not  be  named  here.  The 
General  Board  received  three  special  funds  of  $500  each  and 
a  fourth  is  nearly  full. 

The  bequests  and  legacies  above  mentioned  were  not  made 
for  Church  extension  especialh',  Init  were  given  for  Missions  in 
general.  The  Board  uses  them  in  this  work  for  the  present, 
and  when  paid  back  by  the  Missions  will  be  used  as  imested 
funds. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Board  was  under  the  necessity  of  bor- 
rowing $3,500  during  the  year.  Much  as  this  maybe  regretted 
there  was  no  other  alternative,  unless  the  work  would  have  been 
allowed  to  suffer  to  such  an  extent  as  to  have  ended  in  failure  at 
different  points.  The  Board  must  see  to  it  that  the  city  Missions 
are  pioperh'  supported  when  once  founded  and  this  can  only  be 
done  b\-   the  use  of  extension   funds. 
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The  Board  used  $13,735.12  in  thi.s  way  and  in  addition  to 
this  Sinn  tlie  Bi-Svnodie  Board  received  four  special  funds  of 
$500  each,  and  $1,100  hy  contributions  from  the  Churches, 
making  in  all  $16,835.12.  Doid3le  this  sum  ccndd  have  been 
used  to  good  advantage. 

The  entire  indebtedness  of  the  Board  is  now  a]-)out  $7,000. 
Pressing  as  are  the  needs  of  the  Board,  the  time  has  come  when 
it  must  call  a  halt  in  the  matter  of  borrowing  monev  for  this 
purpose  until  the  Church  comes  to  its  help  in  a  more  pro- 
nounced way. 

It  will  be  seen  from  Treasurer  Boush\s  j-eport  that  the  Mis- 
sions are  paying  the  interest  on  the  monev  borrowed  from  the 
Board,  and  that  some  of  them  are  paving  l)ack  the  mone^■ 
loaned  them. 

The  Missions  at  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  Ada  and  Lima,  Ohio,  are 
paid  in  full  and  need  no  further  aid.  Alassillon  and  Chicago 
have  defened  pa\inents  that  must  he  met  next  year. 

In  \iew  of  the  importance  of  this  work,  and  the  great  need 
of  funds  to  meet  the  liabilities  now  resting  upon  it,  the  Board 
earnestlv  recpiests  of  the  Svnods  that  they  take  such  action  as 
will  bring  this  feature  of  the  work  prominently  before  the 
Church,  so  that  liberal  contributions  ma\-  be  given  in  aid  of  it. 
The  Board  asks,  also,  that  an  apportionment  of  six  cents  pei^ 
member  be  made  for  this  good  cause.  The  Board  feels  that 
the  apportionment  for  this  work  shouUl  be  much  larger,  but  on 
account  of  the  stringent  times  only  one  cent  atlditional  over  last 
year  is  asked.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Ssnods  will  gladly  gi\e  this 
much  to  this  worthy  and  important  olii'ect. 

It  would  be  well  if  every  Classis  in  the  Chuix-h  could  be  in- 
duced to  raise  a  special  fund  of  $500  for  this  purpose.  E\eiy 
Classis  in  the  Oliio  Synod  has  one  or  tvvo  such  funds  to  its 
credit,  with  one  exception.  Every  vSynod  shoukl  urge  upon  its 
Classes  to  help  along  the  general  work  h\  contributing  liberalh- 
to  this  worthy  object. 

THE    CHICAGO    MISSION. 

The  English  Mission  of  Chicago  is  one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant   on    the    list.      It    is    not    any    more  flouiishiui,''  than  man\- 


other  -  althouo-h  the  outlook  is  vcM-y  hopeful— but  the   fact   that 
Chicago  is  centrally  located  between  the  east  and  west   makes  it 
of  vast  importance  to  the  Church.      The  fact,  also,  that  this  city 
has  a  population  of  nearly  a  million  and  a  half    with    only  about 
one-third    of    it    attendin-    upon    the    means    of    -race    makes    it 
doubly  important    that    our  Church    should    en,o-a<re    in    Mission 
work  within  its  limits.      The  importance  of  such  a    Mission    has 
long    been    acknowledged    but    the    work    was    not    undertaken 
until  a  little  more  than  a  year  ago.      Up  to  date  the  Mission  has 
made  good  progress,  the  attendance  at  the  Sunday  service  being 
good,   while  the  Sunday  School  has  grown  bevond  the  capacity 
of  the  hall  in  which  it  is  held.      The^nee.I  of  a'chapel    has   bee'n 
felt  from  the  organization  of  the  Mission.      The    Board   deemed 
it   so   important   that  a  lot  was  purchased  this  spring  on  the  cor- 
ner of  Jackson  Avenue  and     Washtena    Street,   for    the    sum    of 
$y,775-      This    is    a    good    location    in    a    good   part   of   the  city. 
The  Board  made  a  general  appeal  to   the    Church    to    help  pur- 
chase this  lot,  but    realized    onlv    about    $1,500    from    it.      One- 
third  of  the  lot  has  been  paid  and  the  remainder  is  to  be  paid   in 
four  annual  payments.      The  important  thing  is   the   erection    of 
a    chapel.      To    do    this    about    $6,000    are    required.       For   the 
Mission   to    raise    this    sum    of    money    is    out    of    the    question. 
There  are  no  strong    Reformed    Churches    in    or    near    the   city 
from    whom    much    help    can    come.        The    other    Reformed 
Churches  of  the  city  have  all    they    can    do    to    meet    their   own 
needs.      It  has  been  a  question  with  the  Board  how  help  shall  be 
extended  to  this  good  cause.      Some  Eastern  Brethren  suggested 
the  idea  of  asking  the  English  Synods  to   make  a  speciar'^itppor- 
tionment  in  aid   of  this    uorthy    object.      That    seemed    feasible, 
and  yet  the  Board  hesitated  to  make  this  request.      It  was,  how- 
ever, decided    by    the    Board    that    in    the    Annual    Report    the 
Synods  should  be  requested  to  provide   in    any   way    they    deem 
best— a  sufHcient  sum   to  aggregate,  say,  $4,500.      The   remain- 
ing $1,500  can   be  raised  by  the  Mission.      Tf  the  Synods  think 
that  this  sum  can  best  be  raised  by  an    agent—then    fet    them    so 
indicate— but    if   they    think   it   best   to    apportion    the '  sum    or 
recommend  that  it  be  raised  by  vokmtary  contiibutions,  then  let 
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it  be  so  arranged.  The  Hoard  begs  most  earnestly  of  the 
vSynods  that  this  important  matter  be  taken  under  consideration 
and  some  means  dexised  by  which  the   money    can    be   obtained. 

SLXDAV     SCHOOL     .MISSIONS. 

At  the  General  Svnod  at  Reading  action  was  taken  creating 
the  otiice  of  .Sunday  School  Secretary.  This  ottice  was  subse- 
quentl}'  filled  bv  the  Sunda\-  School  Board  by  the  election  of 
Rev.  Rufus  VV.  Miller  to  that  j^isition.  That  Board  under  the 
leadership  of  its  Secretar\-,  has  taken  steps  to  engage  in  Mission 
work  in  the  home  field.  The  Mission  Sunday  School  holds  a 
prominent  position  in  the  Mission  work  of  othei'  Churches,  aiul 
there  is  no  good  reason  why  it  should  not  hold  an  equally  im- 
portant position  in  the  Reformed  Church.  Almost  every  suc- 
cessful Mission  grows  out  of  a  Sunday  School  so  that  it  and  the 
Mission  are  inseparable.  A  start  has  been  made  in  this  good 
work  and  it  is  well  that  the  Synods  should  take  note  of  it  and 
give  it  such  help  as  is  needed.  Three  vSunday  Schools  have 
been  organized  under  the  direction  of  the  Sunday  School  Sec- 
retary, at  New  Kensington,  Pa.,  and  at  \'oungstovvn  and  ^Var- 
ren,  Ohio.  These  Schools  are  reported  as  having  very  bright 
prospects  before  them.  There  is  a  great  work  to  be  done  in  the 
large  cities  of  the  land  in  the  way  of  gathering  the  children  into 
Mission  Schools.  This  work  has  been  greatly  neglected,  even 
by  the  strong  and  wealthy  Churches.  In  iviany  sections  of  the 
large  cities,  we  are  told  by  competent  autht)rity,  the  majority  of 
the  children  are  not  in  the  Sunday  Schools.  To  do  Mission 
work  successfully  in  such  comnumities  the  Sunday  School  au- 
thorities can  do  very  much  to  open  the  way.  But  back  of  this 
Sunday  School  Mission  work  must  stand  the  Mission  Board  suf- 
ficiently well  equipped  to  take  up  the  work  where  the  Sunday 
School  must  of  necessity  leave  off.  The  Sunday  School  Mis- 
sion work  and  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Missions  are  closely 
allied  and  must  go  hand  in  hand  so  as  to  avoid  anything  like  a 
conflict.  The  Mission  Board  is  limited  in  its  operations  by  the 
men  and  means  furnished  by  the  Chinch,  and  can  annually  take 
up  only  a  certain   number  of   new   fields.       It   is   therefore  e\  i- 
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(lent  to  cvcr\-  cmic,  th;it  if  liie  Suik1;i\'  Scliool  Hoaixl  starts  a 
larger  luinihcr  of  new  enterprises  than  tlie  Board  of  Missit)iis  can 
take  up  and  sustain  in  the  form  of  new  Missions,  nothin<^  will 
i)c  (gained.  If,  howeser,  the  Sunday  School  Board  will  take 
up  such  towns  and  cities  as  the  Alission  Board  is  i-ead\'  to  enter, 
and  Hrst  estahlish  the  Sunday  School,  to  be  closely  followed  hy 
the  Mission  Board  with  a  Missionary  to  take  up  and  continue 
the  work,  then  a  yreat  and  lastiui^"  work  can  he  accomplished 
for  the  up-building-  of  the  Church.  It  is  comparatively  easy  to 
establish  a  Sunila\'  vSchool  in  anv  of  our  large  cities,  but  when 
the  Mission  Boartl  must  continue  the  work  commencetl  in  the 
Sunday  .School,  in  the  establishment  of  a  Mission,  at  an  expense 
of  from  $800  to  $  I, ooo  annually  for  the  Missionary,  then  the 
real  difficulties  commence.  The  Synod  should  duly  consider 
this  matter,  and  the  Synodical  Sunday  School  Boards  and  the 
Synodical  Mission  Boards  should  so  work  together  as  to  aid  the 
General  Board  in  the  establishment  of  Missions  within  the 
bounds  of  the  different  Synods,  oid\-  as  rapid  1\-  as  men  anil 
means  will  permit. 

I'lii-:    \\ o.M  i:.\'s   woKK. 

There  was  a  time  in  the  history  of  the  Reformed  Chinch  in 
the  United  States  when  the  wornen  did  comparati\elv  little  in 
Church  work,  except  what  the\-  ilid  for  the  adyancement  of  the 
congregation  to  which  they  belonged.  That  was  a  great  deal, 
and  we  must  not  underrate  the  work  and  influence  of  our 
mothers  in  the  past  history  of  the  Church.  We,  at  times,  hear 
assertions  made,  which  if  true,  would  make  her  of  no  force 
whate\'er  in  the  past  work  of  the  Church.  This  is  all  wrong, 
and  wrong  because  it  is  untrue.  But  the  women  of  our  Church 
haye  come  into  the  enjoyment  of  privileges  and  blessings  in 
modern  Church  woik,  of  which  those  of  fift\-  \ears  ago  knew 
comparatiyely  little.  They  are  laying  hold  upon  these  privi- 
leges and  blessings  in  a  way  that  must  tell  for  the  future  good 
of  the  Church. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Societ\'  of  Gen- 
eral Synod,  held  at  Reading,  Pa.,  at  the  time  of  the   meeting  of 
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General  S}'nod,  the  Society  resolved  to  j^ive  annually  for  the 
next  three  years,  the  sum  of  $4,000  for  the  home  work.  The 
first  year  of  this  term  is  not  up  as  yet,  as  the  apportionments 
were  only  made  in  the  fall  of  1893  and  did  not  reach  the  Clas- 
sical Societies  until  the  spring-  of  1894,  so  that  we  are  not  ahlc  to 
determine  as  yet,  how  much  this  action  will  yield  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  I-Joard.  The  last  Report  of  Treasurer  Reber  shows, 
however,  that  the  women  are  paying  into  our  treasury  quite 
liberal  sums.  Some  seem  to  think  that  what  the  women  pay 
only  reduces  the  apportionments  by  so  much,  but  such  is  e\i- 
dently  not  the  case.  Their  contributions  are  largely  in  addition 
to  the  apportionments,  and  during  the  past  year  enabled  the 
Board  to  make  up,  in  part  at  least,  the  delinquency  on  the  ap- 
portionments. 

In  the  Eastern  wSynods,  they  have  been  doing  liberal  things 
for  the  Hungarian  work,  and  have  promised  to  do  even  more 
liberally  in  the  future.  In  the  Western  Synods,  where  the  tle- 
mands  are  so  urgent,  they  have  been  dcjing  nobly.  For  instance, 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  General  vSynod  requestetl 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  of  the  Synod  of  the  Interior 
to  contribute  a  certain  sum  toward  the  $4,000  pledged.  This 
sum  will  be  on  hand  in  full  by  the  time  the  Synod  meets  m 
Hiawatha,  Kans;is,  in  October. 

The  women  have  also  been  helping  grandly  in  the  extension 
work.  Many  of  the  Classes  in  the  Eastern  Synods,  ha\'e  al- 
ready raised,  or  are  now  engaged  in  raising  special  Church 
building  Funds.  The  women  of  the  Ohio  Synod  are  now  rais- 
ing such  a  fund  of  $500,  and  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  vSociety  of  Allegheny  Classis,  it  was  resolved  to  raise 
such  a  fund,  and  so  the  good  work  goes  on.  The  Woman's 
Missionary  Societies  have  been  fruitful  of  great  good.  The 
Board  can  testify  to  the  correctness  of  this  statement,  antl  the 
Synods  would  do  well  to  encourage  the  formation  of  Woman's 
Societies. 

Where  the  General  Societies  are  considered  preferable,  em- 
bracing men,  women  and  young  people,  let  them  be  founded  by 
all  means,  but  a  Society  of  some  kind,  in   some   form,   is  a  great 


help  to  ;i\\;ikc'n  Mis>i()!!;ir\    cntliusiasm  in  the  Church, 
riiii;   ()i.'n.t)()K. 

The  question  is  frequently  asked,  as  to  what  the  outlook  is,  in 
our  Church,  for  aj4^iessi\e  Mission  work.  Those  who  ask  the 
question  seem  to  intimate,  h\'  the  very  way  tlicy  make  this  in- 
(juiry,  that  there  should  he  more  spirit  and  enthusiasm  put  into 
the  work  than  formerly,  or  even  than  at  the  present  time.  It 
can  hardly  be  denied  hut  that  we  lack  somewhat  in  that  enthu- 
siasm which  has  enalded  other  denominations,  no  stronger  than 
we,  to  do  great  things  along  Alissionary  lines.  If  our  theology 
is  good,  and  our  educational  system  of  religion  what  the  age 
needs,  then  there  ought  to  l)e  a  fiery  enthusiasm  among  us  to 
extend  the  borders  of  the  Church  so  as  to  give  to  men  what  we 
helieye  is  needful  foi^  their  Sahation.  We  see  this  spirit  in 
other  denominations.  For  instance,  the  Cumberland  Presbyte- 
rians, until  lately,  had  but  three  congregations  in  Chicago. 
Th.e^•  felt  that  the\-  had  a  Mission  there  and  ought  to  work 
among  the  unsaxed  thousands  of  that  great  cit\'.  They  organ- 
ized their  fourth  Church  in  Englewood,  in  the  South  part  of  the 
city.  They  are  now  erecting  a  Church  building  at  a  cost  of 
$70,000,  most  of  which  comes  from  outside  of  the  city  — $20,000 
coming  from  Ohio  alone.  This  ma\'  be  deemed  extravagance 
by  some,  but  it  were  well  if  our  Church  had  a  little  more  zeal 
to  plant  her  standard  in  the  great  centers  of  population.  We 
need  to  emphasize  our  denominational  life  more  than  we  ha\  e 
done  in  the  past. 

To  answer  the  question  as  to  what  the  outlook  is  for  the 
future,  we  may  say — First.  That  as  regards  the  nien  and  means 
the  outlook  is  more  hopeful  than  ever.  The  Church  is  growing 
more  liberal,  and  money  comes  into  the  treasury  more  freely 
than  was  formerly  the  case.  All  the  various  forces  of  the 
Church  are  at  work  for  her  extension,  which  was  not  so  a  few 
decades  ago.  For  the  Home  and  Foreign  work  in  all  the 
Synods,  according  to  the  latest  estimates,  there  was  expended 
last  year,  in  their  different  branches,  about  $110,000.  This 
makes  an  a\eiage  (^f  about  tift\-  cents  per  member.      This   aver- 
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age  is  not  large,  but  vastly  more  so  than  twenty  years  ago.  This 
shows  a  healthy  growth  and  sulistantial  progress  in  liberal  giv- 
ing. The  young  men  are  also  more  willing  to  go  into  Alission 
iiekls  than  formerly.  All  these  things  eombined,  gl\e  a  very 
hopeful  outlook  for  the  future  growth  of  the  Church. 

Second.  As  to  the  opptntunities  for  the  growth  of  the  Mis- 
sionary work,  we  can  say  that  they  never  were  as  bright  as  to- 
day. There  are  numerous  points  waiting  our  coming.  In  the 
East,  Baltimore,  Philadelphia,  and  other  cities,  need  additional 
Missions,  and  alread}'  the  Brethren  are  organizing  Siniday 
Schools  which,  in  the  near  future,  will  grow  into  Missions.  Be- 
yond the  Allegheny  Mountains,  within  the  bounds  of  the  Pitts- 
burg Synod,  there  are  a  score  of  places  where  Missions  should 
he  opened.  Going  Westward,  we  have  Youngstown,  Toledo, 
Indianapolis,  Omaha,  where  work  should  be  commenced  at 
once — while  an  additional  English  Mission  should  be  planted  in 
West  Columbus  and  West  Cleveland,  Ohio.  In  addition  to  the 
cities  we  have  mentioned,  there  are  manv  smaller  towns  along 
the  Mississippi  and  Missouri  where  the  Church  is  called  for. 
We  repeat  again,  that  our  opportunities  never  were  so  manv, 
neither  so  hopeful.  Will  the  Church  arouse  herself,  and  put  on 
her  strength  and  go  forth  to  do  greater  battle  for  the  Lord  .- 

CONCLLSIOX. 

We  bring  our  operations  before  the  vSynods  for  theii"  exami- 
nation. ^\  full  account  is  given  of  the  woi^k  done  during  the 
past  year.  We  can  Lnit  wish  that  much  mtne  had  been  done, 
since  much  more  should  have  been  done.  The  Board,  however, 
did  the  best  it  could  with  the  means  at  hand.  Full  satisfaction 
was  not  given,  perhaps,  to  all  paits  of  the  Church,  but  this 
could  hardly  be  expected.  U'e  have  great  reason  to  be  encour- 
aged as  a  Church,  with  the  progress  of  the  work.  Still  greater 
efforts  should  be  put  forth  for  its  extension.  With  gratitude  to 
God,  and  with  a  strong  faith  in  tlie  greater  success  of  the  work 
in  the  future,  we  send  forth  this  Report  among  the  Churches.

Rk\kkknd  and  Di.ak  HKiiTiiKKx:  —  Were  the  Hoard  of 
F'oreign  Missions  to  present  to  your  Reverend  bod\-  its  nsnal 
Annual  Statement  showini^-  a  <leeline  durini;-  tiie  last  \eai  in  the 
fruitful  efficienc\'  of  our  work  in  Japan,  it  would  he  only  what 
nii^dit  he  expected  in  \-ie\\'  of  the  political  and  warring'  compli- 
cations in  that  countiv.  Hut  it  is  with  thankful  hearts  that  we 
find  ourseK'es  saved  from  such  a  painful  necessity  With  but 
few  exceptions,  and  tlrese  for  tine  most  part  readily  accounted 
for,  it  is  our  happy  privilege  to  report  encouraging  success 
along  the  whole  line.  The  ]:)rinciple  exce])tions  just  referred 
to,  as  appears  from  the  late  statistical  report,  are  the  want  of  in- 
crease in  membership  and  the  falling  off  in  contributions  in  part 
of  our  field.  This  a|ipears  to  be  contined  to  the  remotei"  points. 
When  foi-  one  moment  we  consider  the  condition  of  our  Evan- 
gelistic work  during  tlie  last  \ear,  with  Rev.  Dr.  Aloore's  time 
engrossed  in  the  GirPs  School;  with  Rev.  Schneder  not  suffi- 
cientl}'  recovered  to  take  his  wonted  part  in  this  work;  with 
Re\'.  Miller  not  yet  sulficienth  familiar  with  the  langiuige; 
with  our  out-posts  left  to  the  cai'e  of  native  Exangelists  as  yet 
with  limited  experience  in  their  work,  the  wonder  is  that  the 
shortage  is  not  much  greatei'.  The  decrease  in  contilbutions 
may  be  accounted  for,  at  least  in  part,  by  the  decrease  in  the 
value  of  the  [apanese  ^'en,  \\  hich  is  now  worth  only  about 
fifty  cents,  \^■hereas  our  report  is  in  goUl.  The\  ma\'  ha\e 
contributed  nearh'  as  man\'  ^'en  as  the\-  did  the  \  ear  before,  but 
their  value  will  be  much  less  in  gokl. 

A  considerable  number  of  nanies  ha\e  been  erased  from  the 
congregational  lists  in  \  iew  of  the  alienation  of  man\-.  caused  h\ 
the  political  agitations,  and  violent  opposition  of  the  Buddhists. 
It  has  been  a  year  of  sifting.  Hut  while  the  number  of  dismis- 
sals and  erasures  was  I2_|.,  and  deaths  31,  (the  dismissals  are  not 
to  be  counted  as  defections),  yet  the  net  increase  of  members  is 
greatei"  this  year  than  the  one  preceeding.  The  number  re- 
cei\-etl    from    other   chuixdies    was    but    little   over    half    what    it

was  the  \-ear  before,  while  the  number  of  Baptisms  was  23^ 
against  94.  The  total  membership  is  i,c)6o  as  aj^ainst  1,842, 
probably  by  this  time  2,000.  There  were  five  graduates  from 
the  Theological  department  of  the  Tohoku  Gakuin,  thus  in- 
creasing the  number  of  native  workers. 

The  necessity  of  an  early  leintorccnient  of  our  workers  in 
both  the  Teaching  and  Evangelistic  departments  was  appai'ent 
to  the  Board.  The  wisdom  of  enabling  them  to  acquire  the 
language  before  the  necessity  for  their  services  became  imme- 
diately imperative  was  also  clear.  When,  therefore,  the 
Christian  Endeavor  Societies  of  our  Church  proposed  to  sup- 
port a  new  Missionary  to  Japan  upon  the  sole  condition  that  he 
be  called  the  '■'Christian  Endeavor  Missionary',"  thus  providing 
for  the  support  of  one,  the  Board  felt  warranted,  besides  ap- 
pointing Rev.  S.  S.  Snyder,  of  Columbiana,  Ohio,  as  the 
"Christian  Endeavor  Tslissionary,''  to  apuoint  a  second,  Mr. 
Christopher  Noss,  of  Silver  Run,  Maryland,  who,  after  taking 
a  post-graduate  course  of  one  year  in  the  University  of  J3erlin, 
Germany,  will  proceed  to  his  field  of  labor  in  Japan. 

Verily  has  God  blessed  our  work.  We  look  forward  to  the 
coming  year  with  bright  hopes  and  expectations.  Rev.  Dr. 
Moore  will  be  released  from  the  Girl's  School  bv  the  arrival  of 
Miss  Zurfluh,  and  will  ha  enabled  to  devote  hin.iself  to  his 
proper  Evangelistic  work.  Rev.  vSnvder  will  lend  a  helping 
hand  to  the  extant  that  his  want  of  accjuaintance  with  the  lan- 
guage will  allow,  and  when  after  another  vear  Mr.  Christopher 
Noss,  now  under  appointment,  shall  take  his  place  in  the  field, 
the  Board  anticipates  a  forward  mo\ement  in  our  work,  such  as 
it  has  not  been  in  its  power  hitherto  to  effect. 

The  question  of  the. effective  prosecution  of  our  work  awaits 
its  solution,  not  so  much  in  Japan  as  here  at  home.  Will  the 
home  Church  fmnish  the  means  for  the  realization  of  our 
hopes?  We  look  to  \ou  belo\ed  Brethren,  for  the  answer. 
For  after  all,  success  largely  depends  upon  our  Pastors. 

The  self-denial  effort  to  reliexe  the  Board  of  its  embarassing 
indebtedness  was  but  a  partial  success,  furnishing  but  little  over 
half  the  needed  sum.      But   that   was  a  great    help.      The   meas- 
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lire  was  new  to  our  Church,  and  comnianded  the  cooperation 
of  but  a  portion  of  our  coni^rcj^-ations.  In  view  of  the  pressing- 
necessities  now  weighing  upon  the  Board  of  providing  com- 
fortable residences  for  Rev.  Dr.  Moore  and  Re\-.  Snyder,  and 
in  another  year  for  Brother  Noss,  we  most  respectfully  ask  your 
Reverend  body  to  designate  tlie  approaching  Lenton  season,  or 
such  other  time  as  ma}-  be  deemed  befitting,  as  a  time  for 
SPECIAL  self-denial  offerings  to  m.eet  the  emergency.  We  need 
at  least  some  $8,000  for  the  three  houses  and  necessary  grounds, 
over  and  above  the  sum  designated  bv  General  Synod  for  cur- 
rent expenses. 

We  also  respectfull}-  urge  youi-  Synod  to  take  such  action  as 
will  move  the  Church  to  respond  promptly  and  favorably  to  the 
action  of  General  Synod  in  this  sacred  interest. 

Brethren  in  the  Lord,  you  have  laid    the    Lord's    work    upon 
us.      Our  haiuls  are  to  the  plow,  and    we   pray    that     we    be   not 
compelled  to  turn  back  for  tlie  want  of  means.

ARTICLE  XIW 

KDl'CA'IION. 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wichita  University. 
Fathers  and  Brethren : 

The  past  year  has  been  one  oi  trials  and  ditticulties,  and  like- 
wise disappointments  for  this  Institution.  We  were  (.Usappoiiited 
in  the  lease  to  Prof.  A.  S.  Miller,  who  left  just  as  the  school 
was  to  open.  Rev.  S.  A.Alt  took  charge  of  the  Institution  and 
directed  its  affairs  during  the  past  year,  assuming  all  the  ex- 
penses which  might  be  incurred,  but  as  he  was  Pastor  of  a 
neighboring  charge  which  required  his  absence  always  on  Sun- 
days, he  could  do  justice  neither  to  himself  nor  to  the  Institution. 
The  school  howe\er,  came  to  a  close  in  the  spring,  somewhat 
earlier  than  usual,  and  graduates  passed   out. 

During  the  latter  part  of  November  1893,  the  suit  of  the  Uni- 
\ersit^'  against  Henry  v'^chweiter  et  al.  came  to  trial  in  the  Dis- 
trict Couit  of  Sedgwich  County,  Kansas.  At  the  end  of  two 
(lavs  the  hearing  of  testimony  closed,  and  the  next  morning  the 
judge  being  sick,  the  jnry  was  excused,  and  sent  home  until  the 
following  week,  when  the  arguments  b}-  the  attorneys  w  eie 
made.  This  delay  we  lieliex  e  to  have  been  disadvantageous  to 
our  case.  The  jurvmen  may  have  had  forgotten  much  of  the 
testimonv,  and  as  none  of  the  evidence  was  read  to  the  jur\'  h\ 
the  court  stenographer,  when  the  jury  appeared  the  second 
week,  their  deliberations   may    not    have   been    as   clear  as   they 
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might  h:t\t'  liecn  without  such  (iela\-  in  the  trial.  Then,  it  is 
also  believed,  that  a  certain  prejuchce  exists  in  the  minds  of 
many  in  and  around  Wichita  against  contracts  made  during  tlie 
time  of  the  boom.  Our  claim  was  about  $14,500,  with  interest 
from  the  time  the  building  was  completed.  The  jury  alloweil 
us  a  judgment  of  $4,555.15.  About  two-thirds  of  this  amount 
has  been  paid  into  our  treasury. 

But  now  an  unexpected  difficulty  arose.  Mr.  L.  D.  Skinner, 
President  of  the  vState  National  Bank  of  Wichita,  a  member  of 
our  Board,  was  also  our  Treasurer,  and  kept  our  funds  deposited 
in  said  bank  if  we  had  any  funds  on  hantl.  Tust  after  he  had 
received  part  of  the  above  jutlgment  money,  and  while  he  had 
more  than  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  of  our  funds  in  his  hands, 
the  bank  suspended  and  our  funds  were  tied  up.  What  we  may 
realize  out  of  this  misfortune  cannot  be  estimated. 

As  was  previously  reported  to  this  Synod,  many  of  the  loans 
made  in  Wichita,  turned  out  to  be  poor  investments  for  our  en- 
dowment fund.  Foreclosures,  paying  of  costs  and  taxes,  and 
being  obliged  to  take  in  the  properties  at  sheriff's  sale  was  the 
result  in  many  cases.  These  properties  do  not  bring  us  any  in- 
come worth  mentioning.  We  had  intended  to  furnish  the 
Synod  with  a  schedule  of  assets  and  liabilities,  but  as  the  Finance 
Committee  failed  to  furnish  the  proper  data,  we  are  not  able  to 
report  on  this  point. 

On  account  of  the  above  mentioned  financial  difficulties,  the 
Board  at  its  Annual  Meeting,  resoKed  to  close  Wichita  Univer- 
sity for  a  vear,  so  as  not  to  incur  an\-  furt'.ier  liabilities,  and  also 
to  challenge  the  Church  at  large  for  needed  help.  At  a  later 
meeting  of  the  Board,  the  j^roj^ertv  was  leased  to  Rev.  A.  vS. 
Vaughan,  D.  D.,  of  Stevenson,  Jackson  County,  Alabama,  who 
has  since  opened  a  school  in  the  buildings.  The  buildings  have 
been  cleaned  and  lepaired,  so  that  they  are  presumably  in  good 
condition  at  present.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Beneficiary  Education, 
To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

Dear  Brethren: — One  year  ago  this  Board  had  hut  one 
Beneficiary  student  under  its  care,  and  who  received  aid,  viz: 
John  H.  Kamm,  of  Wichita  Classis,  a  student  in  Wichita  Uni- 
versity. The  Board  had  three  reu^uhu-  meetings  during  the 
year.  Mr.  John  B.  Bloom,  a  student  in  Cornell  College,  Mt. 
Vernon,  Iowa,  applied  to  this  Board  for  aid.  He  is  under  the 
care  of  Iowa  Classis  and  came  recommended  hv  that  Classis, 
He  furnished  the  usual  bond  required  by  this  Synod,  whereupon 
the  Board  enrolled  him  with  $100  appropriation,  commencing 
Jaiuiarv   i,  1894. 

The  ]>oard  finding  that  it  had  more  students  than  its  income 
justified,  a])plied  to  the  J^oard  of  Ohio  Synod,  requesting  that 
J3oard  to  take  John  H.  Kamm,  who  was  ready  to  enter  our  In- 
stitutions at  Titfin.  The  request  received  favorable  action.  Mr. 
Kamm  has  since  applied  to  this  Board  for  privilege  to  follow 
secular  employment  for  a  year,  to  earn  funds  to  assist  him  in  his 
school  work.  This  privilige,  the  Board,  under  the  circumstances 
granted. 

Mr.  Ed  Stuebi,  of  Kansas  Classis,  and  being  recommended 
by  that  Classis  was  received  under  the  care  of  this  Board  with 
an  appropriation  of  $40  beginning  with  this  school  vear.  He 
is  a  student  in  the  Mission  House  at  Franklin,  Wisconsin. 

The  Board  again  asks  Svnod  to  apportion  5  cents  ])er  mem- 
ber for  this  worthy  cause  and  we  earnestl\-  ask  that  it  be  paid  in 
full  by  all  the  charges.  The  Report  of  the  Treasiu'er  is  here- 
with submitted  to  Synod.

There  came  to  our  hands  tlie  Report  of  the  lioaid  of  Jjciie- 
Hciary  Education,  fioni  w  Inch  we  learn  that  the  Board  has  two 
students  luider  its  caie.  Other  woithy  \  oun<^  men  have  applied, 
but  the  J>oard  was  ohlij^ed  U)  refuse  them  aid  on  account  of  lack 
of  funds.  We  commend  the  cause  to  the  Churches,  and  recom- 
mend tile  apportionment  of  5  cents  per  memher  for  Beneficiary 
Education. 

The  Repoit  of  the  13oard  of  Trustees  of  Wichita  University 
also  caine  in  the  hands  of  v<Hn'  Committee.  The  finances  and 
other  interests  of  the  I  ni\ersity,  seem  to  he  in  a  critical  condi- 
tion, as  we  learn  from  the  Repfjrt  of  the  Board  and  froni  state- 
ments made  on  the  fioor  of  Synod  duriiif;^  these  sessions.  We 
however  rejoice  to  know  tliat  anothei'  effort  is  to  he  made,  look- 
in<^  forv\ai'd  to  its  ievi\al,  undei'  the  management  of  Dr. 
\^au<^han. 

An  o\eilLne  01  ij^inatin<^  from  Re\'.  il.  S.  (jekeler  and  Prof. 
Matlies  was  referred  to  your  Committee,  having  reference  to 
the  College  of  St.  Joseph.  This  Institution  has  lately  come 
under  the  management  of  Prof.  Mathes;  has  some  50  students 
enrolled;  a  prospective  income  from  tuitions  of  nearly  $4,000 
for  this  year;  is  the  only  Protestaiit  Institution  in  a  citv  of  sixty 
thousand  people,  who  are  giving  it  substantial  encouragement. 
Its  prospects  seem  to  Ije  bright.  The  jDresent  management 
tenders  the  College  of  St.  Joseph  to  tliis  Synod.  But  it  does 
not  seem  to  your  Committee  that  this  Synod  should  at  this  time, 
assume  anv  financial  obligations  on  account  of  this  Institution. 
However,  we  recommend  the  following  action  in  order  that  tlie 
Institution  may  be  incorprd  ated  utider  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Missouri. 

Resolved;  That  we  con^iinend  the  College  of  St. Joseph  to  the 
Churches  of  the  Synod.

Immediately  after  the  opening  of  Synod,  Friday  afternoon 
had  been  fixed  as  the  time  to  consider  the  Educational  interests 
of  the  Synod.  Rev.  Love  addressed  the  Synod,  and  made  a 
statement  of  a  proposition  which  Elder  J.  \V.  Keefer  desires  to 
make.  Elder  Keefer  then  stated  that  he  had  a  large  interest  in  a 
property,  consisting  of  iS  lots  and  a  large  house  located  near 
Parkeville,  Missouri,  which  he  desires  to  contribute  to  purposes 
of  a  Theological  Scliool  of  our  Church. 

This  matter  was  referred  to  a  Special  Committee  consisting 
of  Revs.  D.  B.  Shuey,  J.  W.  Love,  Geo.  P.  Hartzell  and  Elders 
H.  C,  Lower  and  J.  Sonnedecker.  This  Committee  is  to  report 
before  the  close  of  vSynod,  some  definite  plan  of  action  in  the 
matter. 

This  Committee  afteiwards  reportetl  the  following  action 
which  was  adopted. 

Whereas,  Elder  J.  VV.  Keefer  has  generousl}-  offered  to  dcj- 
nate  eighteen  lots  situated  at  Parkeville,  Jackson  County,  Mis- 
souri, on  which  there  is  a  large  commodious  house.  The  said 
propertv  to  be  used  for  a  Theological  Training  .School,  the  con- 
tlition  of  making  said  donation  being  that  such  school  be  estab- 
lished and  maintained  by  this  Synod,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  we  will  be  ready  gratefully  to  accept  this  do- 
nation and  complv  with  the  condition  as  soon  as  funds  are  at 
hand  to  support  at  least  two  Professors,  and  that  in  the  mean-

We  trust  that  your  action  will  be  such  as  to 
give  a  general  advance  step  to  Sunday  School  cause  in  our 
jurisdiction.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools. 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Sunday  Schools  failed  to  make 
an  Official  Report  to  this  session   of  .Synod.     This  is  a   fact  to 
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be  regretted,  ;is  it  seems  to  indicate  an  indifference  on  the  part 
of  those  who  represent  the  vSunday  vSchool  interests  of  the 
Synod. 

This  Committee  has  failed  to  receive  Statistical  Reports  fi'om 
all  the  Classes  of  this  Synod,  hence  is  unable  to  give  a  com- 
plete Statistical  table  of  the  Sunda}'  Schools  of  the  Synod. 

The  following  communication  from  the  General  Synod's  vSun- 
day School  Secretary  was  received  to  be  j^resented  before  this 
body : 

To  the  Interior  Synod,  of  the  Refornied  Church  in  the  United  States. 

Brethren: — In  behalf  of  the  Simday  .School  Board  of  the 
General  Svnod,  we  beg  leave  to  submit  a  brief  Report  to  your 
Reverend  body. 

The  Sunday  School  Secretary,  Re\-.  Rufus  VV.  Miller,  en- 
tered upon  his  labors  January  i,  1S94,  and  since  then  the  work 
has  been  moving  forward  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  It  is  cause 
for  Thanksgiving  to  God  to  be  able  to  state  that  Pastors, 
Churches  and  Schools,  and  the  several  Classes  have  heartily  co- 
operated in  the  work  as  outlined  by  the  Board.  This  is  evi- 
denced by  the  fact,  that  Children's  Day  was  observed  by  nearly 
all  of  our  Schools  this  year,  the  Services,  "Gather  Them  In," 
issued  by  the  Board,  being  used  by  most  of  them.  About  78,- 
000  copies  of  the  Services  were  sent  out,  and  6,500  Collection 
Envelopes.  The  generous  offerings  of  the  Schools  have  placed 
the  finances  of  the  Board  in  a  sound  condition.  A  total  of  $4,- 
200,  has  been  received  to  date. 

The  Board  finds  that  its  work  naturally  divides  into  four  de- 
partments, each  and  all  of  which,  directly  pertain  to  the  extension, 
efficiency  and  improvement  of  our  Sunday  Schools,  viz.:  The 
Department  of  Statistics;  the  Department  of  Missionary  and 
vSunday  School  work;  the  Department  of  Instruction  and  the 
Department  of  Publication. 

As  reliable  information  is  the  basis  of  intelligent  action,  the 
General  Board  in  order  to  secure  full  and  complete  Statistics, has 
prepared  a  Statistical  Sunday  School  blank,  and  it  proposes  their 


voluntarv  use  by  Pastors  aiul  Cliarj^cs,  until  such  time  as  (ieu- 
eral  Synod  may  arrange  for  fuller  Sunday  School  Statistics. 

Work  has  begun  in  the  oigani/ation  of  Mission  Sunda\' 
Schools.  We  are  happ)'  to  rej^jort  that  the  Board  has  aided  in 
the  establishment  of  ten  Schools  in  the  last  eight  months;  four 
of  which  were  organized  directl\-  throug!-i  the  Secretar\'  and  the 
Brotherhood  Sunday  School  Missionar\'.  In  addition,  se\eral 
other  Mission  Schools  have  been  aided  in  \  aiious  other  wa\s, 
and  a  general  movement  iias  been  inaugurated  to  increase  our 
Sunday  School  ^lembership;  a  marked  increase  is  already  no- 
ticeable in  the  Statistical  Reports  from  the  Classes. 

A  new  Department  of  Editorial  and  Contributed  Ailicles  has 
been  added  to  "The  Heidelberg  Teacher,"  and  other  improve- 
ments to  our  Lesson  Helps  will  be  made,  so  far  as  it  is  possible. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  feels  grateful  for  the  kind  co- 
operation of  the  Synodical  ^Sunday  School  Boards  and  of  the 
Pastors  and  Sunday  School  workers  generally  in  the  inception 
of  the  general  work.  We  desire  to  assure  your  Reverend  body 
of  our  purpose  to  carry  forward  the  Sunday  School  work  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  recognized  ecclesiastical  authorities  of  our 
Church  and  especialh-  with  due  regard  to  the  fact  that  the 
Pastor  is  the  Pastor  of  the  Sunday  vSchool,  and  as  such,  its 
proper  head.  For  this  reason  the  Board  also  feels  that  it  would 
be  well  for  the  respectixe  Classes  to  have  a  permanent  Classical 
Committee  on  Sunday  School  work;  through  which  the  Synod- 
ical and  General  Sunday  School  Boards  can  co-operate,  and 
which  will  care  for  the  (ieneral  .Sunday  School  work  of  the 
Classes  as  well  as  conserve  the  rights  of  the  Classis. 

The  outlook  is  bright.  We  confidently  expect  the  continuetl 
co-operation  of  the  Church,  and  believing  that  the  blessing  of 
God  is  upon  the  work,  we  are  sure  our  beloved  Reformed 
Church   is  entering   upon   a  new  era  of  Sunday  School  activity. 

We  respectfully  present  for  your  faxorable  consideration,  the 
following  action  of  the  General  vSyuocTs  Suntlay  School  Board, 
taken  at  its  Annual  Meeting,  Christ  Reformed  Church,  Altoona, 
Pennsyhania,  June  27,  i^*)!:

A  letter  was  read  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Synod  of  the  Interior  from  the  President  of  the  Woman's  Com- 
mittee of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  General  Synod, 
stating  that  the  women  of  the  Church  have  assumed  as  their 
Foreign  Mission  work,  the  entire  support  of  the  Girl's  School 
at  Sendia,  Japan,  and  asking  that  this  Society  raise  $100  to- 
wards its  support,  and  that  each  local  Society  take  measures  for 
a  more  general  circulation  of  the  Woman's  Journal. 

The  Society  decided  to  give  $100  to  Foreign  Mission  work. 
Of  this  amount,  $50  for  Miss  Hollowell,  $25  for  the  Children's 
Home  in  Japan,  and  $25  for  the  support  of  the  Girl's  School  at 
Sendia,  Japan.  The  Society  also  decided  to  give  $200  to  Home 
Mission  work.  And  they  also  urge  that  each  local  Society  ap- 
point some  member  of  their  Society  to  solicit  subscribers  for  the 
Woman's  Tournal  in  their  Societies  and  Congregations. 

The  follov\ing  resolutions  were  reported  and  adopted: 
Whereas,  The  distance  of  travel  is  so  great  in  attending  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Synodical  Missionary  Society, 
and  the  cost  thereof  too  great  for  the  means  of  most  of  our  del- 
egates to  bear  alone,  and  as  it  is  necessary  that  the  Officers  of 
the  Society  be  present  at  the  opening  of   the   Annual    Meeting, 
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thus  subjecting  them  to  additional  expense  each  year,  tiierefore, 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  one-half  the  actual  traveling  ex- 
penses of  the  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  be  paid  by  the 
Treasurer  of  this  Society  in  attending  the  Annual  Meeting.

Society. 

Resolved,  That  each  Missionary  Society  be  requested  to  send 
at  least  one  delegate  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  this  Society,  and 
that  one-half  if  not  all  the  cost  of  attending  be  provided  by  such 
Society. 

Resolved,  That  the  Classical  Societies  be  recjuested  to  send  a 
complete  copy  of  their  Minutes  to  this  Society  at  each  Annual 
Meeting  for  review,  this  copy  containing  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Treasurer  of  each  S<^cietv.

STATE    OF    RELIGION. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  and  Statistics. 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren: — In  the  name  of  the 
Father,  Son  and  Holy  Ghost.      Amen. 

In  presenting  this  Ninth  Annual  Report  on  the  State  of  Re- 
li^rion  within  the  territory  of  this  Synod  relating  to  the  practical 
efficiency  of  our  peculiar  Reformed  Church  life  among  the  peo- 
ple we  serve  in  the  Lord,  we  feel  first  of  all,  oyr  gratitude  to 
Almighty  God  for  the  many  and  rich  spiritual  blessings  be- 
stowed upon  us  and  our  work,  and  for  the  wonderful  manifes- 
tations of  His  divine  love  for  us. 

Ao-ain  it  is  our  blessed  privilege  to  greet  each  other  once 
more  in  the  Annual  Sessions  of  this  body.  The  year  just  closed 
has  been  one  of  peculiar  conditions,  with  corresponding  and 
withal,  profitable  lessons.  The  opening  year  will  bring  forth 
its  own  advantages  and  disadvantages  for  our  work. 

The  reports  from  the  Classes  give  a  faithful  resume  of  the 
work  done  for  the  kingdom  of  Christ.  It  seems  to  us  that  there 
is  a  marked  emphasis  of  spiritual  growth  and  efficiency  indi- 
cated in  all  the  reports.  Surely  our  Lord  has  verified  unto  us 
in  our  work  '  with  true  effect  His  blessetl  promise,  "Lo,  I  am 
with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world." 

The  Sacraments  have  been  duly  and  regularly  administered, 
the  people  enjoying  the  outflowing  blessings  promised  of  God 
in  then-  use. 

Catechization,- family  visitation,  and  other  special  phases  of 
Christian  life  and  work  have  been  attended  to  in  a  faithful  man- 
ner, with  corresponding  results  in  which  we  now  rejoice. 
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The  Sunday  School  work  has  ceitaiiilv  improved  as  statistics 
show.  The  work  is  growing'  on  our  hands.  New  lines  of  effi- 
ciency are  developing  and  engaging  the  activity  of  the  Church 
life. 

The  reports  bear  the  impress  of  an  etticient  and  diligent  min- 
istry in  this  work  of  the  Lord  in  our  midst.  There  are  still 
greater  things  to  be  acccomplished  than  in  the  past,  for  the 
Reforined  Church  in  the  United  States,  our  Svnodical  territory 
and  the  open  gateways  therein,  constitute  the  most  promising 
vantage  ground  compared  with  that  of  the  other  Synods.  It  be- 
hoves us  to  press  onward  and  not  falter  in  tleclaring  the  birth  of 
Christ's  gospel  to  a  dying  world.  We  are  not  ashamed  of  the 
gospel  of  Christ  as  we  understand  it. 

Two  new  Churches  have  been  completed  and  dedicated  to  the 
Lord,  free  of  incumbrance.  One  new  congregation  has  been 
organized.  Old  Churches  have  been  repaired  and  otherwise 
beautified. 

R.  L.  C.  E.  have  been  organi/.etl,  as  well  as  the  older  ')rgan- 
izations  comparatively  well  sustained.  The  use  of  our  own 
Sunday  School  Lesson  Helps  prevails.  The  subscription  list 
of  our  Church  papers  has  increased  from  668  copies  reported  last 
year,,  to  1053  copies  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Classes. 
While  the  benevolent  contributions  have  dropped  $655.11  less 
than  last  year,  the  congregational  expenses  received  an  increase 
of  contributions  of  $5,644.30  over  last  year.  From  these 
figures  we  learn  that  notwithstanding  the  depressed  financial 
condition  of  the  times,  some  considerable  material  progress  has 
been  made  during  the  year. 

It  is  with  sadness,  yet  with  deepest  Christian  sympathy  we 
record  the  death  of  Mrs.  T.  F.  Stauffer,  the  efficient  helpmate 
of  the  Missionary  at  Lincoln,  Nebraska;  Rev.  O.  E.  Lake,  of 
Holton,  Kansas,'  pastor  of  the  Holton  Mission,  and  the  beloved 
daughter  of  Rev.  J.  C.  Beade,  pastor  of  the  Mission  at  Wilton, 
Iowa,  also  Carl  Shuey,  son  of  Supt.  D.  B.  Shuey,  of  Em- 
poria, Kansas.  These  have  been  called  from  their  labors  to 
that  eternal  rest  prepared  for  the:.":  by  Him  who  said  to  His  dis- 
ciples, 'T  go  to  prepare  a  place  for  you."      These  bereaved  fam- 
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ilics  we  conmiL'iul  to  (jod,  who  alone   I)iiRletli    up   the   wounded 
hearts. 

And  now,  brethren,  what  more  can  we  sav  to  your  Surely 
God  has  blessed  us  abundantly,  yea,  more  than  we  deserve.  Let 
us  enter  upon  the  now  beginning-  year  with  earnest  zeal  and 
prayerfulness.  Many  changes  will  be  rung  in  upon  us  ere  we 
meet  again,  but  in  the  end,  our  laboi"s  done,  we  will  find  our 
lo\etl  ones  gone  before. 

Grace  be  unto  to  >(>u,  and  peace,  from  Him  which  is,  antl 
which  was,  and  which  is  to  come;  and  from  the  Seven  Spirits 
which  are  before  His  throne;  antl  from  Jesus  Christ,  who  is 
the  faithful  witness  and  the  tirst  begotten  of  the  dead,  and  the 
Prince  of  the  kings  of  the  earth.

ARTICLE   XII. 

MISSIONS. 

Report  of  the  Board  of  the  Synod. 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

Dear  Brethren: — Your  Ijoard  is  not  unmindful  of  the  im- 
portance of  most  careful  and  faithful  management  of  our  Mis- 
sionary operations  within  the  bounds  of  this  8yno<l.  J?ut  while 
we  are  deeplv  conscious  of  the  gravity  of  the  situation  our  func- 
tions are  so  peculiarly  limited  that  we  can  share  only  in  a  veiA- 
small  degree  the  responsibility  of  the  work.  It  will  be  re- 
membered that  we  are  only  an  ad\isor3'  body  with  no  one 
especially  responsible  to  us  and  hence  seldom  any  one  to 
advise. 
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We  have,  however,  endeavored  as  far  as  possible  tokeepaneye 
upon  the  work  and  offer  such  suggestions  as  in  our  judgment 
seemed  appHcable.  The  expense  incurred  in  convening  the 
Board  apart  from  the  meetings  of  Synod  is  so  great  that  the 
members  of  the  Board  are  not  able  to  bear  it,  neither  do  we  feel 
justified  in  making  expense  for  Synod  to  bear  without  being  so 
instructed.  VVe  believe,  however,  that  much  better  work 
might  be  done  if  Synod  would  make  provision  for  the  conven- 
ing of  an  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  at  least  twice  during 
the  year  with  whom  the  Supt.  could  confer.  We  are  more  than 
ever  convinced  of  the  need  of  additional  evangelistic  work  in 
our  territory  and  we  are  upheld  in  this  by  the  concurrent  opinion 
of  eminent  men  of  the  Church  in  the  East. 

The  question  of  superintendency  is  one  that  has  caused  us  a 
great  amount  of  anxious  thought  and  prayer,  but  we  have 
finally  decided  unanimously  to  recommend  the  following: 

Whereas:  From  various  sources  of  information  as  well  as 
from  a  knowledge  of  the  imperative  necessity  of  a  more  active 
and  progressive  policy  in  the  interest  of  our  Church  work  in  the 
West  and 

Whereas:  It  is  our  solemn  conviction  that  the  time  is  at  hand 
when  a  change  in  our  plans  be  made.      Therefore, 

Resolved:  That  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  Missions  in 
the  bounds  of  the  Synod  of  the  Interior  be  discontinued,  as 
such,  and  that  the  duties  of  said  superintendency  be  performed 
by  the  General  Superintendent  and  the  Executive  Committee  of 
this  Board,  the  actual  expenses  only  of  this  Committee  to  be  paid 
by  the  General  Board. 

Resolved:  That  the  General  Board  be  overtured  to  commis- 
sion one  or  more  Synodical  Evangelists  to  labor  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  General  Superintendent  and  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  this  Synod,  and  whose  duties  shall  be  to 
go  into  places  where  there  is  apparent  need  and  room  for  addi- 
tional Church  work,  conduct  gospel  services,  gather  available 
material  into  organizations,  care  for  the  same  till  other  provision 
can  be  made  for  them,  and  also  to  assist  pastors  in  such  work 
where  it  is  desired. 
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Tipton,  Iowa,  makes  a  request  for  financial  aid  and  we 
recommend  the  same  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Gen- 
eral Board. 

We  recommend  that  the  sums  asked  by  the  General  Board 
for  Home  Missions,  Hunj^arian  Missions,  and  Church  Exten- 
sion be  apportioned  upon  the   several  Classes. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  this  J^oard  has  been  audited 
and  found  correct  and  it  is  herewith  submitted  as  a  part  of  this 
report. 

For  a  brief  account  of  the  condition  of  the  several  Missions 
within  our  territory  we  refer  you  to  the  report  of  Supt.  Shuey, 
which  has  been  received  and  approved  and  is  submitted  as  a  part 
Tf  this  report. 

It  is  with  a  sense  of  sorrow  that  this  board  has  learned  of  the 
recent  and  unexpected  affliction  that  has  befallen  our  esteemed 
Superintendent  of  Missions,  the  Rev.  D.  1^.  vShuey,  in  the 
death  of  his  little  son.  In  view  of  this  dispensation  of  Divine 
Providence  we  extend  to  him  and  his  family  our  kindliest  feel- 
injj^s  of  Christian  sympathy  in  this  hour  of  their  sad  bereave 
ment,  praying  that  they  may  realize  that  God  even  in  His 
afflictive  providence  "Doeth  all  thin<i^s    well."

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions. 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

Dear  Brethren: — There  have  been  29  Missions  in  the 
bounds  of  this  Svnod,  under  the  care  of  the  General  Board,  dur- 
ing the  past  year. 

The  Abilene  Mission  has  had  a  trying  time.  Failure  of 
crops  induced  many  of  the  members  to  mo\e  to  other  places, 
for  a  time  at  least,  and  the  Mission  lost  in  this  way  some  30 
members.  Nevertheless  the  memljership  is  well  kept  up  and 
the  Church  building  has  been  handsomely  repaired.  The  Mis- 
sion will  become  vacant  December  1st  on  accoinit  of  the  resitr. 
nation  of  the  Missionar\  ,  Rc\  ,  A.  S.  Dechaut. 


Altamont  is  undertaking  to  make  much  needed  repairs  to  its 
Church  building.  The  Shelby  county  interest  should  be  con- 
stituted a  separate  Mission  for  efficient  work. 

Anna  has  been  vacant  since  April  ist  and  should  have  a  min- 
ister without  delay. 

Astoria  is  making  slow  but  sure  progress.  They  repaired 
the  Astoria  Church  building. 

Cheney  has  now  a  resident  pastor  and  is  making  steady 
progress. 

Chicago  is  making  every  effort  to  begin  the  erection  of  their 
much  needed  Chapel  on  the  lots  purchased  by  the  General 
Board.  The  Synod  of  the  Interior  has  not  contributed  to  this 
worthy  object  what  was  expected.  The  amount  asked,  $200, 
is  a  small  sum  and  should  have  been  contributed  promptly. 

Columbus  Junction  is  making  excellent  progress  and  will 
soon  be  self  supporting. 

Denver  has  had  many  difficulties  and  the  German-English 
work  there  has  proved  a  failure.  Missionary  Winter  has  re- 
sio-ned  the  field  and  the  Board  has  arranged  to  organize  an  Eng- 
lish Mission. 

Edinburg  has  done  a  good  work,  in  erecting  a  fine  Church 
building  which  was  dedicated  last  winter,  free  of  debt.  A 
Sundav  School  was  organized  the  following  Sunday  and  the 
prospects  for  growth  are  good. 

Fairvievv  became  self-supporting  April  1st.  They  are  doing 
an  excellent   work. 

Hiawatha  has  labored  under  discouraging  circumstances.  A 
number  of  its  prominent  members  were  removed  by  death. 
Rev.  Novinger  resigned  but  Rev.  F.  H.  Fisher  has  taken  up 
the  work,  and  we  hope  the  Mission  will  prosper  better. 

Holton  lost  its  Missionary  in  the  death  of  Rev.  O.  E.  Lake 
and  they  were  without  services  for  some  months.  Rev.  S.  A. 
Alt  took  charge  of  the  Mission  Sept.  1. 

Imogene  did  a  good  thing  in  moving  their  church  building 
into  town,  it  having  previously  had  the  unfortunate  location  of 
being  three  quarters  of  a  mile  out  of  town. 


lola    is    m ak in j^  steady    proi^rcss  and  is  in  a  hcallh\-  condilicMi. 

Kansas  Citv  has  taken  action  in  seeking  a  better  location  for 
its  Mission.  They  have  sold  j^their  resilience  and  lot  of  23^ 
feet  front  for  $2,000  and  purchased  a  lot  of  50  feel  front  in  a 
ir.ore  desirable  location,  for  $4,000.  This  lot  contains  two 
buildings  and  the  rents  received  pay  the  interests  on  the  invest- 
ments. 

Leighton  organized  a  new  congregation  and  elected  a  new 
church  building,  thus  strengthening  the  charge. 

Lincoln  is  looking  toward  securing  a  better  house  of  worship. 

Lisbon  has  had  a  change  of  pastors,  Rev.  D.  M.  Jones  re- 
signing and  Rev.  Louis  P.  Krome  becomnig  the  pastor. 

Lyons  suffered  greatly  by  being  vacant  most  of  the  year. 
Licentiate  Geo.  F.  Mathes  has  now  taken  charge  of  the  Mission. 

Macjuoketa  is  preparing  to  organize  a  congregation  in  town 
and  the  General  Board  has  appropriated  $500  towards  the  pur- 
chase of  a  lot  for  their  Mission. 

Sioux  City  has  made  but  little  progress  and  the  pastoi'.  Rev. 
P.  E.  Zartman,  resigned  and  Rev.  D.  A.  Winter  will  take  charge 
of  the  work   now. 

Stonington  has  securetl  for  itself  the  whole  title  of  their  par- 
sonage of  which  they  had  been  but  half  owners.  Their  work 
is  making  good  progress. 

St.  Joseph  has  probably  not  made  the  jirogress  that  was 
looked  for,  but  the  pastor  was  overloaded  with  work  by  being 
the  editor  and  manager  of  the  Reformed  Church  Herald. 

V\'ichita  has  repaired  its  church  budding  and  introduced  elec- 
tric lights  which  were  much  needed  improvements. 

Wilton  Junction  feels  the  need  of  a  better  location  for  its 
church  building,  it  being  now  at  the  extreme  west  end  of  town. 
We  hope  they  may  be  able  to  remove  their  church  building  to  a 
more  central  place. 

Emporia,  Otis  and  Ransom  have  been  supplied  by  the  Super- 
intendent. Otis  is  declining  while  the  other  two  arfc  growing. 
A  Sunday  School  was  organized  at  Ransom  and  a  Ladies'  Aid 
Society  at  Emporia. 
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Zion,  Nebraska  was  enrolled  by  the  Board  last  April  and  the 
Superintendent  supplied  it  since,  A  new  church  building  was 
erected  which  was  dedicated  in  September  with  all  debts  paid 
and  money  left  towards  a  new  parsonage.  It  is  supplied  now 
by  Revs,  Kuhn  and  Greenwald  until  we  secure  a  regular  pastor. 

During  the  year  the  Superintendent  investigated  the  following 
places  with  a  view  of  establishing  new  Missions,  as  soon  as  the 
Board  is  able  to  do  so,  viz:  Denver,  Colorado  Springs,  and  Pue- 
blo, in  Colorado,  Omaha,  in  Nebraska,  Des  Moines,  in  Iowa,  St. 
Louis,  in  Missouri,  Springfield  and  Shelby,  in    Illinois. 

Death  has  invaded  the  home  of  the  Superintendent  and  his 
family  and  just  the  day  before  the  meeting  of  this  Synod  we 
carried  to  "God's  Acre''  the  remains  of  eight  year  old  Carl, 
who  died  of  membraneous  croup.  When  the  Superintendent 
started  on  Saturdav  for  his  Sundav  appointments,  Carl  was 
running  around  full  of  life  and  on  Monday  on  the  Supcni'i.tend- 
ent's  return  home,  instead  of  meeting  the  children  a  block  or 
two  away  from  the  house  as  usual,  he  found  crepe  on  the  door, 
notifying  him  that  one  of  his  children  had  been  taken,  antl  vet 
he  could  not  imagine  which  one  it  might  be. 

The  Lord's  way»  are  indeed  mvsterious,  but  blessed  be  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  who  doeth  all  things  well.

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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Missions. 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

Dear  Brethren: — Your  Comn-iittee  on  Missions  would 
offer  the  following  as  their  report: 

The  reports  of  the  General  Superintendent,  of  this  Synod's  Sup- 
erintendent, and  of  our  Board  referred  to  us,  show  that,  not- 
withstanding the  severe  monetary  stringency  of  the  times,  the 
Mission  work  of  the  church  is  being  carried  forward  with  in- 
creased activity   and  success. 

The  importance  of  this  cause  in  denominational  development 
and  in  soul-saving  is  so  generally  admitted  as  not  to  call  for  any 
restatement  of  its  claim  upon  the  benevolence  of  our  people. 
We  therefore  confine  ourselves  to  a  few  recommendations  in  the 
way  of  carrying  our  convictions  into  practical  effect.  We  re- 
commend 

1.  That  all  apportionments  upon  our  Classes,  suggested  by 
our  own,  and  the  General  Synod's  Board,  be  accepted. 

2.  That  Synod  proceed  as  usual  to  nominate  one  or  more 
candidates  for  Synodical  Superintendent. 

3.  That  the  Board  be  authorized  to  appoint  an  Executive 
Committee  to  meet  once  or  twice  between  meetings  of  Synod 
to  consider  and  act  upon  questions  requiring  immediate  attention, 
and  the  traveling  expenses  of  such  meeting  or  meetings  be  paid 
out  of  the  Missionarv  funds  of  the  Synod. 

4.  That  we  are  rejoiced  to  find  many  of  our  people  have 
made  special  self-denial  offerings  during  the  lenten  season  of 
last  year,  and  we  commend  the  making  of  such  offerings  durino- 
the  same  season  of  each  church  year,  to  be  divided  between 
Home  and  Foreign  Missions. 

5.  That  our  Classes  urge  upon  Pastors,  Consistories  and 
Missionar}^  Societies  to  secure  the  largest  circulation  possible 
for  the  Missionary  Guardian. 

6.  That  we  congratulate  our  Womans'  Missionary  Societies 
upon  their  self  sacrifice  and  devotion,  in  the  large  things  they 
are  doing  to  help  forward  our  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary 
work. 
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7-  That,  our  Sunday  Schools  and  A'ouui^  People's  Societies 
be  urged  by  Pastors  and  Consistories  to  contribute  ([uarterly  to 
aid  the  congregations  in  paying  their  Missionary  and  other  ap- 
portionments, in  connection  with  doing  their  part  towards  the 
support  of  our  Christian  Endeavor  Missionary  in  Japan. 

8.  That  we  call  attention  of  our  Classes  to  the  urgent  neces- 
sity of  seeing  that  the  Church  Extension  apportionment  be 
raised,  that  the  General  Board  may  meet  its  obligations  for 
monies  already  borrowed. 

c).  That  we  proceed  to  elect  a  nominee  for  the  Su[)erintend- 
ency  by  ballot.  If  no  one  receives  a  majorilv  of  the  vote  of 
the  Synod,  a  second  vote  shall  be  taken  between  the  two  can- 
didates receiving  the  largest  vote  on  first  ballot. 

10.  Thnt  this  Synod  take  a  $500.00  share  in  tlie  building  of 
the  Chicago  Mission  edifice,  the  amount  already  paid  to  this  ob- 
ject by  our  charges  to  be  considered  as  applying  on  this  fund. 

FOREIGN     MISSIONS. 

11.  Though  no  communication  has  come  to  us  from  the 
]^oard  of  Foreign  Missions,  yet  our  interest  in  the  Cause  is  such 
as  to  prompt  us  to  prayerfully  commend  it  to  the  increased  liber- 
ality of  our  people. 

12.  That  this  Synod  most  heartily  welcomes  among  us  Rev. 
W .  E.  Hoy  as  the  representative  of  our  Missionary  work  in 
japan,  and  that  we  have  heard  with  great  pleasure  and  thank- 
fulness to  God,  of  the  large  success  of  the  Alission  in  that  prom- 
inent field  of  our   Missionary   operations.

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The  Report  of  the  tellers  showed  that  no  one  had  a  majority 
of  votes  on  first  ballot.  A  second  ballot  was  then  taken  on  'the 
two  having  received  the  highest  number  of  votes,  Revs. 
Dechant  and  Shuey,  resulting  in  the  nomination  of  Rev.  A.  S. 
Dechant.

ARTICLE   XIV. 
EDUCATION. 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wichita  University. 

To  the  Reuerend  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

Dear  Brethren: — The  Board  has  held   a    number    of    im- 
portant meetmgs  during  the  past  year.      \\g  are  constrained    to 
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report  that  we  can  see  no  way  under  present  circumstances  to 
continue  the  school,  and  we  have  about  come  to  the  conclusion 
to  wind  up  its  affairs,  unless  the  prospects  will  soon  become 
brighter. 

A  small  private  school  has  been  conducted  during  the  past 
year  by  Rev.  A.  S.  Vaughan,  D.  D.,  but  he  has  abandoned  the 
project,  and  no  school  will  be  conducted  the  coming  year. 
This  private  school  has  been  a  detriment  to  the  building.  A 
year  ago  the  building  had  been  thoroughly  cleaned  and  repaired, 
but  now  it  is  in  a  worse  condition  than  it  was  before  the  repairs 
were  made.  The  locks  of  all  the  doors  had  been  repaired  and 
and  all  the  keys  turned  over  to  Dr.  Vaughan.  Some  time  after- 
ward it  was  noticed  that  some  of  the  doors  were  open  and  some 
valuable  scientific  apparatus  and  specimens  were  missing. 
When  the  Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee  demanded  the 
keys  of  Dr.  Vaughan  to  lock  the  doors  again,  he  replied,  his 
children  had  lost  them.  Some  of  the  perpetrators  of  the  thefts 
were  discovered  and  some  of  the  instruments  returned,  but  one 
valuable  and  important  electrical  instiument  is  still  missing. 

The  Board  has  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  of  the  funds, 
amounting  to  more  than  $3,500,  which  were  in  the  State  Na- 
tional Bank  of  Wichita  at  the  time  of  its  failure.  We  have 
brought  suit  against  the  Receiver  and  the  Officers  of  the  bank, 
to  endeavor  to  secure  our  funds  as  a  preferred  claim,  on  account 
of  being  a  trust  fund,  and  we  charge  the  officers  with  fraud,  in 
receiving  our  funds  but  a  few  days  before  the  closing  of  the 
bank,  when  they  must  have  known  of  its  insolvent  condition. 
The  case  has  not  yet  been  called  up  for  trial. 

On  account  of  our  inability  to  pay  off  the  mortgage  of  $10,- 
000,  borrowed  in  Reading,  Pa.,  and  which  is  now  due,  the 
Board  at  its  annual  meeting  instructed  its  President  to  offer 
the  whole  University  property,  consisting  of  campus  and  build- 
ings to  certain  individuals  in  Reading,  Pa.,  who  guaranteed  the 
payment  of  the  said  mortgage,  by  the  solicitation  of  the  person 
who  secured  this  loan,  but  without  the  knowledge  or  direction 
of  our  Board.  The  condition  of  this  offer  is  that  these  individu- 
als will  accept  the  property  as  payment  for  the   liability    of    the 
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Board  for  this  loan.      The  Board  has  received  no   reply    to    this 
offer  and  it  is  not  known  what  will  be  done  in  the  matter. 

At  its  Annual  Meeting  the  Board  requested  the  Executive 
Committee  to  investigate  and  prepare  a  report  on  the  financial 
condition  of  the  Institution,  The  Executive  Committee  with 
considerable  difficulty,  after  examining  all  books  and  papers  re- 
lating thereto,  prepared  a  report  as  requested  and  submitted  the 
same  to  the  Board  at  a  meeting  held,  Tuesday,  September  lo. 
After  fully  considering  said  Report  the  Board  adopted  this  Re- 
port, a  copy  of  which  we  herewith  submit  to  your  Reverend 
body  for  your  consideration  and  the  Board  furthermore  requests 
that  this  Report  be  published  in  your  minutes. 

The  Board  makes  the  following  nominations  to  fill  the  vacan- 
cies of  such  members  whose  term  of  office  expires  at   this   time. 

Rev.  D.  B.  Shuey,  Rev.  A.  Casselman,  Wilbur  B.Jones,  D. 
S.  Stover,  Philip  Smith  and  H.  C.  Lower. 

Dr.  Stitzel  who  was  elected  a  year  ago  by  the  Synod  as  a 
meniber  of  our  Board,  soon  afterward  died,  and  the  Board 
elected  F.  P.  Martin  to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  Board  also  ac- 
cepted the  resignations  of  J.  W.  Keefer  and  L.  D.  Skinner  and 
elected  Rev.  L.  S.  Faust  and  T.  D.  Fonts  to  fill  the  respective 
vacancies.

The  Committee  on  Education  reported  and  their  Report  was 
recommitted  to  the  Committee. 

Rev.  E.  D.  Wettach,  Financial  Secretary  of  Heidelberg  Uni- 
versity, was  invited  to  Address  the  Synod  and  presented  the 
claims  of  that  Institution. 

The  Committee  on  Education  afterwards  made  the  following 
report  which  was  adopted. 


Report  of  the  Committee  on  Education. 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

Dear  Brethren: — The  Standing  Committee  on  Educa- 
tion would  respectfully  offer  the  following  as  its  report  to 
Synod : 

The  onlv  papers  that  came  into  our  hands  were  those  on 
Wichita  University,  and  the  College  of  Northern    Illinois. 

From  these  we  gather  the  following  facts  with  regard  to  the 
Institution  at  Wichita: 

The  entire  property  originally  consisted  of  a  site  of  twenty 
acres  of  land,  located  on  College  Hill,  in  Wichita,  and  a  bond 
for  $25,000,  on  which  $10,500  has  been  paid,  and  an  endow- 
ment of  $15,000  received  from  private  parties  and  from  the 
Eastern  Synods  of  the  Church. 

To  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  original  cost  of  the  buildings,  it 
.seems  that  $10,000  were  borrowed  from  persons  in   the   East. 

Of  this  endowment  of  $15,000,  there  are  today    $4,735    on 
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interest,  $3,175  in  properties,  $300  in  cash  to  loan,  $2,532   in   a 
suspended  bank  in  Wichita,  making  $9,732  in  ah. 

Besides  this  money  there  are  the  buildings,  costing  over  $20,- 
000,  and  a  campus  of  twenty  acres. 

Then  there  is  due. from  the  Institution  to  former  teachers. 
Profs.  Kemp  and  Heller,  the  sum  of  at  least  $900. 

Then  there  is  due  the  accumulated  interest  on  the  loan  of 
$10,000,  amounting  to  about  $1,500.      The  $10,000  are  also  due. 

From  all  these  facts  it  seems  to  your  committee  that  the  insti- 
tution is  hopelessly  involved,  and  as  it  is  not  in  acti\e  operation, 
and  likely  will  never  be  again,  while  the  interest  on  the  debt  is 
continually  increasing  and  the  buildings  becoming  more  and 
more  impaired  and  in  need  of  repairs,  therefore,  your  committee 
would  recommend  the  following: 

Resolved:  That  the  Synod  commend  the  action  of  the 
Trustees  of  Wichita  University  in  turning  over  to  the  guaran- 
tors of  the  mortgage,  the  entire  ground  and  buildings  in  settle- 
ment of   their  claim. 

Resolved:  Second,  that  the  Synotl  recommends  tliat  the 
Board  secure  a  final  settlement  with  these  guarantors  as  speedily 
as  possible. 

Resolved:  Third,  that  the  Synod  recommends  that  the 
Board  continue  to  hold  in  trust  the  endowment,  and  use  the  in- 
come therefrom  to  pay  the  claims  of  former  teachers  until  all 
such  claims  shall  have  been  settled. 

In  reference  to  the  College  of  Northern  Illinois,  we  propose 
the  following  action: 

Whereas:  The  College  ot  Northern  Illinois  is  making  such 
commendable  progress  under  its  present  management,  and  its 
Courses  of  Study  have  been  improved  and  extended,  and 

Whereas:  The  financial  condition,  and  the  future  outlook  is 
encouraging,  and

SUNDAY    SCHOOLS. 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Sunday  School  Work. 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

Deak  Brethren: — The  Synod's  Board  of  Sunday  School 
work  desires  to  submit  the  following  report: 

We  are  glad  to  note  the  constant  increase  in  the  growth  of 
the  Sunday  School  work  of  our  Synod.  There  is  evidence  on 
every  hand  that  the  pastors  have  been  mindful  of  the  fact  that 
the  Sunday  School  is  a  most  important  department  of  our  Mis- 
sion work.  .  In  fact,  upon  the  success  of  the  Sunday  School  de- 
pends the  growth  of  the  Mission. 

The  General  Synod's  Board  has  prepared  a  complete  and  ex- 
haustive tabular  blank  to  be  filled  in  by  the  Committee  on  Sun- 
day School  work.      This  Report  will  place  in  the   hands  of  our 
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district  officers  and  of  the  General  Secretary,  complete  informa- 
tion as  to  the  condition  of  our  Sunday  School  work  in  the  vari- 
ous sections  of  the  church. 

All  the  Classes  of  the  Synod  of  the  Interior  have  sent  in  re- 
ports to  the  President  of  this  Board,  These  statistics  are  here- 
with transmitted  to  this  Synod.  It  will  be  remembered  that 
last  year  this  Synod  asked  for  the  appointment  of  three  State 
Missionaries.  While  this  overture  was  not  met,  yet  by  joint  con- 
sideration the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  the  General  Synod's 
Sunday  School  Board  appointed  a  "Sunday  School  Missionary" 
who  is  expected  to  spend  a  large  part  of  his  time  in  the  territory 
occupied  by  this  Synod.  We  rejoice  in  this  step  forward;  but 
we  repeat  our  overture  for  increased  supply  in  this  direction,  be- 
lieving that  the  presence  and  co-operation  of  more  Missionaries 
in  our  territory  would  greatly  increase  the  strength  and  growth 
of  our  church  in  the  West. 

We  believe  that  catechization  in  the  Sunday  School  can  be 
greatly  improved  by  an  improvement  in  helps  on  the  catechism. 
Instead  of  taking  all  the  questions  and  considering  them  seriatim 
as  our  lesson  helps  at  present  are  doing,  fifty-two  subjects,  cov- 
ering the  essentials  of  the  catechism,  could  be  treated  during  the 
year.  Fifty-two  cjuestions  should  be  selected  in  which  the  teach- 
ino-  on  the  topic  is  best  embodied  and  which  is  most  worthy  of 
beino-  fixed  in  the  memory.  The  remaining  questions  would  be 
side-lights  on  the  subjects  selected.  If  the  catechism  is  to  be- 
come a  real  feature  of  Sundav  School  instruction,  the  General 
Sunday  School  Board  should  furnish  us  helps.  We,  therefore, 
recommend  that  this  Synod  overture  General  Synod  to  instruct 
its  Board  of  Sunday  School  to  draw  up  such  a  series  of  studies 
and  furnish  such   helps. 

The  attention   of   Synod   is  hereby  called  to  a  two  years  vac- 
ancy to  be  filled,    by    the  resignation    and    removal   out  of     the 
bounds  of  Synod  of  Rev,  P.  E,   Zartman.

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Report  of  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools. 

To  the  Reuerend  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

Dear  Brethren: — Your  Committee  would  report  as  fol- 
lows: 

From  the  facts  gathered  from  the  Sabbath  School  Boards  of 
Synod  and  General  Synod  and  other  sources,  it  is  gratifying-  to 
report  that  commendable  progress  has  been  made  in  Sabbath 
School  work  in  the  last  year,  and  that  still  greater  work  may 
be  accomplished.      We  offer  the  following   resolutions: 

1.  Resolved,»That  there  be  a  united  movement  to  increase 
the  vSabbath  School  membership  of  tlie  Reformed  Chuixh,  that 
this  matter  be  solemnly  laid  upon  the  heait  and  conscience  of 
church  members  ant.1  Sabbath  School  workers,  and  a  definite 
effort  be  urged  upon  Pastors  and  Consistories  and  their  schools 
to  have  a  Sabbath  School  enrollment  equal  to  or  larger  than 
the  Church  Membership. 

2.  Resolvetl,  That  Classes  and  their  respective  Pastors  and 
Consistories  be  urged  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  responsibilitv  for 
the  gi'owth  and  etliciency  of  the  Sabbath  School  of  the  church, 
rests  primarily  upon  them,  and  that  only  in  proportion  to  the 
diligent  interest  and  loving  activity  in  teaching  the  children  and 
in  gathering  them  in  as  well  as  interesting  the  church  member- 
ship in  systematic  Bible  study,  can  'the  Reformed  Sabbath 
School  work  be  properly  advanced  to  the  iiigh  standard  which 
its  importance  demands. 

3.  We  commend  the  Home  Department  in  all  the  Schools 
where  practicable.  This  department  is  worthv  of  special  con- 
sideration, because  it  links  the  home  and  the  school  more  closely 
together  and  is  therefore  in  accord  with  Reformed  Educational 
ideas. 

4.  We  recommend  that  each  teacher  and  scholar  provide 
themselves  with  a  copy  of  the  Bible  for  use  in  the  Sunday 
School.  Let  the  grand  key-note  be  struck,  "x\  Bible  for  every 
Child  who  can  read."  It  is  proposed  to  agitate  this  subject 
through  Classical  Committees,  Conventions,  etc. 

5.  Having  briefly  examined  the  little  volume  entitled.  "Books 
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of  the  Bible,"  by  George  W.  Pease,  we  con: mend  it  to  the   use 
of  the  Sabbath  Schools  in  the  bounds  of  this  Synod. 

6.  Resolved,  That  we  overture  General  Synod's  Sunday 
School  Board  to  take  immediate  steps  toward  better  service  in 
our  Sabbath  School  papers  in  the  consolidation  of  all  our  Publi- 
cations under  said  Board,  and  that  this  Board  regulate  and  set 
the  price  for  them  for  subscribers,  or  if  this  cannot  be  done, 
that  said  Board  so  overture  the  General    Synod. 

7.  Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  be  overtured  to  Pro- 
vide a  Reformed  Hymnal  for  our  Sunday  Schaols  at  the  earli- 
est practical  date. 

8.  That  we  overture  General  Synod  to  instruct  its  Sunday 
School  Board  to  prepare  a  series  of  supplemental  lesson  helps 
on  the  Catechism  to  cover  the  entire  ground  of  the  Catechism 
in  fifty-two  studies. 

9.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  rejoices  in  the  advanced  spirit 
of  the  Sunday  School  Board  in  sending  into  our  midst  Rev. 
Rufus  Miller,  and  hereby  tender  said  Board  our  thanks  and  the 
Sunday  School  Secretary  our  sincere  appreciation  for  his  pres- 
ence and  addresses. 

10.  Resolved,  That  the  Classical  Sabbath  School  Boards  be 
urged  to  furnish  all  the  proper  statistics  for  the  use  of  the  Gen- 
eral Board,  and  that  thev  push  forwaid  the  Sabbath  School 
Missionary  work  more  vigorouslv  than  ever  before.

Report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Reformed  Church  Herald. 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

The  Special  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  matter  of 
the  "Reformed  Church  Herald,"  the  official  organ  of  this  vSyn- 
od,  would  report  the  following  for  the   consideration  of   Synod. 


That  we  need  a  Church  Paper  for  this  Synod  is  admitted  by 
all  who  are  desirous  for  the  growth  of  our  Church  in  the  great 
West.  No  paper  that  is  published,  from  a  thousand  to  fifteen- 
hundred  miles  east  of  here,  can  properly  represent  the  life  and 
the  peculiar  work  of  the  Church  in  this  part  of  our  Great  Coun- 
try. There  is,  therefore,  no  difference  of  opinion  among  us  as 
to  the  great  need  of  an  organ  of  our  own.  But  what  kind  of  a 
paper  do  we  really  need?  How  can  we  raise  the  funds  so  as  to 
publish  such  a  paper  as  we  need?  By  what  means  can  we 
arouse  our  people  so  as  to  have  them  subscribe  in  sufficiently 
large  numbers  that  no  loss  may  be  sustained  in  the  publication 
of  this  paper?  These  are  questions  which  confront  us  and 
whicii  we  must  consider  calmly  and  deliberatel}'.  That  we 
have  the  wealth  in  our  Synod  to  sustain  a  paper  of  this  kind  is 
evident  to  all.  That  we  have  a  people  who  will  sustain  it  if 
properly  presented  to  them,  we  verily  believe.  That  no  indebt- 
edness should  be  entailed  upon  the  Synod  in  the  publication  of 
it,  is  something  which  all  will  insist  upon.  That  it  is  not  well 
for  the  Synotl  to  make  itself  responsible  in  any  way  f  jr  any  de- 
linquency on  the  publication  of  such  a  paper  is  the  common  sen- 
timent, we  believe,  but  that  the  effort  to  sustain  it  should  be 
placed  as  much  as  possible  upon  the  Pastor,  the  Consistory  and 
the  Individual  Congregation,  is  the  most  reasonable,  as  from 
these  sources  must  come  the  funds  to  sustain  it.  Here  then  the 
effort  for  this  new  and  important  object  must  be  placetl,  and  your 
Committee  is  thoroughly  convinced  that  if  the  effort  is  properly 
made  and  project  well  managed,  this  Synod  will  find  itself  in 
possession  of  an  organ  that  will  be  suited  to  its  needs.  In  view 
of  all  these  facts,  your  Committee  hereby  recommends  the  fol- 
lowing for  the  consideration  of  Synod: 

I,  That  we  continue  the  Publication  of  the  "Reformed 
Church  Herald."      That  it  be  a  Weekly  at  50  cents  per  \ear. 

3.  That  its  edges  shall  be  cut,  and  the  paper  pasted  or 
stitched  and  have  eight  pages,  as  at  present;  that  it  be  printed 
throughout  in  three  columns  to  the  page;  that  the  printed  page 
be  one-half  inch  wider  and  one  inch  longer,  and  that  the 
amount  of  type  set   remain  as  at  present. 


3-  In  order  to  insure  the  cost  of  the  Publication,  we  recom- 
mend that  the  Consistory  of  every  Congregation  in  the  Synod 
be  required  to  subscribe  for  a  number  of  Copies  of  the  Paper 
equal  to  the  niunber  of  families  in  the  Congregation,  the  Con- 
sistory to  be  responsible  for  the  subscription  price  to  be  paid 
promptly  annually,  the  paper  to  be  sent  by  the  publisher  to  the 
persons  designated  by  the  Consistory.  Consistories  to  send  in 
their  pledges  within  six  weeks  from  this  date. 

4.  That  the  Editor  be  elected  for  one  year  at  this  meeting 
of  Synod,  and  that  he  be  rec[uired  to  receive  bids  from  different 
publishing  houses  so  as  to  get  the  work  done  at  the  lowest  pos- 
sible rate,  but  with  the  understanding  that  the  material  and 
workmanship  shall  be  of  gooil  quality. 

5.  That  there  be  an  Associate  Editor  elected  from  each  of 
the  Classes  of  Synod,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  see  that  the  Pas- 
tors of  the  Classes  furnish  news  items  from  their  Charges,  and 
also  that  the  Consistories  furnish  the  required  number  of  sub, 
scribers  as  proposed  in  the  third  item  of  this  report.  This  he 
shall  do  by  personal  solicitation  and  correspondence. 

6.  That  the  benevolent  monies  shall  be  reported  by  the 
Treasurers  of  the  Classes  monthly,  and  that  a  page  and  a  half 
be  allowed  for  advertismg,  this  to  be  of  such  a  character  as  is 
suitable  for  a  Church  Paper. 

7.  That  we  heartily  appreciate  the  labors  of  Editor  Gekeler 
in  giving  us  a  good  readable  paper,  and  we  recommend  that  the 
Treasurer  of  Synod  be  authorized  to  pay  the  present  Editor  of 
the  Reformed  Church  Herald  $100  to  reimburse  him  for  losses 
sustained,  and  that  the  remainder  of  $125  be  apportioned  upon 
Classes  in  bulk  according  to  their  numerical  strength.

The  Board  met  after  the  election  at  the  Synod  at  Abilene, 
Kansas,  and  organize  by  the  election  of  Rev.  J.  M.  Kendig  .is 
President,  and  for  Secretary,  Rev.  S.  Ream.  Inasmuch  as  ali 
fnnds  for  Missions  are  now  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  no 
Treasurer  was  elected. 

In  accordance  with  an  action  of  Synod  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee was  created,  consisting  of  the  President,  Secretarv,  and 
Rev.  T.  F.  Stauffer. 

No  meetings  were  held  by  the  Board  during  the  year  and 
consequently  no  business  transacted.

To  the  Interior  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  U.  S.: 

Reverend  and  Dear  Brethren: — The  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  would  respectfully  beg  leave  to  present  to  your  Rev- 
erend body,  its  usual  annual  statement  of  the  condition  and 
prospects  of  its  work  in  the  Empire  of  Japan.  It  is  happy  in 
being  able  to  say  that  the  favorable  aspect  of  affairs  as  resulting 
from  the  late  war  with  China,  in  the  abatement  of  the  hostile 
feeling  towards  foreigners,  and  the  emergence  of  a  more  toler. 
ant  sentiment  in  relation  to  Christianity,  has  grown  more  pro- 
nounced during  the  last  year.  The  favorable  provisions  of  the 
revised  treaties,  which  however,  do  not  go  into  effect  until  1899, 
are  to  a  considerable  extent  discounted,  and  missionaries  are  al- 
lowed privileges  of  travel,  etc.,  which  a  rigid  exaction  of  exist- 
ing laws  would  prohibit.  The  imswerving  patriotism  of  the 
Christian  soldiers,  the  manifold  activities  in  works  of  charity  and 
humanity  displayed  by  the  Missionaries  and  native  Christians, 
called  into  illustration  by  the  war,  have  served  as  a  challenge, 
and  have  begotten  a  spirit  of  thoughtful  consideration  among 
the  people,  which  is  securing  a  less  prejudiced  estimate  of  the 
claims  of  our  holy  religion.  A  change  in  this- respect  is  discern- 
able  among  the  middle  and  upper  classes,  and  the  preached 
gospel  is  given  a  wider  hearing. 

On  the  other  hand,  an  evil  effect  of  the  war  and  its  excite- 
ments, was  to  divert  the  attention  of  many  professing  Chris- 
tians frf>m  their  religion,  and  not  a  few  have  turned  aside.  vSo 
that  the  Churches  purging  their  lolls,  find  their  numbers  no 
greater  than  they  were  before  the  war,  while  the  accessi(;ns  of 
new  converts  have  not  materially  abated.  The  assurance  in  the 
case  however,   is  that    the    present   membership  is  made   up  of 


tried  and  approved  material.  The  winnowing  has  consequenth 
resulted  in  no  considerable  diminution  of  numbers. 

Our  schools  are  in  a  healthy  and  vigorous  condition.  The 
number  of  students  in  the  Tohoku  Gakuin,  has  to  a  slight  de- 
gree felt  the  effects  of  the  competition  of  the  Government 
schools,  which  are  of  a  high  order.  But  the  number  of  candi- 
dates for  the  ministry  has  not  decreased,  notwithstanding  the 
yearly  outgoing  of  the  graduating  classes.  This  last  year  four 
have  graduated  from  the  Theological  Department.  The  Girls' 
School  continues  full,  ar.d  the  number  of  scholars  might  be  in, 
creased  had  we  the  means  and  the  room  for  them. 

In  consequence  of  the  widening  of  our  field,  and  the  import- 
ance of  keeping  in  as  close  touch  to  it  as  possible,  in  the  near 
future  our  Missionary  force  will  be  distributed  among  four  sta- 
tions. Rev.  Dr.  Moore  has,  perhaps  by  this  time,  removed  to 
Tokyo,  the  southerti  extremity  of  our  Held.  Rev.  S.  S.  Snyder 
will  locate  in  the  Hokkaido,  the  extreme  northern  part.  Rev. 
H.  K.  Miller  will  go  to  Yamagata,  in  the  western  section,  while 
Revs.  Hoy,  Schneder,  and  Noss  will  remain  in  Sendai. 

The  Statistical  Report  for  1S95-96  exhibits  the  following r 
Organized  Churches  6,  Self-supporting  Churches  5,  Preaching 
Stations  50,  Baptisms  197,  Members  1935,  Sunday  Schools  39, 
Sunday  School  Scholars  1618,  Native  Ministers  13,  Unordained 
Preachers  27,  Contributions  for  ail  purposes  $2,47o-75- 

The  establishment  of  a  new  Mission  in  some  other  countr^ 
than  Japan,  as  directed  by  General  Synod  at  its  late  meeting,  is 
receiving  the  attention  of  the  Board.  Inquiries  are  being  made 
and  facts  gathered.  When  a  conclusion  has  been  reached,  il 
will  be  announced  to  the  church. 

The  finances  of  the  Board  ha\e,  during  the  j)ast  year  been  in 
a  healthy  condition.  The  receipts  have  been  adequate  to  its 
needs.  For  the  last  few  month,  however,  there  lias  been  a  fall- 
ing off,  for  the  arrest  of  which  the  Board  most  respectfully  re- 
qLiests  the  prompt  action  of  your  Reverend  body.  The  amount 
apportioned  by  General  Synod  is  the  same  per  annum  as  for  the 
last  three  years.      The   reason    why    the^  estabiisliment   of  a  new 
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Mission  did  not  require  an  enlargement  of  the  sum,  was  the  fact 
that  the  VV.  M.  vS.  G.  S.  has  assumed  the  entire  support  of  the 
Girls'  School.  The  amount  of  receipts  reported  last  year,  how- 
ever, includes  what  was  paid  for  the  Girls'  School  by  the 
Woman's  Society,  so  that  the  sum  needed  for  the  coming  year 
will  include  an  additional  amount  sufficient  to  establish  the  new 
Mission,  namely,  the  full  sum  appropriated  by  the  General 
Synod.  This  sum  is  $35,000  per  year  for  the  next  three  years. 
It  is  of  prime  importance  that  that  full  sum  should  be  paid  into 
the  treasury,  if  the  Board  would  be  enabled  to  establish  the  new 
Mission. 

The  Board  would  therefore  urgently  request  your  Reverend 
body  to  assume  the  full  amount  assigned  you  by  General  Synod, 
apportion  it  to  the  several  Classes,  and  adopt  such  action  as  will 
ensure  its  realization.

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

Dear  Brethren: — Your  Committee  on  Missions  have  care- 
fullv  considered  all  items  referred  to  them.  From  these  we 
leani  that  our  work  in  the  Foreign  field  is  in  a  very  prosperous 
condition.  Our  people  have  heard  the  Macedonian  cry  and  are 
responding. 

In  the  Home  field  we  gladly  note  that  the  Board,  the  Super- 
intendents, and  the  Missionaries  iiave  done  faithful  work,  and 
so  far  as  it  was  in  their  power  our  .Home  Missions  have  been  an 
excellent  success.  But  we  are  sorry  to  say  that  the  Church  has 
not  sustained  its  f;iithful  servants  as  tliey  have  deserved.  Ap- 
portiomrients  have  not  all  been  paid  and  free  will  offerings  have 
not  lieen  so  plentiful  as  might  have  been  in  some  sections. 

In  view  of  the  entire  work    we   suggest    the    followMig:   be  it 

Resolved,      1.   That  in  our  Foreign  Work,  if  it  be  possible,  we 
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improve  <>n  ii  successful  past,  that  we  may    enjoy    God's    richest 
blessings. 

3.  That  the  Chicago  Mission  be  again  commended  to  the 
liberality  ot  our  people,  and  that  we  urge  upon  charges  that 
have  not  contributed  liberally  to  the  fund  for  Chicago  Chapel 
within  the  past  year,  that  they  do  so  at  once,  and  forward  their 
contribution  to  the  proper  authorities  within  thirty  days;  that 
our  pledge  for  $500,  made  a  year  ago,  and  of  which  $161.91  is 
still  unpaid,  may  be  redeemed  as  soon  as  possible,  and  that  the 
Corresponding  Secretary  have  this  item  published  in  the  Herald. 

3.  That  the  Board  of  this  Synod,  or  its  Executive  Committee 
be  instructed  to  hold  a  meeting  before  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  General  Board  in  April,  and  to  urge  upon  the  General 
Board  such  points  and  such  work  as  may  seem  important  to  the 
work  in  this  Synod. 

4.  That  the  request  of  the  General  Board  of  Home  Missions 
in  regard  to  the  Michael  Schlatter  Memorial  Fund  be  grantetl 
in  full,  and  that  the  Classes  be  instructed  to  observe  the  Board's 
recommendation  in  regard  Missionary  Tours,  and  Classical  and 
Congregational  Conventions. 

5.  That  this  Synod  recognize  the  faithful  work  done  b}- 
Rev.  D.  B.  Shuey  while  Superintendent  of  Missions,  a  time  of 
beginnings,  a  time  of  difficulties,  a  time  when  faithful  work 
nuist,  to  considerable  extent,  remain  unseen. 

6.  That  we  give  the  new  Superintendent,  Rev.  A.  S. 
Dechant,  the  support  due  the  work  to  which  he  has  been  called.

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t.  That  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  and  of  the 
Board  of  Benetiiciary  Education  be  adopted;  the  same  having 
been  examined  with  vouchers  and  found  correct. 

2.  That  the  apportionments  for  the  ensuing  year  per  mem- 
ber, average  as  follows:  Home  Missions  50  cents,  Hungarian 
Missions  31/^  cents,  German  Missions  3^  cents,  Foreign  Mis- 
sions 6y^  cents,  Church  Extension  6  cents,  Beneficiary  Educa- 
tion 5  cents,  Contingent  Fund  62^  cents,  Deficienc)'  on  Herald 
31/^    cents.  Christian  Education  5  cents,  total  89^  cents. 

3.  That  Classes  be  directed  to  see  that  collections  or  offer-

ARTICLE  XVI. 
EDUCATION. 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wichita  University. 

To  the  Reuerend  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

The  affairs  of  the  institution  have  not  changed  for  the  better 
during  the  past  year.  We  have  complied  with  Synods  request 
and  have  managed  the  finances  to  the  best  of  our  abilit}-,  and 
have  been  able  to  reduce  our  indebtedness  to  our  former  Profs. 
Kemp  and  Heller,  to  the  amount  of  $300. 


-37  — 

We  would  have  been  able  to  still  further  reduce  this  indebted- 
ness if  it  had  not  been  for  the  suit  pending  in  the  Federal  Court, 
brought  against  our  Board  by  the  endorsers  of  our  mortgage  in 
Reading,  Pa.  This  constrained  us  to  pay  costs  every  time  the 
Court  met,  for  the  case  was  heard  and  continued  from  one  term 
to  the  next,  without  disposing  of  it  finally. 

Some  time  after  the  adjournment  of  our  Synod  last  fall,  we 
leceived  a  communication  signed  by  the  Hon.  George  F,  Baer 
in  behalf  of  the  guarantors  in  which  is  the  following: 

We  still  think  that  the  legal  and  moral  obligation  resting  upon 
the  Wichita  Universitv  is  to  applv  every  dollar  of  property  and 
assets,  whether  you  call  it  Endowment  Fund  or  not,  in  liquida- 
tion of  this  debt.  After  this  is  done,  it  will  be  time  enough  to 
<liscuss  what  further  relief  the  guarantors  should  give  you.  For 
the  present  we  decline,  as  we  have  heretofore  declined,  to  ac- 
cept a  tender  of  the  deed  in  satisfaction  of  the  obligations  we 
have  incurred;  and  we  also  decline  to  accept  the  payments  you 
suggest  in  full  satisfaction  of  the  mortgage. 

If  you  gentlemen  will  secure,  or  co-operate  with  us  in  secur- 
ing action  of  the  three  Synods,  authorizing  you  to  applv  this 
money  in  payment  of  the  debt  to  us,  whatever  balance  remains 
unpaid  we  will  cheerfully  cancel;  and  then  you  will  own  the 
buildings  and  the  grounds  free  from  debt,  and  subject  to  the 
uses  and  purposes  of  the  Synods  for  the  future.

At  a  meeting  of  the  board  held  December  17,  1S95,  this  prop- 
osition was  fully  considered,  and  the  Boaid,  as  representatives 
of  the  Church  and  for  its  good  only,  could  see  no  other  course 
before  it  than  to  accept  the  offer.  The  following  resolution  was 
therefore  adopted: 

Whereas:  The  guarantors  through  Geo.  F.  Baer  have 
submitted  to  us  a  proposition  of  compromise  as  reported  in  their 
letter  of  November   23,  1895,  therefore 

Resolved,      That  the  Board  of  Trustees  accept    their  proposi- 


tion  wrth  the  modifications  as  embodied  in  the  following  res, 
olution:     On  motion 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wichita  Uni- 
versity hereby  tender  the  guarantors  all  the  balance  of  the 
money  in  their  hands  renderetl  from  the  judgment  of  Sweiter 
et,  al.  after  the  professors  and  other  claims  against,  the  Univer- 
sity have  been  paid,  and  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  ready  to  submit 
and  recommend  to  the  three  Synods  of  the  East  and  the  Synod 
of  the  Interior  the  proposition  of  turning  over  to  the  guarantors^ 
Geo.  F.  Baer  and  others,  the  balance  of  the  Endowment  Fund 
in  our  hands,  or  as  much  of  it  as  shall  be  required  to  cancel  the 
claim  of  said  guarantors,  and  to  transfer  to  the  said  guarantors 
said  balance  of  the  Endowment  Fuiul  if  the  Synod  so  direct^ 
provided  the  said  guarantors,  in  consideration  of  the  above  re- 
lease said  mortgage  of  $!o,ooo,  with  all  in.terest  on  the  same  and 
waive  all  and  every  further  claim  against  Wichita  University 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  same. 

Upon  our  request  and  to  save  further  costs,  the  case  in  Court 
was  permitted  to  rest,  by  the  complainant,  in  view  of  the  fore- 
going facts  the  whole  matter  is  now  subr.^iitied  to  you  for  your 
action  as  it  mav  seem  best  in  your  wisdom. 

Rev.  A.  S.  Vaughn,  D.  D.,  with  his  familv  remained  in  the 
Univessity  building  until  February  6,  1896  when  they  moved  to 
Arkansas,  leaving  oim"  building  in  a  very  bad  condition  with  the 
books  and  apparatus  which  had  been  in  his  care.  The  building 
has  since  been  occupied  by  Mr.  Fianklin,  who  cleaned  up  the 
building  and  is  now  taking  care  of  it.  The  books  and  instru- 
ments lost  while  in  charge  of  Dr.  Vaughn  will  likely  never  be 
recovered  by  us,  which  we  very  much  regret. 

The  case  in  the  District  Court  of  Sedgwick  county,  of  the 
University  vs.  the  receiver  and  officers  of  the  State  National 
Bank,  has  been  transferred  to  the  Federal  Court  where  it  has 
not  vet  received  a   hearing. 

As  to  the  finances  of  the  Endowment  Fund,  we  would  report 
the  following  changes  from  last  years  report: 
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The  l^izzie  Irwin  loan  of  $500  was  paid  off  when  due  July 
24,  1896,  and  a  loan  was  made  to  J.  E.  Saffer  for  $500,  and  the 
same  was  secured  by  first  mortgage  on  an  80  acre  farm  in  Lyon 
county,  Kansas. 

The  J.  F.  Wallace  loan  of  $200  became  due  August  i,  1896. 
In  as  much  as  he  was  going  to  move  away  from  Emporia,  we 
refused  to  renew  the  loan,  whereupon  he  offered  to  give  us  a 
warranty  deed  to  the  property  if  we  would  pay  him  $50  and  re- 
lease the  mortgage.  Finding  that  it  would  cost  $50  to  foreclose 
the  mortgage,  we  deemed  it  advisable  to  take  the  property.  It 
is  worth  more  than  $300,  and  it  is  now  rented  at  $=;.oo  per 
month. 

The  Joshua  Johnson  property  which  we  had  a  year  ago  in 
Emporia,  we  sold,  realizing  with  rents  $240.63.  This  sale  was 
made  because  the  city  raised  the  established  grade  of  the  street 
and  tilled  it  up  which  greatly  damaged  our  property,  and  we 
would  have  been  compelled  to  raise  the  house  and  fill  up  the 
lot,  thus  entailing  heavy  expense.  It  was  better  to  sell  at  a  sac- 
rifice. 

The  $300  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  a  year  ago  was  loan- 
ed to  Joel  S.  Stratten  secured  by  mortgage  on  80  acres  of  land 
near  Reading,  Kansas. 

In  the  loans  on  properties  at  Wichita  there  is  no  difference 
from  last  years  report,  neither  was  there  any  interest  on  loans 
received  by  our  Treasurer.

To  the  Reuerend  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

Dear  Brethren: — Your  Board  held  a  meeting  at  Dayton, 
Ohio,  in  May  last,  at  which  the  undersigned  was  elected  Presi- 
dent, and  Rev.  J.  W.  Alspach,  Secretary,  and  Rev.  J.  W.  Love, 
D.  D.,  Treasurer.      The  Board   has  two  students  under  its  care 


up  to  June  hist,  viz:  John  B.  Bloom,  persuing  his  stntlies  at  Cor- 
nell College,  Mt.  Vernon,  Iowa,  and  E.  C.  Steuhi,  who  gradu- 
ated at  Sheboygan  Mission  House  in  June, 

The  former  received  $ioo,  and  he  continues  under  the  care 
of  the  Board.  The  latter  received  $50.  lie  expects  to  take  a 
post-graduate  course  in  Union  Theological  Seminary,  N.  Y., 
and  will  support  himself  from  this  time  on. 

These  young  brethren  promise  well.  They  have  good  stand- 
ing in  their  respective  classes. 

John  H.  Kamm,  for  several  years  under  the  care  of  the 
Board  at  Wichita  University,  does  not  see  his  way  clear  to  go 
on  with  the  completion  of  studies  for  want  of   financial  support. 

He  has  received  from  the  Board  in  all,  $145.55^  which,  with 
interest  to  October  1S96,  would  make  our  claim  about  $162.00. 
We  propose  to  collect  it  from  him,  or  his  bondsmen,  as  we  shall 
be  able.  We  believe  the  claim  is  collectable,  and  Mr.  Kamm 
promises  faithfully  to  pay  in  installments. 

We  are  still  in  hopes  of  collecting  at  least  one-half  of  what 
John  Kelchner  received  some  years  ago,  who  also  gave  up  his 
purpose  of  studving  for  the   ministrv. 

Our  claim  against  him  is  $90. 

We  recommend  that  the  Synod  apportion  five  cents  per  mem- 
ber for  this  good  cause,  and  that  the  Classes  see  that  it  is  paid  bv 
their  ropective  charges.  .

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

The  following  action  was  taken  by  the  Illinois  Classis  at  an 
adjourned  meeting  held  in  Edinburg,  111.,  October  21,1896: 

Resolved,  That  Classis  offer  to  dispose  of  the  property  of  the 
College  of  Northern  Illinois,  at  Dakota,  111.,  and  with  Synod, 
establish  an  Academy  at  a  niore  central    point.

Rev.  E.  D.  Wettach,  D.  D.,  Financial  Secretary  of  Heidel- 
berg University,  being  present  was  invited  to  Address  the 
Synod,  and  he  presented  the  claims  of  that  institution. 
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The  CommltLec  on  Education  afterwards  made  the  follow  injif 
report  which  was   adopted: 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Education. 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

Your  committee  has  examined  carefully  the  various  items  and 
reports  referred  to  it  and  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following: 

1.  From  the  Hoard  of  Education  we  learn  that  two  of  our 
former  beneficiaries  have  decided  not  to  enter  the  ministry  and 
have  not  yet  retinned  to  the  Board  the  monev  they  received. 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  upon  the  Board  to  employ  all  jus- 
tifiable means  to  have  these  young  gentlemen — or  their  bonds- 
men— meet  their  obligation. 

2.  A  communication  came  to  us  from  Rev.  Hiram  King:  which 
presents  a  plan  bv  which  ministers  sfiall  make  special  efforts  to 
aid  beneficiaries  from  their  own  private  resources.  We  do  not 
<leem  it  advisable  to  form  such  an  association,  nor  do  we  think 
{hat  an  Endowment  gp^this  cause  is  the  best  way  to  stimulate  our 
members  to  large  gifts  for  Beneficiary  Education.  VVe  believe 
the  cause  should  especially  appeal  to  ministers,  and  tiierefore 
commend  it  particularly  to  tliem  in  addition  to  the  regular  ap- 
portionment recommendetl  by  Synod  to  the  Churches. 

3.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wichita  Univer- 
sitv  showed  that  the  debt  to  Profs.  Kemp  and  Heller  has  been 
reduced  to  the  extent  respectively  of  $200  and  $100.  In  the 
settlement  of  the  suit  pending  with  the  guarantors,  this  Synod 
appro\'es  the  condition  of  the  compromise  as  drawn  up  bv  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

4.  In  view  of  the  declarations  of  the  Potomac  Synod  reflect- 
ing upon  the  management  of  the  University,  we  lecommend  to 
this  Synod  the  ailoption  of  the  following  resolutions;  and  that 
these  resolutions  shall  be  communicated  to  all  our  English  Church 
papers  for  publication,  to  remove  the  misapprehensions  under 
which  some  of  our  Eastern  brethren  labor. 

Whereas,  There  seems  to  be  considerable  misunderstand- 
ing by  brethren  of  the  Potomoc  Svnod  in  reference  to  actions 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of   Wichita    Uni\ersitv,  therefore,  as  a 
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matter  ot  justice  to  that  Board — the  servant  of  this  Synod, — we 
hereby  put  upon  record  the  following  brief  statement  in  refer- 
ence to  the  financial  troubles  of  the  institution: 

First,  In  accepting  bond  from  those  who  offered  to  guarantee 
a  building  fund  of  $25,000,  the  Board  had  the  bond  prepared  by 
a  prominent  lawyer,  then  Presiding  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court 
of  Sedgwick  county,  Kansas,  and  had  every  reason  to  believe 
that  it  was  properly  drawn  and  was  fully  collectable. 

Second,  The  Board  received  deeds  for  about  twent}^  acres  of 
land  in  fee  simple,  which  deeds  are  perfectly  valid,  as  a  s-ite  for 
said  University  buildings. 

Third,  When  the  bondsmen  of  the  Building  Fund  refused 
to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  bond,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
employed  the  best  legal  talent  obtainable  and  did  all  in  their 
power  to  collect  the  funds  called  for  in  the  bond,  and  it  is  no 
fault  of  theirs  that  the  funds  were  not  collected. 

Fourth,  When  an  individual  went  to  Pennsylvania  to  raise  a 
loan  of  ten  thousand  dollars  to  pay  off  mechanics'  liens  against 
the  building,  etc.,  and  represented  himself  as  the  authorized 
agent  and  attorney  of  the  Board,  he  did  not  state  the  facts  in  the 
case,  as  he  was  simply  authorized  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board,  in  an  inegular  way,  to  secure  a  loan  on  specific  terms; 
and  that  the  Board  had  no  knowledge  of  said  funds  being  guar- 
anteed by  friends  of  the  Church  in  the  East  until  nearly  a  vear 
after  the  loan  was  made,  and  the  funds  were  accepted. 

Fifth,  In  making  loans  of  the  Endowment  Funds  entrusted  to 
the  Board,  the  investments  were  carefully  made  at  the  time,  as 
any  wise  business  man  would  have  made  them,  but  it  is  admitted 
that  owing  to  depreciation  of  real  estate  which  no  one  could 
forsee,  considerable  IoS'jcs  were  sustained. 

Sixth,  We  hold  therefore  that  all  leflections  cast  upon  the 
Board  as  a  Board  for  "mismanagement,"  "bungling,"  etc.,  are 
entirely  gratuitous  and  unjust. 

5.  We  are  glad  to  learn  of  the  prosperity  of  the  College  of 
Northern  Illinois.  Its  attendance  now  is  higher  than  it  has  ever 
been  at  this   season   of   the   year.     President   Beam  and    his  co-,

laborers  deserve  great  credit  for  having  given  their  energies  to 
building  up  the  only  Educational  Institution  now  in  the  English 
and  V\'estern  part  of  our  Church.  VVe  here  record  our  recogni- 
tion and  appreciation  of  l^er  great  self-denial  by  which  they 
have  brought  the  institution  into  its  present  state. 

6.  We  believe  that  the  time  has  come  to  do  more  foi'the 
cause  of  Education  than  perfunctorily  to  commend  the  College 
of  Northern  Illinois.  Illinois  Classis  expresses  its  willingness  to 
unite  its  Classical  interests  with  the  Educational  interests  of  our 
Svnod.  With  that  in  view  we  hereby  apportion  five  cents  per 
member  to  the  support  of  the  College. 

7.  RESOLVEDi  Further  that  a  Committee  of  one  member 
from  each  Classis  be  appointed  to  investigate  the  advisability  of 
locating  a  Synodical  School.  This  Committee  shall  report  its 
mature  decision  through  the  Reformed  Chuich  Heraldat  its  earliest 
convenience,  with  a  view  to  the  future  consideration  and  action 
of  this  Synod. 

8.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  overture  the  General  Synod 
to  establish  a  Board  of  Aid  for  Academies  and  Colleges,  the 
aim  of  which  Board  shall  be  to  render  the  financial  and  admin- 
istrative aid  necessary  to  the  proper  sustentation  of  our  weak 
and  struggling  Educational  Institutions.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Oeneral  Synod. 

To  the  Several  District  Synods  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  U.  S. 

ETkar  Brethren: — Your  attention  to  tiie  General  SundaA 
School  Work  will  be  called  throu<ijh  the  action  of  the  General 
Synod  on  the  subject. 

It  is  with  gratitude  to  God  that  we  record  the  fact  that  since 
the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  it  has  been  possible  to  carr\ 
out  its  directions  with  respect  to  the  consolidation  and  uniticatioi> 
of  Sunday  School  publications. 

Tlic  Board  of  Publication  of  the  three  English  Eastern  Syn- 
ods and  the  Reform  Publication  Company,  Dayton,  Ohio,  loyal 
to  the  expressed  wish  of  the  Church,  transferred  their  respective 
interests  in  the  Sunday  School  Publications  to  General  Synod's 
Sunday  School  Board.  In  each  instance  the  action  was  taken 
with  the  utmost  good  will  and  unanimity.  We  believe  every 
section  of  the  Church  will  approve  of  this  advance  step. 

The  Board  at  a  meeting  held  September  24,  1896,  at  Greens- 
burg,  Pa.,  carefully  considered  the  duties  of  its  enlarged  field  of 
operations. 

Rev.  C.  R.  Ferner  was  appointed  Business  Manager  with 
the  Eastern  ottice  at  1025  Arch  Street,  Philadelphia,  and  the 
Reformed  Publishing  Company,  Davton,  Ohio,  were  appointed 
the  Westerit  agents.  The  General  Secretary  continues  to  re- 
side at  Reading,  Pa.,  and  a  plan  for  closer  co-operaticMi  with  the 
German  Publishing  House,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  is  in  progress. 

The  Board  decided  to  consolidate  the  several  Sunday  School 
papers;  and  January  i,  1897  will  issue  for  the  main  department 
of  the  Sunday  School,  "Leaves  of  Light,"  as  a  weekly,  with  a 
sen")i-monthly  and  a  monthly  edition. 

"Sunshine"  w'ill  be  issued  weekly  for  the  Primary  Depart- 
ment. There  will  be  added  at  the  same  time  for  the  little  chil- 
dren, a  series  of  beautifully  colored  and  finely  executed  picture 
cards,  to  be  known  as  "Heidelberg  Lesson  Pictures,"  and  for  the 
entire  school  Heidelber":  Picture  Roll. 
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The  Board  apprccialing  the  importance  and  \ahie  of  aiding- 
the  teachers  of  the  children  and  youth  and  of  stimul.iting  inter- 
est in  Bible  stud)  and  Sunday  School  Work,  proposes  to  issue 
the  Heidelberg  Teacher  as  a  monthly  instead  of  a  quarterly, 
thus  giving  fully  one-third  additional  matter  without  increasing 
the  cost  of  the  subscription  price.  But  to  do  this  the  Teacher 
must  have  a  circulation  of  10,000  copies.  The  present  circula- 
tion  is  6,100. 

The  Board  has  decided  to  sacredly  use  all  Children's  Day 
offerings  for  Sunday  School  Mission  Work,  and  the  extension  of 
Reformed  Schools.  The  Department  of  Publication  will  bear 
all  expenses  of  administration,  and  will  aid  in  the  way  of  grants 
of  literature.  The  field  of  Sunday  School  Missions  is  enlarging 
and  calls  to  engage  in  the  work  are  coming  from  every  part  of 
the  Church. 

In  view  of  these  facts  the  Board  earnestly  recommends  the 
following  for  your  consideration;  and  trusts  that  through  the 
several  Classes,  Pastors,  and  Sunday  Schools  will  have  their 
attention  called  to  the  same. 

I.  Let  every  Reformed  Sunday  School  be  requested  to  use 
the  Sunday  School  Lesson  Helps  and  Sunday  School  papers, 
prepared  and  published  by  and  for  the  Church.  Denomina- 
tional loyalty,  the  creation  and  improvement  of  a  Reformed 
Church  literature,  and  the  extension  of  the  Church  alike  re- 
quires it. 

3.  Let  our  Churches  and  Schools  be  urged  to  pay  special 
attention  to  the  teaching  and  training  of  little  children  in  the 
Cliurch  School,  in  connection  with  the  work  in  the  Home,  and 
Catechetical  Class.  And  to  end  let  the  best  aids  and  most  ap- 
proved appliances  be  used  in  the  Primary  Department. 

3.  Let  it  be  understood  that  the  work  of  Sunda\'  Scliool 
Mission  depends  for  its  support  upon  the  offerings  of  Child- 
ren's Day.  The  sanction  of  the  General  Synod,  the  growing 
needs  of  our  Home  Mission  work,  the  economy  and  usefulness 
of  Sunday  School  Missions  as  a  factor   in    Church  extension,  are 


few  of  the  many    cogent    reasons    in    favor    of    larger  offerings, 
from  every  School  of  the  Reformed  Church.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Sunday  Schools  Work. 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  the  Interior: 

Dear  Brethren: — Under  the  present  arrangement  of  our 
Sunday  School  Work,  by  the  Supervision  of  the  General  Secre- 
tary through  the  Classical  Committees  there  is  comparativeK' 
little  for  your  Board  to  do  except  to  summarize  the  results  and 
make  such  suggestions  as  may  seem  to  us  best. 

From  the  vStatistical  Tables  and  such  other  infoj-mation  as  we 
have  at  hand  it  is  apparent  that  there  has  been  a  niost  encourag- 
ing increase  in  nearly  every  cohnVin  over  that  of  last  year. 
This  speaks  well  for  the  activity  and  zeal  of  the  Sunday  School 
Workers  within  the  bounds  of  this  S}nod  but  we  believe  that  it 
is  possible  for  us  to  reach  still  higher  attainments  in  this  depart 
ment  of  our  work. 

To  this  end  we  recommend  that  special  attention  be  given  to 
all  the  details  of  Sunday  School  Work  in  the  several  Scliools. 

(a)  That  the  organization  be  as  complete  and  perfect  as 
possible  with  the  material  at  hand. 

(b)  That  Class  and  School  records  be  kept  systematically 
and  accurately. 

(c)  That  regular  and  systematic  giving  be  urged,  with  a 
liberal  portion  of  the  offerings  for  Benevolence. 

(d)  That  the  teaching  force  be  the  best  available,  spiritually 
as  well  as  mentally. 

(e)  That  for  the  securing  of  such  a  teaching  force  Normal 
Classes  be  organized  wherever    possible  to  inchule  both  teachers 
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and  prospective  teachers   and    to  be   conducted  by  tlie  Pastor  or 
some  other  competent  person. 

(f )  That  a  Home  Department  be  organized  in  every  SchooL 

(g)  That  a  liberal  supply  of  Helps  be  provided  but  that  the 
Bible  be  used  in  the  School  as  far  as  possible. 

We  believe  that  a  uniform  system  of  government  and  of 
School  and  Class  records  would  prove  of  great  benefit  in  many 
ways  and  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  General  Sunday 
School  Board  be  overtured  to  provide  a  plain  but  brief  Consti- 
tution and  By  Laws  and  adopt  or  recommend  a  system  of  School 
and  Class  records  for  general  use  in  all  our  Schools. 

We  appreciate  the  value  of  the  advancement  made  by  tlie 
General  Board,  especially  in  regard  to  the  various  Sunday  School 
publications,  and  would  reconunend  that  this  Synod  cheerfully 
acquiesce  in  all  their  recommenelations  and  urge  a  liberal  suppoit 
jDy  all  of  our  Schools. 

The  Statistics  of  all  the  Classis  except  Wichita  came  into  our 
hands  and  while  more  complete  than  formerly  are  still  incom- 
plete in  some  instances.  VVe  would  urge  that  these  statistics  l)e 
made  complete  in  every  detail  if  possible. 

We  submit  these  statistics  as  a  part  of  this  report  with  the  I'e- 
quest  that  the  Stated  Clerk  procure   those   from  Wichita  Classis 
and  prepare  the  same  for  the  Minutes  of  Synod.

It  is  evident  that  the  pledge  of  1,000  subscriptions  made  by 
Synod  one  vear  ago  has  not  been  fultilled.  We  still  believe 
most  firmly  that  the  Reformed  Church  Herald  is  a  great  help 
to  our  Western  Work,  and  that  it  can  be  made  still  more  efficient. 
We  have  found  it  to  be  no  light  task  to  attend  to  the  duties  to 
which  the  office  of  editor-in-chief  called  us— and  at  the  same 
time  to  build  up  one  of  the  most  important  city  Missions  in  our 
bountls.  We  cannot  do  both  longer  and  not  have  the  Mission 
suffer.  We  therefore  beg  your  honorable  body  to  relieve  us 
from  the  onerous  duties  of  editor  and  publisher. 

We  have  consulted  with  our  printer,  Mr.  Todd,  on  the  com- 
ing year,  and  he  agrees  to  continue  printing  the  paper  for  $6.00 
per  week.  This  sum  covers  cost  of  mailing  as  well.  This  is 
one-half  what  it  cost  a  year  ago.  It  has  not  l)een  possible  to  get 
advertising  in   paving    quantity.      The    income    from    this   latter 
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source  will  about  co\er  the  cost  of  the  paper  and  mailin<^.  In 
face  of  this  munificient  offer  we  should  see  to  it  as  Pastors  that 
whatever  printed  matter  is  needed  by  our  Congregation,  Classes 
and  Synod,  should  be  given  to  Mr.  Todd  as  remuneration  in  part 
for  the  work  he  is  doing  for  us.  We  believe  that  this  Synod 
should  award  him  the  contract  of  printing  its  Minutes.  The 
cost  of  publishing  the  Herald  for  the  coming  year  would  there- 
fore be  $312.  Allowing  necessary  expense  for  incidentals,  we 
should  plan  the  actual  cost  for  next  year  at  $325.  Our  Synod 
can  afford  to  pledge  that  amount  of  support,  and  if  necessarv, 
pay  any  shortage  out  of  its  Contingent  Fund.  There  is  no 
paper,  large  or  small — expensive  or  cheap — that  can  do  what 
the  Herald  can  for  the  strengthening  of  this  Synod  of  the  Inter- 
ior. It  is  still  our  profound  conviction  that  this  Church  paper 
js  one  of  the  most  important  enterprise-if  not  the  most  important — 
that  can  come  up  for  your  consideration.  We  trust  that  you 
will  treat  it  accordingly.
